amiable,  sincere,  honest  and  an  efficient  official 
for  twenty  four  years.

ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING,  MARCH  5,  1945 

A  meeting  duly  warned  of  the  inhabitants  of  West  Bridge- 
water  qualified  to  vote  in  election  and  Town  affairs  was  held  in 
the  Town  Hall  at  West  Bridgewater,  Monday,  March  5,  1945  at 
nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  the  following  is  a  record  of  the 
doings  of  said  meeting.

Sec.  3.  Physicians  and  midwives  shall,  within  forty-eight 
hours  after  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases  of  which  they  were  in 
charge,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  registrar  of  the  city  or  town 
in  which  the  birth  occurred,  a  notice  stating  the  date  and  place  of 
the  birth  giving  the  street  number  if  any,  color  and  the  family 
name.  They  shall  within  fifteen  days  after  the  birth,  mail  or  de- 
liver to  the  clerk  or  registrar  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  birth 
occurred,  a  report  of  the  birth,  stating  the  date  and  place,  the 
name,  if  any  of  the  child,  its  sex  and  color,  and  the  names,  ages, 
places  of  birth,  occupations  and  residences  of  the  parents,  giving 
the  street  number,  if  there  be  any,  and  the  number  of  the  ward  in 
the  city,  the  maiden  name  of  the  mother,  if  the  full  return  is  not 
made  within  forty-eight  hours. 

The  fee  of  the  physician  or  midwife  shall  be  twenty-five  cents 
for  each  birth  so  reported.  A  physician  or  midwife  who  neglects  to 
report  each  birth  within  forty-eight  hours  or  fifteen  days  there- 
after, shall  for  each  offence  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
dollars. 

Sec.  6.  Parents,  within  FORTY  DAYS  after  the  birth  of  a 
child,  and  every  householder  within  FORTY  DAYS  after  a  birth 
in  his  house,  SHALL  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the 
CLERK  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  such  child  is  born. 

The  facts  required  for  record,  as  stated  in  section  3,  shall  so  far 
as  known  or  obtainable,  be  included  in  every  notice  given  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Sec.  8.  A  parent,  or  other  person  who,  by  section  6,  is  re- 
quired to  give,  or  cause  to  be  given,  notice  of  a  birth  or  death,  who 
neglects  to  do  so  for  TEN  DAYS  after  the  time  limit  therefor, 
shall  forfeit  not  more  than  five  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Sec.  24.  The  Town  Clerk  shall  furnish  blanks  for  returns  of 
births  to  parents,  householders,  physicians  and  midwives  who 
apply  therefor.

ADOPTED  MARCH  10,  1945

The  following  by-laws  are  hereby  approved.

ARTICLE  I 
Town  Meeting 

Sec.  1  Notice  of  every  town  meeting  shall  be  given  by  posting 
attested  copies  of  the  warrant  for  the  meeting  in  not  less 
than'  seven  days  before  the  day  on  which  the  meeting 
is  to  be  held. 

Sec.  2 

a.  The  Annual  Business  Meeting  of  the  Town  shall  be  held 
on  the  Second  Monday  in  March  at  7:30  o'clock  in  the 
evening,  to  transact  any  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  it. 

b.  The  Annual  Election  of  Officers  by  Ballot,  for  the  en- 
suing year,  will  be  held  on  the  succeeding  Saturday  in 
March  from  9:00  o'clock  A.M.  to  8:00  P.M. 

Sec.  3  Check  lists  at  the  entrance  shall  be  used  to  determine 
the  Legal  voters.  Non-voters  shall  be  admitted  to  Town 
Meeting  only  after  all  voters  have  been  admitted.  Citi- 
zen non-voters  may  be  admitted  and  seated  only  as 
directed  by  the  Moderator.

No  vote  shall  be  passed  at  a  town  meeting,  appropria- 
ting more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  unless  there  shall 
be  present,  at  least  fifty  legal  voters  of  the  town.

ARTICLE  II 

Procedure  at  Town  Meetings 

Sec.  1  All  articles  in  the  warrant  shall  be  acted  upon  in  the 
order  of  their  arrangement,  unless  the  meeting  by  vote 
otherwise  determines. 

Sec.  2  Any  report,  resolution  or  motion  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing,  if  the  moderator  so  directs. 

Sec.  3  No  person  shall  address  the  meeting  unless  recognized 
by  the  moderator,  nor  speak  more  than  once  on  the  same 
subject  to  the  exclusion  of  any  other  who  may  desire 
to  speak. 

Sec.  4  Any  person  who  is  employed  as  an  attorney  by  another 
interested  in  any  matter  under  discussion  at  a  town 
meeting  shall  disclose  the  fact  of  his  employment  before 
speaking  thereon. 

Sec.  5  In  case  of  motions  to  amend,  or  to  fill  blanks,  the  one 
expressing  the  largest  sum  or  the  longest  time  shall  be 
put  first,  and  affirmative  vote  thereon  shall  be  a  nega- 
tive vote  on  any  smaller  or  shorter  time. 

Sec.  6  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  moderator, 
unless  the  town  otherwise  directs,  and  shall  report  as 
directed  by  the  town.  If  a  committee  does  not  report  as 
directed,  or  at  the  next  annual  town  meeting  held  there- 
after, it  shall  be  deemed  discharged,  unless  an  extension 
of  time  be  granted  by  the  town. 

Sec.  7  When  a  report  of  a  committee  is  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  moderator,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  properly  before 
the  meeting  for  its  action  thereon,  and  a  vote  to  accept 
the  same  shall  discharge  the  committee;  for  the  adoption 
of  the  recommendations  of  the  committee,  however,  a

specific  vote  shall  be  required.  No  appropriation  shall 
be  made  under  the  report  of  any  committee  of  the  Town 
until  the  matter  has  been  considered  and  reported  upon 
by  the  finance  committee. 

No  vote  after  being  once  passed  at  a  meeting  shall  be 
reconsidered  at  the  meeting  or  at  an  adjournment  thereof, 
except  by  a  two-thirds  vote. 

No  motion,  the  effect  of  which  would  be  to  dissolve  the 
meeting,  shall  be  in  order  until  every  article  in  the 
warrant  has  been  duly  considered  and  acted  upon,  but 
this  shall  not  preclude  the  postponement  of  the  con- 
sideration of  any  article  to  an  adjournment  of  the  meet- 
ing to  a  stated  time. 

The  duties  of  the  moderator,  not  specially  provided  by 
law  or  by  these  by-laws,  shall  be  determined  by  the 
rules  of  practice  contained  in  Cushing's  Manual  of 
Parliamentary  Practice,  so  far  as  the  same  is  applicable 
to  a  town  meeting. 


ARTICLE  III 
Financial 

The  head  of  every  department,  board  or  committee 
authorized  to  expend  money  shall,  at  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year,  furnish  the  town  accountant,  for  incorpora- 
tion in  the  Annual  Report,  a  list  of  all  outstanding  liabil- 
ities of  such  department,  board  or  committee,  showing 
to  whom  the  same  are  due,  for  what  due,  and  the 
amounts  thereof. 

Funds  given  the  town  or  deposited  with  the  town  in 
trust  or  otherwise,  for  specific  purposes  shall  not  be 
mingled  with  other  funds  of  the  town,  but  shall  be  kept 
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and  invested  separately,  and  used  only  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  the  gifts. 

ARTICLE  IV 
Finance 

Sec.  1  There  shall  be  a  Finance  Committee  consisting  of  seven 
appointive  members  and  the  Selectmen,  the  latter  acting 
ex-officio  members.  The  appointive  members  shall  be 
selected  as  follows:  One  to  be  appointed  from  each  of 
the  Five  Divisions  of  the  Town,  as  specified  in  the 
Town  Report  of  1927  of  the  adjourned  Town  Meeting, 
or  such  other  five  divisions  as  may  at  any  time  be  deter- 
mined by  vote  of  the  Town,  and  two  appointed  at  large.  x 
If  a  vacancy  occurs  during  the  year  the  Committee  shall 
elect  a  new  member  to  serve  until  the  next  Town 
Meeting. 

Sec.  2  At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  Moderator  shall 
appoint  a  committee  of  five  members  who  shall  in 
turn  appoint  the  appointive  members  of  the  Finance 
Committee  for  the  ensuing  term.  In  1933,  two  members 
shall  be  appointed  for  three  years,  two  for  two  years 
and  three  (including  the  members  at  large)  for  one  year. 
In  1934  and  each  year  thereafter  two  members  for  three 
years  and  one  member  at  large  for  one  year.  No  elective 
officer  of  the  Town  shall  be  eligible  for  appointment. 

Sec.  3  The  Finance  Committee  shall  call  on  all  officers,  com- 
mittees, chairmen,  and  department  heads  for  full  infor- 
mation regarding  recommendations,  appropriations,  ex- 
penditures and  reports.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  be 
furnished  by  the  Assessors  and  Selectmen  with  estimates 
of  income  as  well  as  reports  of  expenditures.  The  Fin- 
ance Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  investigate 
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Books,  accounts,  and  general  financial  management  of 
any  and  all  departments  of  the  Town. 

Sec.  4  The  meetings  of  the  Finance  Committee  may  be  called 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  or  by  the  Selectmen. 

Sec.  5  The  Finance  Committee  shall  choose  its  own  officers  and 
adopt  such  rules  regarding  its  procedure  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  necessary.  The  appointive  members  of 
the  Finance  Committee  shall  constitute  its  executive 
board.  The  business  of  the  Finance  Committee  shall  be 
transacted  by  the  executive  board  in  executive  session. 
The  executive  board  shall  examine  all  articles  in  the  War- 
rant, make  recommendations,  and  prepare  a  budget  for 
submission  to  the  Town  Meeting.  The  executive  board 
shall  keep  the  selectmen  informed  as  to  all  its  actions. 

Sec.  6  No  sum  in  excess  of  $250.00  for  any  one  purpose  may  be 
appropriated  at  any  Town  Meeting  unless  proposal  for 
same  has  been  specifically  passed  on  by  the  executive 
board  of  the  Finance  Committee.  No  appropriation  may 
be  made  at  any  special  Town  Meeting,  unless  same  has 
been  specifically  passed  on  by  the  executive  board  of  the 
Finance  Committee.  No  appropriation  refused  at  the 
regular  Town  Meeting  may  be  brought  before  a  special 
Town  Meeting  except  on  approval  of  the  executive  board 
of  the  Finance  Committee. 

Sec.  7  The  Finance  Committee  through  its  executive  board  shall 
annually  submit  a  printed  report  of  its  recommendations 
and  findings  to  the  voters  of  the  Town;  this  report  to  be 
ready  for  distribution  at  least  one  week  before  the  date 
of  the  annual  town  meeting. 


Sec.  8  If  called  upon  by  any  voter  at  the  annual  or  any  special 
Town  Meeting,  any  member  of  the  Finance  Committee 
may  explain  their  recommendation. 
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ARTICLE  V 

Accounting  and  Auditing 

Sec.  1  The  town  accountant  shall  in  an  annual  report,  in  addi- 
tion to  such  matters  as  are  required  by  law,  furnish  a 
condensed  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the 
town  and  financial  transactions  for  the  year  covered  by 
such  report. 

Sec.  2  There  shall  be  an  annual  audit  of  the  town's  accounts 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Director  of  Accounts  in  the 
Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxations. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Duties  of  Town  Officers 

Sec.  1  Every  officer  in  charge  of  a  department  shall  annually,  on 
or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  January,  transmit  to  the 
selectmen,  in  writing,  a  report  containing  a  statement  of 
the  acts  and  doings  of  his  department  for  the  past  finan- 
cial year,  to  be  printed  in  the  Annual  Report  as  the 
selectmen  may  deem  expedient. 

Sec.  2  The  selectmen,  assessors  and  water  commissioners  shall 
cause  to  be  posted  in  some  conspicuous  place  at  the  Town 
Hall  a  notice  of  the  times  and  places  of  their  respective 
regular  meetings. 

Sec.  3  The  town  clerk,  the  town  accountant,  the  town  treasurer, 
and  the  collector  shall  cause  to  be  posted  in  some  con- 
spicuous place  at  the  Town  Hall  a  notice  of  the  hours 
during  which  their  respective  offices  will  be  open. 

ARTICLE  VII 
Selectmen 

Sec.    1    The  selectmen  shall  exercise  a  general  supervision  over 
all  matters  affecting  the  interests  or  welfare  of  the  town. 
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Sec.  2  The  selectmen  may  appear  in  the  interests  of  the  town, 
either  personally  or  by  the  town  counsel  or  by  special 
counsel,  before  any  court,  committee  of  the  legislature,  or 
any  state  or  county  board  or  commission;  they  shall  have 
full  authority  as  agents  of  the  town,  acting  upon  the 
advice  of  the  town  counsel  or  special  counsel,  to  institute 
and  prosecute  any  and  all  necessary  suits  and  proceedings 
in  favor  of  the  town,  and  to  appear  and  defend  all  suits 
and  legal  proceedings  against  or  involving  the  town's 
interests.  They  may,  with  the  advice  of  counsel,  settle  all 
claims  contested  against  the  town,  provided  that  in  no 
case  shall  a  settlement  be  so  made  by  a  payment  of  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars  without  authority  from  the 
town. 

Sec.  3  All  conveyances  under  seal  which  may  hereafter  be  ex- 
ecuted by  the  town,  pursuant  to  a  vote  of  the  town  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  sealed  with  the  town  seal  and  sub- 
scribed by  a  majority  of  the  board  of  selectmen  for  the 
time  being,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  town. 

Sec.  4  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  selectmen  to  see  that  every 
conveyance  to  the  town  of  any  interest  in  land  is  proper- 
ly recorded  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

Sec.  5  The  board  of  Selectmen  shall  have  supervision  and  auth- 
ority to  make  such  regulations  not  embodied  elsewhere 
in  these  By-laws  to  govern  any  action  which,  by  its  char- 
acter, they  consider  to  be  a  common  nuisance  or  Fire 
Hazard;  and  may  require  the  discontinuance  of  such 
nuisance  or  Fire  Hazard. 

Sec.  6  The  selectmen  may  at  their  discretion  appoint  a  Com- 
mission of  Citizens,  or  a  superintendent  to  care  for  Mon- 
ument Grounds,  Park,  Play  Grounds,  or  any  Town  Prop- 
erty under  the  care  of  the  Selectmen. 
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Sec.  7  The  Selectmen  shall,  in  their  annual  report,  unless  such 
information  is  contained  in  other  reports  to  be  published 
in  the  annual  Town  Report,  state  in  detail  what  action 
they  have  taken  in  the  year  preceding.  They  shall  state 
specifically  what  town  ways  and  county  ways  have  been 
laid  out,  what  damages  have  been  assessed  and  paid, 
what  claims  are  outstanding,  and  what  claims  are  in  suit 
against  the  town.  They  shall  also  state  what  ways  that 
have  been  ordered  laid  out,  or  accepted,  remain  to  be 
constructed.  They  shall  also  make  a  detailed  statement 
of  the  repairs  made  upon  public  buildings  in  their  charge. 

Sec.  8  The  selectmen  shall  have  the  printed-annual  reports  of 
the  town  ready  for  distribution  not  later  than  February 
22  of  each  year;  and  shall  have  a  copy  thereof  left  at 
every  dwelling  house  in  town  not  later  than  March  1. 

ARTICLE  VIII 
Sanitation 

Sec.  1  After  date  of  adoption  of  these  By-Laws,  flowage  from 
any  sink  or  sanitary  equipment  shall  be  entered  into  cess- 
pool or  septic  tanks. 

Sec.  2  The  above  requirement  shall  apply  only  to  construction 
proposed  after  adoption  of  these  By-Laws. 

Sec.  3  The  Selectmen,  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Health,  may 
in  their  own  discretion,  however,  require  the  flowage 
of  any  existing  sink  or  sanitary  arrangement  to  be  enter- 
ed into  cesspool  or  septic  tank,  if  in  their  opinion  the 
Health  of  the  inhabitants  is  in  danger  of  infection  from 
arrangements  as  they  exist. 

Sec.  4  Violations  of  any  of  the  above  requirements  may  be  pun- 
ishable by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $20.00. 
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ARTICLE  IX 
Town  Clerk 

Sec.  1  The  town  clerk  shall  keep  a  true  copy  of  all  deeds  and 
conveyances  executed  by  the  Selectmen. 

Sec.  2  The  town  Clerk  shall  furnish  all  boards,  committees,  and 
offices  with  a  copy  of  all  votes  affecting  them. 

Sec.  3  The  town  clerk  shall  furnish  the  selectmen,  for  publica- 
tion in  the  printed  Annual  Report  of  the  town,  a  copy  of 
his  record  of  all  town  meetings  that  have  been  held  during 
the  preceding  year. 

Sec.  4  The  town  clerk  shall  keep  and  cause  to  be  permanently 
bound,  one  or  more  files  of  the  Town  Reports. 

Sec.  5  He  shall  not  allow  original  papers  or  any  documents  of 
the  town  in  his  possession  to  be  taken  from  his  office,  ex- 
cept as  they  remain  in  his  custody,  or  by  authority  of  law. 

ARTICLE  X 
Treasurer 

Sec.  1  The  town  treasurer  shall,  immediately  after  the  first  day 
of  each  month,  make  to  the  town  accountant  a  detailed 
report  of  all  receipts  during  the  preceding  month,  and 
shall  transmit  a  duplicate  copy  to  the  selectmen.  He 
shall  also  prepare  such  other  financial  statements  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  required  by  the  selectmen. 

Sec.  2  The  report  of  the  town  treasurer  shall  include:  1st — A 
list  of  all  notes  issued  during  the  year  and  the  purposes 
for  which  the  money  was  borrowed,  giving  the  dates, 
amounts,  terms,  rate  of  interest,  time  of  maturity,  the 
premium,  if  any,  received  thereon,  and  the  names  of  the 
parties  of  whom  the  funds  were  borrowed.  2nd — A  full 
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exhibit  of  all  moneys,  properties,  and  securities  which 
have  been  placed  in  his  charge  by  virtue  of  any  statute 
or  by-laws  or  by  virtue  of  any  gift,  devise,  bequest,  or 
deposit. 

Sec.  3  The  treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  deeds,  bonds, 
and  insurance  policies  belonging  to  the  town,  except  that 
the  bond  of  the  treasurer  shall  be  in  the  custody  of  the 
chairman  of  the  board  of  selectmen. 


ARTICLE  XI 
Collector  of  Accounts 

Sec.  1  The  collector  shall  make  such  statements  of  collections 
and  such  other  financial  statements  to  the  town  account- 
ant and  to  the  selectmen  as  either  may  reasonably  re- 
quire. 

Sec.  2  The  collector  shall  make  immediate  report  to  the  water 
commissioners  of  all  water-takers  whose  bills  remain  un- 
paid for  the  period  of  three  months.  If  such  bills  remain 
unpaid  for  the  further  period  of  two  months,  the  collect- 
or shall  again  make  immediate  report  of  the  same  to  the 
water  commissioners. 

Sec.  3  The  collector  shall  furnish  the  selectmen  for  publication 
in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  town,  a  summarized  state- 
ment of  his  collections  for  the  fiscal  year  and  a  statement 
of  all  taxes,  water-bills  or  other  charges  committed  to 
him  for  collection,  which  at  the  end  of  the  year  are  out- 
standing. 

ARTICLE  XII 
Dog  Officer 

Sec.    1    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Dog  Officer  to  collect  all  delin- 
quent payments  of  Dog  Licenses  on  July  1st,  of  each 
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year.  The  Town  Clerk  will  submit  to  him  the  list  of  such 
unpaid  licenses.  The  Dog  Officer  will  forward  a  demand 
for  all  such  unpaid  licenses  with  a  collection  demand  of 
3.35,  granting  ten  days  to  pay  same.  If  they  are  not  paid 
within  this  period  an  additional  charge  to  the  amount  of 
one  dollar  will  be  collected. 

Sec.    2    All  fees  so  collected  shall  be  retained  by  the  Dog  Officer. 

ARTICLE  XIII 

Superintendent  of  Streets 

Sec.  1  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen. 

Sec.  2  The  commissioner  of  streets  shall  keep  an  accurate  ac- 
count of  all  money  expended  and  all  work  done  upon  the 
public  ways  of  the  town,  and  a  daily  record  of  the  number 
of  men  and  teams  and  motor  vehicles  employed;  and  the 
extent  and  nature  of  the  work  done,  and  when  required, 
submit  the  same  to  the  selectmen. 

Sec.  3  The  commissioner  of  streets  shall  keep  a  pay  roll  of  the 
employees  of  the  street  department,  and  of  the  owners  of 
teams  and  motor  vehicles  employed  thereon,  and  a  de- 
tailed account  with  all  parties  furnishing  materials  there- 
for; the  time  for  which  payment  is  to  be  made;  the  rate 
of  wages,  the  amount  and  cost  of  materials  furnished, 
and  the  amount  due  in  each  case,  and  when  required, 
submit  the  same  to  the  selectmen. 

ARTICLE  XIV 

Fire  Department 

Sec.    1    The  fire  chief  shall  keep  an  accurate  and  detailed  account 
of  the  expenditures  of  his  department,  showing  the  dates, 
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names,  amounts,  and  objects  thereof.  He  shall  also  keep 
a  detailed  list  of  the  alarms  to  which  the  department  re- 
sponds, the  length  of  time  on  duty,  and  the  amount  of 
fire  loss  in  each  case. 


ARTICLE  XV 

Water  Department 

Sec.  1  The  board  of  water  commissioners  shall  furnish  the  se- 
lectmen, for  publication  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Town,  a  full  and  comprehensive  statement  ot  its  acts. 


ARTICLE  XVI 

Care  of  Burial  Grounds  and  Lots 

Sec.  1  The  town  will  accept  and  forever  hold  in  trust  any  money 
or  securities  which  may  hereafter  be  deposited  with  the 
town  treasurer  for  perpetual  preservation,  care,  improve- 
ment, or  embellishment  of  any  public  or  private  burial 
place,  or  any  lots  or  graves  therein,  agreeable  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Statutes  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Sec.  2  The  Selectmen  are  authorized  to  enter  into  agreement  in 
behalf  of  the  town,  with  the  holders  of  burial  rights  in 
any  lot  in  the  cemeteries  of  the  town  to  keep  forever  such 
lot,  the  structures  and  grass  thereon  and  one  half  of  the 
boundary  Pathways  in  good  and  neat  condition,  so  far  as 
the  samecan  be  done  by  an  expenditure  not  exceeding  the 
income  per  annum  of  any  sum  of  money,  or  equal  to  the 
income  from  securities,  which  such  holder  may  have  de- 
posited with  the  town  treasurer  for  said  purpose. 
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ARTICLE  XVII 
Contracts  by  Town  Officers 

Sec.  1  No  officer  or  agent  of  the  town  who  has  been  authorized 
either  alone  or  acting  with  other  officers  or  agents  of  the 
town,  to  borrow  money,  or  to  make  any  contract  or  pur- 
chase in  behalf  of  the  town,  shall  have  any  pecuniary 
interest  in  any  such  loan,  contract  or  purchase. 

Sec.  2  No  officer  or  authorized  agent  or  agents,  or  committee, 
shall  borrow  money  or  make  any  contract  on  behalf  of 
the  Town  in  which  such  officer  or  any  member  of  such 
board  or  committee  is  directly  or  indirectly  financially 
interested,  except  competitive  contracts,  provided  never- 
theless such  contract  may  be  made  by  an  officer,  board 
or  committee,  other  than  the  selectmen,  if  approved  in 
writing  by  the  selectmen  with  a  statement  of  their  reasons 
for  approval. 

Sec.  3  Every  board  or  officer  when  contracting  for  or  accepting 
delivery  of  fuel,  stone,  gravel  or  sand  may  require  that 
the  same  be  weighed  and  inspected  by  a  duly  authorized 
weigher  or  measurer  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater, 
and  such  requirement  may  be  incorporated  in  every 
contract. 

Sec.  4  All  officers,  boards  and  committees  making  or  entering 
into  any  written  contract  shall  immediately  upon  the 
execution  of  the  same,  and  the  bond  accompanying  the 
same,  deposit  said  contract  and  bond  with  the  town 
accountant. 

ARTICLE  XVIII 
Streets  and  Sidewalks 

Sec.  1  No  person  shall  tie  a  horse  or  any  grazing  beast  to  any 
shade  tree  on  or  bordering  on  the  public  highway. 
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Sec.  2  No  person  shall  suffer  horses  or  grazing  beasts  or  swine 
to  run  at  large  in  the  town;  or  to  feed  within  the  limits 
of  the  highway  in  the  thickly  settled  parts  of  the  town  as 
may  be  determined  by  the  selectmen;  or  to  feed  within 
the  limits  of  the  highway  in  any  part  of  the  town  where 
damage  may  result  to  shade  trees. 

Sec.  3  No  person  shall  break  or  dig  up  any  public  sidewalk, 
street,  or  highway,  or  place  thereon  any  staging  or  other 
temporary  structure,  without  a  written  permit  from  the 
board  of  selectmen  or  the  board  having  charge  of  the 
streets  in  such  cases.  Any  person  having  such  a  permit 
shall  before  the  expiration  of  the  same,  restore  such  side- 
walk, street  or  highway  to  its  original  condition  or  to  a 
condition  satisfactory  to  such  board  (this  clause  shall  not 
apply  to  Town  Dept.  performing  their  usual  duties). 
Any  permit  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  in  force  for  such  time  as  the  board  may  specify, 
and  shall  be  subject  to  such  other  conditions  as  the  board 
may  prescribe  and  especially  in  every  case  upon  condition 
that  during  the  whole  of  every  night  from  sunset  to  sun- 
rise, lighted  lanterns  and  proper  barriers  shall  be  so  placed 
as  to  secure  travelers  from  danger.  No  person  having  ob- 
tained such  a  permit  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  condi- 
tions thereof.  The  board  granting  such  permit  shall  have 
the  right  to  revoke  the  same  at  any  time,  and  may  require 
a  bond  either  before  or  after  the  commencement  of  work 
or  during  its  progress,  to  secure  its  proper  performance. 

Sec.  4  No  person  shall  coast  or  roller  skate  on  or  across  any 
public  sidewalk  or  street  of  the  town,  except  at  such  times 
and  in  such  places  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  desig- 
nated by  the  board  of  selectmen.

No  person  shall  fire  or  discharge  any  gun,  pistol  or  other 
firearms  in  or  across  any  of  the  streets  or  public  places

within  the  town;  but  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the 
use  of  such  weapons  in  the  lawful  defense  of  one's  person, 
family  or  property,  or  in  performance  of  any  duty  re- 
quired or  authorized  by  law,  nor  upon  such  days  as  may 
be  designated  by  the  board  of  selectmen. 

No  person  shall  throw  or  place  or  cause  to  be  thrown  or 
placed  upon  any  public  street  or  highway  of  the  town, 
any  nails,  spikes,  screws,  glass,  tin  cans,  or  other  similar 
articles. 

No  person  shall  suffer  a  platform,  or  grate  of  an  entrance, 
or  opening  to  a  cellar  or  basement  in  any  public  street  or 
sidewalk,  to  rise  above  the  surface  of  any  such  street  or 
sidewalk,  and  every  such  entrance  or  opening  shall  at 
all  times  be  covered  by  a  suitable  platform  or  grate,  and 
in  case  of  a  coal  hole,  by  a  suitable  covering.  Such 
entrances  or  openings,  when  in  use,  shall  be  properly 
guarded. 

No  person  shall  throw  or  place  upon  any  public  sidewalk 
or  street  crossing  any  banana  skin,  orange  skin  or  other 
slippery  substance. 

No  owner  or  any  person  having  the  care  of  a  building 
abutting  a  sidewalk  which  slants  toward  such  sidewalk, 
shall  permit  such  building  to  be  without  a  barrier,  snow- 
guard  or  other  device  to  prevent  the  falling  of  snow  or 
ice  from  such  roof  to  the  sidewalk. 


ARTICLE  XIX 

Disorderly  Behavior 

No  person  shall  behave  himself  in  a  rude  or  disorderly 
manner,  nor  use  any  indecent,  profane  or  insulting  lan- 
guage, in  any  public  way  or  place  in  the  town. 
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Sec.  2  No  person  shall  bathe  in  any  of  the  waters  of  this  town 
in  a  state  of  nudity,  in  places  exposed  to  public  view,  or 
in  immediate  sight  of  the  occupants  of  any  dwelling. 

Sec.  3  No  person  shall  throw  stones,  snowballs,  sticks,  or  other 
missiles,  or  kick  at  football,  or  play  at  any  game  in  which 
a  ball  is  used,  or  fly  any  kite  or  balloon,  or  shoot  with  or 
use  a  bow  and  arrow,  gun,  air  gun,  or  sling,  in  or  across 
any  of  the  public  ways  of  the  town. 

Sec.  4  No  person  shall  loiter  or  continue  to  stand  on  any  side- 
walk or  public  places  in  the  town  so  as  to  obstruct  the 
passage  of  or  to  impede  or  in  any  manner  annoy  other 
persons:  nor  shall  any  person  in  a  street  or  way  stand  or 
loiter  after  being  directed  by  a  police  officer  to  move  on. 

Sec.  5  No  person  shall  extinguish  any  street  light,  or  extinguish 
or  remove  any  light  placed  to  warn  the  public  against  an 
obstruction  or  a  defect  in  any  street  or  way,  unless  such 
person  is  authorized  by  those  having  charge  of  such 
lights,  or  of  the  street  or  way,  so  to  do. 

Sec.  6  No  person  shall  injure,  deface  or  destroy  any  street  sign, 
guide  post,  lamp  or  lantern  thereon,  or  any  tree,  building, 
fence  or  other  object  set,  erected  or  made  for  the  use  or 
ornament  of  the  town,  nor  paint  or  draw  any  work  or 
figure  upon  any  curbstone  or  sidewalk. 

ARTICLE  XX 

Collectors  of  and  Dealers  In  Second  Hand  Articles, 
Junk  and  Keepers  of  Junk  Shops 

Sec.  1  The  selectmen  may  license  suitable  persons  to  be  collect- 
ors of,  dealers  in,  or  keepers  of  shops  for  the  purchase, 
sale  or  barter  of  junk,  old  metals,  or  second  hand  articles: 
and  no  such  person  shall  be  a  dealer  in,  or  keeper  of,  the 
aforesaid  without  such  a  license. 
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Sec.  2  The  selectmen  may  require  that  any  place:  vehicle  or 
receptacle,  used  for  the  collecting  or  keeping  of  the  arti- 
cles aforesaid,  may  be  examined  at  all  times  by  the  select- 
men or  by  any  person  by  them  authorized  to  make  such 
examination. 

Sec.  3  No  person  licensed  under  this  article  directly  or  indirectly, 
shall  either  purchase  or  receive  by  way  of  barter  or  ex- 
change any  of  the  articles  aforesaid,  except  rags  or  bot- 
tles, of  a  minor  or  apprentice,  knowing  or  having  reason 
to  believe  him  to  be  such. 


ARTICLE  XXI 

Parades  and  Public  Gatherings 

Sec.  1  No  person  shall  form  or  conduct  a  parade  in  any  public 
street,  public  sidewalk  or  public  way  within  the  town,  or 
form  or  conduct  for  the  purpose  of  display  or  demonstra- 
tion, any  procession  or  assembly  of  people,  except  a  mili- 
tary or  funeral  parade  or  procession,  within  such  public 
street,  sidewalk  or  way,  without  first  obtaining  a  written 
permit  from  the  chief  of  police;  and  no  person  shall  take 
part  in  any  such  parade,  procession  or  assembly  which  is 
not  authorized  by  such  permit. 

Sec.  2  No  person  shall  give  any  public  address,  speech  or  ha- 
rangue in  any  public  square  or  public  park  within  the 
town,  without  a  written  permit  from  the  chief  of  police. 

Sec.  3  Any  person  or  society  making  application  for  any  of  the 
privileges  set  forth  in  Sec.  1  and  2  of  this  article  may, 
upon  refusal  of  the  chief  of  police  to  grant  permit  for 
same,  have  the  right  to  appeal  from  the  refusal  of  the 
chief  of  police  to  the  board  of  selectmen,  who  may  grant 
such  permit,  or  refuse  to  grant  same.  Their  decision  shall 
be  final. 
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ARTICLE  XXII 
Repeal 

• 

Sec.  1  All  by-laws  or  parts  of  by-laws  heretofore  adopted  which 
are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  by- 
laws are  hereby  repealed  and  annulled;  but  the  provisions 
of  the  foregoing  by-laws,  so  far  as  they  are  the  same  as 
the  provisions  of  by-laws  heretofore  adopted  shall  be 
construed  as  a  continuance  of  said  by-laws,  and  not  as 
new  enactments. 

The  repeal  of  a  by-law  heretofore  adopted  shall  not  affect 
any  act  done,  ratified  or  confirmed,  or  any  right  accrued 
or  established,  nor  any  action,  suit  or  proceeding  com- 
menced or  had,  nor  affect  any  punishment  penalty,  or 
forfeiture  incurred  under  such  by-laws. 

ARTICLE  XXIII 

Sec.  1  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  these  by-laws, 
unless  otherwise  specifically  provided  therein,  or  other- 
wise provided  by  law,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  twenty  dollars.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  West  Bridgewater  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
December  31,  1945,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to 
me  by  Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine,  Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  West  Bridgewater  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
December  31,  1945,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or 
committing  bills  for  collection,  were  reconciled  with  the  records  of 
the  town  accountant. 
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The  town  accountant's  ledger  was  analyzed,  the  recorded  re- 
ceipts being  checked  with  the  treasurer's  books  and  the  payments 
being  compared  with  the  warrants  authorizing  them  and  with  the 
treasurer's  record  of  payments. 

A  trial  balance  was  taken  off,  proving  the  accounts  to  be  in 
balance,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was 
prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  December 
31,  1945.  This  balance  sheet  indicates  that  the  financial  condition 
of  the  town  is  very  good. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  analyzed  and  checked 
with  the  records  of  the  several  departments  collecting  money  for 
the  town,  while  the  payments  were  checked  with  the  selectmen's 
warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds.  The 
cash  book  additions  were  verified,  and  the  cash  balance  on  January 
15,  1946  was  proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and 
by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished 
by  the  banks  in  which  town  funds  are  deposited. 

The  payments  made  for  maturing  debt  and  interest  were  com- 
pared with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file  and  with  the  amounts 
falling  due. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  invest- 
ment of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town 
treasurer  were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was  proved  and 
the  transfers  to  the  town  were  verified. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined  and 
compared  with  the  tax  books.  The  redemptions  were  verified,  and 
the  outstanding  tax  titles  were  listed,  reconciled  with  the  account- 
ant's ledger,  and  checked  with  the  records  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  collector  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  taxes  and  water  accounts  outstanding  according  to 
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the  previous  examination  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitments 
were  audited  and  proved  to  the  warrants  issued  for  their  collection. 
The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  and  with  the  accountant's  books,  the  abatements  as  re- 
corded were  compared  with  the  assessors'  and  the  water  commis- 
sioners' records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  ac- 
counts were  listed. 

The  departmental  accounts  receivable  outstanding  at  the 
time  of  the  previous  examination  and  all  subsequent  charges  were 
audited  and  proved.  The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  checked 
with  the  treasurer's  recorded  receipts  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed. 

The  outstanding  tax,  departmental,  and  water  accounts  were 
verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from  the 
replies  received  thereto  it  appears  that  the  accounts,  as  listed, 
are  correct. 

The  financial  accounts  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined.  The 
records  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses  issued  were  checked,  the  pay- 
ments to  the  State  being  verified  with  the  receipts  on  file  and  the 
payments  to  the  town  treasurer  being  compared  with  the  treas- 
urer's cash  book. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  officials  required  by  law  to  furnish 
them  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  departmental  cash  collections  by  the  selectmen, 
the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  and  the  library  department, 
and  of  all  other  departments  in  which  money  was  collected  for  the 
town,  were  examined  and  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  treas- 
urer were  verified. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheet,  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  and  the

collector's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  tax  title,  departmental,  and 
water  accounts,  together  with  tables  showing  the  condition  and 
transactions  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  the  various  officials  during 
the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for 
myself,  to  express  appreciation.

Librarian's  Report 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  of  the  town  of  West  Bridge- 
water: 

I  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1945. 
Last  year  we  noted  an  increase  in  school  circulation  in  the 
elementary  grades;  this  year  we  are  pleased  to  report  an  increase 
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in  all  grades,  both  elementary  and  secondary.  It  is  still  a  problem 
for  some  of  the  High  School  pupils,  those  who  live  some  distance 
from  the  library  and  those  who  are  employed  after  school  hours  to 
get  to  us  for  needed  books.  In  February,  at  the  suggestion  of  some 
of  the  High  School  teachers  our  trustees  agreed  to  change  the  clos- 
ing hours  on  Wednesday  to  8:00  P.M.  to  accommodate  those  stu- 
dents unable  to  get  to  the  library  during  the  regular  hours.  There 
was  a  fair  attendance  between  6:00  and  8:00  the  first  few  months 
but  from  the  beginning  of  the  school  term  in  September,  the  aver- 
age number  of  pupils  in  the  evening  has  been  two.  That,  the  in- 
creased cost  of  the  later  closing  and  the  inclement  weather  during 
the  winter  months  decided  the  trustees  to  return  to  the  6  o'clock 
closing,  commencing  late  in  November. 

The  slight  decrease  in  general  circulation  is  probably  due 
to  fewer  books  purchased  because  of  the  increase  in  price  of  most 
books. 

We  have  a  number  of  improvements,  the  most  important  being 
the  installing  of  town  water,  much  appreciated  by  the  staff.  We 
also  have  added  a  number  of  new  shelves,  giving  needed  space  for 
the  display  of  books  for  the  7th  and  8th  grades;  and  in  the  small 
room  for  books  for  the  teen-age  girls. 

In  September  we  cooperated  with  the  Women's  Alliance  of  the 
Unitarian  Church  and  loaned  about  100  books  for  display  at  their 
Book  Fair.  We  thank  those  ladies  as  a  number  of  little  known 
books  circulated  from  the  library  following  the  Book  Fair. 

We  have  had  a  number  of  books  donated  during  the  year  and 
a  very  beautiful  mahogany  table  for  the  reference  room,  made  by 
the  late  Mr.  Francis  Mahoney,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Mahoney. 

The  staff  remains  the  same;  we  appreciate  the  consideration 
our  trustees  have  for  us,  and  the  kindness  of  our  patrons.

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CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICES 


To  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare: 

The  West  Bridgewater  unit  of  Child  Welfare  Services  which 
was  initiated  in  November,  1943  and  suspended  because  of  the 
resignation  of  the  former  worker  in  August,  1944,  was  resumed  in 
March,  1945,  and  is  still  in  operation. 

Child  Welfare  Services  is  made  possible  by  the  Social  Security 
Act  and  is  financed  by  the  United  States  Children's  Bureau  through 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Welfare.  There  are  sim- 
ilar Child  Welfare  Offices  in  all  of  the  forty-eight  states  with  over 
500  children's  workers  employed. 

The  children's  worker  is  consulted  by  the  people  who  are  inter- 
ested in  bringing  the  best  resources  available  within  the  reach  of 
every  child.  Very  often  just  talking  things  over  with  the  worker 
will  suggest  a  new  perspective  in  dealing  with  a  child  who  has 
caused  anxiety  to  his  parents  or  to  the  school.  Children  themselves 
often  like  to  talk  with  an  adult  who  understands  how  they  feel  but 
who  is  not  too  closely  related  to  home  or  school.  The  purpose  of 
Child  Welfare  Services  is  to  prevent  needless  unhappiness  and  to 
promote  a  better  life  for  children  and  their  families. 

The  children's  worker  can  help  when  a  school  child  is  anxious 
about  home,  dissatisfied  with  school,  very  dependent  in  his  attitude, 
unable  to  make  friends  or  overaggressive  in  his  behavior.  As  a 
friend  the  worker  helps  a  child  by  listening  to  the  child's  story, 
meeting  his  parents  in  their  own  home,  interpreting  his  special  abil- 
ities or  limitations  and  talking  with  his  teacher  about  his  needs. 

From  March  through  December  1945,  the  Child  Welfare  Ser- 
vices worker  made  295  home  visits  and  292  other  visits  on  behalf  of 
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the  children  under  care.  60  families  were  referred  with  a  total  of 
111  children.  Most  of  the  referrals  came  from  the  school  officials 
in  the  various  towns  requesting  service.  These  towns  include  West 
Bridgewater  (which  receives  preference),  Hingham,  Hanson,  Hali- 
fax, Whitman,  Bridgewater,  Raynham,  Kingston  and  Rockland. 

I  have  found  the  people  I  have  approached  in  regard  to  Child 
Welfare  Services  cooperative  and  very  much  interested  in  the  wel- 
fare of  children  and  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  them  all.

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REPORT  OF 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS 


To  The  Board  of  Selectmen: 

After  a  very  hard  winter  on  roads,  we  have  started  to  repair 
some  of  them.  Every  road  in  town  that  is  under  our  care  is  in  very 
poor  condition.  I  will  not  go  into  detail  in  regard  to  that,  as  you 
know  all  that. 

Last  March,  we  started  on  what  we  call  "Black  Patching". 
Almost  every  surfaced  road  in  the  town  was  attended  to  at  inter- 
vals several  times.  In  this  work,  we  used  about  one  hundred  and 
forty  tons  of  crushed  stone,  sand  and  gravel.  We  also  used  about 
eighteen  hundred  gallons  of  asphalt  preparation. 

We  also  did  some  gravel  patching  on  our  dirt  roads,  and  re- 
paired the  shoulders  on  West  Center  Street  from  West  Street  to  the 
town  line  of  Easton.  On  North  Elm  Street,  we  repaired  the  should- 
ers from  Spring  Street  to  Elm  Square. 

We  resurfaced  Matfield  Street  from  Main  Street  to  the  East 
Bridgewater  line;East  Street  from  East  Center  Street  to  Anderson 
Brothers  farm;  Spring  Street  from  Howard  Street  to  Josiah  Tuck's 
place;  South  Elm  Street  from  Lincoln  Street  to  Pleasant  Street.  We 
tried  to  maintain  what  we  have  to  the  best  of  our  ability. 

On  "Chapter  90"  work,  we  resurfaced  Belmont  Street  with 
quarter-inch  crushed  stone,  and  a  part  of  East  Center  Street.  We 
"Paint  Patched"  and  seal  coated  West  Center  Street  from  West 
Street  to  Prospect  Street,  and  from  the  Town  Line  at  Easton  to 
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Pleasant  Street.  We  put  a  seal  coat  on  West  Street  from  West 
Center  Street  to  where  the  Town  Farm  was  located. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Town  Ac- 
countant for  their  kind  assistance  in  our  work.

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REPORT  OF  RATIONING  BOARD 
Annual  Report-1945 


There  isn't  any  need  to  make  much  of  a  report  on  the  1945 
activities  of  your  local  Rationing  Board.  The  cessation  of  hostili- 
ties in  Europe  made  little  difference  in  our  program  for  there  was 
still  the  war  to  be  fought  in  the  Pacific.  The  glorious  announce- 
ment early  in  August  of  our  complete  victory  over  the  Japanese, 
however,  brought  an  abrupt  end  to  our  work.  Almost  immediately, 
rationing  of  gasoline  and  fuel  oil  was  ended,  so  that  the  expense  of 
our  existence  as  a  separate  Board  was  no  longer  justifiable.  The 
Brockton  Board  expanded  its  area  to  include  the  surrounding  towns 
and  gradually  our  few  remaining  functions  were  absorbed  by  that 
Board.  On  October  1,  1945,  the  West  Bridgewater  Rationing  Board 
formally  ceased  to  exist. 

Again  we  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  helped  and  cooperated 
with  us  in  our  trying  task.

In  the  summer  of  1945,  the  Town  lost  a  valuable  citizen  in  Mr. 
Christopher  Read,  who  had  held  the  office  of  Tree  Warden  and 
Moth  Superintendent  for  many  years. 

On  July  15,  1945, 1  was  appointed  by  your  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Tree  Warden  and  Moth  Superintend- 
ent. It  is  my  desire  to  carry  on  the  duties  of  these  offices  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  town. 

We  have  removed  a  number  of  damaged  trees,  and  others  for 
safety.  It  is  our  plan  to  set  out  new  trees  in  different  parts  of  the 
town  where  they  will  best  serve  in  years  to  come. 

We  find  the  gypsy  moth  has  increased  tremendously  in  the 
past  two  or  three  years,  particularly  in  the  wooded  sections  of  the 
town.  This  will  take  considerable  more  spraying  and  creosoting  of 
egg  clusters  in  the  coming  year.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


During  the  year  1945,  there  were  36  reportable  diseases  re- 
ceived by  the  Board  of  Health,  22  of  which  were  Scarlet  Fever. 

The  Diphtheria  Clinic  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall  in  May  of 
this  year,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Health.  Dr.  Belmore, 
assisted  by  the  School  Nurse,  immunized  forty  children  with  no 
reactions. 

A  "Well-Child  Conference"  for  children  from  six  months  to 
six  years,  was  held  June  25  to  28,  1945.  There  were  42  families  re- 
presented, and  52  pre-school  children  were  examined: 

9  needed  medical  attention 
13  needed  dental  attention 

6  had  poor  nutrition 
16  needed  nose  and  throat  attention 

2  had  eye  trouble 

Since  the  Clinic,  45  follow-up  home  visits  have  been  made  by 
Lillian  M.  Hewitt,  R.  N. 

Thirteen  children  entered  school,  eighteen  children  were  in- 
noculated  for  Diphtheria,  and  twenty  children  were  vaccinated, 
three  were  referred  to  a  habit  clinic.

During  the  first  part  of  the  year  1945,  the  work  of  the  water 
Department  had  been  somewhat  curtailed  due  to  the  shortage  of 
materials  and  Government  Regulations.

The  equipment  of  the  Department  remains  in  good  condition 
at  the  close  of  the  year,  and  there  is  a  reasonable  supply  of  material 
and  tools  on  hand.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
WATER  COMMISSIONERS 


We  wish  to  make  a  special  report  on  investigations  that  have 
been  made  in  relation  to  improving  our  water  supply  and  water 
distribution  system. 

Late  in  1944  we  obtained  the  services  of  Whitman  and  How- 
ard, Engineers,  and  their  report  was  submitted  to  a  special  town 
meeting  held  m  the  spring  of  1945,  at  which  time  it  was  voted  to 
proceed  with  their  recommended  Method  No.  4,  that  is,  to  drive 
test  wells  within  the  limits  of  our  town  and,  if  a  satisfactory  water 
supply  were  found,  to  drive  permanent  wells,  and  build  a  pumping 
station,  standpipe  and  necessary  pipe  main  connections  to  connect 
the  wells  and  standpipe  to  our  existing  system,  plus  a  pipe  line 
from  Main  Street  to  North  Elm  Street  in  the  vicinity  of  Maolis 
Avenue. 

A  contract  for  driving  test  wells  was  awarded  to  Edward  F. 
Hughes  and  Co.,  the  work  being  carried  on  under  the  supervision 
of  our  engineers.  Test  wells  were  driven  during  the  summer  and 
fall  of  1945  in  many  sections  and  a  satisfactory  location  was  found 
about  five  hundred  feet  beyond  the  end  of  Cyr  Street.  A  continuous 
pumping  test  of  seven  days  duration  was  conducted  at  this  site  and 
we  have  received  the  assurance  of  our  engineers  that  there  is  a  satis- 
factory water  supply  available  at  this  location;  we  have  also  re- 
ceived approval  of  this  area  from  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health,  they  stating  that  "the  Department  is  of  the  opinion  that  an 
adequate  supply  of  satisfactory  water  may  be  obtained  from  the 
site  tested  and  accordingly  approve  it  as  appropriate". 
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Analyses  of  the  water  by  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health  show  that  the  water  has  an  iron  content  of  .05,  a  pH  of  5.7, 
and  a  hardness  of  40.  In  relation  to  hardness  we  wish  to  quote 
from  the  engineer's  report  as  follows: 

"A  hardness  of  40  is  not  considered  excessive.  The  1940  re- 
port of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  shows  the  hardness  of 
ground  water  supplies  in  the  state  ranging  from  5  to  186,  one  hun- 
dred fifty-four  being  lower  than  40  and  sixty-five  being  higher. 
There  are  several  nearby  communities  having  hardnesses  between 
35  and  45,  viz.  Westwood,  Needham,  Wellesley,  Hingham,  Dedham, 
Norwood,  Attleboro,  Scituate,  Framingham  and  others." 

The  engineers  in  their  report  of  February,  1945,  estimated  the 
cost  of  the  proposed  work  to  be  $78,000  but  due  to  the  increased 
cost  of  material  and  labor  they  now  recommend  that  the  estimated 
cost  be  raised  to  $82,000. 

So,  the  recommendation  is  that  we  proceed  to  drive  wells  in 
the  location  beyond  Cyr  Street,  building  a  pumping  station  in  that 
vicinity,  build  a  standpipe  located  behind  the  school  on  Sunset 
Ave.,  and  lay  the  necessary  pipe  mains  as  outlined  above. 

We  plan  to  submit  this  proposition  to  the  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing this  spring  for  consideration. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen  and  members  of  the  finance 
board  for  their  interest  and  cooperation  in  these  investigations.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
PLYMOUTH  COUNTY 
AID  TO  AGRICULTURE  1945 


The  Plymouth  County  Aid  to  Agriculture  (Plymouth  County 
Extension  Service)  representing  this  department  works  in  many 
and  various  ways  in  assisting  farmers,  homemakers,  and  rural 
youth.  The  brevity  of  this  report  will  not  permit  more  than  a  gen- 
eralization of  the  work  on  a  county-wide  basis. 

In  1945  the  Extension  Service  was  confronted  with  postwar 
adjustments  in  the  field  of  agriculture  and  its  related  industries.  A 
well  planned  program  was  already  planned  and  is  now  in  operation 
for  the  reconversion  of  the  agricultural  industry  to  normal  de- 
mands. These  adjustments  in  the  production  of  agricultural  com- 
modities, requires  the  considered  judgment  of  all  agricultural,  in- 
dustrial and  educational  leaders. 

Each  of  the  Extension  Service  Departments  has  dealt  with  a 
general  educational  program  in  many  lines  of  endeavor.  The  agri- 
cultural agents  performed  service  in  an  organized  way  for  dairy- 
men, poultrymen,  market  gardeners,  fruit  growers,  cranberry  grow- 
ers, forest  owners,  home  gardeners,  general  livestock  owners.  In- 
dividual help  was  given  for  many  other  interests. 

Home  demonstration  agents  have  been  active  in  teaching  pro- 
jects of  clothing,  home  furnishing,  home  management  and  nutrition. 

4-H  club  agents  have  organized  clubs  for  boys  and  girls  en- 
rolled in  garden,  handicraft,  sheep,  clothing,  food,  homecraft,  and 
home  furnishing.  Though  not  every  town  has  been  represented 
because  of  lack  of  local  leadership,  the  facilities  of  this  office  have 
been  made  available  to  each  town  on  either  an  organized  or  indi- 
vidual club  member  basis. 
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Special  work  on  farm  labor,  selective  service  investigations, 
War  Board  activities,  and  many  other  duties,  have  fallen  upon  the 
Extension  Service  staff.  The  Extension  Service  seems  assured  to 
continue  to  render  valuable  assistance  to  rural  people.  Town  Di- 
rectors, County  Aid  to  Agriculture,  will  be  called  upon  more  ex- 
tensively than  in  the  past  to  counsel,  guide,  and  direct  the  overall 
Extension  Service  program  for  each  town.

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FINAL  REPORT 
CIVILIAN  DEFENSE  COMMITTEE 
January  17,  1946 


That  this  committee  should  make  a  report  at  this  late  date  may 
surprise  many,  but  a  glance  at  the  reports  and  appropriations  made 
at  the  March  meeting  in  1945  should  remind  you  that  we  voted  to 
continue  the  work  of  the  committee  until  such  time  as  the  State  and 
National  Headquarters  felt  that  the  emergency  no  longer  existed. 
Many  of  our  activities  were  curtailed  immediately  following  the 
Town  Meeting  and  many  have  been  terminated  in  the  intervening 
months. 

Much  has  happened  since  our  last  Town  Meeting,  and  fortu- 
nately it  seems  to  have  been  for  the  best.  The  announcement  of  V. 
E.  Day,  May  8,  1945,  that  war  activities  in  Europe  were  at  an  end 
was  wonderful  news  indeed,  but  of  even  greater  import  was  the  an- 
nouncement on  August  14  that  the  Japanese  had  surrendered  artd 
that  the  awful  holocaust  of  war  had  been  brought  to  an  end  for  the 
time  being  at  least.  As  these  reports  of  improved  conditions  con- 
tinued to  reach  us  it  became  more  and  more  apparent  that  the  need 
for  the  Civilian  Defense  Organization  was  fast  passing. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  impress  upon  us  the  values  that 
have  been  derived  from  the  Civilian  Defense  Organization,  and  the 
value  that  this  same  organization  may  well  have  been  in  case  of  any 
major  civilian  catastrophe.  It  is,  therefore,  urged  that  in  so  far  as 
possible  the  unit  be  kept  available  for  such  an  emergency. 

The  Report  Center  was  closed  as  of  October  31.  Most  of  the 
material  that  was  loaned  to  us  was  returned  to  the  owners.  Part  of 
the  Red  Cross  supplies,  including  bandages,  first  aid  equipment, 
etc.,  were  distributed  to  the  schools  of  the  town.  The  balance  is 
being  held  by  the  local  Red  Cross  Organization.  Canteen  equip- 
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ment  has  been  returned  to  the  Town  Hall.  Some  of  the  perishable 
supplies  were  sold  and  the  money  turned  in  to  the  town  treasurer  or 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  local  Red  Cross.  The  Report  Center  has 
been  turned  back  to  the  Howard  Johnson  Company.  All  bills  have 
been  paid.  An  article  in  the  warrant  will  transfer  to  the  surplus 
reserve  fund  the  balance  of 

The  committee  wishes  to  thank  all  who  served  so  faithfully 
during  the  entire  emergency  period.  It  was  indeed  a  pleasure  to 
know  that  we  had  so  many  townspeople  ready  and  willing  to  give 
so  freely  of  their  time. 

A  considerable  amount  of  money  was  spent  on  this  entire  pro- 
ject during  the  war  period.  Many  may  have  criticized  this  expendi- 
ture. We  believe  that  West  Bridgewater's  per  capita  cost  was  far 
below  the  average,  and  we  consider  that  the  amount  spent  was  a 
very  cheap  investment  when  one  considers  the  insurance  guaran- 
teed by  the  organization  that  was  built  up. 

We  should  consider  that  money  spent  on  the  entire  venture 
might  be  considered  as  good  insurance  and  we  should  all  thank  God 
that  the  actual  horrors  of  war  were  not  brought  any  closer  to  our 
doors,  and  that  so  few  of  those  who  went  into  the  service  have 
failed  to  return  home.

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REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 
School  Housing 
West  Bridgewater,  Massachusetts 


In  1942  a  committee  was  appointed  to  investigate  the  general 
problem  of  school  housing  in  West  Bridgewater.  This  committee 
made  a  report  in  1945  in  which  the  following  observations  were 
set  forth: 

1.  That  present  housing  facilities  are  inadequate  and  that  cer- 
tain conditions,  especially  insofar  as  the  High  School  is  concerned, 
are  neither  satisfactory  nor  adequate  for  the  proper  functioning  of 
a  modern  school  system. 

2.  That  in  view  of  existing  conditions  certain  steps  should  be 
taken  immediately  to  plan  for  the  construction  of  a  building  to 
relieve  the  situation. 

3.  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  study  the  matter  further; 
that  this  committee  consult  architects  and  educational  experts; 
that  the  committee  determine  the  site  for  a  building;  and  that 
31,000  be  voted  for  the  use  of  the  committee. 

It  was  voted  that  such  a  committee  be  appointed  and  the 
moderator  appointed  a  group  of  nineteen  (19)  representative 
townspeople  for  the  work.  This  group  organized  immediately  and 
has  held  many  meetings  during  the  year.  Dr.  Herbert  Blair,  Di- 
rector of  Research  for  Massachusetts  Teachers  Federation,  has 
been  retained  as  educational  consultant  and  has  made  a  complete 
study  of  our  school  system. 
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The  committee  appointed  in  1942  recommended  in  its  report 
to  the  1945  annual  town  meeting  the  construction  of  a  six  year 
Senior-Junior  High  School  Building.  That  report  has  been  thought- 
fully considered  and  the  present  committee  believes  that  the  con- 
struction of  such  a  building  is  the  proper  approach  to  the  solution 
of  our  school  housing  problems. 

We  have  investigated  and  discussed  with  the  trustees  of  the 
Howard  Funds  the  possibilities  of  purchasing  land  and  of  reno- 
vating the  present  high  school  building,  but  have'  been  unable  to 
reach  any  plan  which  the  committee  believes  would  be  satisfactory 
and  advantageous  to  the  town.  The  committee  has  made  every 
effort  to  agree  upon  some  plan  whereby  the  old  building  might  be 
continued  as  a  part,  at  least,  of  the  new  set-up.  With  a  full  realiza- 
tion of  what  such  a  recommendation  means,  the  committee  feels 
that  a  new  building  is  the  only  solution.  The  committee  also  feels 
that  this  building  should  be  located  as  close  to  the  geographical  and 
population  center  as  it  is  possible  to  have  it. 

It  was  decided  that  the  most  economical  and  satisfactory  plan 
is  to  develop  a  site  for  a  school  and  community  center  at  a  location 
adjacent  to  the  present  Center  School.  A  study  of  suitable  locations 
has  been  made,  and  after  considerable  discussion  the  committee 
has  decided  to  recommend  the  purchase  of  the  lot  of  land  located 
east  and  north  of  Center  School. 

The  location  is  ideal  for  the  development  of  a  school  area.  It 
is  easily  accessible,  has  a  minimum  of  traffic  hazard,  and  is  adjacent 
to  land  adequate  for  the  development  of  play  areas,  athletic  field, 
a  skating  rink,  and  any  future  building  program  necessary  for  years 
to  come. 

Naturally  no  action  can  be  taken  as  to  the  actual  building  at 
this  time,  but  it  is  necessary  that  plans  for  a  proposed  building 
should  be  prepared  so  that  action  may  be  taken  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing in  March,  1947. 
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We  have,  therefore,  inserted  two  articles  in  the  warrant.  One 
of  these  calls  for  an  appropriation  not  to  exceed  $7000  for  purchase 
of  land,  and  the  other  calls  for  $2500  which  together  with  a  balance 
of  $990.90  remaining  from  the  1945  appropriation  should  give  the 
committee  sufficient  funds  to  have  plans  drawn  for  a  building  and 
to  cover  any  further  expense  incurred  in  making  the  study. 

That  West  Bridgewater  must  do  something  in  the  matter  of 
school  housing  is  a  self-evident  fact.  That  any  building  program 
means  the  expenditure  of  considerable  money  is  known  to  all  of  us. 
However,  we  must  remember  that  any  expenditure  for  the  improve- 
ment of  educational  facilities  is  an  investment  which  stands  to  pay 
heavy  dividends  in  the  development  of  the  type  of  citizens  of  whom 
we  may  well  be  proud  in  the  years  to  come. 

We  urge  every  citizen  to  consider  the  advantages  to  be  de- 
rived from  the  development  of  the  facilities  necessary  to  a  modern 
educational  program  as  compared  to  the  relatively  small  amount 
of  money  which  will  be  added  to  the  tax  bill  of  the  ensuing  years.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 
BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

West  Bridgewater,  Massachusetts 
January  1946 


In  making  this,  another  annual  report  to  the  townspeople, 
your  board  of  selectmen  calls  your  attention  to  the  commendable 
reports  submitted  by  the  heads  of  those  departments  directly  under 
their  supervision  and  control. 

Due  to  lack  of  materials  and  the  general  shortage  of  manpower, 
due  to  war  activity,  all  departments  have  been  forced  to  do  only 
what  work  seemed  to  be  absolutely  necessary  during  the  past  few 
years.  The  war  has  ended  and  we  must  now  face  the  problems  of 
general  improvement  and  development  of  the  town. 

Any  program  adopted  will  of  necessity  bring  an  increase  in 
the  taxes.  We  urge  everyone  to  study  carefully  the  proposals  for 
improvements  and  to  weigh  the  advantages  to  be  gained  against 
the  increase  in  taxes  made  necessary  by  the  undertaking. 

Following  is  a  summary  of  some  of  the  activities  of  the  board 
during  the  past  year: 

ROADS 

In  a  survey  of  the  roads  in  the  early  spring,  we  found  many  in 
very  poor  condition  due  to  the  severe  winter  preceding.  During  the 
year,  these  roads  have  been  patched  repeatedly  in  order  to  preserve 
them  until  such  time  as  they  can  be  properly  resurfaced. 

We  still  have  some  gravel  roads  which  should  be  surfaced,  and 
we  plan  to  renew  the  program  of  black  topping  these  roads.

There  are  many  parts  of  the  town  where  sidewalks  should  be 
built,  and  we  believe  that  some  of  this  work  should  be  done  during 
the  coming  year. 

With  these  plans  in  mind  in  addition  to  an  increased  amount 
of  maintenance  work  that  must  be  done,  we  are  recommending  a 
Highway  appropriation  of  $15,000. 

We  had  hoped  to  be  able  to  complete  the  reconstruction  of 
North  Elm  Street  during  the  coming  year,  but  the  overall  demands 
upon  the  state  and  county  have  forced  a  curtailment  so  that  we  will 
be  able  to  complete  only  about  1/3  of  the  project. 

The  state  engineers  have  assured  us  that  they  will  rebuild  West 
Center  Street  from  West  Street  to  the  Easton  line  during  the 
summer  of  1946. 

WATER  DEPARTMENT 

We  have  endeavored  to  cooperate  with  the  Water  Commis- 
sioners and  with  the  engineers  in  their  investigations  of  the  past 
year.  We  have  visited  several  towns  that  have  their  own  ground 
water  supply.  The  commissioners  and  the  selectmen  met  with  the 
Brockton  board  to  discuss  the  situation.  The  latest  plans  and  re- 
commendations as  set  forth  by  our  commissioners  meet  with  our 
approval. 

EQUIPMENT 

By  a  vote  of  the  town,  money  was  transferred  from  the  ma- 
chine fund  for  the  purchase  of  a  truck  and  other  machinery  for  the 
highway  department.  Several  dealers  were  asked  to  submit  bids 
and  the  merits  of  the  various  pieces  of  equipment  were  discussed 
with  experienced  users.  We  carefully  considered  the  initial  cost, 
maintenance  costs,  and  adaptability  of  the  machines  to  the  needs 
of  the  department  and  as  a  result  purchased  a  sand  spreader,  a 
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snow  plow,  and  a  Ford  truck.  We  plan  to  keep  the  old  Mack  truck 
for  emergency  use  until  such  time  as  maintenance  costs  become 
prohibitive. 

GENERAL 

We  have  perambulated  the  several  town  lines  with  represent- 
atives of  adjoining  towns,  and  with  only  one  exception  found  all 
markers  in  place  and  in  good  condition. 

In  answer  to  many  suggestions,  the  board  has  met  the  first 
Wednesday  evening  of  each  month.  We  plan  to  continue  the  prac- 
tice during  the  coming  year. 

For  several  years  West  Bridgewater  has  been  faced  with  an 
ever  increasing  menace  in  the  thoughtless  destruction  carried  on 
under  the  guise  of  "Fourth  of  July"  and  Halloween  celebration. 
Wilful  destruction  of  the  property  of  others  is  a  very  serious  offense. 
A  continuance  of  the  practice  will  necessitate  police  action.  We  re- 
spectfully ask  that  all  parents  cooperate  in  stamping  out  this  hood- 
lumism  before  it  is  too  late. 

The  by-laws,  as  amended  during  the  past  year,  have  been  ap- 
proved, with  the  exception  of  the  sections  dealing  with  the  building 
laws,  by  the  attorney  general.  This  means  that  the  dates  for  elec- 
tion and  the  town  meeting  have  been  changed.  Please  note.  The 
town  meeting  at  which  appropriations  will  be  made  will  be  held  at 
7:30  P.M.,  Monday,  March  11.  Election  of  town  officials— 9.00 
A.  M.  to  8:00  P.  M.  Saturday,  March  16. 

West  Bridgewater  is  in  a  very  enviable  position  financially. 
The  final  payment  of  the  bonds  and  interest  of  the  water  depart- 
ment will  have  been  paid  before  this  report  reaches  you.  We  have 
no  outstanding  indebtedness.  The  cash  balance  on  January  1  was 
#63,933.56  and  the  post  war  rehabilitation  fund  shows  #52,151.05 
available.  Our  tax  rate  has  averaged  about  #30.00  over  a  period  of 
10  years. 
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The  report  of  the  state  auditors  shows  all  accounts  and  records 
to  be  in  excellent  condition. 

The  board  of  selectmen  are  very  grateful  for  the  friendly  co- 
operation given  us  throughout  the  year  by  other  elective  officers 
and  by  department  heads,  and  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to 
all  who  have  assisted  in  any  way.

TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  WEST  BRIDGEWATER 

SUPERINTENDENT 

The  Union  School  Committee  of  West  Bridgewater  and  Rayn- 
ham  received  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Superintendent  Charles 
Taylor  in  the  early  part  of  June,  1945.  Mr.  Taylor  served  in  this 
capacity  for  four  years. 

Immediately  your  committee  in  conjunction  with  Raynham 
planned  the  necessary  procedure  for  securing  a  suitable  successor. 
After  careful  consideration  of  several  well  qualified  candidates,  Mr. 
Arthur  B.  Lord,  Jr.  was  elected  for  a  term  of  three  years.  In  the 
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short  time  Mr.  Lord  has  been  with  our  School  Department  he  has 
carried  out  his  duties  in  a  manner  which  indicates  that  we  were 
very  fortunate  in  securing  his  services. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  OPERATION 

Once  again  we  are  faced  with  the  necessity  of  paying  certain 
operational  costs  of  Howard  High  School.  Janitors  supplies,  fuel, 
electricity,  gas  and  water  are  now  paid  entirely  out  of  the  School 
Department  funds.  An  amount  sufficient  to  finance  these  items 
will  be  requested  in  our  regular  budget. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 
Athletic  program  enlarged.  Shortly  after  the  beginning  of  the 
school  year,  the  committee  granted  the  high  school  permission  to 
include  football  in  the  athletic  program.  Admittedly,  this  was  done 
with  some  misgivings  because  of  the  size  of  the  school,  but  we  are 
no  longer  in  doubt.  The  record  the  Howard  High  boys  made  for 
the  school  in  this  first  football  program  speaks  for  itself.  The  com- 
mittee is  completely  in  favor  of  a  good  strong  program  of  organized 
athletics.  It  builds  mentally  and  physically.  It  stimulated  the  work 
of  most  students  educationally  because  they  cannot  participate  if 
their  marks  aren't  up  to  the  required  level. 

VISITING  DAYS  FOR  PARENTS 
The  Committee  encourages  and  commends  the  efforts  of  the 
teachers  in  setting  apart  prepared  work  of  the  students  for  the  pur- 
pose of  better  acquainting  the  parents  with  what  their  children  are 
accomplishing. 

We  hope  this  will  continue  to  receive  the  full  support  of  par- 
ents as  usual. 

REPAIRS 

The  maintenance  of  our  elementary  school  buildings,  espe- 
cially Sunset  Avenue  and  Center,  is  more  of  a  financial  problem 
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each  year.  In  1945  major  repairs  were  made  on  three  of  the  several 
heaters  at  the  Center  buildings,  and  more  will  have  to  be  planned 
for  next  year.  When  conditions  return  to  normal,  we  believe  a 
modern  heating  plant  to  provide  for  the  two  buildings  would  in 
the  long  run  save  the  taxpayers  money.  The  cost  of  operating  an 
up-to-date  plant  would  be  substantially  less  than  for  the  antiqua- 
ted one  we  now  have. 

SCHOOL  HOUSING 

As  the  population  of  this  town  increases  and  the  school  enroll- 
ment becomes  larger,  the  problem  of  distributing  the  children  in 
the  various  grades  automatically  becomes  more  serious.  Your  com- 
mittee is  very  much  concerned  with  how  this  can  be  managed  when 
the  construction  of  new  homes  begins  in  earnest  and  our  population 
increases  another  15  or  20%.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee: 

I  herein  submit  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
for  the  year  1945  after  a  period  of  six  months  in  this  position.  Be- 
cause of  the  limited  time  I  have  been  here,  most  of  my  work  has 
been  in  observation  and  study  of  the  educational  system  and  school 
plants  to  prepare  a  foundation  for  long-range  planning  and  opera- 
tion as  school  administrator.  Consequently,  in  this  report  I  wish  to 
evaluate  what  I  have  observed,  note  the  major  changes  which 
have  taken  place  in  1945,  and  indicate  in  part  the  trends  which  I 
believe  should  be  followed  in  the  coming  years. 


TEACHERS 

This  year  West  Bridgewater  lost  many  fine  teachers  to  better 
paying  positions  in  other  communities.  We  must  accept  the  fact 
that  this  Town  cannot  compete  with  larger  or  richer  towns,  and 
that  we  shall  continue  to  lose  teachers  to  them  for  three  or  four 
years  because  of  the  shortage  of  trained  teachers.  We  must  pay 
commensurate  with  our  ability,  but  we  must  compete  with  other 
towns  of  our  class  if  we  are  to  hire  teachers.  At  the  present  time  we 
are  just  about  average.  The  teachers  who  have  left  are  as  follows:

Teacher  morale  is  high  and  all  teachers  who  are  working  dil- 
igently to  help  children  to  grow  are  to  be  commended. 


TRANSFER  OF  PUPILS 
In  the  Spring  it  was  agreed  that  by  moving  pupils  of  grade 
eight  to  the  high  school  some  of  the  overcrowding  in  the  grade 
schools  could  be  eliminated.  An  extra  teacher  was  employed  at 
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high  school  in  part  to  teach  this  group  and  in  part  to  make  it  pos- 
sible for  two  high  school  teachers  to  specialize  in  Shop  instruction 
and  the  coaching  of  athletics.  The  pupils  have  been  rather  well 
absorbed  in  the  high  school,  but  the  great  advantage  is  the  im- 
provement of  conditions  in  the  grades.  At  Sunset  Avenue  School, 
grade  one  now  has  a  teacher  almost  full  time  (part  of  her  time  being 
given  to  a  few  second  grade  pupils)  and  at  Center  School  the  pupil- 
teacher  ratio  has  been  reduced. 

We  have  now  agreed  to  move  pupils  of  grades  four  and  five 
from  Jerusalem  to  the  Center  School,  partly  to  equalize  the  teach- 
ing load  and  partly  to  provide  opportunity  for  greater  growth  by 
these  pupils.  Note  the  report  of  the  Jerusalem  School  Principal. 

TEXT  BOOKS 

In  the  past  three  years  many  fine  books  have  been  purchased 
particularly  in  the  field  of  reading,  some  in  geography,  some  for 
high  school  classes.  These  new  books  which  we  have  are  superior, 
but  this  job  is  incomplete,  and  we  should  continue  to  replace  books 
which  have  served  their  purpose. 

TESTING  PROGRAM  AND  GUIDANCE 

It  has  been  the  practice  to  give  only  achievement  tests  in  the 
grades  and  to  refer  to  the  Brockton  Guidance  Clinic,  the  district 
Social  Worker,  and  the  district  psychiatrist  abnormal  or  problem 
children.  This  guidance  program  has  been  fine  in  the  grades,  but 
not  so  much  has  been  done  in  the  high  school.  We  have  given 
achievement  tests  in  the  high  school  this  Fall,  and  we  have  planned 
general  mental  testing  for  all  grades  to  supplement  the  existing  pro- 
gram. Analysis  of  a  pupil's  achievement  is  significant  in  the  light  of 
his  ability  which  must  be  tested.  As  may  be  seen  from  the  reports 
which  follow,  alert  teachers  are  working  with  the  individual  child 
to  help  him  to  grow  and  develop  within  the  scope  of  his  ability. 

On  the  administrative  level,  the  testing  program  makes  it  pos- 
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sible  to  analyze  the  weakness  of  the  existing  program  and  to  seek 
means  for  strengthening  the  offering. 

INSTRUCTION-TEACHING 

The  classroom  instruction  in  West  Bridgewater  varies  widely 
in  method  in  the  different  schools.  Some  of  our  teachers  are  using 
progressive  techniques  while  others  rely  on  the  older  methods. 
Within  limits  we  can  tell  and  show  a  teacher  how  to  teach,  and  cer- 
tainly supervision  would  be  easier  if  there  were  a  uniform  method. 
But  teaching  is  partly  an  art,  and  are  all  artists  to  execute  in  the 
same  manner?  With  any  method,  teaching  may  be  good  or  bad. 
Regardless  of  method,  good  teaching  calls  for  attention  to  the  in- 
dividual growth  and  development  of  the  child.  The  child  should  be 
interested,  have  tasks  set  which  he  can  accomplish,  be  made  (if 
need  be)  to  acquire  the  skills,  but  be  helped  by  the  teacher  to  see 
beyond  the  immediate  subject  or  problem,  and  be  given  the  oppor- 
tunity by  opportunities  for  self-discipline  and  personal  judgment, 
when  he  is  old  enough,  to  grow  emotionally  and  socially  as  well  as 
physically  and  mentally.  West  Bridgewater  is  fortunate  in  having 
several  teachers  who  are  quite  successful  judged  on  the  above  dif- 
ficulty criteria,  and  most  of  the  others  are  working  constantly  to 
achieve  these  goals.  Generally  speaking,  our  children  are  in  good 
hands. 

INSTRUCTION-PROGRAM 

The  allocation  of  time  to  subjects  in  the  grades  and  the  sub- 
jects offered  in  the  high  school  has  received  my  attention.  I  am 
meeting  with  the  grade  principals  to  establish  a  better  allotment  of 
time  to  subjects  and  the  high  school  principal  and  I  have  reorgan- 
ized the  high  school  program  of  studies  to  eliminate  unessential 
courses  and  add  specific  time  for  an  activity  period  every  day. 
This  program  is  designed  for  a  six  year  high  school  in  an  adequate 
school  plant  and  would  not  operate  very  well  in  the  existing  struc- 
ture. The  program  is  typical  of  the  best  secondary  school  programs 
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today  and  is  designed  to  promote  pupil's  growth  emotionally  and 
socially  and  in  character  traits.  It  incorporates  the  best  thinking 
of  the  state-wide  committee,  of  which  I  am  a  member,  now  at  work 
on  reorganization  of  the  secondary  program  in  Massachusetts. 

MAINTENANCE 

Some  of  the  work  planned  for  this  year  could  not  be  done  be- 
cause of  a  lack  of  help.  The  only  work  undertaken  was  to  repair 
furnaces  and  buildings  where  absolutely  essential,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  building  a  new  office  at  Sunset  Avenue  and  finishing  the 
office  at  Center  School.  As  labor  becomes  available,  we  shall  re- 
surface play  grounds,  improve  drainage,  and  paint  buildings. 

At  the  high  school  the  Trustees  have  done  much  to  provide 
minimum  safety  by  building  fire  exits  from  all  rooms  and  replacing 
the  rusted  out  parts  of  the  fire  escape.  For  the  past  two  years,  they 
have  allowed  the  School  Committee  to  meet  monthly  in  the  Trus- 
tees' room,  and  this  Fall  they  also  generously  made  available  to  the 
superintendent  the  Trustees'  room  for  his  office.

As  principal  of  Howard  High  School,  I  have  the  honor  to  sub- 
mit to  you  my  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  of  1945. 

Victory  has  been  achieved.  Air  raid  drills,  civilian  training 
courses,  and  salvage  drives  have  been  discontinued.  The  sale  of 
stamps  and  bonds,  however,  still  goes  on.  The  school  is  gradually 
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shifting  its  emphasis  from  an  all  out  for  war  program  to  an  educa- 
tional one  wholly  for  life  in  a  peaceful  world. 

During  the  war,  some  boys  left  school  to  enter  the  armed,  ser- 
vices, while  others  were  drafted  before  graduation.  The  school  is 
cooperating  fully  with  these  boys  so  that  they  may  receive  a  high 
school  diploma.  In  order  to  award  such  a  diploma  three  things 
must  be  taken  into  consideration:  first,  the  total  number  of  credits 
already  earned  by  regular  attendance  in  high  school;  second,  the 
number  of  credits  to  be  assigned  after  an  evaluation  of  the  training 
and  experience  in  the  armed  forces;  and  third,  the  additional  sub- 
jects and  credits  needed  to  obtain  the  total  of  80  credits  required 
for  a  diploma.  When  additional  credits  are  needed  to  complete  the 
required  total,  a  discharged  veteran  may  attend,  free  of  charge,  the 
regional  high  school  set  up  in  Bridgewater  by  the  State  Department 
of  Education.  One  man  is  now  in  attendance  at  Bridgewater,  and 
three  others  have  taken  the  preliminary  steps  toward  earning  their 
diplomas  while  in  the  service. 

In  1932  the  position  of  drawing  supervisor  was  temporarily 
dropped.  This  unfortunate  action  eliminated  drawing  from  the 
high  school  curriculum,  leaving  a  gaping  hole  in  the  program  of 
studies.  Most  high  schools  believe  art  in  various  forms  should  be 
available  to  their  pupils  as  a  medium  of  creative  expression,  and  as 
a  definite  part  in  the  development  of  the  students  appreciation  of 
some  of  the  finer  things  in  life.  I  believe  that  the  enrichment  of  the 
school's  curriculum  by  the  return  of  drawing  merits  serious 
consideration. 

One  phase  of  the  school's  program  that  gives  me  considerable 
concern  is  the  work  of  the  orchestra.  In  recent  years  there  has  been 
a  general  decrease  in  interest  in  instrumental  music,  and  the  num- 
ber of  pupils  coming  into  the  high  school  who  possess  either  some 
previous  instrument  training  or  a  genuine  desire  to  receive  instruc- 
tion has  dropped  considerably.  As  a  natural  result,  the  orchestra 
has  suffered  so  severely  that  the  question  of  attempting  to  carry  on 
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may  well  be  raised.  The  school  owns  a  sousaphone,  a  trumpet,  two 
violins,  a  cello,  a  bass  drum,  and  a  snare  drum  for  the  purpose  of 
loaning  them  to  worthy  students.  The  trumpet  and  the  drums  are 
the  only  instruments  now  in  use,  in  spite  of  repeated  attempts  to 
have  the  others  used.  Classes  in  instrument  instruction  have  been 
encouraged  in  high  school  without  much  success.  Perhaps  some 
sort  of  a  music  program  for  revival  of  interest  in  the  community 
may  be  necessary  before  interest  in  instrumental  music  manifests 
itself  in  the  high  school. 

Crowded  conditions  existing  in  the  Center  School  made  it  nec- 
essary to  provide  for  the  eighth  grade  in  the  high  school  building. 
Facilities  in  this  structure  are  far  from  ideal,  and  many  new  and 
difficult  problems  have  arisen  in  connection  with  the  eighth  grade. 
These  problems  include  scheduling  classes  in  a  building  with  ample 
seating  capacity  located  mainly  in  large  rooms  which  do  not  lend 
themselves  to  separation,  the  arranging  of  three  teaching  schedules 
including  combinations  of  eighth  grade  and  high  school  subjects 
especially  with  shop  classes  held  in  the  Center  School  .6  of  a  mile 
away,  adjusting  individual  programs  because  of  the  failure  of  tea- 
cher time  to  provide  for  sufficient  music  and  art,  and  the  develop- 
ing of  activities  at  the  pupil's  own  age  level.  Many  problems  have 
already  been  solved  while  others  are  being  solved  by  an  alert  co- 
operative staff  of  teachers. 

Many  communities,  conscious  of  a  need  for  wholesome  recrea- 
tion for  their  youths,  have  established  recreation  or  youth  centers, 
meeting  once  or  more  times  a  week.  Upon  the  insistent  urgings  of 
a  group  of  high  school  pupils  supported  by  the  entire  student  body, 
game  nights  were  organized  and  met  on  Friday  evenings  whenever 
the  Town  Hall  was  available.  Dancing  and  games  of  various  kinds 
and  light  refreshments  kept  groups  of  45  to  127  young  people  en- 
thusiastically interested.  Organized  on  a  committee  basis,  the  pupils 
planned  and  executed  all  details  under  adult  counsel.  In  order  to 
encourage  healthy  growth  and  a  fair  distribution  of  work,  commit- 
tee chairmen  as  well  as  committee  members  were  changed  periodi- 
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cally.  Difficulties  encountered  included  conflicts  with  other  school 
and  town  activities,  a  lack  of  convenient  storage  space  for  equip- 
ment between  meetings,  and  a  generally  poor  response  from  parents 
who  were  asked  to  serve  as  adult  supervisors.  The  group  began  in 
March  and  remained  active  through  the  spring  and  summer  into 
the  fall.  An  increase  in  other  activities,  both  in  school  and  in  the 
community,  made  advisable  a  temporary  suspension  of  the  project. 
A  new  committee  is  now  looking  forward  to  an  early  reopening. 

For  the  first  time  in  over  twenty  years,  the  school  organized, 
equipped,  and  enthusiastically  supported  a  football  team.  Holding 
steadfast  to  the  principle  that  no  team  should  be  placed  upon  the 
field  unless  the  boys  were  properly  clad  in  the  best  available  pro- 
tective equipment  proved  to  be  one  of  the  greatest  factors  in  delay- 
ing the  beginnings  of  an  excellent  team.  Untiring  efforts,  however, 
produced  results  in  an  almost  hopeless  field  from  several  sporting 
goods  firms,  from  another  high  school,  and  from  an  independent 
team.  Another  factor  of  importance  involved  the  raising  of  suffi- 
cient funds  to  purchase  necessary  equipment.  This  was  accom- 
plished by  running  a  series  of  motion  picture  shows,  and  by  the  fine 
support  of  various  organizations  and  several  individuals  who  con- 
tributed most  generously  to  the  Football  Fund.  Still  another  prob- 
lem was  solved  by  cooperation.  Rocks,  trees,  bushes,  and  mounds 
of  dirt  rendered  the  Town  Field  unfit  for  use.  The  field  committee 
and  the  Selectmen  unhesitatingly  came  to  the  rescue  by  having  the 
obstacles  removed.  Such  cooperation  all  along  the  line,  and  literally 
from  everywhere,  supplied  the  required  ingredient  to  supplement 
excellent  coaching  and  the  unrestrained  enthusiasm  of  twenty-six 
boys.  The  results  were  most  gratifying.  A  well  coached  team  of 
hard  working,  clean  players  emphasized  good  sportsmanship  for 
which  Howard  High  School  teams  have  been  noted.  Winning  two 
of  the  four  games  played  and  losing  the  others  by  low  scores  estab- 
lished a  wonderful  return  of  football  in  the  school.  In  addition  to 
the  physical  benefits,  the  sportsmanship,  the  taking  of  hard  knocks, 
the  lessons  of  cooperation  and  team  play,  the  revitalization  of 
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school  spirit,  the  one  item  standing  above  all  others  is  cooperation. 
I  cannot  recall  any  project  that  has  engendered  so  much  enthus- 
iasm and  cooperation  from  everyone.  It  stands  as  a  shining  exam- 
ple for  what  might  be  accomplished  with  other  projects  in  the 
educational  field. 

A  need  of  long  standing  was  finally  met  last  fall.  For  years, 
the  high  school  principal  and  the  superintendent  shared  the  same 
inner  office.  Upon  occasions  many  awkward  and  embarrassing 
situations  for  both  men  interfered  with  each  others  work  .  Recently, 
a  room  adjacent  to  the  outer  office,  used  but  a  few  times  a  year  by 
the  Trustees  of  the  Howard  Funds,  was  made  available  to  the  su- 
perintendent for  his  office.  Speaking  for  myself,  this  arrangement 
is  perfectly  satisfactory  and  a  great  advantage  in  the  administra- 
tion of  the  school. 

Strong  steps  in  the  interest  of  the  safety  of  the  high  school 
pupils  and  personnel  have  been  taken  by  the  Trustees  of  the  How- 
ard Funds.  Fire  escape  exits  on  all  floors  have  been  remodeled,  the 
south  fire  escape  has  been  repaired,  a  new  gas  safety  light  has  been 
added  in  the  assembly  hall,  and  new  stairways  with  exits  have  been 
installed  in  both  the  gymnasium  and  the  household  arts  room,  all 
in  accordance  with  recommended  safety  specifications. 

For  many  years  it  has  been  the  custom  for  the  senior  class  to  pre- 
sent a  three-act  play.  Also  in  recent  years,  three  one-act  plays  have 
been  presented  with  great  success.  An  unfortunate  condition  of  not 
having  a  suitable  stage  and  auditorium  in  the  school  necessitates 
the  staging  of  these, plays  in  the  Town  Hall.  There  the  stage  facil- 
ities are  such  that  the  selection  of  a  play  must  be  limited  to  a  very 
small  cast  without  a  change  of  scenery,  and  the  director  painfully 
restricted  as  to  space.  Most  inconvenient  of  all  the  large  scenery 
flats  must  be  carried  from  the  attic  in  the  school  down  five  flights 
of  stairs  some  of  which  are  quite  narrow,  and  then  transported  to 
the  Town  Hall  often  by  boys  on  foot.  The  flats  are  returned  in  the 
same  manner.  Such  excessive  handling  of  the  scenery  incurs  con-

siderable  damage  and  expense  each  year  and  some  interference  with 
class  room  instruction. 

In  the  physical  education  and  health  fields,  the  lack  of  suitable 
lockerroom,  shower,  and  gymnasium  facilities  is  a  decided  handi- 
cap. Not  only  do  all  visiting  teams  strenuously  dislike  playing  in 
our  gymnasium  but  the  list  of  those  schools  absolutely  refusing  to 
play  on  our  floor  is  increasing  at  an  uncomfortable  rate.  Permission 
to  use  the  gymnasium  granted  by  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Safety  was  not  received  until  just  prior  to  the  first  home  game  in 
December.  Previously,  when  the  use  of  the  gymnasium  was  in 
doubt,  contacts  were  made  in  Brockton  in  unsuccessful  attempts 
to  obtain  the  use  of  a  suitable  floor  upon  which  our  home  basket- 
ball games  could  be  played.  These  delaying  actions  and  incumber- 
ances  rendered  the  administration,  team  development,  and  schedule 
making  exceedingly  unsatisfactory  and  difficult. 

Another  unfortunate  condition  concerning  the  use  of  the  gym- 
nasium involves  the  high  school  and  the  Seminary  in  a  situation  for 
which  neither  is  responsible.  In  accordance  with  a  general  agree- 
ment, the  Howard  Seminary  is  entitled  to  use  the  floor  two  after- 
noons a  week.  Prior  to  a  few  years  ago  the  Seminary  girls  used  the 
gymnasium  for  about  an  hour  beginning  anywhere  from  2:45  to 
3:30  p.m.  This  time  permitted  the  three  other  afternoons  in  the 
school  week  to  be  utilized  for  the  training  and  development  of  our 
two  varsity  basketball  teams.  Obviously  such  a  division  of  time  is 
wholly  inadequate  for  our  basketball  requirements.  The  chief 
difficulties  confronting  the  Seminary  are  the  absence  of  a  floor  of 
their  own  to  carry  on  their  physical  education  activities,  and  the 
lack  of  adequate  hot  water  facilities  in  their  own  building.  Should 
their  showers  be  used  late  in  the  afternoon  hot  water  would  not  be 
available  for  their  evening  meal  dishes.  Recently  a  compromise 
arrangement  wholly  unsatisfactory  for  both  institutions  allots  three 
afternoons  at  four  o'clock  to  the  Seminary  and  the  balance  of  time 
to  the  high  school.  Both  schools  are  usually  cooperative  in  an  un- 
fortunate situation  that  should  not  exist. 
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In  my  opinion,  the  problems  presented  above  and  many  more 
will  not  be  solved  until  a  new  modern  school  structure  becomes 
available  to  the  youth  of  West  Bridgewater. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  you,  the  School  Committee,  the 
teachers,  and  all  others  who  have  striven  with  me  during  the  past 
year  toward  making  Howard  High  School  a  more  effective  factor 
in  the  educational  lives  of  the  youth  it  serves.  I  wish  to  commend 
especially,  the  fine  cooperation  the  high  school  has  received  from 
everyone  at  the  Town  Hall.

Dear  Mr.  Lord: 

Two  outstanding  factors  of  the  Center  School  are:  1,  attention 
to  individual  needs,  and  2,  extra-curricular  activities. 

ATTENTION  TO  INDIVIDUAL  NEEDS 

Effective  education  is  carried  on  only  when  it  is  possible  to 
give  individual  attention  to  each  pupil.  It  is  necessary  for  teachers 
to  study  pupils  systematically,  to  seek  out  those  who  are  malad- 
justed. A  competent  teacher  like  a  competent  doctor  must  first  be 
a  good  diagnostician.  She  must  try  to  discover  causes  of  failure 
and,  if  necessary,  call  on  specialists  in  child  guidance  to  help  her. 
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In  cases  where  this  has  been  done,  pupils  have  been  found  to  fit 
more  readily  into  the  life  of  the  classroom.  Only  when  there  is  so- 
cial, emotional  and  physical  adjustment  can  children  progress 
satisfactorily  in  their  school  work. 

In  a  class  of  thirty  pupils  no  two  pupils  look  exactly  alike.  Just 
as  different  as  their  physical  appearance  is  their  mental  ability.  No 
two  children  learn  alike.  Therefore,  I  repeat,  instruction  to  be  effec- 
tive must  be  individualized. 

As  far  as  is  possible  the  Center  School  teachers  follow  this  pro- 
cedure. However,  even  though  one  teacher  has  been  added  to  the 
staff  and  the  eighth  grade  removed  there  are  in  some  cases  too 
many  pupils  per  teacher  for  a  program  of  individualized  instruction. 

EXTRA-CURRICULAR  ACTIVITIES 

Education  in  the  modern  school  room  is  not  a  limited  subject 
matter  curriculum.  It  is  as  broad  as  life  itself.  The  sum  total  of 
all  the  child's  experiences  makes  up  his  education.  Therefore,  the 
extra-curricular  activities  are  a  definite  part  of  any  school  curricu- 
lum. The  teachers  of  the  Center  School  stress  these  activities  in 
order  to  develop  in  the  pupils  responsibility  and  good  citizenship. 
The  boys  and  girls  definitely  show  that  they  are  learning  to  care  for 
themselves  and  to  live  and  work  together  in  harmony  because  of 
the  time  and  effort  expended  in  these  fields. 

In  previous  reports  these  activities  have  been  mentioned.  In 
addition,  the  science  work  in  grade  five  has  proven  of  great  interest, 
stimulated  by  the  material  which  the  teacher  obtains  periodically 
from  the  Children's  Museum.

Dear  Mr.  Lord: 

The  general  program  at  the  Sunset  Avenue  School  has  followed 
the  procedure  of  last  year  to  a  great  extent,  but  there  has  been 
also  outstanding  developments  in  all  phases  of  basic  education. 

As  a  complement  to  the  academic  side  of  our  school  life,  which 
we  feel  measures  up  well  to  standard,  as  proven  by  periodic  tests 
given  uniformly  throughout  the  town,  we  have  attempted  to  round 
out  the  child's  social  and  emotional  life  by  directed  activities  such 
as:  assemblies,  planned  and  presided  over  by  pupils,  and  organ- 
izations of  various  types. 

Latent  talents  and  abilities  have  been  developed  through  par- 
ticipation in  plays,  art  work,  and  instrumental  programs.  All  this 
procedure  is  so  directed  that  it  may  give  the  child  confidence  in 
leadership  and  ability  to  work  in  cooperation  with  others  and  thus 
help  to  prepare  him  for  a  broader  and  fuller  life  in  his  community. 

Although  we  are  still  handicapped  by  crowded  conditions,  with 
prospects  of  larger  first  grades  for  sometime  to  come,  there  has 
been  one  outstanding  adjustment  whereby  the  first  grade  is  under 
the  supervision  of  one  teacher.  This  has  been  made  possible  by  the 
transfer  of  grade  eight  to  the  High  School  building.  However,  in 
the  remaining  rooms  there  are  still  two  grades  under  one  teacher 
which  necessitates  limiting  the  work  to  basic  subjects  with  little 
for  enrichment  or  remedial  work. 

The  building  of  an  office  at  Sunset  Avenue  has  provided  the 
much  needed  privacy  for  consultation  and  the  more  successful 
accomplishment  of  a  principal's  work.  To  this  feature  I  am  very 
thankful. 
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I  have  been  very  fortunate  in  having  efficient  and  co-operative 
teachers  which  has  made  the  year  pleasant  and  profitable.

Dear  Mr.  Lord: 

As  Mrs.  Ryan,  the  Primary  teacher,  and  I  are  both  new  here 
at  the  Cochesett  School  this  year,  we  have  had  to  spend  most  of  our 
time  so  far  in  getting  acquainted  with  the  pupils,  and  getting  things 
started.  She  has  20  pupils  in  the  first  and  second  grades,  and  I 
have  25  pupils  in  the  third,  fourth,  and  fifth  grades.  We  could  and 
would  have  more  activities  if  the  time  permitted,  but  with  three 
grades  in  a  room  it  is  almost  impossible  to  do  anything  but  teach 
the  regular  lessons. 

We  have  tried  to  get  a  small  school  library  started  so  pupils 
will  have  books  to  read  in  their  spare  time  as  we  think  reading  is 
the  most  important  subject. 

We  also  try  to  work  in  plays  and  entertainments  for  special 
'  days,  and  for  Friday  afternoons,  as  we  believe  that  these  help  the 
children,  especially  the  self-conscious  ones  .  .  . 

We  still  have  about  15  pupils  who  buy  Victory  Stamps,  and  we 
have  sold  about  $30.00  worth  from  September  to  December  21. 
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About  90%  of  the  pupils  contributed  something  to  the  Junior 
Red  Cross.

Dear  Mr.  Lord: 

In  actual  tools  of  learning  the  Jerusalem  School  is  exception- 
ally well  equipped  and  can  be  compared  favorably  with  any  modern 
school.  TIME,  however,  is  at  a  premium — four  and  one-half  hours 
of  working  time  per  day  must  be  divided  among  five  grades.  The 
first  grade  is  one  of  the  most  important  grades  of  all  and  should 
have  much  more  oral  work  than  can  be  accomplished  now  with  fair- 
ness to  the  other  four  grades. 

Because  of  the  large  number  of  grades,  the  classes  are  very  in- 
formal and  the  children  for  the  most  part  work  in  groups — some- 
times in  the  charge  of  a  student  leader.  We  try  to  organize  and 
carry  out  one  large  unit  of  work  during  the  school  year  which  will 
include  some  activity  from  each  child. 

Since  the  large  number  of  classes  demand  more  time  than  we 
actually  have,  it  would  benefit  all  the  children  in  this  district  if  the 
fourth  and  fifth  grades  could  be  transferred  to  the  Center  School. 
The  only  other  alternative  would  be  an  assistant  teacher.

Dear  Mr.  Lord: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  work  done  in  music 
in  the  public  schools  of  West  Bridgewater. 

In  Grades  I  and  II  the  lessons  consisted  of  rote  songs,  singing 
games,  and  simple  folk  dances.  Attention  was  given  to  the  elimina- 
tion of  monotones  and  to  the  writing  of  simple  blackboard  work  in 
music  notation  of  scale  and  tonic  chord  skips,  preparatory  to  book 
study  later  on.  Rote  work  was  continued  in  Grades  III  and  IV  but 
in  a  lesser  degree  and  more  time  given  to  drill  in  basic  technical 
study.  More  complicated  rhythms  and  problems  in  time,  the  learn- 
ing of  keys,  minor  mode  and  part  singing  began  in  Grades  V  and 
VI  and  carried  through  Grades  VII  and  VIII. 

Because  of  the  crowded  condition  in  the  Primary  Room  at  the 
Center  no  opportunity  is  available  for  individual  singing  or  for 
frequent  testing  of  ability.  There  is  no  space  to  teach  singing  games 
or  folk  dancing  which  the  children  so  enjoy  and  which  help  in  de- 
veloping a  free,  easy,  rhythmic  motion. 

I  wish  particularly  to  commend  the  book  work  of  the  second 
grade  at  the  Cochesett  School. 

The  eighth  grade  in  the  high  school  has  lost  much  valuable 
time  in  music.  Beginning  in  September  these  pupils  had  no  lesson 
for  several  weeks.  Then  it  was  arranged  to  combine  with  the  Fresh- 
men and  alternate  music  with  the  other  three  classes,  each  group 
having  half  time.  This  of  course  is  very  unsatisfactory  and  if  con- 
tinued might  result  in  a  lack  of  interest  and  of  serious  participation. 

The  amount  of  time  allowed  for  music  study  at  the  Center  was 
decreased  as  compared  with  that  of  former  years  and  a  noticeable 
lowering  of  the  standard  was  a  result.  While  it  is  highly  desirable 
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that  boys  and  girls  should  enjoy  singing,  that  is  not  the  sole  aim  of 
school  music.  They  should  be  trained  to  listen  and  listen  intelli- 
gently to  good  music.  They  should  be  taught  to  perform  artisti- 
cally and  understandingly  and  to  get  the  most  out  of  every  lesson. 
Singing  in  school  is  not  primarily  a  period  of  relaxation  for  either 
class  or  teacher.  It  is  a  period  for  emotional  expression,  for  an 
appreciation  of  the  best  in  music  and  should  serve  as  an  inspiration 
to  higher  and  better  living.  "Many  a  sapling  started  in  the  wrong 
direction,  might,  with  a  little  help  be  trained  to  grow  into  a  mag- 
nificent tree.  Try  to  teach  boys  and  girls  ethics  directly  and  they 
will  think  you  are  preaching.  Give  them  MUSIC.  It  seems  to  have 
an  effect  upon  the  mind  and  nervous  system  which  makes  the  in- 
dividual more  receptive  to  idealistic  principles."  Henry  Ford,  the 
greatest  industrialist  in  the  world,  says,  "Start  the  day  with  a 
song".  Singing  is  a  mental  tonic.  Music  seems  to  have  a  most  hu- 
manizing and  rationalizing  effect.  It  arouses  qualities  long  dormant 
and  gives  the  individual  a  keener  appreciation  and  understanding 
of  the  value  of  those  things  necessary  to  his  development.

The  physical  examinations  at  the  Howard  High  are  of  special 
significance  because  of  athletic  requirements.  Early  correction  of 
physical  defects  is  very  important  so  that  students  may  be  eligible

for  future  competitive  sports.  These  yearly  examinations  have  a 
far  reaching  effect  on  not  only  the  physical  condition  but  also  on 
the  mental  development.  Dr.  Belmore  examined  201  students. 

22  notices  were  sent  for  defective  tonsils. 

6  have  defective  hearts  and  were  referred  to  the  family  doctor 

for  advice. 
2  had  asthma. 
26  needed  dental  care. 

2  had  defective  hearing. 

3  obtained  glasses 

18  families  with  40  children  were  referred  to  Guidance  Clinic. 
Chest  x-rays  were  done  of  all  known  contacts  of  tuberculosis. 

7  were  discharged,  9  are  continued  cases. 

Your  Nurse  at  present  is  giving  a  course  in  Practical  Art  of 
Nursing.  For  their  own  well  being  and  because  they  could  be  a 
means  of  contaminating  others,  I  would  urge  more  caution  about 
sending  students  to  school  who  are  too  ill  to  remain  all  day. 

Elementary  Schools. 

Physical  Examinations  were  completed  by  Dr.  Belmore,  School 
Physician. 

49  notices  were  sent  for  defective  tonsils. 

50  notices  for  neglected  carious  teeth. 
3  notices  for  defective  hearts. 

1  notice  for  High  Blood  pressure. 

5  were  referred  to  social  services. 

9  were  examined  by  Psychiatric  Traveling  Clinic. 
10  children  who  entered  school  were  advised  to  remain  out 
until  September  of  the  following  year.  Six  followed  this 
advice  avoiding  the  stigma  of  repeating  grade  1. 

I  have  made  numerous  contacts  with  families  relative  to  cor- 
rections of  defects  and  followed  up  reported  illness  referred  by 
teachers. 
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The  well  child  conference  was  held  June  25  to  28. 

62  children  accompanied  by  parents  were  examined. 

42  families  represented; 

38  mothers; 

52  pre-school  children. 

Total  number  needing: 

Medical  attention  9  Dental  attention  13 

Nutrition  attention  6  Nose  and  throat  16 

Ears  and  eyes  2 
Immunized  against  Diphtheria  27 
Attention  to  vaccination  54 
Since  the  clinic,  45  follow-up  visits  were  made. 
13  entered  school. 

18  were  immunized  against  Diphtheria 

20  were  immunized  against  Whooping  Cough. 

23  were  vaccinated. 

9  had  other  medical  attention. 

3  attended  habit  clinic. 

Five  years  of  this  well  child  conference  work  together  with 
other  health  interest  has  resulted  in  healthier  first  grade  enrollment. 

Eye  tests  were  given  by  the  teachers.  Those  who  showed 
defects  were  referred  to  the  nurse  who  followed  the  case  by  retest- 
ing  and  getting  in  touch  with  parents.  7  have  obtained  glasses,  and 
3  did  not  need  glasses. 

The  new  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  is  highly  recommended 
and  most  towns  are  purchasing  their  own  equipment.  Optomole- 
gest  test  to  be  successful  should  not  be  hurried.  The  child  as  a 
whole  should  have  good  health  habits,  rest,  good  food,  exercise  and 
observation  in  the  home. 

Dr.  Belmore  examined  the  ears,  for  signs  of  wax  and  inflam- 
mation to  help  check  with  the  audiometer  test  which  should  be 
given  3  or  4  times  during  school  life  and  whenever  occasion  arises. 
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The  Diphtheria  Clinic  was  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Health.  Forty  were  immunized.  A  booster  dose  is  advised  for  those 
who  were  immunized  in  infancy  or  about  7  years  previous. 

We  miss  our  Dental  Clinic  which  lapsed  due  to  scarcity  of 
dentists.  The  State  Dental  program  calls  for  florine  treatment 
which  is  supposed  to  prevent  dental  decay.  In  connection  with 
this  program;  the  state  Department  of  Health  will  furnish  a  dental 
hygienist  to  work  with  pupils  of  the  5th  grade,  following  up  with 
the  same  children  for  a  period  of  5  years.  We  are  still  hopeful  that 
this  program  may  become  a  reality. 

Feet  were  examined — Two  were  advised  to  obtain  corrective 
shoes;  3  were  flatfooted;  3  had  athletic  feet  (being  treated)  2  at- 
tended orthopedic  clinic.  In  reported  contagious  disease,  there  were 
22  cases  of  scarlet  fever. 

Through  the  use  of  Federal  Funds  an  othopedic  clinic  is  con- 
ducted at  the  Brockton  Hospital.  Children  referred  to  this  clinic 
must  have  a  doctor's  application.  Four  children  are  receiving  cor- 
rective treatments.  Three  are  taking  speech  therapy  through  the 
same  coure.  The  S.  P.  C.  C.  was  called  to  investigate  social  prob- 
lems in  the  home. 

Extermination  of  flies  by  the  use  of  D.  D.  T.  was  most  suc- 
cessful. This  was  done  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Health  and  appreciated  by  all. 

In  closing  I  want  to  thank  Dr.  Belmore,  teachers,  and  parents 
for  their  cooperation  in  helping  to  maintain  Health  in  the  Schools.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT  ON 
SCHOOL  HOUSING  CONDITIONS  IN 
WEST  BRIDGEWATER 


What  are  conditions? 

The  problem  of  school  housing  has  had  serious  consideration  in 
West  Bridgewater  since  March  1942  when  a  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  investigate  needs.  This  committee  called  in  experts  from 
the  State  Departments  of  Education  and  Public  Safety  to  assist  in 
the  study.  The  reports  of  these  groups  appeared  in  March,  1945 
and  emphasized  the  inadequacy  of  school  housing,  grades  one 
through  twelve.  The  recommendation  of  the  local  committee  was 
that  plans  be  made  immediately  for  construction  of  a  six  year  high 
school.  The  Town  Meeting  of  1945  authorized  the  appointment  of 
a  Building  Committee  with  authority  to  employ  consultants  and 
architects  to  draw  plans,  and  further  authorized  the  committee  to 
determine  a  suitable  school  site.  Thus,  it  would  seem  that  the 
Town  last  March  recognized  the  need  for  a  new  building  and  was 
prepared  to  build  in  the  near  future. 

It  appears  desirable,  however,  to  review  the  salient  facts  which 
led  to  this  decision  and  to  re-emphasize  the  needs.  The  State  De- 
partment of  Education  and  the  local  Committee  on  School  Housing 
are  agreed  upon  the  following  facts: 

1.  The  need  for  new  building  for  BOTH  the  grades  and  high 
school  is  great,  and  building  has  been  delayed  too  long. 

2.  The  buildings  now  used  are  physically  inadequate  and  in 
some  cases  unsafe.  (A  fire  in  the  high  school  could  sweep  from  cellar 
to  roof  unobstructed;  Jerusalem  and  Matfield  Schools  have  one 
exit  from  the  school  and  that  at  Jerusalem  past  the  furnace;  there 
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is  insufficient  room  in  all  buildings  for  a  modern  educational 

program. ) 

3.  The  advantages  of  a  good  educational  program  are  'pro- 
hibited by  lack  of  adequate  facilities.  By  inference  this  means  that 
our  children  are  handicapped  in  their  education  as  compared  with 
that  education  offered  their  children  by  other  towns  in  the  State. 
The  fact  that  our  boys  and  girls  do  reasonably  well  after  they  leave 
school  proves  nothing  except  that  they  do  well  in  spite  of  the  handi- 
caps they  face  here  and  might  do  better  if  given  greater  advantages. 

The  present  Building  Committee  has  appointed  an  Educa- 
tional and  Building  Consultant  who  recognizes  the  same  inadequa- 
cies found  by  the  investigating  committees. 

What  should  we  have? 

The  Department  of  Education  has  recommended  construction 
of  a  single  building  to  house  all  grades  and  permit  use  of  the  gym- 
nasium and  auditorium  by  the  grades  without  duplication  in  build- 
ing. The  local  committee,  however,  decided  upon  a  building  for  the 
six  years  of  high  school  which  in  some  measure  will  relieve  the  over- 
crowding in  the  grades  and  postpone  the  time  when  the  Town  must 
build  for  the  grades.  Probably  this  thinking  represents  the  will  of 
the  Town  and  so  becomes  the  immediate  problem. 

I  would  like  to  point  out,  therefore,  the  benefits  which  we  can 
reasonably  expect  in  a  new  six  year  high  school  building. 

1.  We  can  give  grade  pupils  better  opportunities  by  better 
pupil-teacher  distribution  made  possible  by  removing  grade  seven 
to  the  new  building. 

2.  We  can  be  sure  that  our  high  school  pupils  are  safely 
housed  in  modern  construction.  (The  fact  is  that  in  1930-40  in  the 
United  States  sixty  pupils  were  killed  in  one  school,  one  hundred 
were  burned  to  death  in  another  because  of  inadequate  housing.) 
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3.  Pupils  will  have  adequate  toilet  and  shower  facilities. 

4.  Light  and  ventilation  will  be  adequate  under  present 
State  standards. 

5.  Heat  will  be  provided  to  all  rooms  and  held  at  constant 
temperature. 

6.  We  shall  have  an  auditorium  which  can  be  used  safely 
and  efficiently,  where  school  functions  can  be  held,  and  which  will 
be  available  for  Town  civic  functions. 

7.  -  We  shall  have  an  adequate  gymnasium  with  proper 
facilities  not  only  for  basketball  but  for  a  proper  physical  education 
program. 

8.  We  shall  have  a  library  which  can  be  used,  a  health 
room  for  examinations,  sick  pupils,  dental  clinic,  etc.,  a  guidance- 
conference  room  for  pupil-parent-teacher  conferences. 

9.  We  shall  have  adequate  storage  space. 

10.  We  shall  have  control  of  the  building  and  the  janitor. 

11.  We  shall  have  a  building  which  can  be  kept  clean. 

12.  We  shall  be  able  to  provide  rooms  designed  for  the 
instructional  purposes  for  which  they  are  used. 

13.  We  shall  have  home  rooms  and  conference  rooms  where 
a  broad  program  of  clubs  and  activities  may  be  held.  The  modern 
program  must  be  more  than  classroom  instruction  if  we  are  to 
achieve  our  educational  objectives  of  development  of  desirable 
social,  emotional,  and  character  traits. 

14.  We  shall  have  adequate  room  for  six  grades  of  pupils 
in  household  arts. 

15.  We  shall  have  a  complete  general  shop  available  readily 
to  six  grades  of  pupils. 
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16.  We  shall  have  a  building  in  which  all  pupils  can  take 
pride.  (This  in  itself  is  a  strong  factor  for  good  pupil  morale.) 

17.  We  shall  have  a  building  in  which  the  Townspeople 
can  take  pride,  as  partial  evidence  of  their  desire  to  give  their  child- 
ren the  American  birthright  of  good  education. 

18.  We  shall  have  a  building  no  better  than  that  provided 
by  most  towns  of  this  Commonwealth  for  their  children. 

What  about  costs? 

The  people  of  New  England  are  conservative,  and  conservative 
people  like  to  see  what  they  are  buying.  They  also  want  to  know 
the  price  and  relate  values  to  cost. 

I  have  pointed  out  that  the  experts  believe  we  should  build, 
and  I  have  presented  their  reasons  and  summarized  in  detail  the 
gains  we  shall  make  if  we  move  into  a  new  building.  This  is  what 

you  are  buying. 

Now  the  price.  Today  building  costs  are  up  from  forty  cents 
per  cubic  foot  to  fifty-five  cents.  Materials  are  scarce,  and  labor  is 
even  more  scarce.  While  three  bills  are  before  Congress  to  provide 
more  money  for  schools,  there  is  no  immediate  prospect  that  they 
will  pass.  Consequently,  it  is  difficult  to  arrive  at  an  estimate  of 
what  a  new  building  would  cost  the  Town.  However,  a  good  esti- 
mate would  seem  to  be  $225,000  including  interest  charges  over  a 
twenty  year  period.  The  Town  has  a  Reserve  Fund  of  $50,000  and 
an  Excess  and  Deficiency  Fund  of  about  $45,000.  The  latter  should 
not  be  touched  for  outlay  purposes,  but  the  Reserve  Fund  exists 
for  post-war  projects.  Conservatively  one-half  of  the  $50,000 
should  be  available  for  schools.  Thus,  bonding  would  be  on  $200,000 
or  $10,000  a  year  for  twenty  years.  The  tax  now  is  $1.00  for  $3600 
of  assessed  valuation.  The  increase  in  the  rate,  then  is  10000  -r- 
3600  or  about  $2.80  per  $1,000  valuation.  The  following  table  shows 
how  this  tax  would  be  distributed  in  West  Bridgewater.

Note:  The  following  data  explains  the  Personal  Property  Tax. 

Valuation  £443,077.00  Taxes  collected  £13,203.00 

Brockton  Edison,  Gas  and  Light,  and  N.  E.  Telephone  pay  £7,570 
in  taxes  here,  or  more  than  half  of  the  total  personal  property  tax. 
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It  can  be  seen  that  for  70%  of  the  householders  the  average 
increase  in  taxes  per  year  would  be  only  $8.17.  For  this  $8.17  you 
are  buying  improved  educational  opportunity  as  cited  above.  We 
in  the  School  Department  believe  that  this  investment  in  the  future 
is  worth  an  average  of  $8.17.  If  we  are  to  have  these  advantages, 
Townspeople  must  support  the  recommendations  of  the  Building 
Committee,  and  to  approve  a  bond  issue  of  this  size,  two-thirds 
of  Town  meeting  members  must  approve  the  article. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  now  that  for  several  reasons  the  cost 
of  operation  of  the  schools  will  increase  in  the  years  to  come. 

1.  At  the  present  time  the  Town  pays  all  expenses  in  opera- 
tion of  the  high  school  except  the  janitor's  salary  and  maintenance. 
In  a  new  building  the  Town  would  have  to  assume  these  costs. 
However,  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  this  Town  has  enjoyed  a 
low  tax  rate  for  schools  for  seventy  years  partly  because  of  the  gift 
of  Benjamin  Howard.  This  money  has  not  been  spent  by  taxpayers 
for  seventy  years,  so  the  Town  should  now  be  better  prepared  to 
spend,  and  it  is,  as  witnessed  by  its  Reserve  and  Excess  funds  and 
low  tax  rate.  Added  annual  cost  here  would  be  about  $2,000. 

2.  In  order  to  implement  the  educational  program  we  have 
in  mind,  we  might  wish  to  have  a  physical  director  and  guidance 
director;  this  might  be  accomplished  by  combining  positions  now 
held  and  hiring  another  teacher  to  increase  costs  by  $2000  annually. 

3.  An  adequate  shop  and  household  arts  program  would  add 
a  cost  of  $1000  annually. 

4.  The  Town  needs  a  remedial  teacher  in  the  grades  to  help 
offset  the  handicap  of  multiple  grades  to  a  teacher,  and  we  need  an 
art  supervisor.  This  work  might  be  combined  at  a  cost  of  $2000. 

5.  School  population  may  grow  with  subsequent  added  cost 
to  the  Town.  However,  added  growth  implies  added  taxable  prop- 
erty, and  there  should  be  no  increase  in  the  tax  for  this  reason  in 
the  next  few  years. 
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6.  Modern  education  costs  more  money,  and  money  today 
buys  less.  Teachers  used  to  receive  $13.00  a  week  in  West  Bridge- 
water  and  today  receive  about  $40.00  figuring  40  weeks  pay.  Today 
we  use  more  supplies  and  equipment  not  before  used.  The  appren- 
tice system  does  not  flourish,  and  we  are  asked  to  give  vocational 
preparation.  In  return,  we  render  greater  service  in  better  instruc- 
tion and  educational  opportunities. 

Some  of  the  things  mentioned  above  we  should  have  even  if  we 
had  no  new  building.  I  wish  to  make  it  clear  that  the  West  Bridge- 
water  School  Budget  must  rise  if  we  are  to  offer  education  as  recom- 
mended by  the  State  Department  of  Education  and  if  we  are  to 
give  our  youth  the  opportunities  offered  by  other  communities  in 
Massachusetts.  The  direct  added  annual  expense  of  a  new  building 
will  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  $4.00  per  $1000  valuation.  The  ben- 
efits to  be  derived  cannot  be  estimated  in  terms  of  dollars  and  cents, 
but  on  the  assurance  of  experts,  the  Town  can  expect  a  fair  return 
on  this  investment. 

The  following  chart  should  help  the  people  to  see  what  West 
Bridgewater  is  doing  in  relation  to  other  towns  of  comparable  size 
and  valuation. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  teachers  for  their 
faithfulness  to  their  tasks  and  their  cooperation  with  me,  and  to 
the  School  Committee  for  their  sincere  interest  in  the  schools  and 
their  patience  with  me  in  helping  to  give  me  an  understanding  of 
the  new  situation  in  which  I  find  myself.

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FINANCE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


The  actual  fighting  of  the  most  destructive  War  in  history  is 
over.  During  that  period,  1941-1945,  we  did  no  construction.  We 
will  now  have  to  take  up  where  we  left  off  and  begin  an  era  of 
building.  That  means,  Roads,  Schools,  Fire  Station,  Water-works, 
and  other  general  improvements.  We  believe  these  improvements 
should  be  done  over  a  period  of  years. 

Our  Water  Department  is  in  a  bad  state  of  affairs  when  many 
homes  in  the  north  end  of  town  have  trouble  getting  water  during 
the  summer  months.  In  case  of  a  serious  fire  in  any  part  of  the 
town  the  Fire  Department  would  be  handicapped  by  insufficient 
water  supply.  We  have  had  the  consultation  of  engineers  and  they 
have  submitted  a  program  which  will  benefit  this  Department.  Our 
suggestion  is  that  we  follow  their  recommendations.  We  believe 
the  financing  of  this  program  should  be  done  through  water  reve- 
nue, thus  alleviating  any  tax  on  real  estate. 

We  have  recommended  larger  appropriations  for  our  highways 
and  hope  this  can  be  done  for  a  few  years  to  get  our  roads  into 
proper  shape  and  keep  them  from  going  to  pieces.  The  State  and 
County  will  help  us  on  North  Elm  Street  to  get  this  road  completed 
within  the  next  two  years. 

For  the  year  1946  we  recommend  that  all  elected  officials  be 
paid  at  the  same  rate  of  pay  as  they  were  paid  last  year,  1945, 
which  was  an  increase  of  15%  over  1944. 

We  recommend  that  the  voters  consider  combining  the  office 
of  Tax  Collector,  Treasurer,  and  Town  Clerk  into  one  office,  where- 
by we  may  have  the  benefit  of  a  full  time  office  and  service.  We 
could  thereby  pay  the  officer  a  full  time  salary,  although  it  would 
be  necessary  to  employ  a  part  time  clerk  to  assist. 
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If  our  recommendations  are  followed  the  net  amount  of  tax- 
ation will  amount  to  $19,740  greater  than  was  appropriated  in 
1945  giving  us  a  tax  rate  of  $35.00  per  thousand. 

A  table  of  Estimates  by  Departments,  amounts  recommended 
by  this  Committee,  and  report  of  Recommendations  on  articles  in 
the  Town  Warrant  appear  on  the  following  pages.

ADJOURNED  TOWN  MEETING,  MARCH  25,  1946 

Meeting  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  E.  M.  Roberts. 
ARTICLE  26. 

Selectman  William  Noyes  moved  that  the  action  taken  on 
Article  26  be  reconsidered.  Mr.  Noyes  made  an  explanation  of 
why  the  action  of  the  previous  Town  Meeting,  March  11,  was 
illegal. 

Moved  and  carried  that  the  vote  on  the  question  of  recon- 
sideration be  taken  by  Ballot.  Paul  Lundgren,  Allan  Foye,  John 
Eldridge  appointed  to  count  Ballots.  Result  of  count  Yes — 150, 
No — 33.  Motion  carried. 
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Motion  made  by  Selectman  Frellick  that  Article  26  of  the 
Warrant,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  37,000.00  and  authorize  the  select- 
men to  purchase  land  as  a  site  for  Senior-Junior  High  School, 
be  considered. 

Amendment  made  to  use  Town  owned  land.  This  amend- 
ment lost  by  voice  vote. 

Mr.  Frellick  explained  location  of  Building  site  thought  most 
favorable  by  the  committee  is  location  at  Howard,  West  Centre 
Streets  and  Center  School  Building. 

A  ballot  vote  was  ordered  by  the  Moderator  on  motion 
(Art.  26).  Counters  appointed  were  Paul  Lundgren,  John  Eld- 
ridge,  Allan  Foye.  Result  of  the  Ballot  announced  by  the  Moder- 
ator, two  thirds  vote  required  to  carry  motion.  Yes — 144,  No — 55. 
Moderator  declared  motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  27. 
BUILDING  BY-LAWS 

To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
the  meeting. 

The  Building  By  Laws  suggested  were  read  by  the  Moder- 
ator. Each  section  of  each  Article  was  read  with  the  understand- 
ing that  if  no  objections  were  raised  it  would  be  considered 
satisfactory. 

Building  By-Laws  are  as  follows: 

Article  1.    This  By-Law  shall  be  known  as  the  Building  By-Law. 

Article  2.  ( 1 )  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  administration  and  enforcement  of  rules  and  regulations  con- 
tained in  this  By-Law.  The  Selectmen  shall  employ  such  in- 
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spectors  as  are  necessary  to  insure  proper  compliance  with  the 
By-Law.  Such  inspectors  shall  be  hired  on  a  per  diem  basis  as 
building  activity  demands  and  compensation  shall  be  regulated 
by  the  Selectmen. 

(2)  The  Selectmen,  or  an  inspector  appointed  by 
them,  may,  so  far  as  is  necessary  for  the  performance  of  their 
duties  in  the  enforcement  of  this  By-Law,  enter  any  building  or 
premises  within  the  town  at  any  reasonable  hour. 

(3)  The  Selectmen  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  busi- 
ness transacted.  They  shall  receive  applications  and  issue  permits 
for  the  erection  and  alteration  of  all  buildings.  No  permit  shall 
be  issued  until  plans,  specifications,  and  premises  have  been 
inspected. 

They  shall  grant  permits  for  such  erections  or  alteration 
when  plans  and  specifications  are  in  conformity  with  this  By- 
Law  and  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

They  shall  cause  to  be  examined  all  buildings  reported 
dangerous  or  damaged  by  accident,  or  fire,  and  if  it  appears  that 
such  structure  would  be  unsafe  or  dangerous  to  life  or  limb  in 
case  of  fire  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  deemed  dangerous  and  they 
may  have  affixed  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  its  outside  walls  a 
notice  of  its  dangerous  condition.  No  work  of  any  description, 
including  excavation  for  cellar  or  basement  or  for  foundations, 
shall  be  commenced  until  a  permit  is  issued. 

(4)  A  Board  of  Appeals  shall  be  appointed  in 
accordance  with  provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section 
30.  If  the  owner  of  any  building  or  other  structure,  or  an  appli- 
cant for  a  permit  to  erect  or  alter  a  building  or  other  structure 
is  aggrieved  by  any  order  or  decision  of  the  Selectmen  they  may 
file  with  the  Selectmen  an  objection  in  writing  and  thereupon  the 
matter  shall  be  referred  by  the  Selectmen  to  the  Board  of  Appeals 
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who,  within  one  week  from  said  references,  shall  hear  the  parties, 
and  after  taking  such  expert  opinion  as  may  seem  to  the  Board 
of  Appeals  to  be  necessary,  give  their  decisions.  In  case  the  de- 
cision of  the  Selectmen  be  affirmed,  the  expense  of  such  expert 
opinion  taken  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  shall  be  paid  to  the  town 
on  demand  by  the  appellant;  otherwise  such  expense  shall  be 
borne  by  the  town. 

(5)  Whoever  performs  or  causes  to  be  performed 
any  work,  or  maintains,  alters,  or  erects  any  structure,  in  vio- 
lation of  this  building  Law  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars  ($20.00)  for  each 
violation. 

Article  3.  (1)  Before  work  is  commenced  upon  the  construc- 
tion, alteration,  removal,  demolition,  or  repair  of  any  building, 
the  owner,  lessee  or  representative  of  either,  except  for  ordinary 
repairs,  shall  submit  to  the  Selectmen  on  application  blanks  fur- 
nished by  them  a  detailed  description  of  the  location,  purpose, 
and  construction  of  the  proposed  work  with  full  and  complete 
copies  of  plans  of  such  work. 

(2)  Before  the  issuance  of  a  permit  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  building,  a  plot  plan  must  be  submitted  showing  the 
location  of  the  building  on  the  lot,  dimensions  of  the  lot  and  re- 
lation of  building  to  lot  lines,  and  street  lines  and  grades.  Every 
person  before  proceeding  to  erect  any  foundation,  building,  or 
wall  or  to  make  any  alterations  in  the  external  wall  of  any  struc- 
ture shall  first  apply  to  the  Selectmen  for  the  lines  and  grades 
of  adjacent  public  ways  and  the  Selectmen,  without  charge,  shall 
furnish  the  same. 

(3)  Before  approval  by  the  Selectmen  of  the  de- 
velopment of  a  subdivision  plot  they  shall  require  that  ways  laid 
out  on  such  plot  shall  conform  to  the  grade  of  existing,  or  pro- 
posed streets  with  which  they  may  connect,  and  they  shall  require 
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such  provisions  for  the  disposal  of  surface  water  as  will  prevent 
damage  to  the  said  streets  and  to  other  ways  in  the  town. 

(4)  If  changes  are  made  after  plans  have  been 
approved,  amended  plans  shall  be  filed  and  approved  by  the 
Selectmen  before  proceeding  with  the  work. 

(5)  The  permit  card  issued  by  the  Selectmen 
must  be  displayed  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  the  premises  and 
must  not  be  removed  until  all  work  in  the  building  shall  have 
been  approved. 

(6)  No  use  or  occupance  of  a  building  or  part  of 
a  building  for  a  purpose  other  than  that  for  which  it  is  designed 
to  be  used  as  set  forth  in  the  permit  upon  which  it  was  erected, 
shall  be  made  unless  upon  application.  The  Selectmen  shall  deter- 
mine that  the  proposed  use  will  not  endanger  the  safety  of  the 
occupants  thereof. 

Article  4.  (1)  Ordinary  repairs  of  buildings  may  be  made  with- 
out a  permit,  but  such  repairs  shall  not  be  construed  to  include 
the  removal  or  cutting  of  any  beam  or  support  or  the  removal, 
change  or  closing  of  any  staircase  or  any  alteration  made  for  the 
purpose  of  converting  into  a  dwelling  a  building  or  structure  con- 
structed or  previously  used  for  a  different  purpose. 

(2)  No  building  or  structure  may  be  demolished 
until  a  permit  has  been  issued  to  the  parties  responsible  for 
such  demolition. 

Article  5.  No  external  wall  of  any  frame  building  shall  be  less 
than  10  feet  from  any  other  building  on  the  same  lot. 

Amended  to  read:  No  external  wall  of  any  frame  building 
shall  be  less  than  10  feet  from  any  other  building  and  more  than 
five  feet  of  boundary  lines. 

Accepted  as  amended.- 
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Article  6.  No  building  of  frame  construction  shall  exceed  40 
feet  or  3  stories  in  height. 

Article  7.  The  roofs  of  all  buildings  in  congested  areas  shall  be 
covered  with  fire-resisting  material. 

Article  8.  (1)  No  chimney  shall  be  corbelled  from  a  wall  more 
than  the  thickness  of  the  wall,  nor  be  hung  from  a  wall  less  than 
12  inches  thick.  Every  chimney  shall  rest  on  a  proper  footing  of 
approved  masonry.  Concrete  footings  shall  be  at  least  6  inches 
wider  than  the  chimney  on  all  sides,  and  shall  be  at  least  12 
inches  thick. 

All  chimneys  shall  be  built  of  brick  or  other  incombustible 
material,  laid  up  in  the  best  lime  or  cement  mortar.  All  brick 
chimneys  shall  have  terra  cotta  flue  lining  extending  to  the  top 
of  the  chimney.  The  ends  of  such  lining  pipes  shall  be  made  to 
fit  close  together,  the  joints  shall  be  filled  with  cement  mortar; 
and  the  lining  shall  be  built  in  as  the  flue  is  carried  up. 

Every  chimney  shall  be  topped  out  or  capped  with  brick, 
terra  cotta,  stone,  iron,  or  cement.  Every  chimney  shall  extend 
at  least  3  feet  above  the  highest  point  at  which  it  comes  in  con- 
tact with  a  roof  of  the  building.  No  part  of  any  floor  timber  shall 
be  within  2  inches  of  any  chimney.  No  studding  or  furring 
shall  be  within  1/4  inches  of  any  chimney  and  no  floor  timber 
shall  be  within  4  inches  of  the  back  wall  of  any  fireplace. 

Preceding  paragraph  amended  to  read:  Every  chimney 
shall  be  topped  out  or  capped  with  brick,  terra  cotta,  stone,  iron, 
or  cement.  Every  chimney  shall  extend  at  least  3  feet  above  the 
highest  point  at  which  it  comes  in  contact  with  a  roof  of  the 
building.  No  part  of  any  floor  timber  shall  be  within  1  inch  of 
any  chimney;  no  studding  or  furring  shall  be  within  one  inch  of 
any  chimney,  and  no  floor  timber  shall  be  within  four  inches  of 
the  back  wall  of  any  fireplace. 

Accepted  as  amended. 
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(2)  The  jambs  and  backs  of  all  fire  places  shall 
be  of  masonry,  not  less  than  8  inches  thick,  .if  of  brick,  and  not 
less  than  12  inches,  if  wholly  or  partly  of  stone. 

Brickwork  or  stonework  over  fireplaces  or  similar  openings 
shall  be  supported  by  proper  iron  bars  or  by  brick  or  stone 
arches. 

All  hearths  shall  be  laid  on  masonry  trimmer  arches,  or  on 
bars  of  iron  supporting  a  proper  bed  of  masonry. 

Article  9.  (1)  All  buildings  shall  be  fire-stopped  so  as  to  check 
effectively  any  draught  from  one  story  to  another,  or  from  the 
horizontal  spaces  between  floor  joists  to  the  vertical  spaces  in 
walls  and  partitions.  The  spaces  around  chimneys  inside  of  stud- 
ding or  furring  making  air  ducts  are  to  be  thoroughly  fire  stopped. 
No  insulation  shall  be  installed  before  fire  stopping  has  been 
approved. 

(2)  No  smoke  pipe  shall  project  through  any  ex- 
ternal wall,  window  or  roof.  No  smoke  pipe  shall  pass  through 
any  wooden  partition  without  a  safety  thimble  of  fireproof 
materials  of  the  thickness  of  the  partition. 

Paragraph  (2)  amended  to  read:  No  smoke  pipe  shall  pro- 
ject through  any  external  wall,  window  or  roof.  No  smoke  pipe 
shall  pass  through  any  wooden  partition  without  a  safety  fire- 
pot  and  a  thimble  of  fireproof  material,  one  inch  larger  than 
chimney  pot  opening. 

Accepted  as  amended. 

No  metal  pipe  used  to  convey  heated  air  shall  be  placed 
within  one  inch  of  any  woodwork  unless  it  is  enclosed  in  a 
metal  pipe  with  air  space  between,  or  otherwise  shielded  with 
metal  or  asbestos,  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Selectmen. 
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Ducts  for  warm  or  cold  air  shall  be  constructed  entirely  of 
metal  and  no  cold  air  ducts  shall  be  carried  from  a  garage  to  a 
dwelling.  A  clean-out  door  shall  be  placed  in  base  of  each 
chimney. 

Motion  was  made  that  the  proposed m  Building  By-Laws  be 
adopted  and  incorporated  in  our  By-Laws.  It  was  so  voted  by 
count  87 — yes,  34 — No.  The  Moderator  declared  the  motion 
carried.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit 
of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  West  Bridgewater  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1946,  the  following  report  being, 
submitted  thereon: 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  depart- 
ments receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or  committing 
bills  for  collection  were  examined  and  checked. 
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The  books  and  accounts  in  the  town  accountant's  office  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  veri- 
fied by  comparison  with  the  treasurer's  books  and  with  the  records 
of  the  several  departments  making  the  original  charges.  The  dis- 
bursements as  recorded  were  checked  with  the  selectmen's  war- 
rants authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds  and  with 
the  payments  as  shown  by  the  treasurer's  books. 

The  appropriations  and  transfers  as  shown  by  the  records  of 
the  town  clerk  and  the  finance  committee  were  checked  to  the 
accountant's  ledger.  The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  and  a 
balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared 
showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  December  31,  1946. 
This  balance  sheet  indicates  that  the  town  is  in  excellent  finan- 
cial condition. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and  compared 
with  the  records  of  the  departments  making  payments  to  the  treas- 
urer, while  the  payments  by  the  treasurer  were  checked  with  the 
selectmen's  warrants  authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town  funds. 

The  treasurer's  cash  balance  on  January  11,  1947  was  proved 
by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished 
by  the  banks  of  deposit  and  by  verification  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest 
were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with 
the  cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  in- 
vestment of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of 
the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed,  the  income  and  with- 
drawals being  verified. 

The  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand  were  examined  and 
listed,  the  amounts  transferred  to  the  tax  title  account  were 
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compared  with  the  collector's  books,  the  redemptions  and  sales 
were  verified,  and  the  outstanding  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions 
were  reconciled  with  the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  collector  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  tax  and  water  accounts  outstanding  at  the 
time  of  the  previous  examination  and  all  subsequent  commitment 
lists  were  audited  and  reconciled  with  the  warrants  issued  for 
their  collection.  The  collector's  cash  books  were  footed,  the  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer  by  the  collector  were  checked  to  the  treas- 
urer's and  the  accountant's  books,  the  abatements  were  compared 
with  the  assessors'  and  the  water  commissioners'  records  of  abate- 
ments granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  re- 
conciled with  the  accountant's  ledger  accounts. 

The  departmental  accounts  receivable  outstanding  according 
to  the  previous  examination  wrere  audited,  and  all  subsequent 
charges  were  proved.  The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  checked 
with  the  treasurer's  recorded  receipts,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  accountant's  ledger  accounts. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  tax,  departmental,  and  water 
accounts  was  obtained  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons 
whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town, 
the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed, 
are  correct. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  selectmen 
and  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and  checked,  and  the  payments 
to  the  State  and  to  the  town  were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  officials  required  to  furnish 
them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  examined 
and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  and  the  library 
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department  were  examined  and  checked  and  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  were  verified. 

The  town  treasurer,  collector,  and  town  accountant  are  to  be 
commended  for  the  efficient  and  accurate  manner  in  which  their 
work  has  been  performed. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet, 
are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  and  the  col- 
lector's cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  tax  title,  departmental,  and 
water  accounts,  as  well  as  tables  showing  the  transactions  and 
condition  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  co-operation  was  received 
from  the  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and 
for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

The  facts  of  1946  as  compared  with  those  of  1945  do  not  nec- 
essarily mean  that  we  had  a  bad  run  of  communicable  diseases  in 
1946;  we  hope  it  shows  that  our  people  are  showing  more  interest 
in  complying  with  the  Law  by  reporting  these  cases  as  they  occur. 

We  have  had  quite  a  few  complaints  in  regards  to  toilet  and 
sewerage  unsanitary  conditions.  All  these  conditions  have  been 
inspected  and  found  to  be  in  accord  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Board  of  Health. 

The  Diphtheria  Clinic  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall  in  May  and 
June  of  this  year,  under  the  direction  and  cooperation  of  the  Board 
of  Health,  and  assisted  by  Mrs.  Lillian  Hewitt,  I  gave  three  inocu- 
lations three  weeks  apart,  of  Diphtheria  Toxin-Antitoxin,  to 
thirty-seven  children;  the  results  were  very  satisfactory. 
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With  the  spread  of  diphtheria  reported  throughout  the  State, 
an  appeal  is  made  by  local  health  authorities  to  parents  of  children 
to  see  that  their  children  are  immunized.  Records  and  statistics  re- 
veal that  not  a  single  death  from  the  disease  has  occurred  when 
the  child  has  been  inoculated. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  requested  several  physical-X-ray 
examinations  be  made  at  the  Plymouth  County  Hospital  in  South 
Hanson.  There  were  three  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  reported,  two 
cases  were  entered  and  two  cases  were  discharged  from  the  Hospi- 
tal. There  are  three  cases  now  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board 
of  Health.

WELL  CHILD  CONFERENCE 

A  total  of  53  children  were  examined  at  the  Well  Child  Con- 
ference conducted  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Health.  Eight  had  no  defects.  Enurisis,  poor  eating  habits  and 
dental  caries  predominated  in  defects  found.  Follow-up  calls  were 
made  on  the  urgent  cases,  some  of  which  needed  hospitalization. 
Twelve  follow-up  cases  were  chest  X-Rayed  at  the  County 
Hospital.

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CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICES 


To  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare: 

During  the  past  year,  the  local  unit  of  Child  Welfare  Services 
has  continued  on  the  same  basis  as  formerly.  It  is  still  financed  by 
the  funds  made  available  through  the  United  States  Children's 
Bureau  to  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  Child  Welfare  Services  is 
maintained  for  the  purpose  of  helping  children  to  become  useful 
citizens.  This  particular  unit  works  almost  entirely  with  school 
children  although  any  child,  regardless  of  race,  creed  or  economic 
status,  up  to  twenty-one  years  of  age  can  be  given  casework 
service. 

In  1946  there  were  20  families  with  a  total  of  34  children  re- 
ferred for  service  in  West  Bridgewater.  42  familes  with  a  total  of 
56  children  were  referred  in  the  following  towns:  Raynham,  Kings- 
ton, Hingham,  Bridgewater,  Hanson,  Pembroke,  Rockland,  Hali- 
fax, Plympton,  Hull  and  North  Easton. 

Some  of  the  reasons  given  for  the  West  Bridgewater  referrals 
were: 

Investigation  of  home  conditions  of  High 
School  students  under  16  who  wanted  home 

permits. 

Worker's  advice  was  sought  in  helping 
elementary  school  students  to  make  a  better 
adjustment. 

Parent  of  five-year  old  child  wanted  a 
psychometric  test  to  determine  whether  child 
can  be  expected  to  do  first  grade  work  in 
September. 
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Transportation  to  and  from  clinic  requested 
with  future  casework  service  for  family  in  mind. 

Parent  asked  worker's  interpretation  of 
child's  troublesome  behavior  at  home  and  in 
the  community. 

Reading  help  requested  for  child  of  good 
intelligence. 

Child  asked  for  help  in  arranging  for  admis- 
sion to  trade  school. 

Parent  requested  advice  about  child  who 
did  not  seem  to  be  developing  as  he  should. 

Crippled  adolescent  requested  that  worker 
intercede  for  more  thorough  physical  examina- 
tions and  possible  surgery. 

Reasons  for  referrals  from  the  other  towns  served  include  the 
following: 

Help  requested  in  securing  a  camp  place- 
ment for  child  living  in  a  foster  home  who  was 
in  need  of  good  group  experience. 

School  asked  advice  and  recommendations 
for  handling  child  with  very  infantile  reactions. 

Family,  a  newcomer  to  community,  need 
interpretation  of  resources  available  for  a  crip- 
pled child. 

Psychotherapy  requested  for  a  child  who 
has  been  receiving  speech  therapy  at  a  clinic 
which  does  not  have  a  psychiatrist. 

Worker's  advice  in  regard  to  admission  to 
Wrentham  for  mentally  deficient  child  requested. 
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Help  needed  for  boy  with  speech  defect 
and  obvious  emotional  conflicts. 

Although  most  of  the  referrals  came  from  the  schools,  parents 
themselves  have  called  the  worker  for  advice  concerning  their 
children.  There  were  38  families  carried  over  from  1945  with  a 
total  of  74  children  under  care.  Of  these,  42  children  were  in  West 
Bridgewater  families.  The  service  was  terminated  for  49  families 
during  1946,  25  being  in  West  Bridgewater.  The  total  number  of 
children  under  care  as  of  December  31,  1946  was  89,  41  of  whom 
were  West  Bridgewater  children. 

In  the  spring  of  1946  a  second  floor  office  was  made  available 
and  has  proved  very  satisfactory.  Its  informal  atmosphere,  high- 
lighted by  a  stuffed  toy,  pictures  and  plants,  makes  the  office 
charming  as  well  as  serviceable.  Many  books  about  child  care, 
both  physical  and  emotional,  can  be  obtained  for  home  reading 
through  this  local  office. 

Last  summer,  the  Child  Welfare  Services  worker  helped  to 
arrange  and  finance  through  contributions  camp  placements  for 
eight  boys  who,  for  various  reasons,  seeemd  to  need  a  vacation  of 
this  kind.  At  Christmastime,  several  clubs  and  interested  indi- 
viduals contributed  clothing,  toys  and  money  so  that  the  holiday 
season  was  considerably  brightened  for  some  families  whose  in- 
comes are  barely  sufficient  for  everyday  expenses. 

All  through  1946,  the  continued  cooperation  and  helpfulness 
of  those  with  whom  Child  Welfare  Services  has  come  in  contact 
has  been  noticeable  and  greatly  appreciated.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  DEPARTMENT 


During  the  year  1946  the  work  of  the  Water  Department 
consisted  mostly  of  new  services  for  new  house  construction,  and 
also  a  few  renewed/services  on  old  pipe  lines. 

There  is  a  great  amount  of  old  service  pipes  to  be  renewed  in 
the  next  few  years  as  most  of  the  old  services  are  of  galvanized 
pipes  and  are  partly  clogged  with  rust. 

All  new  services  and  replacements  into  houses  are  made  with 
copper  tubing  which  makes  a  much  more  permanent  and  satis- 
factory job  giving  a  free  flowage  at  all  times,  and  unless  broken 
will  last  a  great  number  of  years. 

Labor  and  much  vital  material  have  both  been  very  scarce 
this  year.  It  is  hoped  that  in  1947  we  shall  be  able  to  obtain  more 
labor  and  material  as  there  are  prospects  of  a  great  deal  of  new 
construction  of  houses  in  Town. 

During  the  year  the  department  has  installed  twenty-three 
new  service  pipes,  and  has  also  renewed  seventeen  old  service 
pipes. 

The  usual  work  of  repairing  leaks  on  hydrants,  mains,  and 
service  pipe,  and  maintaining  of  old  lines  was  carried  on. 

The  equipment  of  the  department  remains  in  fair  condition 
at  the  close  of  the  year  and  there  is  a  small  supply  of  materials 
and  tools  on  hand.

REPORT  OF 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS 


Examination  of  the  1945  report  will  show  that  the  expendi- 
tures for  the  year  were  about  5  per  cent  above  the  average  of  the 
three  years  previous.  You  will  also  notice  that  particular  attention 
was  called  to  the  very  poor  condition  of  many  of  our  roads. 

In  1946,  $15,000  was  appropriated  at  the  annual  town  meet- 
ing, but  due  to  the  large  amount  of  work  which  had  to  be  done,  an 
additional  amount  of  $5,000  was  appropriated  at  a  special  meeting 
later  in  the  year. 

The  early  part  of  the  year  we  followed  the  same  plan  for 
patching  the  black  top  roads  as  had  been  in  effect  for  many  years. 
We  bought  crushed  stone  and  asphalt  and  mixed  it  by  hand.  As 
the  work  developed  throughout  the  summer,  road  surfaces  that 
had  not  been  coated  for  years  literally  went  to  pieces.  The  prob- 
lem of  patching  became  a  more  and  more  difficult  one,  and  the 
purchasing  of  ready  mixed  patching  material  became  necessary. 

During  the  season,  we  bought  approximately  250  tons  of  the 
ready  mixed  patch  and  in  addition  mixed  about  the  same  amount 
ourselves.  Approximately  50,000  gallons  of  asphalt  and  tar  were 
used  in  surfacing  the  13  to  14  miles  of  road  which  were  repaired 
during  the  past  year. 

Sand  Street  was  rebuilt  for  a  distance  of  1100  feet.  A  part  of 
Spring  Street  and  parts  of  Manley  Street  were  scarified,  and  a 
heavy  application  of  gravel  was  laid  in  preparation  to  resurface 
these  roads  in  1947. 
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The  roads  resurfaced,  patched,  or  gravelled  include  the  follow- 
ing: Thayer  Avenue  1100  feet,  Union  Street  1600  feet,  East 
Street  4500  feet,  South  Street  7500  feet,  River  Street  1500  feet, 
Charles  Street  1100  feet,  Ellis  Avenue  700  feet,  So.  Elm  Street 
5800  feet,  Scotland  Street  4000  feet,  Lincoln  Street  3600  feet, 
Prospect  Street  2300  feet,  Crescent  Street  2600  feet,  Ash  Street 
1000  feet,  Bryant  Street  2600  feet,  Cross  Street  1000  feet,  Forest 
Street  1500  feet,  Arch  Street  500  feet,  Howard  Street  3000  feet, 
Cyr  Street  500  feet,  Vital  Avenue  600  feet,  Samuel  Avenue  600 
feet,  Grant  Avenue  1100  feet,  Spring  (E-W)  3100  feet,  Brooks 
Place  3100  feet,  Manley  Street  (N)  3400  feet,  Sinnott  Street  600 
feet,  Sunset  Avenue  1000  feet,  West  Street  4500  feet,  West  Center 
6000  feet,  Sand  Street  2500  feet. 

There  is  still  much  work  to  be  done  on  road  surfaces,  in 
addition  to  ditches  to  be  cleared,  brush  to  be  cut,  and  considerable 
amount  of  fence  repair  for  1947.  Scotland  Street  over  Town  River 
has  been  inspected  by  a  State  Engineer.  He  reports  that  the  abut- 
ments are  in  poor  condition,  and  that  the  bridge  needs  new 
planking.

Local  property  taxes,  and  especially  the  tax  on  Real  Estate, 
are  a  topic  of  discussion  at  this  time.  This  is  true  largely  because 
of  the  fact  that  under  the  present  tax  system,  any  increase  in  ex- 
penditures in  a  community  results  directly  in  an  increased  burden 
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on  the  real  estate  and  personal  property  subject  to  taxation  in 
that  community.  This  is  true  not  only  in  West  Bridgewater,  but 
in  all  cities  and  towns  throughout  Massachusetts. 

Because  of  this  situation,  it  seems  timely  that  certain  facts 
be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  tax  payer. 

At  the  start,  it  should  be  realized  that  the  amount  of  ap- 
propriations at  the  annual  Town  Meeting,  is  the  chief  factor  in 
determining  the  amount  of  taxes  to  be  raised.  This  is  something 
which  is  controlled  entirely  by  the  vote  of  the  people  at  the  Town 
Meeting. 

Valuations  affect  the  tax  rate,  but  have  no  effect  on  the  total 
amount  of  taxes  to  be  raised.  In  the  years  1945  and  1946,  the 
assessment  on  buildings  throughout  the  town  was  quite  generally 
increased.  This  is  being  continued  in  1947,  bringing  the  assess- 
ment on  real  estate  more  nearly  in  line  with  present  day  prices. 
However,  the  assessments  are  still  considerably  below  current 
selling  prices,  or  the  cost  of  reproduction. 

There  is  also  some  increase  in  the  valuation  of  real  estate, 
brought  about  by  new  building.  This  increase,  while  it  is  consider- 
able, has  not  been  great  enough  to  prevent  an  increase  in  the  tax 
rate  during  the  past  two  years,  and  this  will  probably  be  true  in 
1947.  Already  a  considerable  amount  has  been  spent  at  special 
Town  Meetings  during  1946.  These  amount  will  have  to  be  taken 
from  surplus  funds  in  1947.  This  may  make  it  impossible  to  take 
from  surplus  funds  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  tax  rate,  as  large 
an  amount  as  we  have  in  previous  years. 

This,  together  with  the  fact  that  increased  appropriations 
seem  inevitable,  would  make  it  appear  that  a  still  higher  tax  rate 
is  in  prospect  for  1947.

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REPORT  OF 
SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 


By  vote  of  the  Town  at  the  March  1945  meeting,  this  com- 
mittee was  appointed  by  the  Moderator  and  "authorized  to  deter- 
mine a  building  site;  to  retain  an  architect;  to  obtain  estimates;  to 
consult  experts  if  necessary;  and  to  have  plans  drawn  for  a  6  year 
Senior-Junior  High  School  Building." 

The  Committee  has  retained  Doctor  Herbert  Blair  as  consult- 
ant and  published  in  pamphlet  form  the  results  of  his  survey.  It 
has  selected  a  building  site  after  thorough  investigation,  namely 
the  land  adjoining  the  Center  School  owned  by  Mr.  Henry  Howard. 
This  location  is  central;  contains  20  acres  —  the  minimum  size 
recommended  by  the  State  Board  of  Education — ;  fits  in  with 
long-range  planning  for  a  central  school  unit;  provides  a  good 
building  site  and  a  natural  athletic  field. 

Your  Committee  voted  to  request  the  Selectmen  to  enter  an 
article  in  the  warrant  for  the  March  1946  Town  Meeting  calling 
for  the  appropriation  of  not  more  than  $7,000  (the  sum  requested 
by  Mr.  Howard)  for  the  purchase  of  this  land.  However,  as  the 
article  appeared  in  the  warrant,  no  mention  was  made  of  any  par- 
ticular land  for  the  school  site. 

In  December  1946,  the  Building  Committee  met  with  the 
Selectmen  to  ascertain  what  action  was  being  taken  toward  pur- 
chasing land  and  was  shown  a  letter  dated  May  28,  1946,  from 
Town  Counsel  to  the  Selectmen  advising  that  no  legal  appropria- 
tion had  been  made  for  the  purchase  of  land  because  the  article 
in  the  warrant  failed  to  designate  what  land  was  to  be  bought. 
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The  Building  Committee  has  requested  the  Selectmen  to  have 
Town  Counsel  draw  the  article  for  this  year's  warrant  in  such  a 
way  that  the  site  determined  on  last  year  can  be  bought  without 
further  delay. 

As  soon  as  the  land  has  been  acquired,  your  Committee  will  be 
in  a  position  to  carry  out  the  rest  of  its  assignment — namely,  to 
retain  an  architect,  prepare  preliminary  plans  for  a  building,  and 
obtain  estimates  for  further  action  by  the  town. 

We  are  informed  it  is  impossible  to  build  at  this  time  because 
of  material  shortages.  However,  the  Committee  plans  to  have  all 
information  available  for  presentation  to  the  town  as  soon  as  it  is 
possible  to  go  ahead.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLYMOUTH  COUNTY 
AID  TO  AGRICULTURE  1946 


The  Plymouth  County  Extension  Service  represents  this  de- 
partment. It  is  a  cooperatively  sponsored  organization  with  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Massachusetts  State 
College,  and  the  County  of  Plymouth  participating.  Plymouth 
County  Extension  Service,  office  located  at  the  Court  House, 
Brockton,  has  been  conducting  an  educational  campaign  for 
farmers,  homemakers,  and  rural  youth  for  over  thirty  years. 

In  1946  the  Extension  Service  programs  have  been  designed 
to  be  of  greater  educational  value.  Each  of  the  Extension  Service 
departments  has  carried  on  an  intensified  educational  program  in 
many  project  fields.  This  work  has  been  under  the  general  super- 
vision of  the  Trustees,  Plymouth  County  Aid  to  Agriculture, 
Russell  Makepeace,  Marion,  Chairman.  Joseph  T.  Brown,  Di- 
rector, has  been  responsible  for  coordination  of  departmental  pro- 
jects and  for  the  office  management  and  field  work. 

The  Agricultural  Agents  have  performed  service  in  an  organ- 
ized way  through  meetings  and  demonstrations  for  dairymen, 
poultrymen,  market  gardeners,  fruit  growers  and  cranberry  grow- 
ers. A  limited  program  was  carried  on  for  home  gardeners,  general 
livestock  producers,  woodlot  owners,  and  for  many  of  other 
interests. 

The  Home  Demonstration  Agents  have  been  devoting  their 
time  to  the  teaching  of  classes  in  clothing,  home  furnishings,  food 
production  and  preservation,  home  management,  nutrition  and 
child  development.  Additional  help  was  given  in  planning  home 
grounds  and  home  furnishings  projects. 

The  number  of  4-H  clubs  is  in  direct  proportion  to  the  local 
leadership  that  is  available  in  each  town.  Greater  interest  is  an- 
ticipated in  4-H  club  work  during  1947.  There  has  been  renewed 
interest  in  club  work  with  more  "teen"  age  club  folk  being  inter- 
ested in  carrying  on  individual  projects.

The  work  of  the  Extension  Service  is  guided  by  the  considered 
judgment  of  county  and  community  committees  made  up  of  repre- 
sentative leaders  for  each  project.  In  this  sense,  the  program  is 
democratically  conceived  and  administered  as  efficiently  as  possible 
with  the  limited  personnel  of  a  single  county  office. 

The  statistical  summary  denotes  the  extent  of  the  Extension 
Service  activities  during  the  past  year.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 
BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 
West  Bridgewater,  Massachusetts 
January  1947 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  take  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you 
the  reports  of  the  several  appointed  town  officials  and  in  summar- 
izing the  accomplishments  of  the  past  year. 

Many  phases  of  the  work  coming  under  our  supervision  have 
been  carried  on  under  the  same  difficulties  that  have  handicapped 
the  departments  during  the  past  years:  viz  shortage  of  mater- 
ials, difficulty  in  securing  adequate  labor,  and  the  resulting  un- 
certainty of  the  availability  of  either  at  any  particular  time. 

The  natural  resultant  of  such  conditions  has  been  found  in  the 
increased  cost  of  all  projects  undertaken.  There  seems  to  be  no 
indication  that  costs  will  be  reduced  during  the  coming  year. 

Although  assured  that  West  Center  Street  would  be  rebuilt 
in  1946,  nothing  has  been  done,  and  we  have  been  told  that  there 
is  little  possibility  that  anything  will  be  done  in  1947. 

The  contract  for  work  on  North  Elm  Street  was  put  out  for 
bids  at  such  a  late  date  that  no  work  could  be  undertaken  during 
the  past  year.  This  road  will  be  built  by  the  Roach  Construction 
Company  early  in  1947. 

We  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  streets  for 
an  account  of  the  work  done  by  the  highway  department  during 
the  past  year. 

We  are  presenting  a  highway  budget  of  $  17,944.00  which,  to- 
gether with  the  amount  requested  for  an  unpaid  bill  for  the  year  1946 
($822.67)  and  the  amount  of  $4,500.00  for  chap.  90  maintenance  1 
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and  new  construction,  totals  $23,266.00.  Our  appropriations  for 
all  road  work  in  1946  amounted  to  $27,500.00,  including  the  special 
appropriation  for  Keenan  Street.  This  project  was  laid  out  late  in 
the  year  by  the  county  engineers  and  will  be  completed  in  1947. 

An  error  in  failing  to  name  and  clearly  define  the  land  to  be 
purchased  as  a  site  for  the  proposed  Senior-Junior  High  School 
made  it  impossible  for  the  selectmen  to  purchase  the  land.  The 
money  is  available  and  an  article  to  correct  the  situation  has  been 
inserted  in  the  warrant  this  year. 

Last  year  it  was  voted  to  retain  Town  Counsel  on  a  new  basis 
whereby  we  were  to  pay  a  flat  fee  for  services  during  the  year. 
Thomas  Prince  of  Brockton  was  retained  for  the  position  and  has 
been  most  helpful  to  your  selectmen  and  to  other  town  officials 
and  departments.  We  are  recommending  an  appropriation  of 
$200.00  for  this  service  for  the  coming  year. 

In  the  last  annual  report  we  called  attention  to  the  fact  that 
many  departments  would  be  forced  to  make  larger  expenditures 
than  had  been  made  over  a  long  period  of  time.  Whatever  the  pro- 
gram any  department  may  undertake  in  line  with  this,  it  will  bring 
its  reactions  from  that  group  of  people  who  make  more  or  less  of 
a  fetish  of  a  low  tax  rate  or  tax  bill  even  when  the  ultimate  worth 
of  a  higher  rate  to  the  town  is  clearly  in  evidence.  Instead  of  con- 
stantly referring  to  the  low  tax  rates  of  the  past  and  the  corre- 
sponding small  amount  of  maintenance  cost  or  capital  out-lay,  we 
may  well  consider  the  need  for  the  proposed  increases,  and  for  the 
very  material  advantages  which  the  expenditures  may  gain  for  the 
town  and  for  its  citizens. 

A  year  ago  it  was  proposed  that  an  amount  be  expended  for 
the  installation  of  wells  and  auxiliary  equipment,  which  we  hoped 
would  guarantee  an  adequate  water  supply  for  the  town.  Although 
this  proposal  was  voted  down,  we  believe  that  some  plan  must  be 
adopted  in  the  near  future  whereby  we  may  have  an  adequate 
supply  of  water. 
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There  seems  to  be  no  question  but  that  we  need  additional 
school  housing.  A  special  building  committee  has  recommended 
the  construction  of  a  six-year  Junior-Senior  High  School  and  posi- 
tive action  should  be  taken  by  the  townspeople. 

Just  before  the  war  period  a  special  committee  recommended 
that  a  fire  station  be  constructed  at  such  time  as  materials  were 
available  and  costs  were  within  reason. 

We  have  a  new  bridge  to  be  built  on  Forest  Street. 

These  are  some  of  the  outstanding  problems  that  confront  us. 
The  mere  determination  not  to  spend,  and  thus  keep  the  tax  rate 
down,  can  result  in  only  one  thing  and  that  is  the  general  deteriora- 
tion of  our  capital  out-lay. 

In  the  line  of  maintenance  work,  there  are  many  items  which 
must  be  considered  in  this  long-range  program  of  rehabilitation  of 
equipment  and  services.  Our  town  hall  needs  to  be  painted,  the 
upper  hall  needs  to  have  repairs  and  to  be  redecorated,  and  some- 
thing must  be  done  to  improve  the  ventilating  system.  Due  to  the 
increased  amount  of  work  which  has  developed  in  connection  with 
some  of  the  departments,  we  are  already  in  a  position  where  offices 
are  becoming  inadequate  for  the  proper  transaction  of  the  town's 
business 

During  the  next  two  or  three  years  we  must  replace  trucks  and 
equipment  which  is  obsolete,  and  at  regular  intervals  thereafter 
such  equipment  must  be  replaced  from  year  to  year  in  an  orderly 
process. 

Until  such  time  as  the  general  pay  level  is  reduced,  we  shall 
be  faced  with  expenditures  in  all  departments  far  in  excess  of  any- 
thing that  has  been  spent  in  the  past. 

Your  present  Board  of  Selectmen  has  endeavored  to  exercise 
their  best  judgement  in  making  expenditures  during  the  past  year, 
in  planning  the  budget  for  the  year  1947,  and  in  trying  to  establish 
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a  basis  for  a  sane  program  of  expenditures  over  the  next  few  years. 
A  planning  committee  has  been  formed,  but  has  not  been  active 
enough  to  make  any  definite  report  at  this  time.  They  will  be 
called  together  at  an  early  date,  and  we  hope  to  have  some  very 
concrete  proposals  to  report  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Your  School  Board  is  making  a  report  which  we  hope  you 
will  read  and  consider  thoroughly.  As  has  been  the  case  with  our 
Highway  and  Water  Departments,  we  have  failed  to  make  expend- 
itures and  to  plan  for  adequate  school  housing  for  too  long  a  period 
of  time.  Any  plan  of  rehabilitation  represents  considerable  spend- 
ing and  requires  much  thought  and  planning  if  all  are  to  be 
benefited. 

In  an  effort  to  facilitate  the  operation  of  our  highway  de- 
partment, we  have  established  a  plan  whereby  we  will  have  a 
department  consisting  of  one  superintendent,  two  truck  drivers, 
and  two  laborers.  These  men  would  all  be  hired  on  a  fifty-two 
week  basis  and  would  be  paid  regular  weekly  wages  based  on  a 
forty-hour  week. 

Laborers  hired  from  time  to  time  during  the  year  as  needed 
in  any  of  the  above  classifications  would  receive  pay  at  the  rate 
set  for  that  classification. 

We  believe  that  a  plan  of  this  type  guarantees  service  to  the 
town,  security  to  the  workmen,  and  gives  better  satisfaction  in 
every  way. 

In  the  matter  of  pay  increases,  the  Selectmen  have  neither  re- 
commended nor  given  general  increases.  We  have,  however,  tried 
to  adjust  pay  schedules  so  that  the  men  concerned  might  receive 
reasonable  wages  in  line  with  those  paid  for  similar  work  in  neigh- 
boring towns.  Some  of  the  employees  of  the  town  have  received 
no  consideration  in  this  matter  for  some  time. 

We  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Selectmen 
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meet  the  first  Wednesday  evening  of  each  month.  Many  towns- 
people have  taken  advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  discuss  their 
problems  with  us  during  the  past  year,  and  we  hope  that  more 
may  do  so  during  the  coming  year.  We  solicit  your  suggestions, 
criticisms,  and  sincere  cooperation  in  the  operation  of  the  town 
business. 

We  are  most  appreciative  of  the  cooperation  given  by  town 
officers,  department  heads,  committees  and  others  during  the 
past  year.

Our  Superintendent  Mr.  Lord  is  beginning  his  second  year 
of  service  with  the  West  Bridgewater-Raynham  Union.  We  find 
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him  most  cooperative  and  he  is  carrying  out  his  duties  efficiently 
under  very  trying  conditions. 

TEACHERS 

Teacher  replacements  are  still  difficult  because  the  demand 
greatly  exceeds  the  supply.  However,  Mr.  Lord  has  been  able  to 
engage  good  instructors  for  our  schools.  Recent  salary  increases 
should  help  this  situation,  but  we  still  are  in  a  highly  competitive 
market  in  relation  to  towns  around  us. 

MAINTENANCE  AND  REPAIRS 

All  necessary  repairs  to  school  buildings  have  been  made. 
Several  exterior  painting  projects  have  been  postponed  for  lack 
of  quality  ingredients.  The  Committee  is  watching  repairs  and 
maintenance  needs  carefully  and  all  work  will  be  completed  as 
soon  as  practicable. 

ATHLETIC  PROGRAM 

This  very  important  part  of  our  program  is  being  continued 
and  will  be  enlarged  as  fast  as  our  present  facilities  will  permit. 
The  Committee  intends  to  extend  our  physical  training  to  in- 
clude organized  and  supervised  play-ground  activities  in  the 
grade  schools.  This  will  be,  of  course,  when  conditions  make  such 
action  possible. 

SCHOOL  HOUSING 

Citizens  of  this  town  have  had  before  them  the  various  re- 
ports of  the  local  Building  Committee  on  School  housing  needed 
to  relieve  our  present  cramped  facilities.  The  School  Committee 
recommends  a  six  year  Junior  and  Senior  High  School.  As  pre- 
viously stated  this  would  relieve  the  crowding  in  the  elementary 
schools  by  making  possible  the  transfer  of  two  grades  to  the 
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new  building.  See  our  Superintendent's  report  for  further  details 
on  housing  needs.  We  urge  every  parent  and  tax-payer  to  back 
your  building  committee  to  the  fullest  extent.  The  need  is  great 
and  those  of  us  working  in  direct  contact  with  the  schools  certain- 
ly know  from  these  contacts  how  important  it  is  that  some- 
thing be  done  soon. 

As  no  doubt  Mr.  Lord  will  mention  in  his  report,  the  en- 
tering classes  are  increasing  very  substantially  each  year.  This 
makes  for  immediate  crowding  in  the  grades  and  it  is  surprising 
how  soon  these  large  classes  of  recent  years  will  reach  an  already 
congested  condition  in  our  present  high  school. 

In  short,  the  children  of  this  town  are  entitled  to  as  good 
an  education  as  those  in  any  other  community.  The  High  School 
of  today  supplies  the  so-called  higher  education  to  80%  of  our 
young  men  and  women.  That's  why  every  effort  should  be  made 
to  give  them  all  advantages  and  not  penalize  them  through  false 
economy  to  produce  a  low  tax-rate.

ANNUAL  REPORT 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee: 

I'  herein  submit  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
for  the  year  1946.  This  is  a  report  of  progress  of  the  Schools  of 
West  Bridgewater  and  a  continuation  of  my  report  of  last  year 
in  which  I  pointed  out  the  trends  which  should  be  followed  in 
the  coming  years.  It  is  also  calculated  to  re-emphasize  the  urgent 
new  for  new  building  and  to  explain  in  part  the  obstacles  which 
the  Town  faces  in  trying  to  provide  adequate  housing  for  its 
school  children. 

TEACHERS 

This  year  West  Bridgewater  lost  many  fine  teachers  who 
moved  with  their  husbands  out  of  Town,  married,  resigned  be- 
cause of  illness,  or  left  for  better  paying  positions  in  other  towns, 
and  for  other  reasons.  Six  of  those  who  left  accepted  positions 
at  much  better  salaries.  The  morale  of  the  teachers  almost  with- 
out exception  is  very  high  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  most  teachers 
this  year  were  hurt  by  the  steadily  rising  increase  in  the  cost  of 
living.  The  teachers  who  have  left  are  as  follows:

It  is  generally  conceded  by  educators  and  others  who  have 
made  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  situation  that  teachers 
have  been  very  much  underpaid  for  the  service  they  are  expected 
to  render.  Nation-wide  recognition  has  been  given  to  the  belief 
that  now  we  must  not  only  adjust  teachers'  salaries  to  meet  the 
cost  of  living,  but  we  must  also  raise  the  level  of  pay  within  the 
profession  if  we  are  to  be  able  to  hire  the  type  of  person  we  want 
teaching  in  our  class  rooms.  West  Bridgewater  has  always  paid 
salaries  comparable  to  the  salaries  in  neighboring  towns.  The  in- 
creases authorized  by  the  School  Committee  effective  March  15, 
retroactive  to  January  1,  1947,  may  appear  large  in  the  total 
budget  increase,  but  they  simply  make  it  possible  for  West 
Bridgewater  to  compete  with  neighboring  towns  in  the  hiring  of 
teachers.  Our  maximum  salary  for  Elementary  School  teachers 
is  $2,100,  and  neighboring  towns  range  from  $2,000  to  $2,250. 
The  National  Education  Association  and  the  State  Commissioner 
of  Education  recommend  a  minimum  salary  of  $2,400.  A  bill  to 
be  presented  to  the  legislature  this  year  establishes  the  minimum 
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salary  at  31,800.  In  refering  to  new  school  plant  later  I  shall  ex- 
plain the  probability  of  greatly  increased  State  Aid  for  Education. 

PUPIL  DISTRIBUTION  AND  TRANSFERS 
An  analysis  of  the  School  Membership,  a  part  of  this  report, 
will   show  one  of  the   problems  which   confronts   the  School 
Committee. 

The  problem  is  how  to  distribute  pupils  in  Town  to  the  best 
advantage.  This  year  we  have  moved  grades  four  and  five  from 
Jerusalem  to  the  Center  School.  This  involved  the  transfer  of 
only  9  children,  but  the  move  reduced  from  five  to  three  classes 
the  teacher  at  Jerusalem  teaches  now.  Multiple  grades  under 
one  teacher  are  undesirable  because  the  time  a  teacher  can  de- 
vote to  a  pupil  is  restricted.  Modern  school  systems  have  en- 
tirely eliminated  this  undesirable  practice,  but  new  housing  has 
usually  been  necessary.  If  it  were  possible  to  consolidate  grades 
in  the  outlying  districts,  we  could  begin  to  reduce  multiple 
grades,  but  the  three  schools  at  the  Center,  Sunset  Avenue,  and 
Cochesett  are  already  at  capacity,  and  it  would  be  undesirable 
to  move  Primary  pupils  to  buildings  where  they  would  have  to 
take  cold  lunches. 

One  of  the  worst  situations  exists  at  Center  School  in  grades 
1  and  2.  For  the  third  year  these  two  grades  of  about  60  pupils 
are  meeting  in  one  room  with  a  teacher  instructing  each  grade. 
At  present  we  have  a  canvas  partition  between  the  two  grades. 
It  is  my  belief  that  the  State  Department  of  Public  Safety  will 
not  allow  continued  use  of  this  room  as  now  operated.  Our  prob- 
lem is  now  to  find  housing  outside  of  the  present  school  plant 
to  relieve  this  room.  Any  temporary  solution  will  not  be  desir- 
able. Some  classes  at  the  High  School  building  are  now  meeting 
in  the  Assembly  hall  because  of  lack  of  room  elsewhere.  Until  the 
parents  of  children  in  our  schools  actively  demand  something 
better  these  deplorable  situations  will  continue  to  exist.  An  ad- 
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dition  to  existing  structures  is  to  perpetrate  on  the  Town  a  con- 
tinuance of  the  action  which  causes  present  inadequacies  through- 
out our  Town  services.  Until  parents  become  thoroughly  aroused 
to  the  necessity  of  new  housing  and  actively  insist  on  action 
through  Town  Meeting  to  provide  for  our  needs,  those  who  op- 
pose spending  money  for  schools  and  place  other  needs  ahead 
of  adequate  housing  for  our  children  will  succeed  in  blocking 
expenditures  for  school  houses. 

TEXT  BOOKS 
The  program  of  the  last  three  years  to  provide  new  and 
better  text  books  has  been  slowed  down  this  year  and  will  be 
next  year  because  of  radically  increased  prices  of  books.  The 
present  estimate  of  increased  cost  is  50%  as  is  the  case  with 
school  supplies.  In  view  of  the  heavy  increases  in  the  school 
budget  this  year  it  is  not  the  plan  to  increase  the  text  book  bud- 
get as  much  as  50%,  and,  therefor,  the  number  of  books  we  shall 
be  able  to  replace  will  be  somewhat  smaller. 

TESTING  PROGRAM  AND  GUIDANCE 
Last  year  we  began  a  comprehensive  program  for  the  test- 
ing of  the  mental  ability  and  achievement  by  subject  of  all 
pupils.  With  the  data  we  secured  from  these  tests,  we  now  have 
"a  fairly  complete  picture  of  the  strength  and  weakness  of  our 
educational  offering.  Generally  speaking,  West  Bridgewater  pu- 
pils show  proficiency  in  English  and  in  the  Social  Studies,  and 
a  severe  weakness  in  arithmetic  and  computation.  This  is  true 
from  grades  4  through  12.  The  mental  level  of  pupils  in  the 
schools  is  average  in  comparison  with  children  throughout  the 
country.  As  a  result  of  these  findings  I  secured  from  the  State 
Department  of  Education  a  recently  prepared  instructional  man- 
ual for  teachers  of  arithmetic  which  has  not  yet  been  printed  by 
the  Department,  but  which  I  have  had  mimeographed  and  put 
into  the  hands  of  every  teacher  of  arithmetic.  I  then  secured  the 
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help  of  Miss  Stone  of  Salem  Teachers'  College  who  came  to 
West  Bridgewater  to  help  teachers  in  the  improvement  of  the 
teaching  of  arithmetic.  Furthermore,  we  have  increased  the  in- 
structional supplies  for  the  teaching  of  arithmetic.  It  is  our  hope 
and  belief  that  there  will  be  marked  improvement  in  the  achieve- 
ment of  pupils  in  this  vitally  important  subject  field. 

Last  Spring  I  asked  that  the  eighth  grade  achievement  test 
in  arithmetic  be  given  to  the  members  of  the  graduating  class 
and  asked  that  a  remedial-  class  be  organized  to  improve  the 
Senior's  understanding  of  simple  arithmetic.  Apparently  it  was 
impossible  to  organize  the  course  last  Spring,  but  such  a  class 
will  be  organized  in  the  coming  year. 

The  testing  program  will  be  conducted  annually  not  only 
because  it  provides  a  scientific  basis  for  the  administrative  re- 
direction of  emphasis  of  teaching,  but  also  because  it  provides 
every  teacher  with  essential  information  about  her  individual 
pupils  which  makes  possible  more  skillful  educational  guidance. 

INSTRUCTION-TEACHING 

As  a  result  of  the  testing  program,  an  analysis  of  the  text 
book  used  and  the  allocation  of  time  to  subjects  in  the  various 
schools,  and  the  recognition  by  high  school  teachers  of  a  wide 
range  of  learning  in  pupils  from  different  schools,  it  becomes 
apparent  that  there  is  too  little  correlation  and  integration  in 
the  instructional  program  within  the  school  system.  In  part,  this 
problem  is  being  met  by  introducing  a  similar  text  book  in  all 
of  the  schools,  but  major  improvement  will  come  as  a  result  of  a 
study  which  the  superintendent  has  asked  the  teachers  to  make 
for  the  purpose  of  integrating  their  teaching.  Teacher  commit- 
tees are  being  appointed  to  investigate  the  offerings  in  a  given 
subject  from  grades  1  through  grade  12,  so  that  there  may  be 
continued  pupil  progress  from  grade  1  to  grade  12,  whether  the 
pupil  begins  his  work  at  Matfield  or  Center  School.  As  a  result 
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of  this  study  we  shall  be  able  to  fill  in  the  gaps  which  now  exist 
in  the  program  and  eliminate  the  waste  of  unnecessary  duplica- 
tion at  different  grade  levels. 

INSTRUCTIONAL-PROGRAM 
Elementary 

In  the  elementary  schools  we  have  a  reasonably  gooc^  sub- 
ject offering,  but  eventually  greater  emphasis  must  be  given  to 
such  fields  as:  science,  health  and  safety,  and  art.  At  the  pres- 
ent time  instruction  in  these  fields  is  incidental  and  is  not 
planned  for  schools  throughout  the  system  because  teachers  or 
text  books  are  not  available  and  will  not  be  until  we  can  replace 
text  books  in  the  basic  subjects  which  are  inadequately  supplied. 

High  School 

A  major  overhauling  of  the  high  school  instructional  pro- 
gram appeared  essential  last  year  in  order  that  the  program 
should  be  modern  and  comparable  to  the  offering  in  progressive 
high  schools  throughout  the  state.  As  a  result,  Mr.  Lindell  and 
I  last  year  began  the  reorganization  of  the  program  and  this 
Fall  with  out  competent  staff  of  teachers,  it  has  been  possible  to 
introduce  most  of  the  desired  changes.  For  detailed  information 
concerning  these  changes  I  refer  you  to  Mr.  LindelPs  report 
which  follows. 

The  major  reorganization  in  the  High  School  is  in  the  ad- 
dition of  the  Activity  period  which  makes  possible  within  the 
school  day  the  Club  period  to  provide  for  pupils'  social  growth, 
the  remedial  period  which  provides  an  opportunity  for  teachers 
to  give  intensive  individual  attention  to  pupils  who  need  it,  the 
guidance  period  which  gives  every  teacher  the  opportunity  to 
work  with  pupils  individually  in  helping  them  to  adjust  to  the 
educational  program  and  home  study,  and  direction  and  help  in 
selecting  and  preparing  for  a  Vocation. 

It  is  my  belief  that  a  definite  part  of  the  offering  in  the  high 
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school  program  is  the  attention  our  boys  and  girls  get  through 
both  competitive  and  non-competitive  play  and  physical  con- 
ditioning. Health  stands  as  the  number  one  cardinal  objective 
of  education,  and  competitive  athletics  does  much  more  than 
provide  an  interesting  afternoon  or  evening  for  spectators.  The 
winning  of  basketball  or  football  games  is  of  minor  significance 
in  terms  of  the  objective  of  the  sport.  Rather,  the  opportunity 
which  competitive  play  presents  for  training  in  sportsmanship 
and  fair  play,  cooperative  endeavor,  and  the  development  of  a 
unity  within  the  schools  with  the  consequent  boost  of  pupils* 
morale — these  things  are  of  prime  importance. 

As  is  emphasized  in  the  Harvard  Committee  Report,  "Gen- 
eral Education  in  a  Free  Society,"  American  society  since  1900 
has  experienced  a  minor  revolution  in  our  way  of  living,  in  eco- 
nomics, and  in  political  philosophy.  Schools  are  required  to  train 
pupils  for  living  in  their  own  generation  and  this  change  in  our 
society  has  forced  upon  the  high  schools  a  change  in  their  pro- 
grams. This  plus  the  fact  that  since  1900,  membership  in  high 
schools  has  increased  90%,  while  only  10%  to  20%  go  on  to 
college  has  meant  that  a  major  responsibility  of  the  high  school 
is  for  those  children  who  do  not  continue  their  education.  Among 
the  school's  major  tasks  are  Vocational  direction  if  not  prepara- 
tion, training  for  citizenship,  and  training  for  successful  living 
in  our  complex  modern  society.  There  has  naturally,  therefore, 
been  a  slackening  emphasis  on  purely  an  academic  training  for 
this  90%  and  increased  attention  to  Vocational  training  and 
guidance  in  social  and  economic  consciousness.  The  change  in 
the  program  offering  effective  this  year  brings  the  West  Bridge- 
water  High  School  rather  well  into  line  with  this  thinking.  How- 
ever, until  we  can  expand  the  offering  in  Household  Arts  for 
girls  and  in  General  Shop  for  boys,  we  shall  be  far  from  meeting 
the  ideal.  Because  of  lack  of  facilities  and  adequate  housing,  we 
shall  not  be  able  to  improve  our  offering  in  these  fields  for  the 
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time  being.  Greater  space  for  both  activities  and  standard,  safe, 
power  machinery  for  the  shop  are  required. 

SCHOOL  MILK 
This  year  it  has  been  possible  to  secure  the  assistance  of  the 
State  and  Federal  governments  in  providing  milk  at  low  cost  for 
the  children  in  all  the  schools  in  West  Bridgewater.  The  State 
and  Federal  governments  are  interested  in  improving  the  gen- 
eral health  of  school  children  and  make  available  .02  for  every 
bottle  of  milk  which  is  sold  in  the  schools.  As  a  result  of  this  ad- 
dition, the  sale  of  milk  in  the  schools  has  doubled,  and  in  one 
school  here  where  no  milk  was  sold  there  is  now  a  large  sale. 

MAINTENANCE 
As  has  been  true  during  the  war  years,  this  year  too  has  been 
a  difficult  period  in  which  to  carry  on  the  work  of  repairing  of 
school  buildings  and  grounds.  The  cost  of  material  and  labor  and 
the  inferior  quality  of  paint  have  acted  to  retard  major  outlay 
for  maintenance.  However,  it  became  necessary  to  replace  the 
burned  out  furnace  at  the  Center  school,  and  because  of  scarcity 
cf  material  and  labor  it  took  seven  months  to  complete  this 
work.  Because  of  absolute  necessity  the  sash  and  trim  at  schools 
in  Jerusalem  and  Matfield  were  painted.  We  have  also  erected  a 
steel  fence  around  the  school  lot  at  Cochesett.  Part  of  the  equip- 
ment for  swings  on  our  playgrounds  has  been  purchased,  and 
the  swings  will  be  erected  in  the  coming  year. 

I  present  here  the  reports  of  the  Principals  and  Supervisors.

Dear  Sir: 

As  Principal  of  Howard  High  School,  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  my  annual  report,  covering  the  year  of  1946. 
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The  sudden  and  unexpected  end  of  World  War  II  plunged 
all  educational  institutions  into  a  period  of  rapid  adjustment 
from  a  wartime  to  a  peacetime  basis.  Our  own  adjustments  be- 
gan immediately  following  the  war's  end,  and  they  have  con- 
tinued through  the  last  year.  Some  of  these  changes  were  men- 
tioned in  my  report  of  last  year. 

The  most  significant  developments  have  come  within  the 
area  of  the  school's  curriculum,  both  in  educational  philosophy 
and  its  adaptation  to  the  subject  offerings. 

A  careful  and  exhaustive  study  of  the  best  present  and  pro- 
posed program  of  studies  for  junior  and  senior  high  schools  was 
made.  Within  the  scope  of  this  survey  was  included  a  recent  re- 
port of  a  state-wide  committee  sponsored  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education.  The  recommendations  of  this  committee, 
representing  some  of  the  best  educational  thinking  in  this  field, 
was  heavily  drawn  upon  in  formulating  our  final  draft  of  a  six- 
year  program  of  study  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  junior- 
senior  high  school  pupils  in  West  Bridgewater.  In  September, 
this  program  became  effective  with  a  number  of  modifications 
made  necessary  by  the  limitations  imposed  by  the  five-grade 
high  school  organization,  the  buildings  facilities,  and  the  insuf- 
ficient teacher  personnel. 

The  changes  in  subject  offerings  were  important,  but  neither 
radical  or  extensive.  They  include  opportunities  for  shop  and 
household  arts  through  the  five  grades,  the  location  of  plan  i 
geometry  in  grade  10,  and  location  of  second  year  algebra  in 
grade  11  instead  of  grade  12,  and  the  substitution  of  sociology 
and  economics  for  problems  of  democracy  in  grade  12. 

In  the  mimeographed  program  of  study  there  is  listed  for 
each  pupil  a  period  labeled  "activity."  This  term  refers  to  a  per- 
iod in  the  daily  schedule  in  which  various  types  of  activities  are 
conducted.  Among  the  activities  now  included  or  planned  are 
assemblies,  class  activities,  remedial  work,  guidance  and  clubs. 
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It  has  long  been  recognized  that  there  exists  many  educa- 
tional values  other  than  those  derived  from  subject  matter  alone. 
It  has  also  been  long  recognized  that  to  make  possible  the  maxi- 
mum of  opportunity  and  educational  value  much,  if  not  all,  of 
the  so  called  extra-curriculum  activities  should  find  an  approp- 
riate place  in  the  regular  hours  of  the  school. 

An  excellent  illustration  in  point  is  the  development  of  club 
programs  in  secondary  schools.  For  many  years,  most  clubs  were 
active  only  outside  of  regular  school  hours.  With  the  coming  of 
the  junior  high  school  over  forty  years  ago,  the  club  program 
soon  received  new  emphasis  and  encouragement.  Designed  pri- 
marily for  exploratory  and  pupil  development  purposes,  clubs 
found  regular  places  in  the  junior  high  school  schedule.  Although 
clubs  have  been  included  in  the  senior  high  school  for  some  time, 
it  is  a  comparatively  recent  development  to  have  the  entire  pro- 
gram viewed  with  such  educational  merit  that  no  progressive 
secondary  school  can  long  justify  its  exclusion  from  the  regular 
class  schedule.  In  addition  to  producing  a  more  natural  and  less 
formal  environment  for  learning  and  democratic  living,  the  club 
offers  broad  opportunities,  not  possible  in  the  regular  formal 
classes,  for  the  training,  development,  and  extension  of  the  pu- 
pils' individual  needs  and  interests. 

In  the  process  of  organizing  the  club  program  in  Howard 
High  School,  a  list  of  seventeen  faculty  sponsored  clubs  were 
submitted  to  the  pupils  for  them  to  select  their  first,  second  and 
third  choices.  From  a  tabulation  of  this  information  nine  clubs 
were  selected  to  start  our  program.  The  nine  clubs  now  in  full 
operation  are:  automobile  safety,  boys'  cooking,  camera,  dramat- 
ics, music,  nature,  operators,  pep  and  pre-flight.  At  the  present 
time,  these  clubs  meet  in  active  programs  once  a  week,  and  on 
the  whole  the  general  reactions  of  everyone  seems  to  be  defin- 
itely favorable. 
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Guidance,  including  personal,  educational  and  vocational 
work,  is  a  must  for  all  modern  schools.  Although  recognized  as 
an  important  function  of  the  secondary  school,  locally,  the 
growth  and  development  of  a  sound  guidance  program  has  been 
hampered  by  the  lack  of  trained  personnel,  heavy  teaching  sched- 
ules, inadequate  facilities,  and  the  lack  of  sufficient  time  in  the 
regular  schedule.  The  newly  organized  activity  period  provides 
an  opportunity  to  lay  the  foundation  for  an  adequate  guidance 
program.  Plans  for  such  a  program  are  sufficiently  well  formu- 
lated to  anticipate  its  functioning  very  soon.  Provisions  are  being 
made  for  the  recording  of  pertinent  information  about  each  pu- 
pil, testing,  individual  counselling,  group  guidance  classes,  and 
follow-up  work.  Our  greatest  handicaps  will  be  the  lack  of  suffi- 
cient trained  personnel,  funds,  facilities,  and  time  for  individual 
counselling. 

Many  educators  believe  class  periods  greater  in  length  than 
the  traditional  45  minutes  provide  better  learning  situations 
than  the  shorter  period.  Among  the  benefits  advanced  is  the 
opportunity  made  available  for  study  under  the  direct  super- 
vision of  the  subject  teacher.  During  the  greater  part  of  the 
period,  the  usual  classroom  learning  activities  take  place.  After 
the  outside-of-class  assignment  has  been  given,  however,  the 
pupils  remain  in  the  room  for  work  on  their  assignments.  At  this 
time,  the  subject  teacher  observes  the  pupils  at  work,  corrects 
faulty  study  habits,  gives  additional  instruction  whenever  nec- 
essary, and  engages  in  other  activities  that  improve  the  indiv- 
idual's learnirig  process.  The  emphasis  is  definitely  upon  the  im- 
provement in  learning  and  not  upon  the  elimination  or  the  re- 
duction of  homework.  Preliminary  surveys  reveal  an  over-all 
learning  situation  of  great  promise. 

Last  year  the  eighth  grade  of  39  pupils  was  housed  in  the 
high  school  building  for  the  first  time.  This  year  a  class  of  56 
pupils  introduced   new  problems   of  housing   and  scheduling. 
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These  problems  have  been  met  with  the  addition  of  a  new 
teacher  to  the  staff,  the  rearrangement  of  home  rooms,  the  use 
of  classrooms  at  lunch  time,  and  the  formation  of  class  accom- 
modations in  a  corner  of  the  assembly  hall.  Neither  of  the  last 
two  provisions  are  entirely  satisfactory.  Eating  lunches  in  class- 
rooms is  neither  sanitary,  or  psychologically  sound.  The  im- 
provised classroom  lacks  some  of  the  essentials  for  good  learning 
activities — blackboard  space,  adequate  heat  and  light,  conven- 
ience, and  a  stimulating  environment. 

The  school  is  now  taking  advantage  of  the  National  School 
Lunch  Program.  The  chief  aim  of  a  part  of  this  program  is  to 
promote  better  health  through  the  drinking  of  more  white  milk 
by  growing  boys  and  girls.  Under  this  arrangement  the  pupils 
pay  three  cents  for  a  five-cent  bottle  of  milk.  Although,  ideally, 
every  pupil  in  the  school  should  be  a  participant  in  this  program, 
an  increase  over  last  year's  sales  of  40  per  cent  is  encouraging. 

Considerable  interest  is  being  demonstrated  by  war  vet- 
erans in  completing  their  requirements  for  a  high  school  diploma. 
Two  veterans  are  now  regularly  attending  school,  and  eight  have 
taken  steps  to  complete  their  work  in  other  schools  organized  for 
veterans.  In  granting  credit  for  training  in  the  Armed  Forces, 
the  recommendations  of  the  American  Council  on  Education  are 
closely  followed.  This  source  of  information  is  generally  accepted 
as  the  standard  for  high  schools  and  colleges. 

Our  1946  basketball  team  brought  considerable  honor  to 
itself  and  Howard  High  School  by  receiving  and  accepting  an 
invitation  to  participate  in  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Basket- 
ball Tournament.  In  being  eliminated  early,  however,  the  team 
showed  the  effects  of  training  upon  its  wholly  inadequate 
home  floor. 

In  carrying  on  the  athletic  program  of  the  school,  the  estab- 
lishment of  football  together  with  low  revenue  from  basketball 
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because  of  lack  of  seats  presented  heavy  financial  responsibilities. 
An  appeal  for  financial  support  was  made  to  the  citizens  of  West 
Bridgewater.  Sparked  by  prizes  consisting  of  two  watches  and 
two  pairs  of  nylon  stockings  presented  by  individual  members 
of  the  School  Committee,  the  pupils  did  a  magnificent  job  in 
turning  into  the  athletic  fund  the  unbelievable  sum  of  $1080.97. 
This  amazing  response  of  the  Town  was  most  gratifying.  The 
school  thereby  was  able  to  survive  the  heavy  expenses  of  the 
initial  full  year  of  football. 

One  troublesome  problem  arising  out  of  football  and  base- 
ball is  in  connection  with  the  maintenance  of  the  field  owned  by 
the  Town.  In  order  to  prepare  the  field  for  use  it  has  been  nec- 
essary to  utilize  the  time  and  energy  of  the  school  shop  classes. 
This  practice  of  taking  shop  time,  interfering  with  school  sched- 
ules, and  the  performance  of  work  unrelated  to  shop  is  neither 
fair  nor  sound  educationally.  It  is  hoped  that  measures  will  be 
taken  in  the  near  future  to  correct  this  situation. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  you  and  all  others  who  have 
striven  so  earnestly  with  me  to  make  Howard  High  School  a  bet- 
ter school  for  the  children  of  West  Bridgewater.

Dear  Mr.  Lord: 

Despite  the  many  changes  in  the  staff  and  the  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  Center  School,  the  necessary  adjustments  of  the 
teachers  and  pupils  was  made  quite  rapidly  and  the  results  have 
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been  gratifying.  With  the  inception  of  the  New  Year,  it  is  hoped 
that  more  time  may  be  devoted  to  phases  other  than  basic  skills. 

Now  that  the  new  changes  have  been  given  a  fair  trial,  I 
should  like  to  comment  on  their  successes  or  failures,  whichever 
the  case  may  be. 

Since  the  fifth  grade  has  been  departmentalized,  the  pupils 
are  undoubtedly  benefitting  by  their  separation  from  the  fourth 
grade.  It  has  made  possible  much  more  individual  attention  than 
the  teacher  could  previously  give  them.  The  same  is  true  of  the 
fourth  grade  pupils  who  now  have  a  full  time  teacher.  However, 
the  teachers  feel  that  the  fifth  grade  pupils  are  too  immature  to 
be  doing  departmental  work.  A  full  time  teacher  could  meet 
their  needs  much  more  readily  by  giving  them  even  more  indiv- 
idual attention. 

If  the  fifth  grade  were  to  have  a  full  time  teacher,  it  would 
mean  that  the  other  two  teachers  would  have  to  carry  on  the 
work  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  grades.  One  of  two  systems  could 
be  utilized.  The  work  could  continue  to  be  departmental  with 
each  teacher  taking  on  another  subject  or  the  departmental 
work  could  be  omitted  entirely  leaving  one  grade  to  each  teacher. 
It  is  my  personal  belief  that  the  latter  solution  is  the  best.  There 
would  then  be  a  great  deal  more  correlation  between  subjects 
than  there  is  under  the  departmental  systems. 

Another  change  which  has  taken  place,  the  placement  of  the 
primary  grades  in  one  building,  has  proven  most  satisfactory. 
When  it  is  possible  to  give  the  first  and  second  grades  separate 
rooms,  the  operation  of  those  two  grades  will  be  much  smoother. 
1  realize  that  this  is  an  emergency  measure  due  to  overcrowded 
conditions.  The  best  work  possible  is  being  done  in  that  room 
under  the  present  conditions. 

Because  of  the  lack  of  equipment  available,  the  progress  of 
the  physical  education  department  has  been  somewhat  hampered. 
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As  soon  as  there  is  more  equipment  available,  the  pupils  will  be 
given  a  more  extensive  program.  I  feel  that  the  importance  of 
this  phase  of  training  cannot  be  stressed  too  much. 

At  the  present  time  the  most  important  work  is  being  done 
in  the  field  of  reading.  Three  teachers  are  pursuing  a  Harvard- 
Boston  University  Extension  Course  in  Reading  and  Studying 
in  the  Elementary  Grades.  Newer  practices  are  being  utilized 
and  many  of  the  reading  disability  cases  are  being  cared  for.  The 
more  difficult  remedial  reading  cases  have  been  referred  to  the 
Brockton  Clinic.  There  are  four  boys  enrolled  there  at  the  pres- 
ent time  and  there  are  several  more  waiting  to  be  accepted  as 
soon  as  arrangements  can  be  made.  This  work  has  been  accom- 
plished through  the  whole-hearted  cooperation  of  the  parents, 
Mrs.  Sherman,  and  the  teachers. 

In  September  and  also  during  American  Education  Week, 
invitations  were  extended  to  the  parents  to  visit  the  school  at 
any  time  to  discuss  problems  with  the  teachers  and  to  familiarize 
themselves  with  their  school.  The  number  of  parents  who  ac- 
cepted the  invitation  was  not  large  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  a 
greater  number  will  find  it  possible  to  visit  in  the  future. 

The  only  planned  program  for  the  parents  and  the  school 
was  presented  by  the  fourth  grade  at  Christmas  time.  It  was 
most  successful  and  it  is  this  type  of  activity  that  should  be  more 
frequent  if  the  time  permits. 

With  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  teachers,  school  de- 
partment personnel,  and  the  parents,  I  am  anticipating  a  very 
successful  and  enjoyable  year.

Dear  Sir: 

Great  stress  has  been  put  upon  the  fact  that  the  individu- 
ality of  the  child  must  be  recognized  and  developed  into  gainful 
channels.  We  must  take  the  child  where  he  is  and  carry  him 
along  to  the  goal  he  is  to  reach.  No  two  develop  at  the  same  rate. 

Therefore,  I  find  that  we  have  made  progress  along  the 
lines  of  development  of  our  pupils,  both  academically  and  socially. 

The  results  of  periodical  tests  given  all  children  show  that 
the  academic  standing  of  the  school  is  very  satisfactory.  A  plan 
was  worked  out  by  which  we  hoped  to  have  Grade  I  by  itself  as 
better  pupil  adjustment  can  be  made  if  the  teacher  can  devote 
her  entire  time  to  first  grade  pupils.  The  start  which  pupils  get 
at  this  stage  and  age  has  influence  on  their  future  progress.  How- 
ever, this  year  we  have  not  been  able  to  carry  out  this  procedure 
because  of  the  large  number  of  pupils  in  Grade  II.  Part  of  the 
grade  had  to  be  put  with  Grade  I.  This  is  not  really  a  hardship 
for  pupils,  as  they  learn  by  hearing  others  recite.  Better  arrange- 
ments may  be  made  next  year. 

Throughout  the  grades  there  are  pupils  who  need  more  in- 
dividual and  special  attention  than  can  be  given  by  a  teacher 
with  two  grades  in  a  room.  If  we  had  the  services  of  a  part  time 
remedial  teacher  the  pupils  would  benefit. 

As  the  pupil  of  today  is  the  citizen  of  tomorrow  we  have  al- 
ways had  in  mind  the  teaching  of  cooperation,  civic  pride  and 
responsibility.  At  the  present  time  I  am  very  proud  of  the  de- 
velopment along  these  lines. 

There  is  a  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  among  the  pupils,  both 
in  the  school  room  and  outside.  Through  the  Junior  Police,  with 
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the  fine  pupil  cooperation,  children  are  conscious  of  safety  in 
going  to  and  from  school  and  on  playgrounds.  The  Junior  Police 
should  be  commended  for  their  part  during  the  Halloween 
celebrations. 

The  sense  of  responsibility  has  been  stressed  through  our 
Girls'  Citizenship  Club,  Hobby  Clubs,  Boys'  Citizenship  Club, 
Junior  Police,  Orchestra,  and  Assemblies.  The  Assemblies  are 
planned  by  the  pupils  of  each  grade  with  teacher  supervision. 
Every  pupil  has  an  opportunity  to  take  part  at  one  time  or  an- 
other. Poise  and  self  confidence  are  developed. 

From  the  money  made  from  the  Pageant  written  and  given 
by  the  pupils  of  the  Sunset  Avenue  School  we  have  bought  two 
pianos,  one  for  downstairs  and  one  for  upstairs. 

Aside  from  the  financial  gain,  this  pageant  was  of  great  edu- 
cational value  to  pupils  who  learned  to  find  suitable  material, 
write  it  up  and  recite  the  speaking  parts  well.  Miss  Cass  was  re- 
sponsible for  the  dramatic  parts  which  were  very  well  done. 

Costumes  were  assembled  and  made  by  some  of  the  pupils, 
and  the  needed  properties  were  built  by  boys  of  Grades  Six  and 
Seven.  This  necessitated  much  planning  and  developed  skill 
in  handcraft. 

We  had  a  four  piece  orchestra  made  up  mostly  of  Grade 
Seven  pupils  who  are  now  in  Grade  Eight.  Much  enjoyment  re- 
sulted from  this.  They  not  only  played  for  assemblies,  but  for 
dancing  a  half  hour  a  week  during  the  winter  recesses  as  well. 

As  an  outcome  of  the  work  of  other  clubs,  each  child  has  a 
definite  part  in  the  workings  of  the  school  and  he  is  very 
proud  of  it. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  all  parents  for  their  cooperation 
and  friendliness  and  hope  the  same  spirit  will  continue. 
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We  have  a  very  efficient  corps  of  teachers  who  are  interested 
in  the  welfare  of  all  the  pupils.  I  wish  to  thank  them  for  their 
part  in  making  the  school  a  happy  worthwhile  place  which  most 
children  enjoy  attending.

School  this  past  year — both  advantageous  t6  the  pupils. 

First  the  transfer  of  grades  four  and  five  to  the  Center 
School  has  made  possible  a  much  more  complete  curriculum  for 
grades  one,  two,  and  three.  We  have  time  now  for  necessary  sub- 
jects, including  the  basic  three  R's  plus  nature  study,  health, 
supervised  recreation,  etc.  Pupils  now  get  individual  attention 
that  all  beginners  need  in  order  to  have  a  good  firm  foundation 
for  future  success  in  mastering  new  subjects  as  they  encounter 
them  in  higher  grades.  Confidence  in  himself  is  the  greatest  asset 
a  pupil  can  acquire,  and  he  achieves  this  only  in  work  well  done. 

Secondly,  we  have  now,  through  a  state  subsidy,  a  mid- 
morning  lunch  consisting  of  cookies  or  crackers  and  milk.  Every 
child  takes  milk  and  many  are  showing  physically  and  mentally 
the  benefits  of  this  extra  meal.  It  makes  the  transition  from 
home  to  school  easier. 
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At  this  time,  I  would  like  to  thank  Mrs.  Joseph  Kline,  Pres- 
ident of  the  Jerusalem  Parent  Teachers  Association,  and  her 
executive  committee.  She  has  given  us  a  very  full  and  interesting 
program  this  year — reawakening  the  entire  organization  to  the 
real  benefits  to  be  desired  from  a  P.T.A.  that  really  functions. 
The  spring  program  calls  for  an  art  contest  for  all  children  in  the 
school  system  with  prizes  for  each  age  group.  This  is  a  worth- 
while activity  and  deserves  publicity  and  support.  May  it  bring 
out  some  real  talent.

Dear  Mr.  Lord: 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  report  on  the  work  done  in 
Music  in  the  schools  of  West  Bridgewater  this  past  year. 

When  schools  opened  in  September  a  thorough  test  was 
made  of  the  voices  in  Grades  I  and  II  and  a  record  kept  of  those 
who  had  difficulty  in  carrying  a  tune  or  matching  tonal  groups. 
Some  of  the  children  find  their  singing  voices  in  a  week  or  two 
while  with  others  it  is  a  matter  of  months  before  they  finally 
know  how  to  vocalize  properly. 

For  the  little  children  a  number  of  rhythmic  rote  songs  were 
taught.  These  were  accompanied  with  hand,  foot  or  body 
motions  for  precision  and  concerted  action.  Little  choirs  were 
organized  to  lead  and  to  stimulate  the  slower  children. 

Songs  for  technical  drill  are  much  emphasized  in  Grades  III 
and  IV.  The  work  in  these  grades  is  particularly  gratifying  be- 
cause it  is  the  first  positive  opportunity  the  teacher  has  of  real- 
izing how  much  musical  knowledge  the  pupils  have  acquired  and 
how  much  of  the  basic  training  has  been  absorbed  as  a  guide 
and  help  to  future  progress.  When  these  pupils  can  take  up  a 
new  song  and  sing  it  with  a  neutral  syllable  observing  the  tonal 
skips  and  sequences  and  keeping  the  correct  time,  then  they  have 
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a  secure  foundation  on  which  to  build.  One  of  the  first  mile- 
stones for  the  young  child  is  to  recognize  the  fact  that  two  notes 
in  the  same  place  on  the  staff*  must  represent  the  same  tone. 
This  is  a  delightful  revelation  to  the  note  beginner  both  in  sing- 
ing and  in  writing. 

In  Grades  V  and  VI  and  VII  aside  from  the  regular  work 
prescribed  by  the  course  of  study  some  written  work  was  done 
in  scale  building,  recognition  of  keys  and  the  relationship  of 
Major  and  Minor  modes.  The  Fifth  Grade  at  the  Center  School 
enjoyed  lessons  with  the  rhythm  band  using  orchestra  scores  and 
accompanied  on  the  piano  by  one  of  the  class. 

Beginning  with  January  there  was  no  supervision  of  music 
in  the  Eighth  Grade  at  the  high  school  and  from  September  on 
the  Third  Grade  at  the  Center  had  no  supervision,  there  being 
no  time  allowed  on  the  supervisor's  schedule. 

With  the  opening  of  schools  in  September  it  was  gratifying 
to  see  all  the  first  grades  throughout  the  town  making  such  an 
excellent  start.  This  is  largely  due  to  the  teachers  in  charge.  It 
is  essential  to  the  advancement  of  music  in  the  lower  grades  that 
a  teacher  be  able  to  carry  a  tune,  to  know  the  simple  funda- 
mentals in  Time,  and  Tone  and  Notation.  It  is  equally  essential 
that  all  teachers  observe  the  lesson  conducted  by  the  supervisor 
in  order  to  follow  the  prescribed  procedure,  correct  definitions 
and  to  profit  by  any  supplementary  information  given  in  con- 
nection with  the  lesson  at  hand. 

The  music  in  the  high  school  is  still  elective  and  the  chorus 
is  representative  of  all  the  classes.  Work  was  done  with  the  girls' 
and  boys'  sections  separately  as  well  as  in  a  combined 
mixed  group.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE

Dear  Mr.  Lord: 

School  Physician  Joseph  F.  Calitri,  M.D.,  has  completed 
the  physical  examinations  of  the  school  children  throughout 
the  town. 

Tonsil  and  adenoid  defects  were  most  numerous,  carious 
teeth  were  next.  Notices  were  sent  to  parents  for  the  same.  Other 
defects  were  malnutrition,  possible  scolirosis  of  the  spine,  rheu- 
matic heart  conditions,  knee  infections,  wrye  neck.  Seven  chest 
X-Rays  were  recommended.  Children  entering  school  were  duly 
vaccinated,  and  one  third  had  received  dental  care.  Seven  had 
tonsils  removed. 

Any  skin  eruptions  were  carefully  checked  by  teachers,  and 
reported.  Follow  up  of  such  cases  was  done  by  the  nurse  to 
secure  proper  treatment.  Three  cases  of  scabies  were  found  and 
reported  to  the  Board  of  Health.  Impetigo,  ring  worm  and  ped- 
iculi  received  careful  attention.  All  contagious  skin  diseases  were 
excluded  from  school. 

Eyes  were  examined  by  teachers.  Defects  were  followed  up 
in  some  instances  by  the  nurse.  Treatment  and  glasses  were  ob- 
tained by  families.  Fifteen  received  remedial  care. 

Ears  were  tested  by  the  Audiometer,  from  the  third  to  the 
seventh  grades,  at  the  Center  arid  Sunset  Avenue  Schools,  and 
also  the  eighth  grade.  Three  with  defective  hearing  were  dis- 
covered; none  were  totally  deaf.  The  alloted  time  for  use  of  the 
Audiometer  was  insufficient  to  cover  our  needs. 

Feet  were  examined,  and  several  were  referred  to  the  school 
Physician  for  his  advice. 
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Contagious  diseases  were  excluded.  Cases  of  70  Measles,  4 
Whooping  Cough,  4  Scarlet  Fever,  20  Chicken  Pox. 

Follow-up  tubercular  contacts  were  chest  X-Rayed  at  the 
County  Hospital;  including  those  referred  this  year  a  total  of 
twelve  were  examined.  All  were  negative. 

The  Board  of  Health,  under  Dr.  Belmore,  conducted  a 
toxoid  clinic  for  diphtheria.  Twenty-seven  children  were  immun- 
ized, and  six  received  booster  doses.  After  two  years,  immunity 
often  begins  to  weaken.  A  single  dose  of  diphtheria  toxoid,  usually 
0.5  cc,  is  recommended  for  children  up  to  thirteen  years  of  age. 
High  school  students  are  recommended  to  be  Schick-tested 
and  only  those  found  susceptible  should  again  be  immunized.  A 
recent  census  revealed  children  from  forty  families  attending 
school,  that  have  never  been  immunized  against  diphtheria. 

A  total  of  53  children  under  six  years  attended  the  Well 
Child  Conference  held  at  the  Town  Hall,  seven  of  whom  entered 
school. 

Retarded  and  problem  pupils  were  referred  by  the  Superin- 
tendent for  psychometric  examinations,  and  again  referred  to 
other  clinics  for  possible  corrections.  The  Guidance  Clinic  at 
Brockton  has  been  most  helpful,  especially  when  reading  has 
been  the  difficulty.  Mrs.  Clara  Sherman,  of  Family  Social  Wel- 
fare Service,  has  given  help  wherever  possible.  A  total  of  10  are 
attending  remedial  reading  classes.  Five  are  attending  speech 
therapy  classes. 

The  number  of  handicapped  children  is  appalling.  This  in- 
cludes rheumatic  heart  conditions: 

3  spastic  Parapligia  cases 
2  with  poor  vision 
1  defective  hearing 

1  idiocy  ? 

2  ex-polio  cases 
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5  speech  cases 
1  diabetic  case 


114  notices  were  sent  for  defective  tonsils  and  adenoids. 
150  need  immediate  dental  care. 

Miss  Turner  and  Miss  Maver  gave  an  illustrated  nutrition 
lecture  to  the  teachers  which  was  well  attended,  also  distributed 
printed  material,  useful  in  the  class  room.  More  on  this  subject 
will  be  introduced  later  through  Miss  Jean  Latimer,  Health  Edu- 
cational Director  from  Massachusetts  Division  of  Hygiene. 

Attended  Nurses'  Convention,  also  South  Eastern  Nurses 
Club,  of  which  I  am  a  member.

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Superintendent's  Report  on  School 
Housing  Conditions  in  West  Bridgewater 


In  my  last  years'  report  I  analyzed  in  detail  the  conditions 
in  the  Schools  as  determined  by  the  State  Department  of  Edu- 
cation and  Public  Safety  in  1942,  and  the  appointment  of  a  local 
school  housing  committee  to  investigate  needs  in  that  year.  The 
report  of  this  committee  was  made  in  March  1945  at  which  time 
the  appointment  of  a  Building  Committee  was  authorized,  and 
money  was  appropriated  for  the  work  of  this  committee  in  deter- 
mining upon  a  school  site  for  a  Junior-Senior  High  School  and 
for  the  cost  of  hiring  professional  assistance.  I  further  analyzed 
in  detail  the  improvement  which  would  be  brought  about  as  a 
result  of  building  of  a  Junior-Senior  High  School.  With  the  help 
of  such  building  experts  as  were  available  and  with  the  help  of 
Mr.  Robert  Dean,  Town  Assessor,  I  prepared  an  analysis  of  the 
cost  of  such  construction  and  the  implication  of  such  an  invest- 
ment as  far  as  tax-payers  in  West  Bridgewater  were  concerned. 
I  shall  not,  therefore,  repeat  the  data  that  was  presented,  but  I 
do  wish  to  refer  you  to  the  Superintendent's  report  for  1945. 
Consequently,  my  report  this  year  concerns  the  more  pressing 
needs  for  new  housing  that  have  developed  this  year  and  a  re- 
view of  the  progress  during  the  past  year. 

Details  of  action  of  the  Building  Committee  appear  in  the 
report  of  the  Building  Committee  elsewhere  in  this  Town  Report. 

The  selection  of  land  for  a  school  site  is  one  of  vital  im- 
portance to  the  functioning  and  operation  of  the  school  system, 
involving  as  it  does,  the  use  to  which  the  land  is  put  in  the  edu- 
cational program  of  the  system.  Too  frequently  not  enough  at- 
tention is  given  to  the  space  requirements  of  a  modern  educa- 
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tional  program,  to  geographical  location  which  is  both  central 
and  safe,  to  location  desirable  for  placement  of  a  building  to  pro- 
vide adequate  light,  to  the  relationship  of  the  new  building  site 
in  relation  to  the  other  buildings  in  the  school  system.  Through 
the  experience  of  years,  educators  and  architects  have  deter- 
mined the  criteria  essential  to  good  building  sites  and  as  a  re- 
sult have  prepared  check  lists  like  those  of  Strayer  and  Engel- 
hardt  and  that  of  the  State  Department  of  Education  in 
Connecticut.  The  Building  Committee,  the  School  Committee, 
and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  have  analyzed  the  proposed 
school  site,  the  Henry  Howard  lot,  in  detail  and  find  that  it 
meets  our  requirements  as  does  no  other  lot  in  town. 

As  parents  of  children  in  the  elementary  schools  must  realize, 
and  as  is  realized  by  every  survey  group  which  has  examined 
our  schools,  eventually  building  for  elementary  school  children 
must  be  undertaken.  When  this  time  comes  it  will  be  desirable 
not  to  duplicate  in  building  that  which  is  already  available  in 
a  Junior-Senior  High  School.  This  might  mean  boiler  room, 
cafeteria,  assembly  hall,  and  gymnasium.  A  Junior-Senior  High 
School  located  beside  Center  school  would  be  ideally  located  in 
terms  of  a  new  elementary  school  building  on  the  present  Center 
school  lot.  An  excellent  example  of  long  range  planning  is  to  be 
found  in  the  town  of  Falmouth.  In  West  Bridgewater  such  a 
plan  is  mandatory.  Thus  it  would  seem  that  serious  consider- 
ation should  be  given  to  the  opinions  of  the  various  groups  which 
have  made  detailed  surveys  of  school  sites  with  these  factors 
in  mind. 

As  I  have  stated  earlier  in  this  report,  the  situation  in  the 
elementary  schools  is  far  from  desirable  as  far  as  housing  is  con- 
cerned, particularly  as  it  interferes  with  classroom  instruction. 
A  wholly  desirable  instructional  program  can  not  be  forth  com- 
ing until  we  eliminate  most  of  the  multiple  grades  under  one 
teacher,  and  this  cannot  be  accomplished  without  new  construe- 
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tion.  While  it  is  true  that  total  school  enrollment  has  not  in- 
creased greatly  in  recent  years,  the  factor  of  distribution  of 
pupils  in  any  given  grade  or  school  in  part  determines  room  as- 
signments and  brings  about  grossly  undesirable  situations  like 
that  of  five  classes  under  one  teacher,  as  was  the  case  at  Jeru- 
salem last  year.  Thus  it  is  that  in  order  to  correct  the  situation 
at  Jerusalem,  we  have  increased  the  problem  of  adequate  housing 
in  the  Center  school  and  have  left  surplus  space  at  Jerusalem. 
But  should  we  return  to  the  educational  monstrosity  of  five 
grades  under  one  teacher?  In  this  day  no  town  which  has  any 
pride  at  all  can  tolerate  such  benighted  educational  policy. 
Neither  can  the  policy  of  "patch-up  and  make  what  you  have 
do,"  be  tolerated  for  another  year  when  that  policy  forces  to- 
gether in  one  room  60  pupils  in  grades  1  and  2  taught  by  two 
teachers  as  they  now  are  at  Center  school.  Then  too,  the  School 
Committee  has  little  control  of  a  situation  which  causes  an  en- 
rollment of  46  pupils  in  grade  4  and  only  25  in  grade  5.  The 
problem  which  confronts  us  can  be  solved  only  by  securing  extra 
space  outside  of  present  school  buildings. 

In  building  a  Junior-Senior  High  School  at  the  selected 
school  site  we  can  partially  alleviate  the  unwarranted  crowding 
of  elementary  schools,  by  transferring  to  the  new  school  grade 
7  now  housed  at  Center  and  Sunset  Avenue.  Such  a  building, 
too,  might  well  accommodate  grade  6  if  crowding  in  the  elemen- 
tary schools  became  too  severe.  The  fact  that  someday  the  100 
Raynham  High  School  pupils  may  come  as  tuition  pupils  to 
West  Bridgewater  eliminates  the  possibility  of  waste  space  in 
•our  building  because  of  a  fall  in  enrollment.  Some  architects  are 
thoroughly  versed  in  the  principle  of  building  unit  buildings 
which  means  that  a  building  may  be  built  over  a  period  of  years 
by  adding  to  original  structure  until  the  entire  building  is  com- 
plete. Such  a  procedure  at  least  can  be  undertaken  very  soon 
and  probably  will  have  to  be  to  accommodate  larger  first  grade 
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classes  if  pupils  are  not  to  be  housed  in  the  Town  Hall  and  other 
less  desirable  places. 

West  Bridgewater  must  press  forward  as  quickly  as  possible 
to  bring  into  being  the  new  building  which  is  essential  to  the 
welfare  of  the  Town's  children.  Plans  for  buildings  cannot  be 
drawn  until  the  Town  owns  the  site  of  land  on  which  the  build- 
ing is  to  be  erected.  Any  possible  Federal  Funds  will  first  be 
available  to  towns  which  have  their  plans  complete.  Plans  in 
most  towns,  both  North  and  South  shore,  are  already  completed 
for  new  school  houses  which  the  citizens  of  those  towns  believe 
they  need.  It  is  absolutely  essential  that  all  citizens,  but  par- 
ticularly the  parents  of  the  children  now  in  school  or  who  will 
be  entering  within  the  next  5  years,  demand  immediate  and  con- 
tinuing action  for  new  school  house  construction.  This  means 
that  proponents  for  new  construction  must  attend  every  Town 
Meeting  and  follow  civic  government  with  close  scrutiny  and 
interest,  if  the  opponents  to  long  range  planning,  increased  costs 
of  Town  government,  and  progressive  modern  schools  are  not  to 
succeed  in  blocking  these  efforts  to  improve  the  welfare  of  the 
children. 

FINANCIAL  STRUCTURE 

West  Bridgewater's  financial  ability  to  support  new  school 
house  construction  was  demonstrated  in  my  report  last  year.  A 
new  idea  which  needs  consideration  and  support  by  every  citizen 
of  West  Bridgewater  is  found  in  the  bill  of  the  Massachusetts 
Teachers'  Federation  to  provide  increased  State  Aid  for  educa- 
tion. This  bill  will  relieve  the  local  property  tax  tremendously  irf 
this  Town  if  it  is  passed  by  the  current  session  of  the  legislature. 
West  Bridgewater  now  receives  approximately  $7,000  reimburse- 
ment for  what  it  spends  for  schools.  Under  the  terms  of  the  new 
bill  West  Bridgewater  in  the  first  year  would  receive  $20,000,  in 
the  second  year  $40,000,  and  in  the  third  year  $60,000,  plus 
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other  money  for  home  instruction  and  transportation.  This  money 
which  would  be  given  to  the  School  Committee  directly  would 
more  than  cut  in  half  the  present  appropriation  necessary  by  the 
Town  for  the  support  of  schools  and  would  reduce  the  local  tax 
rate  in  proportion.  The  State  money  would  come  from  increased 
income  tax  or  sales  tax.  If  West  Bridgewater  were  to  maintain 
its  present  tax  rate,  three  years  from  now  without  increasing  the 
rate,  we  could  raise  $36,000  annually  to  help  defray  the  cost  of 
the  new  building.  Property  tax  payers  in  West  Bridgewater 
should  support  this  legislation  by  getting  the  support  of  our  local 
Representative  and  Senator. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  teachers  for  their 
professional  and  cooperative  attitude,  to  the  School  Com- 
mittee for  their  help  and  cooperation,  and  to  the  many  parents 
for  their  understanding  and  help  in  matters  pertaining  to 
the  schools.

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FINANCE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


As  with  other  communities,  the  cost  of  maintaining  our  ser- 
vices to  the  townspeople  becomes  greater.  In  spite  of  efficient 
management,  nation-wide  trends  combine  to  increase  our  burden 
of  support. 

No  fixed  policy  with  regard  to  salaries  of  town  employees  has 
been  followed.  Increases  have  been  recommended  where  the  rates 
are  inconsistent  with  cost  of  living  or  comparable  pay  scales. 

Funds  for  highways  continue  high  as  we  endeavor  to  make 
up  the  work  lost  through  the  war  years.  Since  last  year's  work  on 
North  Elm  Street  could  not  be  carried  out,  a  double  piece  is  con- 
templated for  the  coming  year. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Finance  Committee,  the  funds  specified 
in  Article  10  should  be  taken  from  the  general  highway  appropria- 
tion in  the  budget. 

Street  Lights  have  been  recommended  on  highly  traveled 
streets  where  vehicular  and  pedestrian  traffic  combine  to  make  a 
condition  of  hazard. 

A  large  proportion  of  increase  in  School  appropriation  is  due 
to  higher  salaries  for  teachers,  rendering  their  pay  scale  consistent 
with  other  towns. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Finance  Committee,  the  utilization  of 
the  Town  Hall  as  a  school  classroom  does  not  seem  practical.  The 
temporary  decentralization  of  elementary  grades  is  suggested. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not  recommend  Article  15 
calling  for  the  extension  of  the  water  main  on  West  Street  because 
of  excessive  cost  and  low  income. 
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Last  year,  the  Finance  Committee  suggested  that  the  citizens 
give  thought  to  the  combining  of  the  offices  of  Town  Clerk,  Treas- 
urer and  Tax  Collector  into  one  office.  Convinced  of  the  increased 
efficiency  of  such  a  move,  our  suggestion  is  carried  further  in  the 
form  of  a  Warrant  Article  calling  for  committee  investigation. 

We  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $5,000.  to  establish  a 
stabilization  fund  and  $5,000.  to  lower  the  tax  rate  from  surplus 
funds  available  in  the  Treasury.  This  recommendation  replaces 
that  of  other  years  to  raise  money  for  the  reduction  of  tax  rate 
alone.  Lowered  surplus  makes  the  appropriation  of  any  greater 
amount  unwise. 

If  our  recommendations  are  followed,  a  tax  rate  of  $40.60  is 
anticipated.  The  increase  over  last  year  is  near  the  average  in- 
crease anticipated  by  comparable  towns  in  the  Commonwealth. 

A  table  of  estimates  by  departments,  amounts  recommended 
by  this  committee  and  report  of  recommendations  on  articles  ap- 
pearing in  the  Town  Warrant  appear  on  the  following  pages. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  assisted  us  in  our  work  this 

year.

REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMITTEE  ON 
ARTICLES  IN  TOWN  WARRANT 


Article  1.  To  choose  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year 
not  elected  on  the  Official  Ballot. 

Article  2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  all  Town  Officers  and 
Committees  and  act  thereon. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Town  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the 
financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1947,  and  to  issue  a  note 
or  notes  therefor,  payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  any 
note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year 
in  accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

Article  3.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  such  author- 
ization. 

Article  4.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  the  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  to  make 
appropriations  for  the  same. 

Article  4.  The  recommendations  of  the  Finance  Committee  for 
each  department  appear  in  the  Table  included  in 
their  report. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate, or  transfer  from  unappropriated  available  funds  in  the 
treasury,  a  sum  of  money  for  Chapter  90  Highway  Maintenance, 
or  take  arfy  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  5.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appro- 
priation of  $1#500.00  to  be  used  with  any  sum  al- 
lotted thereto  by  State  and  County. 
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Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate, or  transfer  from  available  funds  in  the  treasury,  a  sum  of 
money  for  Chapter  90,  New  Construction,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

Article  6.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appro- 
priations of  one  quarter  of  the  total  amount  to  be 
contributed  by  State,  County,  and  Town,  our  share 
of  the  contributions  not  to  exceed  $3,000.00. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $100.00  for  the  use  of  Plymouth  County 
Trustees  for  County  Aid  to  Agriculture  (Plymouth  County  Ex- 
tension Service)  and  choose  a  Town  Director  as  provided  in 
Section  41  and  42  of  Revised  Chapter  128  of  the  General  Laws 
and  act  thereon. 

Article  7.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  this  appro- 
priation. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Town  Treasurer,  in  his  discretion,  but  with  the  written  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  or  a  majority  thereof,  to  sell  any  land 
acquired  by  the  Town  through  foreclosure  of  a  tax  title  and  to 
execute  and  deliver  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  Town  all  deeds 
necessary  to  effectuate  any  such  sale. 

Article  8.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  this  author- 
ization. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate an  amount  ($129.00)  to  pay  bill  of  Dec.  21,  1946  to  A.  L. 
Cedergren,  for  work  on  Town  Field. 

Article  9.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  this  appro- 
priation. 
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Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate an  amount  (3826.71)  to  pay  bill  of  Dec.  21,  1946  to  A.  L. 
Cedergren,  for  work  on  Manley  St. 

Article  10.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  payment 
of  this  bill,  but  the  funds  to  be  taken  from  the 
Highway  appropriation  in  the  budget. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  33000.00  to  rebuild  the  bridge  over  Town  River 
on  Scotland  Street. 

Article  11.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  this  appro- 
priation. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  3  street 
lights  on  West  St.,  from  the  intersection  of  Crescent  St.  to  the 
intersection  of  Beacon  St.  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  same.   (By  Petition). 

Article  12.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  these  installa- 
tions and  the  appropriation  of  $51.00  for  the  same. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  6  street 
lights  on  East  Center  St.,  in  an  Easterly  direction  beginning  at 
Main  St.  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  same. 
(By  Petition). 

Article  13.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  these  installa- 
tions and  the  appropriation  of  $102.00  for  the  same. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  11  street 
lights  on  No.  Main  St.,  from  the  junction  of  Copeland  St.,  north- 
erly toward  the  Brockton  line  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  for  the  same.   (By  Petition).

In  January  1947  we  had  four  cases  of  Diphtheria  reported  to 
the  Board  of  Health.  There  were  four  positive  cases  of  diphtheria 
reported;  three  of  these  were  children  attending  the  Cochesett 
school  and  one  at  home.  To  find  out  who  was  the  carrier  of  this 
disease  was  extremely  difficult,  but  with  the  help  of  State  and 
the  Town  Board  of  Health,  with  the  assistance  of  Mrs.  Lillian 
Hewitt  the  school  nurse,  we  immediately  started  to  take  cultures 
of  all  the  children  in  the  school  and  all  those  who  were  absent 
from  school.  In  all  we  took  one  hundred  and  fifty  cultures  and  our 
effort  was  successful  as  we  found  the  carrier  of  this  disease,  and  if 
it  wasn't  for  the  strict  quarantine  imposed  upon  these  cases  by 
the  Board  of  Health  I  am  afraid  we  would  have  had  a  diphtheria 
epidemic.    So  the  Board  of  Health  suggested  that  every  school 
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child  who  had  the  diphtheria  toxoid  immunization  three  years 
or  over  should  have  a  booster  dose,  and  the  results  were  very  good 
as  I  gave  one  hundred  and  eighty-six  booster  doses  to  the  school 
children. 

Last  year  the  local  health  authorities  warned  the  parents  of 
children  that  the  spread  of  diphtheria  was  reported  throughout 
the  State,  knowing  that  we  had  four  cases  in  town.  The  local 
health  board  feels  that  the  parents  of  children  should  be  warned 
again  to  have  their  children  immunized.  Records  and  statistics 
reveal  that  not  a  single  death  from  the  disease  has  occurred  when 
the  child  has  been  inoculated.  Therefore  see  to  it  that  your  child 
is  inoculated  for  diphtheria  either  by  your  family  physician  or 
bring  your  child  to  the  diphtheria  clinic  which  will  be  held  in 
April  of  this  year.  Children  from  six  months  to  10  years  of  age 
inclusive  are  eligible  and  parents  are  urged  to  take  advantage  of 
this  free  service. 

Two  cesspools  and  one  house  were  condemned  by  the  board 
of  health  as  unsanitary.  The  house  has  not  been  taken  care  of, 
but  the  cesspools  are  now  in  good  condition  and  found  to  be  in 
accord  with  the  requirements  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

The  Diphtheria  Clinic  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall  in  April 
and  May  of  this  year,  under  the  direction  and  cooperation  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  and  assisted  by  Mrs.  Lillian  Hewitt,  I  gave 
three  inoculations,  three  weeks  apart,  of  Diphtheria  Toxoid,  to 
thirty-four  children;  the  results  were  very  satisfactory.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  DEPARTMENT 


During  the  year  1947,  the  work  of  the  Water  Department 
consisted  mostly  of  new  services  for  new  house  construction,  and 
also  a  few  renewed  services  on  some  badly  clogged  pipes. 

There  is  a  great  amount  of  old  service  pipes  to  be  renewed 
in  the  next  few  years.  Most  of  the  old  services  are  of  galvanized 
pipes,  and  in  some  places  are  partly  clogged  with  rust. 

The  Department  has  for  many  years  installed  copper  tub- 
ing services,  which  makes  a  more  permanent  and  satisfactory 
job,  giving  a  free  flow  of  water  at  all  times,  and  unless  broken, 
will  last  a  great  number  of  years. 

Many  phases  of  work  have  been  carried  on  under  the  same 
difficulties  that  have  handicapped  the  Department  during  the 
past  few  years  due  to  the  shortage  and  high  cost  of  material,  and 
difficulty  in  securing  adequate  labor.  There  seems  to  be  no  indi- 
cation that  costs  will  be  reduced  during  the  coming  year,  and 
there  is  expected  a  great  deal  of  new  construction  of  houses  in 
Town  again  next  year. 

This  year,  the  Department  has  installed  thirty-one  new  ser- 
vice pipes,  and  also  renewed  ten  old  service  pipes. 

Considerable  work  has  been  done  on  altering  pipes,  boxes 
and  fittings  in  new  road  construction  on  North  Elm  Street,  and 
all  hydrants  in  Town  were  also  painted  this  year.  The  usual  work 
of  repairing  leaks  on  mains,  services  and  hydrants,  and  main- 
taining of  old  lines  was  carried  on. 

The  equipment  of  the  Department  remains  in  fair  condition 
at  the  close  of  the  year,  and  there  is  a  small  supply  of  material 
and  tools  on  hand.

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REPORT  OF 
THE  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 


The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners,  during  the  year  1947, 
have  given  a  great  amount  of  study  to  the  low  volume  of  water 
in  the  present  system  in  the  main  pipes  about  the  town. 

After  much  work  and  study  with  the  employees  of  the  Brock- 
ton Water  Department,  it  was  found  that  an  insufficient  supply 
of  water  for  fire  and  domestic  use  is  coming  in  the  two  trunk  lines 
that  supply  most  of  West  Bridgewater. 

After  meeting  with  the  Selectmen  and  Finance  Committee  on 
this  matter,  the  Water  Commissioners  decided  to  engage  an  En- 
gineering Firm  to  investigate  the  situation.  After  their  study, 
they  recommended  that  the  only  solution  was  to  install  a  stand- 
pipe  and  a  pump  system,  and  also  to  install  new  larger  pipes  on 
various  streets  about  the  Town  to  increase  the  volume  and  pres- 
sure of  water  for  better  fire  protection  and  domestic  use  to  the 
residents  of  West  Bridgewater. 

A  special  Town  Meeting  was  called  on  November  24th  on 
the  water  question.  It  was  voted  at  that  meeting  to  install  a  well 
field  with  pumping  facilities  and  a  stand  pipe  located  on  the  high- 
est point  in  Town.  Also  at  that  meeting,  it  was  voted  to  install 
larger  main  pipes  on  various  streets  about  the  Town. 

This  work  will  be  let  out  to  contract  early  in  1948,  and  it  is 
expected  to  be  completed  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

We  are  most  appreciative  of  the  co-operation  given  by  the 
Town  Officers,  Committees  and  others  during  the  past  year.

RADIO 


Due  to  the  Brockton  Police  Department  changing  their  pres- 
ent A.M.  frequency,  to  which  we  are  connected,  to  frequency 
modulation,  the  present  radio  transmitter  and  receiver  in  the 
police  car  has  become  inadequate.  To  continue  to  have  two-way 
radio  communication,  which  has  been  a  great  asset  to  the  police 
and  townspeople  for  the  past  number  of  years,  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  purchase  a  new  frequency  modulation  radio  set. 


At  this  time  I  would  like  to  say  a  few  words  on  juvenile 
delinquency  in  the  Town,  which  has  been  at  a  minimum  this 
past  year.  One  reason  for  this,  I  believe,  is  due  to  a  better  under- 
standing between  parents  and  police. 

Also  a  great  deal  of  credit  must  be  given  to  the  schools  and 
to  Coach  Vincent  Gori's  sport  and  athletic  programs,  in  which 
every  boy  and  girl  should  participate,  either  in  team  form  or  in 
classes  held  in  the  gymnasium.  These  different  activities  help  to 
keep  the  mind,  as  well  as  the  body,  clean  and  healthy,  and  there- 
fore make  better  living  boys  and  girls. 

I  also  feel  that  credit  must  be  given  to  the  Junior  Police  at 
the  Sunset  Avenue  School,  who  have  done  such  a  fine  job  and 
will  continue  to  do  so  under  the  direction  of  their  principal, 
Mrs.  Miller.

Librarian's  Report 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library: 

This  year  we  have  had  more  calls  for  technical  and  reference 
books  from  patrons  taking  special  courses  and  thru  Inter-Library 
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Loan  system,  we  have  borrowed  rare  books  from  the  State  Lib- 
rary, the  libraries  at  Boston,  Brockton,  Newton,  Brookline  and 
Lynn. 

We  have  book  deposits  in  twelve  class  rooms,  books  usually 
being  changed  once  a  month  by  the  teachers. 

We  have  added  55  new  subscribers  during  the  year  and  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  we  are  numbering  new  books  in  the 
19,000's  showing  that  many  have  been  added  since  the  beginning 
of  the  Library.  Actually,  because  of  discards  and  losses,  we  have 
about  18,000. 

We  have  had  gifts  of  very  fine  books  from  interested  friends. 
Also  a  splendid  ship  model,  a  gift  to  the  Town,  but  to  be  on  dis- 
play at  the  Library,  from  Mr.  Charles  Millet,  a  former  resident 
and  now  a  member  of  the  American  Consular  Service. 

We  are  sorry  to  lose  the  services  of  Mrs.  Prescott  Snell,  who, 
for  over  twenty-five  years  opened  her  home  for  a  Library  Station 
to  serve  her  neighbors.  Mrs.  Snell  gave  up  "this  voluntary  ser- 
vice because  of  ill  health. 

Our  staff  remains  the  same,  and  we  thank  our  Trustees  and 
Library  patrons  for  their  continued  interest.

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REPORT  OF  PLYMOUTH  COUNTY 
AID  TO  AGRICULTURE 


1947 

County  Aid  to  Agriculture  is  an  official  department  under 
the  supervision  of  the  County  Commissioners.  It  is  commonly 
known  as  the  Plymouth  County  Extension  Service,  and  is  made 
up  of  three  departments — Agriculture,  Homemaking,  and  4-H 
Club  Work.  Its  function  is  adult  education  and  service  to  county 
people,  particularly  in  reference  to  the  problems  of  rural  people. 

The  contribution  of  each  town  is  a  token  of  appreciation 
which  relieves  the  county  budget  of  additional  appropriation  to 
support  this  organization.  The  Extension  Service  Office  is  located 
at  the  Court  House,  Brockton.  The  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture,  the  University  of  Massachusetts,  the  County  of 
Plymouth  and  individual  towns  cooperate  in  maintaining  this 
service  for  farmers,  homemakers,  and  rural  youth.  In  1947  all 
Plymouth  County  towns  have  been  given  equal  opportunity  for 
service  and  each  town  has  received  benefits  in  proportion  to  the 
need  and  requests. 

The  Agricultural  Department  has  been  handicapped  by  lack 
of  a  full  staff  of  workers  for  part  of  the  year.  Despite  this  loss,  a 
comprehensive  educational  program  for  dairymen,  poultrymen, 
market  gardeners,  fruit  growers  and  cranberry  growers,  has  been 
promoted.  Other  programs  and  service  for  home  gardeners,  gen- 
eral livestock  producers,  woodlot  owners,  and  for  others  of  a  wide 
variety  of  interests  have  also  been  carried  on.  This  Department 
is  guided  by  an  Agricultural  Council  and  individual  commodity 
committees  which  meet  frequently  to  consider  the  important 
phases  requiring  educational  attention. 
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The  Homemaking  Department,  represented  by  Home  Dem- 
onstration Agents,  has  also  had  a  limited  staff.  The  teaching  of 
women's  groups  in  clothing,  home  furnishings,  food  production 
and  preservation,  home  management,  nutrition,  and  child  de- 
velopment, have  been  featured.  This  Department  is  guided  by 
the  Women's  Advisory  Council  and  by  Town  Committees  who 
render  valuable  assistance  in  this  teaching  program. 

The  4-H  Club  Department  is  recovering  from  the  war  period 
during  which  numbers  of  young  people  of  4-H  club  age  were  en- 
gaged in  war  work  which  was  not  conducive  to  interest  in  club 
work.  All  towns  have  the  opportunity  of  having  4-H  clubs  for 
boys  and  girls.  The  boys'  work  includes  organized  clubs  for  dairy, 
poultry,  sheep  and  gardening.  The  girls'  department  offers  organ- 
ized clubs  teaching  canning,  clothing,  food  preparation,  home  fur- 
nishing and  child  care.  The  individual  club  members  may  take 
up  other  interests  and  be  given  assistance  by  the  club  agents. 
The  most  important  thing  in  club  work  is  the  responsibility  for 
leadership.  Without  town  leadership,  4-H  club  agents  are  unable 
to  carry  on  a  constructive  club  program. 

The  entire  Extension  Service  program  is  under  the  direction 
of  a  Board  of  Trustees,  whose  chairman  is  Russell  Makepeace, 
Marion. 

Direct  responsibility  for  the  Extension  Service  is  the  assign- 
ment of  J.  T.  Brown,  Director. 
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ANNUAL  REPORT 
BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

West  Bridgewater,  Mass. 
January  1948 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  respectfully  present  to  you  the  re- 
ports of  the  various  town  departments  and  recommend  that  each 
be  given  your  careful  consideration. 

The  contractor  for  1946  construction  on  North  Elm  Street 
was  given  an  extension  of  time  so  that  two  sections  of  this  street 
were  done  this  year  bringing  the  new  road  to  a  point  south  of 
Buttonwood  Avenue.  The  1948  Chapter  90  new  construction 
money  is  to  be  used  for  permanent  approaches  at  the  new  Scot- 
land Street  bridge  and  North  Elm  Street.  This  should  bring  the 
North  Elm  Street  road  to  about  Prospect  Avenue.  We  hope  that 
in  1949  this  street  may  be  completed  to  Elm  Square. 

The  town  appropriated  money  to  replank  Scotland  Bridge 
and  advice  was  asked  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works. 
Their  engineers  found  that  the  abutments  were  in  poor  condition 
and  recommended  a  new  bridge.  The  Board  asked  for  and  re- 
ceived state  and  county  aid  to  build  this  new  bridge.  The  contract 
has  been  awarded  and  construction  will  be  started  as  soon  as 
possible.  We  are  closing  Scotland  Street  to  traffic  during  con- 
struction to  save  the  cost  of  building  a  temporary  bridge. 

The  Dodge  truck  of  the  highway  department  has  come  to 
where  excessive  repairs  are  necessary  to  keep  it  in  condition  for 
the  work  of  the  department  and  we  are  recommending  the  pur- 
chase of  a  new  truck.  We  are  asking  for  the  purchase  of  a  2/4 
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ton  Ford  truck  with  three  yard  body  and  a  V  snow  plow 
with  wings. 

The  highway  department  is  planning  to  do  considerable 
gravel  work  this  coming  year  and  we  intend  to  open  the  other 
end  of  our  gravel  pit.  We  are  asking  the  town  for  an  appropria- 
tion to  purchase  a  gravel  loader  to  facilitate  this  work.  This 
loader  can  also  be  used  at  our  sand  stock  pile  at  the  town  garage. 
It  may  also  be  possible  to  use  it  in  snow  removal. 

A  number  of  building  permits  were  issued  during  the  year 
and  it  is  expected  that  new  construction  will  increase  in  1948  if 
prices  level  off  in  building  materials. 

We  sincerely  appreciate  the  friendly  cooperation  of  the  town 
officers,  department  heads,  committees  and  others  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS 


We  commenced  the  year  1947  with  our  roads  in  better  con- 
dition than  in  the  previous  year.  The  weather  during  1946  did 
not  damage  them  as  had  previously  occurred. 

Seal  coating  was  the  major  project  so  that  nearly  all  streets 
had  been  treated  by  the  end  of  the  year.  The  gravel  on  Manley 
Street  was  allowed  to  settle  during  the  year  and  it  is  our  inten- 
tion to  black  top  this  street  this  coming  year. 

We  plan  to  seal  coat  those  streets  that  were  not  done  in 
1946  or  1947.  Our  dirt  roads  are  in  poor  shape  so  we  plan  to  con- 
centrate on  graveling  and  shaping  them  in  preparation  for  black 
tops  in  the  near  future.  The  streets  considered  under  this  plan 
are  Progressive  Avenue,  Beacon  Street,  High  Street,  Ash  Street, 
and  Bedford  Street.  These  plans,  of  necessity,  will  depend  on  the 
condition  of  our  black  roads  following  the  unusual  snow  and  ice 
of  this  winter. 

The  Dodge  truck  does  not  stand  up  under  the  work  of  this 
department  and  a  replacement  is  recommended.

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SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


Following  is  the  annual  report  of  the  School  Committee.  It 
is  our  hope  that  these  reports  will  be  informative  and  give  the 
taxpayer  something  of  an  insight  into  what  we,  as  a  committee, 
are  endeavoring  to  do  for  the  education  of  the  children  of  the 
town. 

Superintendent 

Our  Superintendent  has  now  been  with  the  system  for  three 
years  and  the  committee  feels  that  we  could  not  find  a  better 
man  for  the  position.  He  has  done  a  fine  job  in  correlating  the 
studies  throughout  the  system  which  makes  for  a  smoother  run- 
ning program  up  through  the  grades.  The  Committee  feels  that 
there  never  has  been  finer  cooperation  among  the  teachers  and 
that  there  is  a  feeling  of  mutual  respect  between  the  administra- 
tion and  the  staff.  We  will  go  a  long  way  to  find  a  man  to  take 
his  place  should  he  leave  us. 

Teachers 

The  teacher  situation  is  a  fluctuating  one.  The  picture  is 
forever  changing;  no  sooner  do  we  get  straightened  out  in  the 
secondary  school  than  the  elementary  schools  present  a  problem. 

At  the  present  time  our  difficulty  is  with  the  elementary 
replacements.  The  conditions  are  getting  continually  worse  as 
there  seem  to  be  few  teachers  being  trained  for  the  lower  grades. 
Colleges  are  training  many  teachers  for  junior  high,  high  and 
college  teaching.  Why  they  think  that  the  elementary  schools  do 
not  need  replacements  is  beyond  our  comprehension.  However, 
at  present  we  have  the  situation  fairly  well  umder  control.  The 
recent  salary  increases  will  undoubtedly  help  to  keep  it  so. 

Athletic  Program 

We  seem  to  be  holding  our  own  in  this  field  with  towns  of 
comparable  size  but  there  are  problems.  In  order  for  players  who 
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live  far  out  from  the  school  to  participate  in  games  out  of  town, 
they  have  some  difficulty  in  getting  to  the  school  to  be  picked  up 
by  the  bus.  This  is  also  true  on  the  return  home  after  the  games 
as  they  have  no  means  to  get  back  home  other  than  walk  after 
they  are  dropped  at  the  school.  On  exceptionally  cold  nights 
this  is  not  a  good  practice.  Your  Committee  is  now  studying 
this  problem  and  we  hope  to  find  a  reasonable  solution.  All  in  all, 
there  is  fine  school  spirit  among  the  players  and  the  athletic  pro- 
gram has  definitely  improved  morale  in  the  student  body. 

School  Housing 

The  Junior-Senior  High  School  Housing  problem  is  still  in 
the  air.  Your  Committee  sent  me,  as  a  representative  of  the  West 
Bridgewater  Schools  and  Mr.  Harvey  Scranton,  of  the  Building 
Committee,  to  go  along  with  the  Bridgewater  representatives  to 
visit  consolidated  schools  in  Connecticut  and  New  York  to  in- 
vestigate their  consolidated  systems  and  see  if  we  felt  it  advisable 
to  recommend  the  same  for  our  two  towns.  The  trip  was  most 
impressive  and  the  Committee,  as  a  whole,  felt  that  consolidation 
was  the  way  we  could  best  improve  our  offering  of  education  to 
the  children  of  the  two  towns  without  crippling  the  towns  fin- 
ancially. At  the  present  time,  however,  the  committee  also  feels 
that  it  will  not  come  to  pass  unless  we  can  get  a  larger  percentage 
of  state  aid.  The  committee  is  now  going  into  that  phase  of  the 
problem  and  hopes  to  have  a  report  for  you  in  the  near  future. 

The  elementary  schools  still  present  a  serious  problem  which 
is  growing  worse  as  time  goes  on.  The  crowding  has  reached  such 
a  peak  that  we  have  overflowed  into  the  high  school  building  and 
used  up  nearly  all  the  available  space  there.  See  pupil  distribu- 
tion under  the  Superintendent's  report. 

Something  surely  must  be  done  soon.  Whether  or  not  to 
build  a  consolidated  elementary  school  is  a  question  but  seems 
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like  the  obvious  move.  If  we  wait  until  building  costs  go  lower, 
we  may  have  to  hold  classes  under  the  sky  or  in  very  unsatis- 
factory quarters. 

The  children  of  this  town  are  entitled  to  as  good  an  education 
as  children  in  the  wealthier  towns  and  we  should  see  to  it  that 
they  get  it!  We  still  feel  that  more  State  Aid  is  the  only  solution. 

State  Organizations 

The  West  Bridgewater  School  System  this  year  joined  the 
New  England  School  Development  Council  whose  membership 
includes  most  of  the  progressive  towns  and  cities  of  the  New  Eng- 
land States.  Its  purpose  is  to  study  ideas  for  development  of  Ed- 
ucation in  this  area  and  to  exchange  details  of  successful  educa- 
tional practices  as  they  have  been  worked  out  in  other  commun- 
ities. Already  the  benefits  to  this  Town  are  apparent. 

The  School  Committee  also  joined  the  Massachusetts  As- 
sociation of  School  Committees,  recently  organized  primarily  to 
provide  an  opportunity  for  School  Committees  to  discuss  common 
problems  and  coordinate  action  on  the  State  level. 

Rules  and  Regulations 

In  previous  years  it  has  been  the  policy  to  refer  to  decisions 
of  the  School  Committee  in  other  years  by  referring  to  School 
Committee  Minutes.  This  practice  has  been  cumbersome  and 
frequently  inaccurate  in  that  the  Minutes  have  been  interpreted 
differently  from  one  occasion  to  the  next.  On  other  occasions  a 
new  Committee  has  reversed  decisions  of  previous  committees 
with  the  result  that  there  has  been  some  confusion.  This  year  the 
School  Committee  has  codified  previous  rulings  and  has  estab- 
lished "Rules  and  Regulations"  governing  the  West  Bridgewater 
School  System. 
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The  School  Committee  appreciates  the  fine  cooperation  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools  who  very  effectively  puts  into  oper- 
ation the  policies  developed  by  the  School  Committee.  We  also 
appreciate  the  fine  cooperation  of  the  parents,  the  teachers  and 
all  of  the  organizations  that  have  helped  to  assist  the  school  pro- 
gram in  town.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  The  School  Committee: 

I  herein  submit  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
for  the  year  1947.  As  usual  this  report  reviews  data  and  achieve- 
ments of  the  year  and  also  contains  recommendations  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  School  System.  Following  this  report  are  reports 
from  the  various  schools  and  other  school  officials. 

Teachers 

This  year  West  Bridgewater  has  lost  some  fine  teachers,  but 
the  salary  increase  granted  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  retarded 
the  trend  of  the  previous  year. 

As  a  matter  of  policy,  the  Committee  decided  to  employ  a 
High  School  teacher  to  devote  full  time  to  mathematics.  As  a 
result,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Carbonara,  most  recently  appointed  and 
not  trained  in  this  field,  was  released  and  Mrs.  Lela  Murphy,  an 
expert  in  the  subject,  was  elected. 

Mr.  Herbert  A.  Wessling  who  taught  in  the  Shop  as  well  as 
in  the  High  School  secured  a  fine  position  in  Boston  and  in  his 
place  the  Committee  elected  Mr.  Elliott  L.  Hawkes,  who  has  had 
several  years'  experience  in  this  field. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Hallisey,  who  taught  grades  5,  6,  and  7  at 
Center  School,  and  Miss  Jane  B.  Cass,  who  taught  grades  2  and 
3  at  Sunset  Avenue  School  and  who  later  took  Miss  Roger's  place 
in  grade  3  at  Center  School,  resigned  to  be  married.  In  their  places 
we  have  secured  the  services  of  Mrs.  Veronica  Hawkins  in  grade 
5  at  Center  School  and  Mrs.  Mae  Blanchard  in  grades  3  and  4  at 
Sunset  Avenue  School. 

Miss  Katherine  Rogers,  who  taught  grade  3  at  Center  School 
resigned  and  we  have  now  elected  in  her  place  Mrs.  Catherine 
L.  Blumberg. 
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Both  Miss  Froio,  Sunset  Avenue  School,  grades  1  and  2  and 
Miss  Mary  Condon,  grades  4  and  5,  resigned  to  teach  in  Brockton 
and  we  have  in  their  places  respectively,  Mrs.  Geneva  Garvey 
and  Mrs.  Mary  Horrigan. 

In  December  Mrs.  Pillsbury,  who  has  taught  in  West  Bridge- 
water  since  1919  and  who  was  teaching  Grade  I  at  Center  School, 
resigned  and  we  have  secured  in  her  place  Mrs.  Mildred  Metcalf 
who  has  been  substituting  in  West  Bridgewater. 

As  previously  stated,  one  of  the  great  factors  in  retaining 
teachers  here  has  been  the  willingness  of  this  Town  to  pay  salaries 
similar  to  those  paid  in  other  Towns.  Two  other  factors  in  this 
connection  must  be  mentioned,  however.  The  first  is  that  the 
shortage  of  teachers,  particularly  in  the  elementary  grades,  is  far 
from  over.  Competent  authorities  expect  the  shortage  to  last  for 
another  three  years.  Secondly,  approval  of  the  "single  salary 
schedule"  whereby  all  teachers  regardless  of  grade  placement 
receive  the  same  salary  and  approval  of  "equal  pay  for  equal 
work"  wherein  men  and  women  teachers  are  on  the  same  schedule 
have  raised  salary  levels  in  most  Towns  in  Massachusetts.  While 
West  Bridgewater  has  approved  neither  of  these  plans,  our  sal- 
ary schedule  must  be  realistically  adjusted  into  the  general  pat- 
tern if  we  are  to  be  able  to  compete  for  teachers'  services. 

With  these  facts  in  mind  and  after  a  survey  of  proposed  sal- 
ary levels  in  neighboring  towns,  the  School  Committee  has  voted 
salary  increases  again  this  year.  Again  this  year,  a  bill  is  filed 
with  The  Massachusetts  General  Court  to  establish  a  minimum 
salary  for  teachers  at  32,400.  Our  maximum  salaries  next  year 
will  be  ^2,300.  for  women  in  the  Elementary  Schools  and  $2,450. 
for  women  in  the  High  School. 

Pupil  Distribution 

I  cannot  state  too  emphatically  that  housing  of  our  pupils 
will  be  an  increasingly  complex  problem  unless  some  steps  are 
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taken  to  relieve  mal-distribution  and  crowding.  It  is  generally 
conceded  that  in  the  Elementary  School  the  maximum  size  of  a 
class  should  not  exceed  35  pupils  and  in  the  lower  grades  25  is 
a  desirable  number.  Reference  to  the  School  Membership  report 
elsewhere  in  this  report  will  show  what  the  situation  is  this  year. 
The  Center  School  is  now  crowded  even  with  the  seventh  grade 
in  the  High  School  Building,  and  Sunset  Avenue  School  cannot 
accommodate  many  more.  Much  of  the  new  building  of  houses 
is  in  the  Center  School  district,  and  the  prospect  for  accommoda- 
tions in  the  school  is  poor.  The  only  desirable  solution  is  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  school  but  there  are  other  temporary  alter- 
natives. One  is  to  provide  classroom  space  at  Town  Hall.  Another 
is  to  transport  children  out  of  the  Center  district  into  the  other 
schools.  Another  proposal  is  to  build  an  addition  to  the  Center 
School  building.  The  obvious  criticism  of  this  plan  is  that  capital 
outlay  is  made  for  a  temporary  solution.  Such  a  plan  is  therefore 
uneconomical.

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Difference  between  births  and  First  Grade  enrollment  aver- 
ages 19  pupils.  The  estimated  figures  for  1948-53  make  no  pro- 
vision for  increased  building  in  these  years. 

Last  year  the  Town  was  asked  to  provide  room  in  Town  Hall 
for  pupils  and  the  Town  refused  despite  the  fact  that  the  first 
and  second  grades  of  60  pupils  at  Center  School  suffered  in  meet- 
ing in  one  room.  In  a  sense  it  is  fortunate  that  as  the  High  School 
schedule  of  classes  developed,  it  was  possible  to  crowd  the  seventh 
grade  into  the  High  School  and  relieve  the  situation  at  Center 
School.  This  circumstance  was  fortunate  only  in  that  it  helped 
Center  School.  The  transfer  interfered  with  the  High  School 
program  and  the  move  solved  one  problem  only  to  create  another. 
The  only  justification  is  that  the  move  injured  the  High  School 
less  than  the  retaining  of  pupils  at  Center  School  would  have  in- 
jured pupils  of  the  first  and  second  grades.  With  increased 
growth  we  may  be  unable  to  accommodate  the  seventh  grade  at 
the  High  School. 

Until  this  Town  will  face  the  fact  that  our  children  deserve 
good  school  buildings  and  ultimately  must  be  decently  housed, 
we  must  continue  make-shift  arrangements  which  are  not  con- 
ducive to  good  education. 

Courses  of  Study 

A  major  task  the  teachers  have  undertaken  this  year  has  been 
the  writing  of  courses  of  study  for  all  basic  subjects  in  all  grades. 
In  a  school  system  where  even  in  normal  times  there  is  a  rather 
constant  change  of  teachers,  the  desirability  of  study  guides  for 
teachers  is  rather  obvious.  Only  by  such  a  device  can  we  know 
that  the  pupils  are  being  prepared  in  the  various  schools  year-by- 
year  in  certain  basic  material  so  that  when  they  arrive  in  High 
School  they  have  a  common  core  of  learning.  Our  teachers  have 
this  year  worked  faithfully  on  committees  under  the  general  sup- 
ervision of  Miss  Eleanor  Blaine  to  systematize  study  in  the  var- 
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ious  schools.  It  will  now  be  possible  for  new  teachers  coming 
into  the  system  to  carry  on  the  work  in  harmony  with  the  work 
of  other  teachers.  The  courses  of  study  are  not  rigid  but  are  flex- 
ible guide  lines. 

This  year  the  State  Department  of  Education  released  a  cur- 
riculum Guide  for  the  Primary  Grades.  All  West  Bridgewater 
teachers  in  these  grades  have  these  Guides.  Your  Superintendent 
with  others  in  the  district  has  been  attempting  to  have  the  Bridge- 
water  Teachers'  College  offer  an  Institute  for  teachers  to  help 
them  in  the  use  of  the  Guide,  but  to  date  no  action  has  been 
taken.  Such  an  Institute  has  been  promised  for  January,  however. 

Text  Books 

Standardization  of  text  books  in  a  school  system  supple- 
ments the  course  of  study  in  coordinating  the  instruction.  This 
year  again  we  have  extended  the  standardization  of  texts,  par- 
ticularly in  the  social  studies  field  and  next  year  it  is  our  hope 
to  introduce  a  standard  set  of  arithmetic  books  in  all  schools — 
all  grades. 

Testing  Program 

Again  this  year  we  have  administered  tests  of  mental  ability 
and  of  achievement.  It  is  important  that  mental  tests  be  given 
over  a  period  of  years  because  any  single  test  may  not  accurately 
record  ability.  Mental  tests  results  help  us  to  determine  which 
pupils  to  have  tested  by  the  State  psychiatrist. 

Achievement  test  results  throughout  the  Town  do  not  show 
any  spectacular  improvement  but  there  have  been  some  cases  of 
good  progress  in  some  grades  beyond  normal  annual  gains.  A- 
chievement  above  the  national  average  is  not  particularly  sign- 
ificant but  achievement  should  be  at  the  national  level  in  all  sub- 
jects and  in  all  grades.  West  Bridgewater  must  make  definite 
gains  in  some  subjects,  particularly  arithmetic. 
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Instruction 

Until  we  can  do  better  the  things  we  are  already  attempting, 
we  should  not  increase  our  curriculum  offering.  Not  until  our 
pupils  can  achieve  a  better  understanding  of  arithmetic  and  social 
studies  should  we  add  science,  health,  safety  and  art  to  our  pro- 
gram. The  best  school  programs  make  these  offerings  in  the  el- 
ementary school  but,  in  my  opinion,  we  are  not  yet  ready  for 
them.  Particularly  those  teachers  who  are  teaching  two  or  even 
three  grades  do  not  have  the  proper  time  to  devote  to  increased 
subject  fields.  A  better  quality  of  education  can  be  provided 
where  a  teacher  teaches  only  one  class  a  day.  Until  West  Bridge- 
water  grows  or,  until  we  consolidate  all  of  our  grades  into  one 
building,  such  a  program  cannot  be  developed. 

A  major  handicap  to  pupils  and  teachers  in  West  Bridge- 
water  has  for  years  been  the  effect  of  the  slow-learning  child  upon 
class  progress.  A  child,  who  through  no  fault  of  his  or  his  teacher, 
is  in  the  fourth  grade  with  a  second  grade  reading  ability  not 
only  is  seriously  handicapped  himself  but,  because  of  the  extra 
teacher's  time  he  takes,  retards  the  progress  of  the  whole  class. 
While  West  Bridgewater  does  not  have  an  unduly  large  percent- 
age of  such  children,  we  do  have  enough  to  warrant  employing  a 
special  teacher  to  work  with  such  children  so  that  no  one  will 
suffer.  We  have  had  generous  help  from  Brockton,  Bridgewater 
Teachers'  College  and  Mrs.  Sherman,  the  social  worker,  in  the 
past  but  Brockton  has  had  to  apportion  its  time  more  equitably 
among  neighboring  towns,  and  we  can  no  longer  expect  so  much 
aid.  We  are,  therefore,  planning  to  engage  the  services  of  a  teacher 
trained  for  remedial  work. 

High  School 

Last  year  in  my  report  I  outlined  progress  in  the  High 
School  and  pointed  out  the  plans  which  were  being  undertaken  to 
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strengthen  the  offering.  Rather  than  elaborate  myself  on  the  work 
accomplished  this  year,  I  refer  you  to  portions  of  the  report  of 
Mr.  Lindell,  the  High  School  Principal. 

School  Health  Council 

In  order  to  coordinate  the  complex  work  of  providing  for 
health  through  the  Schools,  we  have  this  year  established  a  Health 
Council,  whose  membership  includes  teachers,  parents,  the  social 
worker,  the  nurse,  the  school  physician  and  a  member  of  the 
School  Committee.  To  date  the  council  has  begun  work  on  a 
general  bulletin  which  will  be  distributed  in  the  Spring  for  par- 
ents of  entering  pupils.  The  Council  has  also  tried  to  assist  Mrs. 
Hewitt,  School  Nurse,  in  the  establishment  of  a  School  Dental 
Clinic.  The  Clinic  is  now  operating  partly  through  the  financial 
cooperation  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Lions'  Club. 

Maintenance 

Now  that  some  materials  and  labor  are  available,  we  have 
undertaken  some  of  the  work  for  care  of  our  buildings  which  is 
essential.  With  so  much  that  needs  to  be  done  to  make  our  build- 
ings what  they  ought  to  be,  it  is  a  problem  to  decide  where  to 
begin.  This  year  we  have  had  simple  routine  work  done  and  have 
purchased  materials  for  a  fence  at  Sunset  Avenue  School  and 
chain  for  swings  at  all  elementary  schools.  Because  the  power 
saw  in  the  Shop  was  dangerous,  we  have  spent  $300  for  a  first- 
class  production  saw  so  that  no  one  will  be  hurt  by  inadequate 
equipment. 

We  have  also  started  re-surfacing  the  grounds  at  Center 
School  to  bury  the  rocky  gravel  which  has  caused  many  bruises 
and  cuts. 

On  the  expert  advice  of  Mr.  Adrian  Beaulieu,  we  changed 
the  heating  duct  work  at  Jerusalem  School,  and  for  the  first  time 
in  several  years  the  building  is  now  warmer  in  cold  weather. 
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In  the  coming  year,  however,  much  major  work  should  be 
('one.  A  definite  program  (extending  over  a  period  of  years)  to 
maintain  our  property  is  in  order.  In  1948  all  school  buildings 
with  the  exception  of  Cochesett  should  be  painted  outside. 
Another  year  many  classrooms,  particularly  at  Center  School, 
should  be  painted.  Portions  of  floors  at  Center  and  Sunset  Ave- 
nue need  to  be  re-laid  and  floors  at  Center  School  need  to  be 
sanded  and  treated. 

Cost  of  Education 

Just  as  the  cost  of  living  has  increased,  so,  too,  has  the  cost 
of  Education.  By  far  the  largest  cause  of  increase  in  school  bud- 
gets is  increases  in  salaries.  However,  the  cost  of  everything  we 
buy  from  pencils  to  floor  wax  has  increased  and  the  results  is 
that  school  budgets  have  in  some  communities  almost  doubled. 
The  situation  in  West  Bridgewater  is  no  different  and  the  tax- 
payer real  estate  owner  is  asked  to  share  these  rapidly  increasing 
costs.  The  result  is  that  the  tax  rate  has  increased  very  rapidly 
and  is  a  concern  to  all  thinking  citizens. 

It  is  with  this  in  mind  that  educators,  taxpayers  groups  and 
legislative  representatives  suggest  that  in  order  to  protect  the 
property  taxpayer  that  other  sources  of  revenue  be  found  and 
that  the  burden  be  more  equitably  distributed.  There  is  a  bill 
before  the  Legislature  now  to  provide  "State"  money  to  those 
towns  most  severely  pressed  by  rising  costs.  This  is  no  new  prin- 
ciple but  merely  the  extension  of  the  existing  law.  For  instance, 
under  existing  law  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  received  $308. 
for  school  transportation  while  the  Town  of  Raynham  received 
over  $4,500. 

If  the  present  bill  is  passed,  West  Bridgewater  and  Raynham 
property  taxpayers  would  benefit  greatly  and  because  there  are 
no  large  incomes  in  this  district  no  one  would  be  really  hurt  by 

extension  of  the  income  tax  if  the  money  were  raised  this  way. 
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We  have  recognized  the  fact  that  because  costs  were  in- 
creasing that  we  must  make  every  dollar  count  as  never  before. 
We  have  tried  to  assure  the  taxpayer  fair  return  for  the  dollar 
spent  by  operating  under  strict  business  principles.  Among  other 
things  we  have  let  out  to  open  bid  all  jobs  involving  large  sums 
of  money,  as  in  the  case  of  some  maintenance  work,  fuel  and  bus 
contracts.  This  year  we  called  for  bids  on  transportation  for  a 
three-year  interval  and  thus  made  it  possible  through  a  three- 
year  contract  for  bus  operators  to  invest  in  new  equipment  which 
was  badly  needed. 

Cooperation 

Special  attention  should  be  called  to  the  fact  that  Education 
is  a  cooperative  endeavor  and  it  is  gratifying  to  find  so  many 
people  who  recognize  this  thought.  Our  Parent-Teacher  Organ- 
izations are  working  in  the  interest  of  the  child  as  might  be  ex- 
pected, but  they  are  working  so  cooperatively  as  to  be  worthy  of 
special  comment.  Parents  individually  recognize  the  single  ob- 
jective they  and  we  have  and  the  result  is  improvement  of  the 
learning  situation. 

A  beautiful  trophy  has  been  presented  to  Howard  High 
School  by  Mr.  Paul  H.  Lundgren,  of  the  School  Committee,  which 
will  be  awarded  annually  to  the  boy  or  girl  who  is  determined  to 
be  outstanding  in  scholarship,  athletics,  sportsmanship  and  cit- 
izenship. We  are  indeed  fortunate  to  have  so  many  awards  and 
scholarships  to  offer  for  recognition  of  merit  in  our  High  School 
students. 

We  are  gratified  by  the  interest  shown  by  organizations 
which  raise  money  for  playground  equipment,  for  the  Dental  Cli- 
nics, and  for  scholarships.  In  appreciation  we  list  below  the  groups 
who  have  assisted:

Dear  Mr.  Lord: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Principal  of  Howard  High 
School  for  the  calendar  year  of  1947. 

A  major  change  of  far  reaching  importance  took  place  late  in 
September  when  the  grade  seven  pupils  of  the  Center  School 
moved  into  the  high  school  building.  An  undesirable  teaching 
situation  in  the  first  grade  of  two  grades  and  two  teachers  in  the 
same  room  prompted  the  change.  It  was  quite  apparent  from  the 
beginning  that  such  a  move  could  not  be  made  without  loss  to 
the  high  school  pupils.  The  most  serious  of  these  result  from  the 
use  of  the  library  and  chemical  laboratory  for  regular  classes  and 
also  the  closing  of  the  science  lecture  room  to  high  school  students. 
The  seventh  grade,  on  the  other  hand,  has  probably  gained  more 
than  they  have  lost.

Class  of  1946 
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In  the  following  paragraphs  are  presented  the  reports  of  the 
many  and  varied  activities  of  the  school.  In  the  main,  these  state- 
ments have  been  written  by  the  teachers  who  are  directly  res- 
ponsible for  them. 

Assembly  Programs 

As  a  rule,  the  pupils  of  Howard  High  School  initiate,  plan, 
and  execute  assembly  programs  under  faculty  supervision.  At 
the  present  time,  there  is  an  assembly  committee  consisting  of 
two  representatives  from  each  grade.  The  committee  plans  the 
schedule  which  is  developed  and  co-ordinated  by  various  groups 
in  the  school,  as  the  student  council,  classes,  clubs,  departments, 
etc. 

The  purpose  of  the  assembly  program  is  a  meeting  of  the 
school  pupils  to  work  on  common  problems  and  to  share  mutual 
interest  and  experiences.  Hence,  group  and  school  consciousness 
is  developed  as  pupils  have  an  opportunity  to  create,  direct  and 
participate.  In  this  way,  extra-curricular  and  curricular  activities 
are  integrated  into  the  programs,  which  are  fitted  into  the  regular 
schedule  of  the  school,  usually  once  a  week. 

Class  time  is  taken  for  the  preparation  only  if  a  class  is  in- 
volved. Otherwise,  the  groups  plan  and  rehearse  during  study 
time  or  after  school. 

Athletics 

BOYS — The  athletic  program  encourages  as  many  boys  as 
possible  to  participate  on  teams  that  represent  the  school  in  sports. 

For  example,  sixty  candidates  came  out  for  the  Junior  Var- 
sity Basketball  squad.  With  few  exceptions  this  squad  is  com- 
posed of  the  younger  boys  of  the  7th,  8th,  and  9th  grades. 

Started  last  year,  this  squad  plays  similar  squads  of  neigh- 
boring schools.  The  boys  learn  in  their  impressionable  years,  the 
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first  fundamentals  of  team  play,  school  spirit,  competitive  spirit, 
the  correct  ideas  of  sportmanship,  and  the  will  to  win  that  are 
invaluable  in  later  life. 

Meanwhile  thirty-five  candidates  tried  out  for  the  varsity 
squad.  Those  who  lacked  the  ability  to  remain  on  the  varsity 
squad  were  allowed  to  join  the  Junior  Varsity  Squad.  These 
squads  are  flexible.  The  boy  showing  marked  improvement  in 
Junior  Varsity  play  is  moved  up  to  the  Varsity  squad;  while  any 
boy  on  the  Varsity  squad  not  living  up  to  expectations  is  moved 
down  to  the  Junior  Varsity  squad  for  further  development.  This 
keeps  the  Varsity  members  on  their  toes  and  leaves  a  definite 
incentive  for  Junior  Varsity  members  to  work  hard  to  make  these 
Varsity  Squads.  With  this  plan  in  action,  a  larger  number  of  boys 
were  interested  in  trying  out  for  our  teams.  Similar  programs 
will  be  added  for  football  and  baseball.  This  winter  a  football 
clinic  will  be  carried  on  for  the  younger  boys. 

GIRLS — Approximately  35  girls  came  out  for  the  Girl's  Bas- 
ketball team.  From  this  number,  two  squads  of  ten  each  were 
selected  to  play  a  schedule  of  ten  games  with  Avon,  Holbrook, 
Middleboro,  Oliver  Ames,  and  Norton.  With  three  veterans  of 
last  years'  Varsity  team  and  six  veterans  of  the  Jay-Vee  squad, 
prospects  look  good  for  a  successful  season. 

This  program,  although  dependent  on  a  minimum  of  funds 
obtained  from  football,  basketball,  and  none  from  baseball,  and 
in  spite  of  the  limited  facilities  of  our  gymnasium,  is  in  the  infant 
stage  and  some  day  with  the  program  expanded  to  all  sports  as. 
well  as  a  supervised  intramural  program,  we  hope  that  every  boy 
and  girl  in  the  West  Bridgewater  School  system  will  participate 
in  some  phase  of  the  athletic  program. 

Cheerleading 

The  cheerleaders  have  a  long  season,  serving  both  football 
and  basketball  games,  and,  in  addition,  they  organize  pep  rallies 
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and  cheering  practice  sessions,  so  that  the  letters  awarded  to 
seven  girls  last  June  were  well  earned.  The  cheerleaders  were  to 
be  commended,  as  are  the  girls  this  year,  not  only  for  their  en- 
thusiastic contribution  to  morale,  but  also  for  the  fact  that  they 
bought  their  costumes  with  their  own  money.  It  is  the  hope  of 
the  faculty  sponsor  that  sometime  soon  the  school  or  some  inter- 
ested outside  organization  will  help  them  financially. 

Girls'  League 

The  Girls'  League  sponsors  a  number  of  the  school's  social 
activities,  the  main  events  being  a  Halloween  Party  in  the  fall, 
and  a  Spring  Dance. 

The  Halloween  Party  consists  of  a  ghost  walk,  dancing, 
games,  and  refreshments.  In  the  spring  each  girl  invites  a  boy  to 
the  Spring  Dance.  The  dance  consists  of  the  crowning  of  a  queen, 
a  grand  march  and  dancing  and  refreshments. 

Guidance 

The  present  guidance  program  was  organized  to  help  the 
student  in  the  recognition  of  his  vocational,  educational,  avoca- 
tional,  and  personal  problems  and  the  planning  of  possible  solu- 
tions to  them.  Every  teacher  in  the  school  participates  in  the  pro- 
gram during  a  period  regularly  scheduled  once  a  week.  The  ac- 
tivities include  counselor-directed  group  discussions,  individual 
conferences  between  pupil  and  counselor,  job  information,  and  a 
diversified  testing  program.  For  the  coming  year  a  Career  Day 
and  a  Guidance  Library  are  being  planned. 

The  Honor  Society 

In  May,  the  Howard  High  School  Chapter  of  the  National 
Honor  Society  of  the  Secondary  Schools  was  formed  through  the 
efforts  of  a  committee  of  interested  teachers.  The  object  of  this 
organization  is  "to  create  an  enthusiasm  for  scholarship,  to  sti- 
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mulate  a  desire  to  render  service,  to  promote  worthy  leadership, 
and  to  encourage  the  development  of  character  in  pupils  of  How- 
ard High  School." 

Household  Arts 

The  Household  Arts  Department  has  had  a  most  successful 
and  productive  year. 

The  ultimate  goal  of  the  girls  is  quite  specific.  They  must 
understand  the  fundamentals  of  clothing  selection,  care,  and  con- 
struction. This  means  choosing  a  garment  pattern  with  becoming 
lines  and  material  appropriate*  to  the  garment.  They  must  be 
able  to  understand  thoroughly  the  pattern  directions  given  for  put- 
ting the  garment  together  and  all  the  construction  techniques 
necessary  for  a  good-looking,  well-fitting  product.  They  must 
understand  the  proper  care  of  clothing;  that  is,  the  repairing  and 
altering,  laundering  and  simple  cleaning,  necessary  for  good 
grooming. 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  advanced  foods  course,  each  girl 
must  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  reading  recipes  intelligently, 
and  preparing  from  them  successful  products  with  accuracy,  neat- 
ness, and  speed.  Luncheon  units  are  stressed.  Each  week  from 
April  to  June  a  luncheon  is  put  on  with  a  faculty  or  parent  guest. 
Each  girl  has  an  opportunity  to  act  as  hostess  and  as  waitress. 
The  duties  of  hostess  involve  planning  the  menu;  doing  all  the 
marketing  necessary;  assigning  the  recipes  each  girl  is  to  prepare 
for  the  luncheon,  and  checking  on  this  preparation;  writing  the 
invitation  to  the  guest,  and  looking  out  for  her  comfort;  and 
keeping  the  table  conversation  going.  The  hostess  is  completely 
responsible  for  the  success  of  the  luncheon.  The  duties  of  the 
waitress  are  the  cleaning  of  the  silver;  the  correct  setting  of  the 
table;  and  the  proper  techniques  involved  in  both  formal  and 
semi-formal  table  service.  Such  experiences  as  these  prove  inval- 
uable to  the  girls. 
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Each  girl  in  the  advanced  class  must  complete  three  home- 
projects  during  the  year.  Last  year  some  of  the  projects  were: 
clothing  construction;  preparation  of  all  meals  for  1  week;  Clean- 
ing all  closets  in  the  home;  remodeling  a  bedroom;  doing  the  laun- 
dry for  3  weeks;  and  other  such  tasks. 

Orchestra 

The  basic  reason  for  having  an  orchestra  in  Howard  High 
School  is  to  'provide  an  opportunity  for  the  expression  of  talents 
and  skills.  Thus,  while  our  orchestra  lays  no  claim  to  perfection, 
the  members  enjoy  playing  together.  Simplified  versions  of  great 
compositions  acquaint  the  members  with  classic  and  semi-classical 
music.  Young  people,  however,  as  a  rule  enjoy  popular  music 
more;  and  since  professional  arrangements  are  too  intricate,  the 
faculty  sponsor  does  the  orchestration  of  all  the  popular  pieces 
in  the  repertoire.  The  orchestra  performs  at  various  school  func- 
tions, such  as  pep  rallies,  assemblies  and  graduation. 

Physical  Education  —  "A  sound  mind  in  a  sound  body" 
It  is  the  purpose  of  any  physical  education  program  in  a 
school  to  take  care  of  the  physical  development  of  all  of  its  pupils 
to  the  best  of  its  ability,  especially  those  who  do  not  participate 
in  sports  for  the  school.  It  is  necessary  to  make  this  majority 
feel  that  they  too  are  allowed  to  participate  in  games  against 
classmates  of  equal  ability  as  well  as  the  gifted  few  who  represent 
the  school  in  sports. 

All  the  pupils  in  the  school  are  examined  by  the  School  Phy- 
sician to  determine  their  physical  fitness  to  participate  in  the 
physical  education  program.  Some  can  take  the  full  course,  some 
only  limited  participation,  while  still  others  cannot  participate 
at  all  and  are  assigned  to  study  halls.  Those  who  participate  in 
a  limited  form  take  corrective  and  special  exercises. 

The  boys  and  girls  are  then  divided  into  classes  based  upon 
physical  ability,  age  groups,  and  school  programs.  These  classes 
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meet  twice  a  week  in  the  gymnasium.  A  typical  class  stresses 
calisthenics,  ranger  drills,  races,  and  other  types  of  exercises  that 
tend  to  build  up  strength,  agility,  coordination,  speed,  and  en- 
durance. Perfect  execution  of  these  drills  is  rewarded  by  games, 
dependent  on  the  season  and  weather  conditions.  This  allows 
everyone  to  participate  in  team  play  and  learn  the  fundamentals 
of  teamwork  so  necessary  in  life.  A  pupil  can  develop  skills  neces- 
sary to  participate  on  school  teams.  This  system  is  a  motivator 
for  good  work  in  all  phases  of  the  program.  A  varied  program 
stimulates  interest  and  feeling  of  being  a  part  of  a  well-planned 
program  of  the  school. 

Shop 

This  course  is  open  to  students  from  the  eighth  to  the  twelfth 
grades  and  is  held  in  the  basement  of  the  Center  School.  The 
course  is  a  popular  one  and  is  compulsory  for  grade  eight  but  an 
elective  for  upper  classmen.  Although  there  are  but  six  double 
benches  with  facilities  for  twelve  students,  such  is  the  popularity 
of  the  subject  that  most  classes  run  from  twenty  to  twenty-two 
students. 

The  shop,  like  most  other  manual  training  shops,  was  set  up 
primarily  for  woodworking  and  is  equipped  with  the  fundamental 
hand  tools  supplemented  by  a  scroll  saw,  a  ten-inch  circular  saw, 
a  six-inch  swing  lathe  and  an  eight-inch  circular  saw. 

Student  Council 

This  organization  is  growing  more  and  more  into  an  im- 
portant and  stragetic  position  in  the  life  of  the  school.  Accom- 
panying this  growth,  the  council  is  infinitely  more  active  in  plan- 
ning and  carrying  out  many  projects  and  has  accepted  more  res- 
ponsibilities in  a  drive  toward  a  more  democratic  institution.  The 
group  broadened  their  concepts  of  the  work  of  student  council 
and  profited  greatly  by  exchanges  of  ideas  through  attendance  at 
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Student  Council  Conferences  at  Rockland  and  Wellesley.  Among 
the  more  significant  projects  are  found  lunchroom  supervision, 
the  sponsoring  of  a  hospitality  committee  and  the  operation  of  a 
Student  Court.  Briefly,  the  first  project  is  purely  a  self-governing 
proposition  which  relieves  teachers  with  full  schedules  from  police 
duty;  the  second,  provides  a  means  for  extending  friendly  help  to 
new  students  and  visitors  and  to  assist  pupils  who  are  ill  and  who 
have  prolonged  absences  from  school;  the  third,  provides  an  ef- 
fective means  of  carrying  certain  projects  through  to  completion 
and  also  to  emphasize  that  everyone  must  assume  responsibility 
for  individual  actions. 

Visual  Education 

Visual  Education  was  established  as  a  separate  department 
during  the  1946-1947  school  year.  A  budget  was  established  in 
January  1947  for  the  purpose  of  securing  motion  pictures  for  use 
in  the  class  rooms  and  for  the  purchase  of  film  strips.  Twelve  new 
film  strips  produced  by  the  Society  for  Visual  Education  were 
purchased  early  in  the  year  as  a  neucleus  for  a  library  of  Visual 
Aids  to  be  available  to  all  members  of  the  Faculty  of  the  High 
School.  In  addition,  six  film  strips  were  already  on  hand.  One 
strip  covering  the  development  of  railroads  was  obtained  without 
charge  from  the  Association  of  American  Railroads.  In  June 
the  graduating  class  presented  the  school  with  four  additional 
strips  designed  for  use  in  the  United  States  History  courses. 

Numerous  sound  motion  pictures  were  procured  between 
January  and  June  for  use  in  nearly  all  of  the  subject  matter 
fields.  The  school  discontinued  use  of  a  single  source  of  motion 
pictures  and  booked  pertinent  films  from  several  sources.  This 
practice  seemed  to  provide  a  more  varied  program.  Castle  Films, 
Inc.,  supplied  many  free  films,  these  being  largely  applicable  to 
Household  Arts  and  the  Shop  courses.  Several  films  of  general  in- 
terest were  shown  in  assemblies  under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
Operator's  Club  and  the  Guidance  Department. 
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A  shortage  in  the  Visual  Education  budget  has  forced  some 
curtailment  of  motion  picture  usage  during  the  Fall  term  of  1947. 
Several  films  have  been  booked  for  use  in  connection  with  the 
Guidance  program  and  the  Social  Studies  Department  has  used 
five  films  during  this  period.  Use  of  the  Film  Strip  Library  has 
been  quite  extensive  during  the  several  months  since  the  opening 
of  the  school  year.  It  is  planned  to  enlarge  this  library  further 
by  the  completion  of  several  integrated  sets  of  film  strips  as  well 
as  the  addition  of  a  few  separate  strips.  These  film  strips  have 
greater  instructional  value  than  do  the  motion  pictures  since  they 
are  readily  available  for  instructional  use  and  may  be  thoroughly 
integrated  with  the  subject  matter  of  a  course  of  study. 

Clubs 

The  club  program  was  organized  to  enrich  the  educational 
experiences  of  the  pupils  in  the  school  and  to  achieve  results  not 
readily  available  in  the  atmosphere  of  the  more  formal  classroom. 
Among  the  major  objectives  of  this  program  are  (1)  the  widen- 
ing and  deepening  of  student  interests,  (2)  the  development  of 
desirable  social  attitudes,  ideals,  and  habits  and  (3)  the  enrich- 
ment of  classroom  work. 

The  clubs  are  regularly  scheduled  in  school  time,  some  of 
them  meeting  every  week  while  others  meet  every  other  week. 
The  frequency  of  these  meetings  depend  largely  upon  both  tea- 
cher's and  pupil's  activity  loads,  the  interests  of  the  group,  and 
the  amount  of  work  to  be  achieved. 

The  clubs  functioning  during  the  past  year  are: 

Aeronautics  Nature 

Auto  Driver's  Operator's 

Boy's  Cooking  Pep 

Camera  Personality 

Dramatic  Personal  Typewriting 

English  Activities  Printing 

Music  Sewing 
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Special  Activities 

Classes  and  individual  pupils  of  the  school  have  enriched 
and  developed  their  educational  experiences  through  participa- 
tion in  activities  of  a  special  nature.  These  activities  include  the 
American  Legion  State-Wide  Oratorical  Contest,  the  Tri-Town 
Prize  Speaking  Contest,  the  High  School  Town  Meeting  of  the 
Air,  the  Founders'  Day  Essay  Contest,  the  Edison  Essay  Contest 
and  the  Annual  Magazine  Drive. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  everyone  who  has  worked 
with  me  in  the  difficult  and  important  task  of  administering  to 
the  educational  needs  of  the  pupils  within  school.

Dear  Mr.  Lord: 

Each  year  at  the  Center  School  we  hope  to  raise  funds  for 
some  worthwhile  cause.  This  year  we  conducted  a  magazine  drive 
which  was  very  successful.  The  purpose  of  the  drive  was  to  earn 
money  with  which  we  could  buy  athletic  equipment.  Our  attempt 
was  very  successful  and  each  grade  was  provided  with  some  play- 
ground equipment.  The  problems  on  the  playground  were  min- 
imized and  the  playground  program  became  more  extensive. 

In  the  spring  we  hope  to  have  a  musical  program  at  the  town 
hall.  The  proceeds  of  this  entertainment  will  be  spent  in  build- 
ing up  a  film  and  record  library.  This  equipment  is  an  integral 
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part  of  a  school  program  now  that  the  importance  of  audio-visual 
aids  is  realized. 

An  evening  entertainment  which  was  scheduled  by  the  Gen- 
eral P.T.A.  was  prepared  but  the  prevalence  of  sickness  prevented 
us  from  conducting  the  program.  In  place  of  this  program  an 
afternoon  program  was  given  in  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 
From  this  program  we  learned  that  there  was  need  for  more  as- 
sembly programs  for  the  children.  This  part  of  their  training  is 
lacking  because  of  inadequate  facilities. 

The  last  entertainment  held  at  the  town  hall  was  our  Christ- 
mas program.  Each  grade  participated  and  every  child  possible 
was  given  an  opportunity  to  appear  before  the  group.  There  was 
evidence  of  great  improvement  in  general  behavior.  Parents  were 
guests  at  this  entertainment  and  also  at  others  which  have  been 
given. 

The  Center  School  pupils  participated  in  the  Art  Contest 
sponsored  by  the  Jerusalem  P.T.A.  Each  child  entered  a  poster 
and  several  prizes  were  awarded  to  this  school.  I  wish  to  con- 
gratulate the  Jerusalem  P.T.A.  for  sponsoring  such  a  worthwhile 
event. 

Due  to  the  transfer  of  the  seventh  grade  to  the  high  school, 
the  long-awaited  change  was  made  possible.  I  am  referring  to  the 
separation  of  the  first  and  second  grades.  Activities  which  are  so 
important  in  those  grades  are  now  carried  on  successfully. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  stress  the  need  for 
the  Child  Welfare  Services  in  our  schools.  This  agency  has  been 
most  helpful  to  teachers,  parents,  and  pupils  in  solving  problems. 
I  sincerely  hope  that  this  agency  will  be  able  to  continue  the  good 
work  being  done  in  West  Bridgewater. 

This  year  the  number  of  pupils  from  our  schools  admitted 
to  the  Reading  Clinic  in  Brockton  has  been  reduced.  The  need 
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for  a  Remedial  Reading  teacher  is  felt  even  more  because  of  this. 
Such  a  teacher  would  be  able  to  give  valuable  aid  to  teachers  and 
pupils  alike. 

In  closing,  I  should  like  to  say  that  this  year  has  been  a  suc- 
cessful and  enjoyable  one  because  of  the  excellent  cooperation  on 
the  part  of  the  teachers.

Dear  Mr.  Lord: 

Nineteen  forty  seven  closes  another  pleasant  and  successful 
year  both  academically  and  socially  at  the  Sunset  Avenue  School. 

Our  aim  is  to  deal  with  the  individual  child  and  to  coordin- 
ate his  social  life  and  his  academic  work  to  develop  a  well  rounded 
personality  and  thereby  prepare  the  child  for  good  citizenship. 

Much  of  our  success  in  remedial  reading  is  due  to  the  earnest 
effort  and  interest  of  Mrs.  Blanchard  and  Mrs.  Horrigan.  Many 
pupils,  who  heretofore  had  difficulties  in  this  subject  are  showing 
marked  interest  and  progress.  Libraries  for  supplementary  read- 
ing have  been  installed  in  each  room,  and  this  has  promoted 
interest  in  reading. 

Our  social  life  this  year  has  included  a  variety  of  activities 
by  which  recreation  and  opportunity  for  developing  talents  are 
provided.  By  means  of  these  activities,  each  pupil's  character, 
self-confidence  and  poise  are  developed. 
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As  in  the  past,  assemblies  are  held  once  each  month  and  here 
pupils  are  given  a  chance  to  exercise  leadership  as  each  room,  in 
turn,  is  responsible  for  a  program  but  with  the  increased  enroll- 
ment we  find  ourselves  cramped  for  room  at  our  assemblies. 

A  newly  organized  boys'  chorus  for  boys  from  nine  to  twelve 
years  old  is  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Horrigan.  Soft  ball  and 
folk  dancing  in  the  lower  grades  are  taught  by  Mrs.  Blanchard 
and  Mrs.  Garvey. 

We  intend  to  organize  and  build  up  an  orchestra  in  the  near 
future  as  a  result  of  instrumental  music  taught  at  the  school 
Friday  afternoons. 

The  Girls'  Citizenship  Club  from  grades  six  and  seven  took 
charge  of  providing  non-profit  hot  lunches  last  winter  and  spring. 
Parents  furnished  much  of  the  materials  and  utensils  used  but 
here  again  we  were  handicapped  for  room  and  means  of  cooking. 
The  Lions'  Club  of  West  Bridgewater  came  to  our  rescue  and  had 
a  gas  range  installed  in  the  basement  of  the  school  and  for  this  we 
are  very  grateful.  We  hope  that  in  the  near  future  we  will  be  able 
to  fix  up  a  kitchen  and  again  serve  lunches  but  another  problem 
confronts  us.  Pupils  must  be  supervised  when  preparing  lunches 
and  no  teacher  can  take  time  from  classes  under  the  present 
crowded  conditions. 

When  school  opened  in  September,  the  pupil  load  per  teacher 
was  fairly  well  distributed  although  each  teacher  had  two  grades. 
Now  it  has  been  necessary  to  divide  grade  four  between  two 
teachers  because  of  the  number  of  new  pupils  which  have  entered 
from  other  towns.  The  housing  of  pupils  next  year  seems  to  be 
an  unsolved  problem  as  grades  three  and  four  will  have  about 
thirty  pupils  each.  If  the  other  grades  continue  to  enlarge,  there 
will  not  be  room  to  even  seat  them,  say  nothing  of  teaching  them. 
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We  are  fortunate  in  having  such  cooperative  experienced 
teachers  and  to  them  we  owe  our  success.

Fifty  children  began  their  school  activities  at  the  Cochesett 
School.  Some  of  the  children  in  the  third  grade  had  lost  many 
days  of  school  because  of  the  diphtheria  epidemic.  Eight  children 
were  left  in  the  primary  room,  with  the  hope  that  review  work 
would  bring  them  up  to  the  third  grade  standard.  Two  children 
quickly  made  the  adjustment  and  they  have  gone  up  to  the 
third  grade.  Others  are  making  progress  within  their  mental  levels. 

We  keep  a  close  watch  on  the  health  of  our  children.  Daily 
checks  are  made.  We  appreciate  the  help  of  Mrs.  Hewitt.  Through 
visits  to  the  homes  made  by  her,  we  have  gained  the  help  of  the 
parents.  These  contacts  have  benefited  us  and  the  children. 

A  quiet  time  for  children  to  learn  to  listen  to  the  beauty  of 
instrumental  music  is  enjoyed  each  Friday  morning  from  nine- 
fifteen  to  nine-thirty  over  W.B.Z. 

Our  days  are  full.  We  have  two  definite  aims: 

1.    To  teach  the  children  to  grow  in  the  mastery  of  the 
tools  of  learning. 
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2.  To  teach  the  children  to  grow  in  appreciation  of  the 
blessings  and  advantages  of  the  home,  the  school  and 
their  country.

Dear  Mr.  Lord: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  on  the  music  work  done  in  the 
schools  of  West  Bridgewater  for  the  year  1947. 

The  High  School  choral  group  was  smaller  than  in  previous 
years  but  showed  a  more  marked  appreciation  of  the  better  type 
of  music.  We  did  considerable  work  in  the  STANDARD  SONG 
CLASSICS,  a  collection  of  songs  from  the  great  masters.  The 
chorus  listened  to  a  few  record  selections  by  present  day  artists 
and  heard  the  opera  story  of  SAMSON  AND  DELILAH  with  a 
view  to  understanding  the  aria  MY  HEART  AT  THY  DEAR 
VOICE  which  the  class  was  learning. 

In  the  grade  schools  the  course  of  music  study  was  followed 
and  in  most  cases  a  steady  growth  was  noted.  Changes  in  the 
reaching  personnel  of  some  of  the  grades  naturally  affected  pro- 
gress in  the  music.  The  upper  classes  at  the  Center  School  suf- 
fered very  materially  in  accomplishment  when  they  were  operat- 
ing on  the  departmental  program  and  when  the  time  allowed  for 
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music  was  decreased  to  one  lesson  in  two  weeks  as  was  the  case 
with  the  7th  grade,  the  present  8th  grade.  The  pupils  became 
disinterested,  lost  much  in  the  mastery  of  technical  problems.  The 
present  7th  grade  lost  much  and  although  it  was  through  no  fault 
of  theirs  they  are  behind  the  present  6th  just  now.  The  group  of 
boys  in  this  class  are  good  singers  and  willing  workers  and  could 
have  realized  very  creditable  results  had  they  been  given  the 
opportunity. 

The  6th  grade  at  the  Center  is  doing  very  fine  artistic  sing- 
ing in  three  part  songs  and  made  marked  advancement  from  Sep- 
tember to  December.  The  2nd  grade  is  an  unusually  bright  group 
in  music.  They  received  a  very  thorough  training  in  the  funda- 
mentals in  the  1st  grade  and  acquired  the  habit  of  learning  to 
listen  and  then  to  do.  This  grade  has  many  outstanding  leaders 
and  the  supervisor  has  enjoyed  testing  and  comparing  with  other 
children  of  the  same  year  and  even  a  year  ahead.  According  to 
the  teacher  these  children  "love"  their  music  and  just  "eat  it  up." 

There  is  something  radically  wrong  some  where  when  a  class 
dislikes  music  time.  Likewise  there  is  something  very  gratifying 
and  revealing  when  a  little  child  expresses  his  liking  for  a  song  by 
saying,  "I'd  like  to  kiss  it." 

The  music  work  in  the  smaller  outside  schools  is  in  capable 
hands  at  the  present  time.  There  is  a  sincere  intent  to  follow 
instructions  and  to  cooperate  with  the  supervisor. 

Music  at  the  Sunset  Avenue  School  has  always  been  enjoyed 
by  the  pupils.  There  never  has  been  difficulty  to  get  them  to 
sing  either  in  groups  or  individually,  and  the  younger  children 
delight  in  action  songs  and  in  playing  the  rhythm  band. 

Changes  in  the  teaching  staff  of  this  building  beginning  with 
the  opening  of  school  in  September  did  not  retard  the  work.  For 
a  while  the  lack  of  a  sufficient  number  of  books  in  the  4th  and  5th

grades  room  made  the  situation  awkward  but  it  was  handled 
efficiently  and  the  class  is  doing  good  work. 

During  the  year  the  supervisor  played  recordings  of  music 
stories  and  other  selections  for  the  mere  art  of  listening  and  ap- 
preciating. 

May  I  quote  in  closing,  "Great  music  moves  freely  through 
time  and  space.  It  stops  for  no  boundary  lines,  meets  with  no 
language  barriers  music  comes  close  to  being  an  interna- 
tional language,  expressing  through  the  centuries  man's  sorrow 
and  his  joy.  And  now,  when  so  many  millions  are  groping  for 
that  sense  of  human  identity  which  might  draw  the  peoples  of 
the  world  closer  together,  music  provides  one  of  the  distinctive 
answers."

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL'  NURSE 


Mr.  Arthur  B.  Lord,  Jr.

Dear  Mr.  Lord: 

School  Physician,  Dr.  Joseph  F.  Calitri,  completed  physicial 
examinations  of  the  student  body.  About  one-half  of  the  students 
at  present  have  defective  teeth.  125  notices  were  sent  for  defec- 
tive tonsil  and  adenoids.  The  expense  of  a  tonsilectomy  has  ad- 
vanced so  that  it  is  almost  prohibitive  for  the  average  family 
which  is  a  good  reason  to  establish  better  hygenic  living,  better 
nutrition  and  better  dental  habits.

At  times  skin  eruptions  were  numerous.  Follow  up  at  homes 
to  secure  proper  treatment  and  minimize  loss  of  time  out  of  school 
was  part  of  the  nurse's  work.  15  cases  of  impetigo  were  reported, 
scabies  and  ring-worm  were  also  present. 

Every  fourth  year  a  clinic  for  finding  possible  tubercular 
cases  is  conducted  at  the  High  School  by  the  Plymouth  County 
Hospital  Staff.  135  received  the  skin  test — "22  positive  reactors 
were  then  chest  X-Rayed  including  3  teachers,  results  were  neg- 
ative. There  is  a  total  of  9  follow-up  cases  which  receive  an  annual 
checkup. 

The  State  Department  of  Health  loaned  their  audiometer  for 
ear  tests.  It  is  very  difficult  to  include  the  first  grade  as  they 
haven't  learned  their  numbers.  None,  however,  showed  a  hearing 
loss  that  needed  treatment. 

Eyes  were  examined  Ly  teachers.  Parents  were  notified  of 
^defects.  Advice  of  specialist  was  secured  and  glasses  furnished 
by  parents,  totaling  8  children. 

All  children  were  weighed  and  measured.  Feet  and  heads 
were  examined.  4  found  with  pediculi  were  excluded  from  school 
for  proper  treatment. 

The  Taunton  Travel  Clinic  examined  10  children  making 
recommendations  for  future  training.  The  Child  Guidance  Clinic 
at  Brockton  is  very  helpful  for  speech  therapy  and  remedial  read- 
ing. There  are  6  children  unable  to  attend  regular  school. 

There  was  a  diphtheria  scare  in  Cochesett  School  in  January. 
Cultures  proved  there  were  3  positive  carriers  of  Klebs  Loeffler 
Bacillus.  Your  Board  of  Health  opened  a  clinic  where  186  child- 
ren were  given  booster  shots  of  Toxoid.  27  were  immunized  at 
the  regular  clinic.  Many  others  were  treated  privately.  150 
cultures  were  sent  to  the  State  Department  of  Health  at  various 
times.  By  being  alert  the  danger  of  an  epidemic  was  minimized. 
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For  some  time  we  have  felt  the  need  of  a  Health  Council  to 
promote  interest  and  information  of  our  children's  needs.  Mr. 
Lord  called  a  meeting  and  various  organizations  chose  a  repre- 
sentative to  be  present.  Principals  from  two  of  the  schools  with 
the  help  of  their  teachers  compiled  a  booklet  of  information  for 
parents  whose  children  are  entering  school.  Another  important 
subject  was  a  dentaj  clinic.  Dr.  Chisholm,  of  Brockton,  has  con- 
sented to  treat  children  recommended  by  our  committee.  Trans- 
portation to  the  dentist's  office  is  a  problem.  Your  nurse  has  been 
doing  other  chores.  So  far  6  half  days  spent,  20  children  treated. 
It  will  take  five  years  before  you  can  see  results. 

A  Well  Child  Conference  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall.  The 
Staff  consisted  of  Miss  Janice  Rofuse,  M.D.,  Pediatrist;  Alice 
Turner,  nutritionist;  Marcia  Brooks,  Dental  Hygienist;  assisted 
by  Mrs.  Clara  Mahoney,  R.N.;  and  your  school  nurse. 

60  Children  were  examined,  11  of  whom  entered  school. 
14  needed  remedial  dental  care  at  once. 
12  have  nose  and  throat  defects. 
5  had  hernia. 

30  only  were  immunized  against  diphtheria  and  11  were 
vaccinated. 

Many  had  bad  eating  habits.  Young  mothers  seemed  de- 
lighted to  receive  the  advice  of  the  pediatrist  and  nutritionist.  A 
very  instructive  program. 

Also,  one  child  was  sent  to  Plymouth  Co.  Health  Camp  for 
8  weeks.  Mrs.  Sherman,  your  social  service  worker,  and  myself 
consulted  about  cases  also  contacted  other  agencies  which  bene- 
fited our  cause. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  every  one  for  their  co-operation.

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FINANCE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


As  with  other  communities  the  cost  of  maintaining  our  ser- 
vices to  the  Townspeople  becomes  greater.  In  spite  of  efficient 
management,  nation-wide  trends  combine  to  increase  our  burden 
of  support. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Finance  Committee,  the  funds  specified  in 
Article  9  should  be  taken  from  the  general  highway  appropriation. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Finance  Committee,  Article  11  should 
have  been  included  in  the  regular  school  budget.  Salary  increases  in 
the  school  department  do  not  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Fi- 
nance Committee.  It  is  recommended  that  the  funds  in  Article 
12  be  taken  from  the  1948  school  appropriation. 

The  construction  of  a  sidewalk  under  Article  19  is  not  recom- 
mended, as  the  proposed  site  is  state  property. 

Article  20,  for  hard-surfacing  Progressive  Avenue,  is  not  rec- 
ommended, since  the  construction  requested  is  already  planned 
under  the  regular  highway  program. 

If  our  recommendations  are  followed,  a  tax  rate  of  $44.90 
is  anticipated. 

A  table  of  estimates  by  departments,  amounts  recommended 
by  this  committee  and  report  of  recommendations  on  articles  ap- 
pearing in  the  town  warrant  appear  on  the  following  pages. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  assisted  us  in  our  work  this 
year.

Article  1.  To  choose  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year 
not  elected  on  the  Official  Ballot. 

Article  2.    To  hear  the  reports  of  all  Town  Officers  and 

Committees  and  act  thereon. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Town  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the 
financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1947,  and  to  issue  a  note  or 
notes  therefor,  payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  any  note 
or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year  in 
accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

Article  3.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  such  author- 
ization.

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REPORT  OF 
BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


During  the  past  year  the  condition  regarding  Health  in  the 
Town  has  been  remarkably  good.  There  have  been  no  serious 
contagious  diseases  of  any  great  number  and  those  reported  were 
properly  cared  for. 

Diseases  reported  were  as  follows: 


This  list  though  representative  is  by  no  means  complete, 
because  of  the  laxity  of  certain  physicians  and  the  negligence  of 
some  parents  in  reporting  cases.  So  we  wish  to  call  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Public  the  Law  requiring  that  certain  diseases  be  re- 
ported under  penalty  of  fine.  Therefore  it  is  the  duty  of  everyone 
tc  acquaint  himself  with  the  reportable  diseases. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  we  did  not  have  a  single  case  of 
diphtheria  reported  in  Town  last  year,  but  the  State  Board  of 
Health  report  says  that  a  great  number  of  diphtheria  cases  were 
reported  through-out  the  State,  with  some  deaths.  So  the  local 
board  of  health  feels  that  the  parents  of  children  should  be  warned 
again  to  have  their  children  immunized.  Records  and  statistics 
reveal  that  not  a  single  death  from  the  disease  has  occurred  when 
the  child  has  been  inoculated.  Therefore  see  to  it  that  your  child 
is  inoculated  for  diphtheria  either  by  your  family  physician  or 
bring  your  child  to  the  diphtheria  clinic  which  will  be  held  in

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April  of  this  year.  Children  from  six  months  to  10  years  of  age 
inclusive  are  eligible  and  parents  are  urged  to  take  advantage  of 
this  free  service. 

Two  homes  where  state  children  are  boarding  were  inspected 
in  regards  to  the  sanitary  conditions  and  environment,  and  both 
were  found  to  be  in  accord  with  the  requirements  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health. 

The  Diphtheria  Clinic  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall  in  April 
and  May  of  this  year,  under  the  direction  and  cooperation  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  and  assisted  by  Mrs.  Lillian  Hewitt,  School 
Nurse,  I  gave  three  inoculations,  three  weeks  apart,  of  Diphtheria 
Toxoid,  to  eighty-two  children;  the  results  were  very  satisfactory.

CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICES 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

1948 


During  1948,  33  new  cases  were  referred  to  the  children's 
worker  and  9  were  reopened.  Together  with  the  52  carried  over 
from  1947,  this  made  a  total  of  94  cases  active  during  the  year. 
Of  this  number,  56  were  West  Bridgewater  families.  The  others 
were  in  nearby  towns. 
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These  were  referred  by: 
School  personnel. 
Departments  of  Public  Welfare. 
Personal  applications. 
Boards  of  Health. 
A  Town  Clerk. 
A  Public  Health  Nurse. 
A  Juvenile  Probation  Officer. 
The  Brockton  S.P.C.C. 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health. 
Interested  Individuals. 

Reasons  for  referring: 

Poor  adjustments  of  children  to  social,  school  and  family 
life. 

Speech  defects. 
Reading  disabilities. 
Poor  eating  habits. 

Physically  and  mentally  handicapped,  and  emotionally  dis- 
turbed youngsters. 

Family  problems,  including  marital  counseling,  requested 

budgetary  guidance  and  faulty  parent-child  relationships. 

Camp  placements  requested. 

Help  requested  to  secure  furniture  and  clothing. 

Vocational  maladjustments  which  were  seriously  affecting 
family  relationships. 

Other  agencies  consulted  included  many  Boston  agencies  as 
well  as  those  of  West  Bridgewater  and  nearby  cities  and  towns. 
State  institutions  were  visited  and  their  services  were  utilized. 

The  average  monthly  case  load  for  1948  was  56  families,  and 
105  children.  During  the  year,  387  visits  were  made  to  homes  and 
449  visits  were  made  on  behalf  of  clients.  Telephone  calls,  in  and 
out,  totalled  988.  Letters,  in  and  out,  totalled  472. 
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During  1948  it  has  become  increasingly  apparent  that  town 
money  would  have  to  be  appropriated  if  the  townspeople  were  to 
continue  to  have  this  service  for  their  children.  Since  1943,  Child 
Welfare  Services  has  been  used  by  West  Bridgewater  and  has  been 
entirely  supported  by  federal  funds  as  the  unit  was  started  during 
the  war.  At  that  time  "areas  of  special  need"  could  receive  the 
service  without  contributing  financially.  The  presence  of  war 
industries  in  nearby  towns  and  the  fact  that  many  mothers  of 
small  children  were  employed  in  these  plants,  made  West  Bridge- 
water  and  surrounding  towns  such  an  "area."  Other  Child  Wel- 
fare Services  units  were  financed  by  federal  and  local  funds  from 
the  beginning.  The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  has  agreed  to  insert 
an  article  in  the  warrant  requesting  $500  from  the  town  to  be 
applied  to  the  cost  of  the  unit  for  1949.  As  West  Bridgewater  is 
the  only  town  in  the  unit  which  has  a  formal  agreement  with  the 
state  department  of  public  welfare  for  Child  Welfare  Services,  and 
receives  more  than  half  of  the  time  of  the  social  worker,  the  other 
towns  are  not  being  approached  now. 

The  office  is  at  the  Town  Hall,  on  the  second  floor,  and  your 
children's  worker  would  be  glad  to  discuss  the  program  if  there 
are  questions  that  occur  to  you. 

The  people  with  whom  I  come  in  contact  have  continued  to 
be  most  helpful  and  cooperative.  I  would  like  to  take  this  oppor- 
tunity to  let  them  know  that  I  am  appreciative.

REPORT  OF 
THE  WATER  DEPARTMENT 


During  the  year  1948,  the  Water  Department  work  consisted 
mostly  of  new  services  for  new  construction  and  renewing  some 
services  where  badly  clogged  pipes  existed. 

There  are  still  a  great  number  of  old  service  pipes  to  be  re- 
newed in  the  next  few  years.  Most  of  the  old  services  are  galvan- 
ized pipes  and  in  some  places  are  partly  clogged  with  rust. 

The  Department  has  for  many  years  installed  copper  tubing 
services  which  makes  a  permanent  and  satisfactory  job  giving  a 
free  flow  of  water  at  all  times  and  unless  broken  will  last  a  great 
many  years. 

There  seems  to  be  no  indication  that  costs  of  materials  and 
equipment  will  be  reduced  during  the  coming  year.  A  great  deal 
of  new  construction  of  houses  is  expected  in  town  again  next  year. 

This  year  the  Department  has  installed  forty  six  (46)  new 
service  pipes  and  also  renewed  forty  five  (45)  old  service  pipes 
with  copper. 

Considerable  work  has  been  done  on  West  Center  Street  on 
the  new  road  construction  such  as  new  service  pipes  under  new 
road,  moving  hydrants  to  new  locations,  lowering  water  mains, 
and  altering  gate  valves  and  boxes  to  suit  new  grade  of  road.  Also 
new  one  and  one  half  inch  (lVi")  galvanized  service  main  has  been 
installed  on  Willow  Street  replacing  the  old  one  inch  (1")  main 
which  was  badly  plugged. 

The  usual  work  of  repairing  leaks  on  mains,  services,  hydrants, 
and  maintaining  old  lines  was  carried  on. 
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The  equipment  of  the  Department  remains  in  good  condition 
and  at  the  close  of  the  year  there  is  a  small  supply  of  material  and 
tools  on  hand.

REPORT  OF 
THE  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 


Since  the  last  report  of  the  Commissioners  we  have  been  giv- 
ing much  time  and  study  to  the  new  water  system  which  is  being 
installed  in  this  town.  We  have  the  work  progressing  at  the  present 
time  under  the  supervision  of  Whitman-Howard  Engineers  of 
Boston.  Work  has  been  progressing  very  satisfactory.  We  have 
had  a  few  delays  due  to  material  and  weather  conditions  but  with 
good  luck  we  should  be  able  to  turn  on  the  new  system  on  or 
before  June  15,  1949.  The  greatest  delay  at  the  present  time  is 
the  erection  of  the  standpipe  on  Sunset  Ave.  We  have  been 
informed  that  shipment  will  be  in  February  or  the  first  of  March. 
This  system  to  install,  must  take  in  numerous  contractors  for 
material  and  labor.  To  give  the  people  of  this  town  a  general  idea 
of  the  work  and  time  put  in  by  us  we  are  listing  the  different  con- 
tracts to  show  the  taxpayers  where  the  $209,000.00  which  was  ap- 
propriated at  the  special  meeting  of  November  24,  1947  was  spent. 

Contract  for  laying  mains  was  awarded  to  John  Williams 
Construction  Co.  of  Boston  for  the  amount  of  $46,290.  This  was 
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the  lowest  bidder  at  the  opening  of  the  bids  in  Town  Hall  on 
August  9,  1948.  This  bid  was  for  laying  mains,  connecting  hydrants, 
home  services  and  foundation  of  stand-pipe.  All  pipe  has  been 
installed,  hydrants  connected  and  they  are  in  the  process  of  con- 
necting house  services  when  weather  permits.  All  new  lines  have 
been  tested  and  passed  by  State  test  and  could  be  used  at  the 
present  time  in  case  of  fire. 

Pipe  contract  was  awarded  to  Warren  Pipe  Co.  of  Mass.  This 
contract  called  for  the  following: 

Approx.  500  ft.  10"  Cement  lined  pipe  @  $3.47  per  ft. 
Approx.  23,000  ft.  8"  Cement  lined  pipe  @  $2.59  per  ft. 
Approx.    5,500  ft.   6"  Cement  lined  pipe  @  $1.81  per  ft. 

All  pipe  was  tested  by  our  inspector  before  shipment  was 
started  from  the  factory. 

All  fittings  for  pipe  lines  were  purchased  from  The  Builders 
Co.  of  Providence,  R.I.  Fitting  contract  called  for  pounds  of  cast 
iron,  on  account  of  so  many  different  kinds  of  fittings  to  be  used. 
We  contracted  for  37,000  lbs.  of  material  on  a  sliding  scale  of 
prices  for  different  fittings. 

All  valves  were  purchased  from  the  Ludlow  Valve  Co.  There 
were  58  valves  contracted  for  as  following: 

1  10"  Ludlow  Hub  end  gate  @  $91.65  each 
17    8"  Ludlow  Hub  end  gate  @  $54.85  each 
40   6"  Ludlow  Hub  end  gate  @  $35.45  each 
All  these  valves  are  standard  make. 

We  also  purchased  all  valve  boxes  from  the  Ludlow  people 
with  the  prices  ranging  from  $11.15  to  $11.20  per  valve  box. 

All  hydrants  were  purchased  from  Rensselaer  Valve  Co.  34 
Hydrants  were  purchased  at  $120.40  each.  We  believe  this  is  the 
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best  hydrant  on  the  market  at  this  time.  It  is  quick  action,  full 
flow  and  should  prove  very  satisfactory  in  case  of  fire  where  a  large 
amount  of  water  is  wanted. 

The  stand  pipe  was  purchased  from  Chicago  Bridge  and  Iron 
Works  for  $34,500.  This  is  a  steel  tank  with  concrete  foundation, 
114  ft.  11"  high,  28  ft.  dia.  with  a  capacity  of  520,000  gallons  of 
water  and  should  be  completed  on  or  about  June  15,  1949. 

The  pumping  station  was  awarded  to  L.  J.  Reardon  Co.  of 
Norwood,  Mass.  for  $7,861.00.  In  this  station  we  believe  the 
town  has  one  of  the  most  modern  stations  in  the  state  and  feel 
that  the  town  was  very  fortunate  to  get  a  building  of  this  kind  at 
such  a  price.  Building  is  now  about  95%  completed. 

Pumping  equipment  contract  was  awarded  to  Ralph  P.  Hall, 
Inc.,  of  Boston  for  $13,740.00.  This  contract  is  for  all  pumps, 
tanks,  motors,  switch  boards  and  connecting  of  same  in  the  pump- 
ing station.  Pumps  are  being  installed  at  present  time. 

Drilling  of  wells  was  awarded  to  Edward  F.  Hughes,  Inc.,  of 
Boston  for  $2,995.00.  This  contract  called  for  the  drilling  of  32 
wells  to  be  used  for  the  new  system.  The  contract  for  connecting 
the  suction  lines  from  the  wells  was  awarded  to  the  same  company. 
All  of  these  wells  are  connected  to  a  main  suction  line  and  can  be 
shut  off  individually  at  any  time  if  anything  happens  to  any  well. 

We  are  most  appreciative  of  the  co-operation  given  by  the 
town  officials,  committees  and  others  during  the  past  year.  We 
also  invite  any  one  interested  in  the  new  system  to  visit  us  at  our 
new  station  at  any  time.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  Report  for  the  year  1948. 

In  the  past  year  we  have  found  the  gypsy  moth  infestation 
greater  in  the  wooded  sections  of  the  town  over  the  previous  year, 
while  the  residential  sections  and  along  the  highways  showed  a 
marked  decrease. 

The  elm  beetle  is  on  a  steady  increase  in  all  of  New  England 
and  for  that  reason  we  felt  it  advisable  to  make  two  sprayings. 

As  Tree  Warden,  we  have  taken  down  many  old  dead  trees 
that  were  a  menace,  as  well  as  broken  limbs  and  trimming,  we  plan 
tc  set  out  many  new  trees  in  the  coming  year. 

After  a  careful  inspection  of  the  elm  trees  throughout  the 
town  we  found  no  evidence  of  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease.

In  performing  its  duties  the  Fire  Department  has  traveled 
532  miles,  operated  pumps  at  fires  for  37%  hours,  has  laid  12,900 
feet  of  booster  hose,  1520  feet  of  W2"  hose,  and  1950  feet  of  IVi" 
hose,  also  raised  a  total  of  850  feet  of  ladders. 

Board  of  Fire  Preventions  Regulations 
Rules  and  Regulations  of  Department  of  Public  Safety 
Chapter  148  —  Section  10 

No  oil  burner  of  any  type  shall  be  installed  without  first  filing 
an  application  for  permit  to  the  head  of  the  Fire  Department. 

It  is  required  by  law  that  any  installation  or  alteration  of  fuel 
oil  burners  of  any  type  shall  not  be  made  by  any  person  or  firm 
unless  in  possession  of  a  Certificate  of  Competency. 
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After  installations  of  oil  burners  and  tanks,  a  completion 
certificate  must  be  filed  with  the  head  of  the  Fire  Department  for 
inspection  of  work. 

No  person  or  firm  shall  use  or  store  liquified  petroleum  gas, 
(known  as  Bottle  gas,)  used  for  cooking  purposes  without  first  filing 
an  application  and  obtaining  a  permit  from  the  head  of  the  Fire 
Department. 

INSPECTIONS 
Inspections  have  been  made  on  Schools,  rest  homes,  and 
public  buildings,  and  they  were  found  to  be  in  good  order.

Librarian's  Report 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Public  Library: 

The  past  year  has  been  a  busy  one,  and  our  circulation  shows 
an  increase  of  over  600,  the  highest  gain  being  juvenile  non-fiction. 
Our  contacts  with  the  schools,  including  Howard  Seminary,  have 
been  active,  with  a  gain  of  over  1,000  in  circulation.  Twenty-two 
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certificates  have  been  issued  to  elementary  pupils  who  have  read 
five  books  on  the  State  Reading  Lists  and  five  issued  for  twenty 
books  on  Honor  Certificates.  We  have  supplied  200  pictures  and 
maps  for  use  in  classrooms. 

In  keeping  with  the  growth  of  the  Town,  we  have  added  53 
new  names  to  our  list  of  patrons.

The  staff,  which  remains  the  same,  attended  the  meeting  of 
the  Old  Colony  Library  Club,  held  at  the  Holbrook  Public  Library. 

We  again  thank  our  Trustees  and  patrons  for  their  continued 
interest  in  our  welfare,  and  that  of  the  Library.

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REPORT  OF  PLYMOUTH  COUNTY 
AID  TO  AGRICULTURE 

(Plymouth  County  Extension  Service) 
1948 

The  Plymouth  County  Extension  Service  is  an  educational 
organization  jointly  promoted  by  the  County  of  Plymouth,  Uni- 
versity of  Massachusetts,  and  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture.  Agriculture,  Home-making,  and  4-H  Club  Work, 
make  up  the  three  departments  within  the  Extension  Service.  In 
addition  to  general  educational  programs  through  meetings,  cir- 
cular letters,  and  publicity  by  newspaper  and  radio,  individual 
visits  are  made  to  promote  rural  welfare,  particularly  as  it  is  af- 
fected by  agriculture. 

The  contribution  of  each  town  goes  directly  to  the  county 
treasury,  where  it  is  applied  to  the  County  Aid  to  Agriculture 
budget.  The  manner  in  which  the  Extension  Service  projects  are 
conducted  does  not  make  it  possible  to  segregate  these  funds  for 
town  use  exclusively.  However,  sums  much  in  excess  of  those 
appropriated  in  each  town  are  expended  through  direct  and  in- 
direct approach  to  many  town  problems. 

Furthermore,  the  Extension  Service,  realizing  its  obligation 
to  the  tax-paying  public,  takes  particular  care  in  making  plans 
so  that  every  town  has  equal  opportunity  to  participate  in  its 
programs. 

Guidance  of  the  Extension  Service  is  by  a  Board  of  nine 
Trustees  who  report  to  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners.  Each 
Department  has  an  Advisory  Council  represented  by  the  Agri- 
cultural Council,  the  Women's  Advisory  Council,  and  the  4-H 
Advisory  Committee.

ANNUAL  REPORT 
BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

West  Bridgewater,  Mass. 
January  1949 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  respectfully  presents  for  your  con- 
sideration the  reports  of  the  various  town  departments  and  com- 
mittees. 

The  Board  was  tendered  the  resignation  of  Daniel  A.  Pen- 
praese,  Highway  Superintendent,  due  to  continued  poor  health. 
"Dan"  served  the  town  very  capably  for  a  number  of  years  and 
the  Board  accepted  his  resignation  with  sincere  regret. 

Herbert  E.  Bryant  (Herb)  our  popular  Town  Clerk  who 
served  faithfully  in  that  capacity  for  years,  resigned  on  the  advice 
of  his  physician.  The  Board  very  regretfully  accepted  his  resigna- 
tion and  appointed  Herbert  S.  Gardner  to  be  acting  Town  Clerk 
until  the  March  election. 

Chapter  90  bids  for  construction  on  North  Elm  Street  for 
1948  were  received  too  late  to  complete  the  work  before  cold 
weather,  so  were  rejected.  With  State  approval,  the  1948  money 
will  be  held  to  use  with  the  1949  appropriation  to  complete  con- 
struction of  North  Elm  Street  to  Elm  Square. 

The  new  bridge  on  Scotland  Street  was  completed  during 
the  summer.  This  beautiful  bridge  is  of  reinforced  concrete  rest- 
ing on  piles.  The  piles  should  be  creosoted  below  high  water  mark 
every  ten  years.  The  contractor  estimates  that  if  this  is  done  they 
will  last  at  least  one  hundred  years.  The  piles  can  be  readily  re- 
placed when  they  become  unsafe. 
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A  number  of  new  houses  were  constructed  during  the  year 
and  this  trend  should  continue  throughout  the  next  year. 

We  sincerely  appreciate  the  cooperation  and  friendliness  of 
the  town  officials,  department  heads  and  towns  people  during  the 
year.

REPORT  OF 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS 


Clearing  ice  and  snow  from  the  streets  was  the  major  project 
of  the  highway  department  during  the  first  three  months  of  the 
year.  During  the  next  three  months,  we  black  patched  our  tarvia 
top  roads  and  scraped  and  gravel  patched  all  of  our  gravel  roads. 
During  the  summer  months,  we  repaired  and  painted  some  of  our 
fences,  cut  brush  on  the  sides  of  the  road  and  seal  coated  some  of 
the  streets  that  were  not  seal  coated  in  1947  including  Lincoln 
Street,  Spring  Street  and  Commonwealth  Avenue.  On  Walnut 
Street,  a  new  wire  fence  was  built  on  both  sides  of  the  river  for  a 
distance  of  600  ft. 

During  the  fall  and  early  part  of  the  winter,  we  did  much 
more  work  than  usual  due  to  the  mild  weather.  Copeland  Street 
was  retopped  with  mix  in  place  for  a  distance  of  4200  feet.  Bed- 
ford Street  was  also  built  for  a  distance  of  1300  feet  with  mix  in 
place.  Keenan  Street  was  resurfaced  with  mix  in  place  for  1200 
ft.  Manley  Street  was  given  a  penetration  coat  of  tar  and  gravel. 
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East  Center  Street  was  resurfaced  with  a  mixture  of  crushed  stone 
and  emulsion  for  600  feet  and  North  Elm  Street  received  the  same 
treatment  for  500  feet.  The  approaches  on  both  sides  of  the  new 
bridge  were  graveled  and  seal  coated  and  cement  posts  were 
erected  on  Skim  Milk  Bridge  on  Scotland  Street.  This  was  a 
Chapter  90  appropriation.  Much  work  was  done  on  Progressive 
Avenue  preparing  shoulders  and  putting  on  gravel  for  a  distance 
of  2500  feet.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1947,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made 
to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine,  Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1947,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  depart- 
ments receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or  committing 
bills  for  collection  were  examined  and  checked. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  town  accountant's  office  were 
examined.  The  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the  treas- 
urer's books  and  with  the  records  in  the  several  departments  col- 
lecting money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection.  The 
recorded  payments  were  checked  with  the  treasury  warrants  and 
with  the  disbursements  as  shown  by  the  treasurer's  books.  The 
appropriations,  loan  authorizations,  and  transfers  were  checked 
with  the  town  clerk's  records  of  financial  votes  passed  by  town 
meetings  and  with  the  finance  committee's  authorizations  of  trans- 
fers from  the  reserve  fund.  The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed, 
and  a  balance  sheet,  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town 
on  December  31,  1947,  was  prepared  and  is  appended  to  this 
report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  receipts  were  checked  with  the  records  of  the 
several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  other 
sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while 
the  payments  were  compared  with  the  selectmen's  warrants  author- 
izing the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds.  The  cash  balance  on 
January  31,  1948  was  verified  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances 
with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit.

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  in- 
vestment of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of  the 
treasurer  were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was  proved  and 
the  transfers  to  the  town  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  cash 
books. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  transfers  to  the  tax  title  account  were  compared 
with  the  collector's  records,  the  redemptions  and  sales  were  veri- 
fied, and  the  tax  titles  and  possessions  on  hand  were  reconciled 
with  the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  collector  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  tax,  motor  vehicle  and  trailer  excise,  and  water 
accounts  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination  and 
all  subsequent  commitment  lists  were  audited  and  compared  with 
the  warrants  for  their  collection.  The  payments  to  the  Treasurer 
were  verified,  the  abatements  were  checked  with  the  records  of 
abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
compared  with  the  respective  ledger  accounts. 

The  records  of  departmental  accounts  receivable  were  also 
examined  and  checked,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  the 
abatements  being  verified  and  the  outstanding  accounts  being 
listed  and  proved. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  further  verified  by  mailing 
notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the 
books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto 
indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  the  town  clerk  pertaining  to  dog  and  sporting 
licenses  issued  were  examined,  the  payments  to  the  State  and  the 
town  and  the  cash  on  hand  and  in  the  bank  being  verified. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  selectmen 
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were  examined  and  checked  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer 
were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  furnished  by  town  officials  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in 
proper  form. 

The  records  of  receipts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures 
and  of  the  library  department,  as  well  as  of  all  other  departments 
collecting  money  for  the  town,  were  examined  and  checked  and 
the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheet,  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  and  the 
collector's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  motor  vehicle  and  trailer 
excise,  tax  title,  departmental,  and  water  accounts,  as  well  as 
tables  showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust  and 
investment  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  the  town  officials  during 
the  audit  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to  ex- 
press appreciation.

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REPORT  OF  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 


The  Building  Committee  was  requested  at  a  Special  Town 
Meeting  to  make  a  study  of  advantages  of  a  regional  school.  As  a 
result  of  that  instruction  members  of  the  Bridgewater  and  West 
Bridgewater  Building  Committees  visited  regional  schools  in 
Connecticut  and  New  York.  This  group  was  given  every  oppor- 
tunity to  inspect  the  schools  and  also  talk  with  superintendent 
and  pupils.  They  were  very  favorably  impressed  and  reported  the 
following  findings: 

1.  The  Regional  school  offers  courses  to  meet  the  needs  of 
every  pupil.  In  addition  to  academic  studies  it  offers  courses  in 
agriculture,  woodwork,  printing,  sheet  metal,  auto  mechanics,  art, 
domestic  science,  music  and  sports. 

2.  Better  preparation  for  college  entrance. 

3.  The  instructors  were  specialists  in  their  particular  field. 

4.  No  teacher  was  overloaded,  classes  averaged  30  pupils. 

5.  Morale  very  high  among  teachers  and  pupils. 

6.  Regional  school  plant  had  adequate  facilities  for  all  activi- 
ties such  as  a  large  gymnasium,  auditorium,  cafeteria  and  athletic 
field. 

7.  Per  pupil  cost  including  transportation  was  no  higher  than 
our  present  cost. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Wappingers  Central  School  Officials 
a  group  of  students  from  Bridgewater  and  West  Bridgewater  were 
sent  to  visit  this  school  and  on  their  return  reported  their  impres- 
sions to  various  civic  groups. 
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Numerous  meetings  with  the  Bridgewater  group  were  held 
for  further  studies.  We  found  that  although  it  was  legally  possible 
to  build  a  regional  school  there  was  no  department  in  the  State 
government  to  handle  this  problem.  Suitable  legislation  advocated 
by  this  group  has  been  enacted  to  encourage  the  establishment  of 
regional  and  consolidated  public  schools  and  to  provide  financial 
assistance  to  cities  and  towns  in  the  construction  of  school 
buildings. 

As  a  result  a  survey  was  made  by  J.  Wm.  Beals  and  Sons,  a 
well  known  firm  of  school  architects.  Their  summary  is  as  follows: 

"Regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  figures  which  we  have  used. 
These  are  based  on  actual  contracts  which  have  been  awarded 
during  the  past  few  months  for  comparable  projects.  Under 
present  conditions  costs  vary  with  the  location  of  the  project  and 
the  attitude  of  contractors  at  the  time  actual  proposals  are  sub- 
mitted, Recognizing  these  conditions  construction  costs  might 
increase  from  5%  to  10%  or  in  the  light  of  the  increased  supply 
of  many  building  materials  which  has  developed  in  the  last  few 
months  and  the  tendency  which  is  evident  in  the  construction 
market  of  changing  from  seller's  to  a  buyer's  market,  the  costs 
might  be  somewhat  more  favorable. 

These  figures,  however,  for  the  purpose  which  they  are  made, 
i.e.  to  assist  you  in  arriving  at  a  conclusion  as  to  whether  or  not, 
from  the  standpoint  of  construction  costs,  you  should  build  in- 
dividual buildings  or  a  Regional  School,  we  believe  are  sound  and 
reasonable. 

You  will  note  that  we  have  used  State  Aid  of  50%  on  the 
Regional  School  and  40%  on  individual  buildings.  From  what 
information  we  have  been  able  to  obtain,  no  actual  figures  are 
available,  the  position  of  the  two  schools  is  somewhat  comparable 
as  indicated  by  the  schedule  of  State  Aid  which  was  published  by 
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the  Teachers  Federation  which  showed  that  Bridgewater  would 
receive  44%  of  the  cost  and  West  Bridgewater  48%. 

We,  therefore,  felt  that  40%  was  a  fair  figure  to  use  for  both 
towns  and  inasmuch  as  it  was  possible  for  you  to  get  up  to  55% 
on  a  Regional  School,  that  this  could  be  increased  to  50%.  It 
would  be  particularly  noted  that  the  actual  amount  which  you 
receive  will  not  be  known  until  your  project  is  filed  with  the  Com- 
mission and  approved  by  them.  It  would  seem  reasonable,  how- 
ever, that  the  percentage  which  would  be  obtained  on  a  Regional 
School  basis  would  be  higher  than  that  which  would  be  obtained 
for  individual  buildings. 

The  following  figures  are  net  costs  after  deducting  50%  State 
Aid  for  Regional  Building  and  40%  State  Aid  for  individual  build- 
ings. No  land  cost  is  included.  Actual  net  total  cost  has  been 
apportioned  on  the  basis  of  present  enrollment  as  previously 
mentioned.

From  the  foregoing  it  would  be  our  opinion  that  the  cost  of 
constructing  and  equipping  a  Regional  School  will  be  somewhat 
less  expensive  for  each  town  than  separate  buildings  and  that 
there  will  be  a  comparatively  small  saving  in  operation  and  main- 
tenance costs." 

Based  on  estimated  State  Aid  of  48%  for  individual  schools 
and  53%  for  regional  schools  the  figures  would  be  as  follows:

OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


lb  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater 
Greetings: 

The  School  Committee  believes  that  its  most  important 
function  is  to  develop  general  policies  and  long  range  plans.  This 
report  is  written  with  these  ideas  in  view.  We  urge  all  citizens 
interested  in  the  details  of  the  operation  of  our  schools  to  read 
the  reports  of  the  superintendent  and  other  school  officials. 

Elementary  School  Housing 

In  order  to  house  the  723  children  expected  to  attend  our 
schools  in  September,  1949,  the  School  Committee  made  the  fol- 
lowing plans:  All  pupils  in  grades  7  through  12  will  attend  Howard 
High  School;  arrangements  have  been  made  so  that  there  will  be 
only  one  grade  and  one  teacher  per  room  in  all  schools  in  town. 
These  plans  will  increase  the  costs  of  transportation  of  our  school 
children,  but  the  Town  will  be  saved  the  expense  of  building  ad- 
ditional elementary  school  classrooms  at  this  time.  Furthermore, 
all  the  children  of  our  town  will  be  offered  the  superior  educa- 
tional opportunities  which  single  grades  afford.  When  the  high 
school  construction  project  is  approved,  it  will  be  possible  for  the 
Town  to  use  many  of  the  present  high  school  rooms  for  elemen- 
tary school  classes. 

High  School  Housing 

The  need  for  an  adequate  Junior-Senior  High  School  is 
critical.  By  September,  1950,  our  enrollment  will  be  so  large  that 
it  will  be  impossible  to  house  all  the  children  in  our  school  build- 
ings. The  School  Committee  is  unanimous  in  its  recommenda- 
tions to  request  the  voters  to  join  with  Bridgewater  in  the  con- 
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struction  of  a  Regional  Junior-Senior  High  School.  The  reasons 
for  this  decision  are:  a  regional  school  would  be  large  enough  to 
offer  all  of  the  necessary  educational  advantages  in  physical  educa- 
tion, household  arts,  vocational  training,  and  the  traditional  high 
school  courses.  The  cost  to  construct  a  regional  school  will  be  less 
than  the  cost  to  construct  our  own  separate  school.  The  cost  per 
pupil  to  operate  a  regional  school  would  be  considerably  less  than 
the  cost  to  offer  a  similar  program  in  our  own  high  school. 

Teachers 

The  School  Committee's  policy  to  maintain  an  adequate 
teachers'  salary  schedule  will  help  us  to  obtain  and  keep  able 
teachers  in  our  schools.  We  hope  the  voters  will  continue  their 
support  of  this  policy. 

Superintendent 

We  have  been  most  fortunate  in  finding  a  man  like  Mr. 
Rodgers  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Lord. 
He  comes  to  us  with  a  background  of  twenty  years'  experience  in 
the  educational  field  and  has  all  the  promises  of  making  an  excel- 
lent administrator.  His  pleasing  personality  has  made  a  good  im- 
pression on  those  who  have  had  any  dealings  with  him. 

His  grasp  of  the  varied  problems,  which  have  arisen  because 
of  the  many  changes  made  at  the  start  of  his  administration, 
together  with  his  perseverance  and  initiative  makes  us  feel  that 
he  will  provide  good  administration. 

The  Committee  feels  that  the  cooperation  between  the  staff 
and  the  administration  is  at  a  high  level  and  should  remain  so. 

Costs  of  Education 

The  budget  for  1949  will  be  increased  due  to  the  larger  enroll- 
ment in  our  schools,  necessary  maintenance  work,  increased  cost 
of  transportation  and  tuition,  and  the  educational  advancements 
that  are  planned.  We  are  pleased  to  report,  however,  that  due  to 
the  substantial  increase  in  state  aid  for  next  year  the  actual  cost 
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to  the  Town  for  the  operation  of  its  school  system  will  be  con- 
siderably less  than  the  cost  in  1948. 

Your  School  Committee  thanks  the  parents,  teachers  and 
citizens  of  our  Town  for  their  cooperation  and  help  in  meeting 
the  educational  needs  of  our  children.

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  of  West  Bridgewater, 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  your  Superintendent  of 
Schools  for  the  year  1948.  This  report  includes  information  about 
our  pupils,  teachers  and  school  buildings  and  the  ways  in  which 
we  all  can  work  to  improve  the  learning  of  our  children. 

Enrollments

Elementary  School  Housing 


In  order  to  accommodate  the  666  pupils  in  our  schools  this 
year  it  was  necessary  to  keep  all  the  children  in  Cochesett  with 
grades  1,  2  and  3  in  one  room  and  grades  4,  5  and  6  in  the  other 
room.  Grades  1,  2,  3  and  4  were  kept  in  the  Jerusalem  School; 
grades  1,  2  and  4  were  kept  in  the  Matfield  School.  The  Center 
School  has  grades  1  through  6  in  separate  rooms.  At  Sunset 
Avenue  grades  1  through  7  were  distributed  as  evenly  as  possible 
between  the  four  rooms  in  that  school.  This  policy  of  multiple 
grades  in  most  of  the  classrooms  in  our  schools  makes  effective 
learning  difficult.  The  decision  of  the  school  committee  to  set  up 
single  grades  in  all  of  our  schools  in  1949  will  solve  one  of  our 
most  difficult  educational  problems. 


Pupils  in  grades  2  through  11  were  given  achievement  and 
mental  ability  tests  this  year. 

The  mental  ability  test  results  have  been  helpful  to  the 
teachers  in  grouping  pupils  for  instruction  and  in  selecting  pupils 
who  need  individual  help.  Mental  test  results  also  help  us  to  de- 
termine which  pupils  to  have  tested  by  a  State  psychiatrist. 


Testing 
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The  achievement  test  results  indicate  that,  on  the  average, 
the  pupils  in  the  West  Bridgewater  schools  are  up  to  grade  level 
with  pupils  tested  in  other  schools  in  the  United  States.  The 
pupils  below  their  grade  levels  should  be  assisted  greatly  by  our 
single  grade  organization  in  1949. 

Tests  of  educational  development  were  administered  to  all 
pupils  in  grades  9  through  11.  The  results  of  the  1948  tests  as 
compared  with  the  1947  results  show  that  the  9th  grade  was  up  8 
percentiles,  the  10th  grade  was  up  11  percentiles  and  the  11th 
grade  was  up  2  percentiles. 

Teachers 

These  teachers  left  our  service  in  1948:  Mr.  Lindell,  Mr. 
Gori,  Miss  Blaine,  all  from  Howard  High;  Mrs.  Brown,  from  Mat- 
field  and  Mrs.  Hawkins,  from  Center  School. 

We  are  fortunate  to  secure  the  services  of  these  people  in  our 
school  system:

For  effective  teaching  it  is  necessary  to  have  excellent  teachers 
in  our  school  system  and  if  we  hope  to  hire  and  keep  such  teachers 
we  must  maintain  an  adequate  salary  schedule. 
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The  professional  spirit  of  our  teachers  has  been  excellent. 
The  cooperation  between  the  teachers,  superintendent  and  school 
committee  has  helped  to  achieve  the  improved  educational  results 
noted  in  the  next  section  of  this  report. 

Instruction 

We  are  glad  to  announce  that  some  educational  gains  have 
been  made  this  year.  Courses  of  studies  in  all  basic  subjects  have 
been  developed  by  our  teachers  and  are  in  use  in  all  of  our  schools. 

All  of  our  elementary  school  pupils  have  up-to-date,  uniform 
textbooks  in  the  basic  subjects  of  arithmetic,  reading,  history  and 
geography.  Most  of  our  pupils  have  uniform  spellers  and  language 
books.  A  start  has  been  made  in  the  improvement  of  handwriting. 
A  number  of  dictionaries,  supplementary  readers  and  music  books 
have  been  purchased.  Many  high  school  classes  have  been  sup- 
plied with  up-to-date  books.  Auditory  and  visual  aids  to  education 
are  being  employed,  especially  in  the  high  school.  By  the  use  of 
small  group  methods  of  instruction,  almost  half  of  our  pupils,  who 
were  retarded  in  reading,  have  been  brought  up  to  grade  level. 
The  weaknesses  in  arithmetic,  which  were  apparent  in  the  standard 
tests  several  years  ago,  have  been  remedied  so  that  most  of  our 
pupils  this  year  are  up  to  national  standards. 

There  are  still  a  number  of  problems  to  solve.  Since  science, 
health  and  art  are  not  offered  in  our  elementary  curriculum  our 
students  show  a  deficiency  in  these  important  areas  of  study.  Edu- 
cational authorities  agree  that  the  number  of  children  in  a  class- 
room should  not  exceed  25,  if  the  most  effective  teaching  is  to  be 
done.  Most  of  our  classrooms  contain  more  than  30  children. 

School  Health  Council 

The  members  of  this  organization  have  helped  to  safeguard 
the  health  of  our  children.  They  have  prepared  a  booklet  "Now 
to  School"  which  is  in  use  in  West  Bridgewater,  and  which,  in 


136 


revised  form,  is  in  use  in  Raynham.  They  have  helped  to  trans- 
port children  to  Brockton  for  dental  work.  They  have  helped  to 
make  plans  for  a  dental  survey  which  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health  plans  to  conduct  in  West  Bridgewater  in  1949. 

Thrift 

The  Thrift  Program  is  conducted  to  teach  our  children  the 
habit  of  regular  saving.  Through  the  cooperation  of  the  parents, 
teachers  and  the  West  Bridgewater  Savings  Bank  about  40%  of 
the  school  pupils  save  5  cents  or  more  each  week.  588  bank  books 
have  been  issued  and  the  children  have  saved  $5,597.51  in  the  one 
year  the  plan  has  been  in  operation. 

High  School 

The  details  of  the  operation  of  Howard  High  School  are  in- 
cluded in  Mr.  Grodin's  report  which  is  contained  herein. 

Your  superintendent  is  convinced  that  our  high  school  has 
been  operated  about  as  effectively  as  it  could  be  within  its  present 
building.  Tests  in  educational  development  show  that  on  the 
average  our  students  are  at  or  above  the  national  standards  in 
social  studies,  the  ability  to  express  themselves,  quantitative  think- 
ing, background  in  the  natural  sciences,  literature  and  vocabulary. 
The  students  below  the  national  standards  in  reading  are  being 
given  special  training  by  our  remedial  teacher. 

The  physical  education  and  athletic  programs  are  being 
broadened  to  include  almost  all  of  our  high  school  students. 

Shopwork  for  boys  and  household  arts  for  girls  have  been  given 
to  as  many  students  as  our  facilities  allow. 

A  number  of  improvements  have  been  planned  for  the  high 
school  program  in  1949.  The  practical  arts  curriculum  is  being 
revised  to  meet  state  requirements;  remedial  penmanship,  spelling, 
grammar  and  arithmetic  are  to  be  offered  to  all  students  needing 
this  instruction;  art  instruction  is  to  be  offered  to  qualified  pupils; 
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a  course  in  boys  cooking  is  being  organized;  more  social  studies 
electives  are  to  be  offered;  a  unit  of  speech  including  the  art  of 
selling  one's  self  and  influencing  others  is  to  be  included  in  all 
Junior  and  Senior  English  courses. 

Maintenance 

Much  important  maintenance  work  has  been  done  on  our 
school  buildings.  The  exteriors  of  the  Jerusalem,  Center  and  Mat- 
field  buildings  have  been  painted.  A  fire-resistant  boiler  room,  an 
oil-fired  furnace,  a  new  fire  exit,  and  a  new  roof  have  been  installed 
at  the  Jerusalem  School.  The  top  of  the  chimney  at  the  back 
Center  School  was  rebuilt.  The  coal  bins  in  all  the  elementary 
schools  were  enlarged  so  that  coal  could  be  bought  and  delivered 
during  the  summer  months,  to  take  advantage  of  lower  prices. 

The  School  System  plans  to  paint  the  exterior  of  the  Co- 
chesett  School,  to  replace  and  stain  the  shingled  exterior  of  the 
Sunset  Avenue  School,  and  to  paint  the  interiors  of  all  schools 
where  the  work  is  needed  to  lighten  the  rooms  and  save  the  inside 
surfaces. 

Cost  of  Education 
The  budget  for  1949  was  increased  for  a  number  of  reasons. 
In  order  to  house  the  large  number  of  pupils,  and  to  set  up  single 
grades,  it  will  be  necessary  to  transport  more  children  to  various 
schools;  this  will  cost  more  money.  The  item  for  maintenance 
had  to  be  increased  to  care  for  the  necessary  painting,  shingling 
and  other  repair  jobs  that  should  be  done.  The  item  for  tuition 
had  to  be  increased  to  pay  for  the  attendance  of  children  and 
adults  at  various  vocational  schools.  The  instruction  item  was  in- 
creased to  pay  for  higher  costs  of  books,  supplies  and  salaries  for 
next  year.  The  other  increases  in  the  budget  are  due  to  the  ex- 
pected increased  costs  of  fuel,  telephone,  and  janitors'  supplies 
and  salaries. 

In  spite  of  the  increased  budget,  we  are  glad  to  report  that 
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the  net  cost  to  the  Town  for  the  support  of  school  in  1949  will  be 
less  than  in  1948.  Due  to  general  laws,  chapter  643,  we  anticipate 
more  than  twice  as  much  state  aid  for  schools  in  1949  than  we 
received  in  1948.  The  net  cost  to  educate  one  pupil  in  1948  was 
about  $136;  we  believe  that  the  net  cost  per  pupil  in  1949  will 
be  about  $118. 

Working  Together 

In  order  to  be  successful,  education  must  be  a  cooperative 
enterprise.  It  has  been  gratifying  to  find  so  many  people  and 
organizations  willing  to  give  their  time  and  money  to  improve 
our  schools.  These  organizations  have  raised  money  for  dental 
clinics,  scholarships,  playground  equipment  and  other  school  pro- 
jects: West  Bridgewater  Parent  Teachers  Association,  William  J. 
and  Anna  Clifford  Howard  Fund,  Howard  Lodge-Knights  of 
Pythias,  The  Alumni,  West  Bridgewater  Lions'  Club,  The  Child 
Welfare  Services,  The  Public  Library,  Jerusalem  Parent  Teachers 
Association,  Matfield  Parent  Teachers  Association,  The  Grange, 
The  American  Legion,  Kay  Jewelry  Company  and  the  high  school 
Boosters'  Club.  Your  superintendent  appreciates  the  excellent 
cooperation  of  the  other  Town  officials  and  departments  in  doing 
things  for  the  schools. 

Our  voters  have  elected  an  excellent  school  committee.  Keep- 
ing in  mind  the  ability  of  the  Town  to  pay,  every  decision  of  the 
committee  has  been  made  for  the  best  interests  of  the  majority 
of  our  young  people. 

I  thank  School  Committee  Members,  citizens,  parents, 
teachers,  principals  and  janitors  for  their  cooperation  and  work  in 
our  joint  enterprise  to  educate  the  children  and  young  people  of 
West  Bridgewater.

Dear  Mr.  Rodgers: 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Principal  of  the  Howard 
High  School  for  the  months  of  September  through  January. 

Because  of  the  splendid  aid  and  cooperation  received  from 
the  pupils,  parents,  townspeople,  and  teachers,  it  has  been  a  very 
great  pleasure  to  serve  the  community  of  West  Bridgewater  these 
past  few  months.  Howard  High  is  indeed  fortunate  to  possess  the 
excellent  teaching  staff  it  does.  An  analysis  of  the  records  of  the 
graduates  of  Howard  High  School  indicates  that  the  education  our 
pupils  have  received  in  West  Bridgewater  is  at  the  least  compar- 
able to  that  of  surrounding  communities. 

We  can,  however,  improve  the  quality  of  our  instruction. 
Close  observation  of  the  high  school  pupils  indicates  that  ad- 
ditional work  in  the  fundamentals  of  spelling,  grammar,  hand- 
writing, and  arithmetic  is  needed.  Some  reorganization  of  the 
curriculum  was  necessary  in  order  to  give  additional  training  in 
these  fundamentals  to  those  pupils  who  especially  needed  it.  We 
have  also  been  fortunate  in  offering  the  young  people  several  new 
courses  this  year,  generally  expanding  and  enriching  our  present 
course  of  study.  Mechanical  drawing  is  now  offered  for  credit. 
The  ninth  grade  girls  will  now  be  trained  in  the  fundamental 
skills  of  cooking  and  sewing.  In  response  to  many  requests  from 
boys  and  girls  in  all  grades  we  have  recently  inaugurated  instruc- 
tion in  art.  These  alterations  of  the  curriculum  will,  it  is  believed, 
enable  the  teaching  staff  to  make  your  children  more  prepared  for 
the  complexities  of  modern  civilization. 

Although  Howard  High  School  is  a  good  school,  it  suffers 
through  lack  of  facilities.  A  glance  at  past  reports  indicates  that 
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these  needs  have  been  presented  to  the  Town  of  West  Bridge- 
water  many  times.  They  are  so  well  known  that  they  need  no 
repetition.  The  children  of  West  Bridgewater  would  receive  a 
much  better  education  if  we  possessed  new,  complete,  and  modern 
facilities  and  equipment. 

In  order  to  overcome  some  of  the  deficiencies  in  our  facilities 
for  athletics  it  has  been  necessary  to  secure  aid  from  townspeople 
and  sometimes  from  people  outside  the  community.  I  want  to 
take  this  opportunity  now  to  thank  Mr.  Earl  Gifford,  Mr.  Carlton 
F.  Hoyt,  and  the  other  members  of  the  Howard  High  Booster's 
Club  for  their  kind  services  and  support.  The  High  School  is 
greatly  indebted  to  the  committee  of  returned  veterans  of  West 
Bridgewater  for  the  funds  which  paid  for  the  two  bleacher  sections 
now  standing  on  the  town  field. 

Because  the  Howard  Seminary  found  it  necessary  to  use  the 
gymnasium  three  afternoons  a  week,  the  high  school  was  forced 
to  find  other  gymnasium  space  in  which  to  practice.  At  the  present 
time  some  of  our  practice  takes  place  before  or  after  the  Seminary 
uses  the  gymnasium;  most  of  it  takes  place  at  the  South  Congre- 
gational Church  in  Campello.  Because  other  schools  refuse  to 
play  in  our  gymnasium,  we  are  required  to  play  the  majority  of 
our  basketball  games  away  from  home,  at  great  expense  to  our 
high  school. 

Athletics  and  other  social  activities  play  a  large  part  in  the 
lives  of  our  young  people.  It  is  extremely  gratifying  to  see  the 
large  number  of  candidates  for  our  extra-curricular  activities.  Sixty 
boys  and  girls  are  now  being  carried  on  four  inter-scholastic  basket- 
ball squads.  In  other  extra-curricular  fields  Howard  High  School 
students  have  also  been  enthusiastic  participants.  We  believe  that 
the  large  numbers  of  pupils  in  chorus  and  glee  clubs  indicate  that 
the  artistic  as  well  as  the  athletic  is  being  cultivated  in  Howard 
High. 
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Much  time  and  effort  have  been  spent  making  sure  that  each 
student  is  considered  as  an  individual  and  is  understood  as  an 
individual.  No  two  pupils  are  alike  or  have  the  same  aims,  ideals, 
or  abilities.  We  have  directed  our  guidance  and  our  program  of 
teaching  toward  giving  each  individual  the  specialized  type  of 
instruction  which  he  needs.  Throughout  a  series  of  assemblies, 
speakers  from  various  professions  have  discussed  the  advantages 
and  disadvantages  of  these  occupations.  Occupational  information 
has  been  made  available  to  all  the  pupils.  The  guidance  depart- 
ment, under  the  able  direction  of  Mr.  Roger  G.  Viens,  has  been 
successful  in  securing  the  services  of  representatives  from  various 
industries  who  can  show  our  pupils  how  they  may  be  more  suc- 
cessful in  choosing  and  securing  the  kind  of  positions  which  they 
desire. 

At  present  we  are  supplementing  our  knowledge  of  the  pupils 
and  of  the  community  by  a  follow-up  study,  the  purpose  of  which 
is  to  find  out  which  portions  of  our  high  school  training  are  most 
useful  to  our  graduates  and  which  portions  are  least  useful.  This 
study  is  conducted  with  the  aim  of  adjusting  the  high  school  cur- 
riculum to  fit  the  needs  of  the  community  more  closely.  During 
the  past  few  months  many  classes  have  made  educational  trips  to 
see  points  of  interest  in  nearby  areas.  Our  instruction  is  not  con- 
fined to  the  classroom  nor  to  the  school  building.  You  may  have 
seen  in  the  newspapers  accounts  of  trips  taken  to  the  radio  stations, 
newspapers,  factories,  meteorological  stations,  stores,  and  similar 
institutions.  This  policy  of  learning  by  doing  will  be  continued 
and  expanded  in  the  future.  The  entire  program:  classroom  in- 
struction, extra  curricular  activities,  excursions,  guidance,  and 
student  government,  points  toward  one  educational  aim.  This 
goal  is  that  Howard  High  School  develop  every  pupil  to  the  fullest 
extent  of  his  capabilities,  so  that  we  produce  happy  and  useful 
citizens  for  the  community  of  tomorrow.  This  aim  can  only  be 
accomplished  with  the  support  and  cooperation  of  the  community. 
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In  my  brief  experience  here  I  have  come  to  believe  that  the  schools 
of  West  Bridgewater  have  that  kind  of  support.  Let  me  again 
take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  many  people  who  have  been  so 
helpful.  Although  it  is  impossible  to  name  each  one  separately, 
I  want  the  townspeople  to  know  that  without  their  aid  it  would 
have  been  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  carry  on  many  of  the 
activities  of  the  school.

Dear  Mr.  Rodgers: 

Last  May  the  Center  School  pupils  presented  a  musical  enter- 
tainment under  the  direction  of  the  music  supervisor,  Lois  J. 
Snow.  It  was  very  well  received  and  after  expenses  were  paid  the 
school  had  one  hundred  twenty  dollars  in  its  treasury.  With  these 
funds  a  film  strip  projector  and  a  screen  were  purchased  along  with 
four  film  strips.  Because  of  the  success  of  this  project  the  teachers 
suggested  a  similar  entertainment  for  this  year.  Plans  are  now 
under  way  for  this  entertainment. 

During  the  past  year  the  need  was  felt  for  more  emphasis  to 
be  placed  on  spelling  and  handwriting.  These  subjects  are  now 
receiving  extra  attention  and  there  is  evidence  of  improvement 
already. 

All  classes  are  now  using  the  group  method  in  teaching  read- 
ing. This  enables  each  child  to  work  at  his  reading  level.  Con- 
sequently the  reading  program  is  much  more  effective.  All  this 
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has  been  made  possible  by  the  addition  of  supplementary  reading 
books  and  the  efforts  of  the  teachers  to  understand  the  pupils. 

The  Remedial  Reading  Program  is  perhaps  the  most  valuable 
addition  to  the  school.  It  has  proven  to  be  most  beneficial  to  the 
teachers  and  the  pupils.  Twenty  eight  pupils  are  now  receiving 
help  and  others  have  received  help  which  was  discontinued  be- 
cause they  had  improved  sufficiently  to  return  to  their  regular 
classes.  Mrs.  Mary  Horrigan  is  to  be  commended  for  her  excellent 
work. 

At  this  time  I  should  like  to  thank  all  of  the  members  of  the 
school  department,  the  parents,  the  library  staff  and  the  social 
worker  for  their  valuable  assistance  in  giving  the  children  the  best 
training  we  can.

Dear  Mr.  Rodgers: 

Perhaps  our  aim  at  Sunset  Avenue  School  can  be  well  ex- 
pressed by  a  modern  definition  of  Education,  "Preparation  to  meet 
problems  of  Life  and  solve  them  successfully." 

Aside  from  progressive  growth  along  academic  lines,  which 
is  very  satisfactory,  we  stress  development  of  the  individual  child 
socially.  The  children  of  today  will  be  the  citizens  of  tomorrow. 
Much  of  our  development  and  training  in  responsibility  is  done 
by  actual  participation  in  projects  such  as  keeping  records,  reports 
of  activities,  planning  assemblies  and  actual  business  transactions. 
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In  the  past  assemblies  were  held  once  each  month  but  with  141 
pupils  in  the  building  and  inadequate  seating  facilities  for  this 
project  we  have  had  fewer  such  gatherings.  However,  we  hope 
to  give  each  pupil  an  opportunity  to  display  his  talent  or  hobby 
and  thus  give  him  confidence  in  himself  and  help  him  develop 
initiative. 

With  the  large  number  of  pupils  in  each  room  the  teacher- 
load  is  rather  heavy.  Each  teacher  has  from  two  to  four  groups  of 
pupils  doing  special  work  suited  to  their  particular  needs. 

We  are  thankful  for  the  part-time  services  of  Mrs.  Mary 
Horrigan,  who  teaches  remedial  reading.  Her  work  is  of  great 
value  to  pupils  who  are  either  not  ready  for  the  work  in  their 
grade  or  have  lost  out  for  some  other  reason.  Marked  progress  is 
shown  in  these  pupils  and  her  services  are  very  valuable  to  us. 

Each  teacher  has  been  supplied  with  a  definite  course  of 
study  and  up-to-date  textbooks  have  been  furnished  for  pupils'  use. 

Two  trips  to  Producers'  Dairy  were  made  by  pupils  from 
grades  four,  five,  six  and  seven.  They  were  escorted  through  the 
plant  and  operations  explained  in  detail.  This  proved  a  very  profit- 
able experience.  The  matter  of  transportation  holds  up  other  trips 
which  we  might  take. 

Although  the  classes  are  large  and  the  teacher-load  heavy  our 
pupils  show  marked  growth  academically  and  socially. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  faithful  and  untiring 
work. 

The  cooperation  of  parents  has  aided  our  progress  for  which 
I  am  very  appreciative.

Mrs.  Horrigan  is  with  us  on  Tuesday  mornings  and  Thursday 
afternoons  of  each  week.  Twenty  percent  of  our  children  need 
much  individual  attention.  This  extra  individual  help  is  given  to 
them  on  these  days. 

There  are  many  improvements  we  should  ask  for,  but  you 
are  familiar  with  our  needs  and  our  problems. 

We  hope  the  children  will  profit  by  the  course  of  study  pre- 
pared for  them  this  year.  Above  all,  we  desire  that  they  choose 
the  good  rather  than  evil,  the  truth  not  falsehood,  brotherly  love 
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not  hatred,  and  that  they  continue  to  prepare  themselves  to  be- 
come good  citizens  of  this  community  and  their  country.

We  were  pleased  to  start  in  a  freshly  painted  building. 

All  three  grades  (first,  second  and  fourth)  are  enjoying  work- 
ing with  the  new  arithmetic  books,  "Making  Sure  of  Arithmetic," 
by  Robert  Lee  Morton,  Merle  Gray,  Elizabeth  Springstun  and 
William  L.  Schaaf.  In  these  books  the  arithmetic  starts  simply  and 
gradually  works  up  to  the  harder  procedures,  giving  the  children 
a  good  understanding  of  what  they  are  doing. 

Remedial  reading  has  been  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Mary 
Horrigan.  Due  to  her  efforts,  the  pupils  with  reading  difficulties 
are  showing  progress. 

Each  Tuesday  morning  the  fourth-graders  have  enjoyed  and 
benefitted  by  listening  to  a  geography  radio  program,  "Listen  and 
Learn  —  Friends  Around  the  World."  Much  of  the  success  of 
this  program  is  due  to  the  helpfulness  of  our  librarian,  Miss  Jean 
Murdock,  who  has  supplied  us  with  information  and  pictures  for 
each  week's  program. 

During  Education  Week  the  pupils  put  on  a  program  for  the 
parents,  which  vas  well  attended. 
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The  Matfield  School  is  very  fortunate  in  having  an  active 
Parent  Teachers  Association,  whose  members  work  very  hard  for 
anything  which  will  benefit  the  school  children.  These  organiza- 
tion members  had  a  delightful  Christmas  party  for  the  school 
pupils  and  are  planning  one  for  Valentine's  Day. 

In  closing,  I  should  like  to  say  that  these  last  five  months 
have  been  successful  and  enjoyable  because  of  the  excellent  co- 
operation I  have  received  from  both  supervisors  and  parents.

Dear  Mr.  Rodgers: 

In  making  my  report  for  the  Jerusalem  School  for  the  past  year, 
I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Committee  and  the  citizens  of  West 
Bridgewater  for  a  really  adequate  new  heating  system  which  was 
installed  last  Fall  and  has  been  functioning  perfectly  since.  We 
now  have  automatic  heat  which  is  much  more  practical  and  eco- 
nomical. Heat  is  evenly  distributed  and  all  parts  of  the  room 
register  the  same  temperature.  With  the  old  system  we  would 
"roast"  our  faces  at  75°  —  80°  temperatures  and  "freeze"  our  feet 
at  50°.  Now  the  youngsters  have  far  fewer  colds  and  because  of  the 
constant  flow  of  fresh  air  are  more  wide-awake  and  doing  far  better 
work.  It  also  is  a  nice  feeling  to  arrive  in  the  morning  prepared 
for  work  and  not  with  the  worry  of  "whether  the  schoolroom  will 
be  warm  enough  or  will  I  have  to  send  the  youngsters  home  and 
lose  another  day!" 
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We  also  have  had  a  new  fire  door  installed.  Hitherto  in  a 
fire  drill  the  youngsters  had  to  go  out  the  window  (which  is  quite 
a  drop  for  little  fellows)  because  the  only  other  exit  had  the  heater 
room  blocking  it. 

Another  improvement  is  the  dumping  of  several  loads  of  loam 
on  the  edge  of  the  school  yard  and  the  street.  Now  the  water 
draining  down  the  hill  doesn't  all  back  into  the  yard  and  the 
youngsters  have  a  fairly  dry  and  even  place  to  play  instead  of  a 
huge  mud  puddle.  The  Town  has  given  us  two  swings  and  the 
Jerusalem  Parent  Teachers  Association  has  given  us  a  see-saw,  two 
benches  and  an  outside  sandbox  for  playground  equipment — all 
of  which  both  the  children  and  I  greatly  appreciate.

Dear  Mr.  Rodgers: 

I  was  appointed  remedial  teacher  for  the  schools  of  West 
Bridgewater  on  April  1,  1948.  A  definite  need  was  felt  for  remedial 
instruction,  particularly  in  reading,  for  pupils  who  have  good 
capacity  for  reading  and  language  but  have  not  made  normal 
progress. 

Remedial  instruction  was  given  to  pupils  in  reading,  math- 
ematics, spelling,  and  language.  Pupils  from  every  school  and 
from  every  grade  were  selected  for  this  work.  Since  the  beginning 
of  the  present  school  year,  most  of  the  remedial  work  has  been  in 
reading  and  spelling. 
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Great  care  was  taken  in  the  selection  of  pupils.  Children  with 
the  greatest  promise  as  well  as  the  greatest  need  were  taken  first. 
Careful  examination  of  reading  achievement  tests,  other  tests, 
physical  records,  and  data  from  the  teachers,  nurse  and  social 
worker  were  valuable  sources  of  information  in  making  the  selec- 
tions. Individual  examination  of  pupils  was  given  prior  to  the 
formation  of  the  instructional  groups.  Children  with  similar  needs 
were  grouped  together.  In  some  cases  it  was  necessary  to  give 
individual  attention. 

In  September,  1948,  standardized  reading  tests  were  given 
to  every  pupil  recommended  for  remedial  reading.  Since  each 
case  in  remedial  reading  is  a  combination  of  difficulties  and  causes, 
these  tests  aided  the  classroom  teacher  as  well  as  the  remedial 
instructor.  Pupils  selected  were  grouped  and  a  program  outlined 
for  each  group.  Library  materials,  games  and  devices  necessary 
for  the  correction  of  the  various  types  of  faulty  habits  are  being 
used  constantly.  Pupils  are  not  assigned  to  a  group  permanently. 
Rate  of  learning  differs;  therefore,  those  who  make  rapid  progress 
are  often  named  to  work  with  a  better  group. 

Some  pupils  have  made  such  satisfactory  gains  that  they  have 
been  allowed  to  leave  the  remedial  class.  Others  are  overcoming 
their  difficulties  so  that  their  periods  of  instruction  have  been 
lessened.  Properly  scheduled  remedial  instruction  has  proved 
very  worthwhile. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  carry  on  work  of  this  type  without 
the  help  and  cooperation  of  all  those  interested  in  these  pupils. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  superintendent  of  schools,  school  princi- 
pals, teachers,  school  nurse,  and  the  social  worker.  They  have  been 
most  generous,  helpful,  and  cooperative.

Dear  Sir: 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  annual  report  as 
Music  Supervisor  in  the  public  schools  of  West  Bridgewater. 

Although  music  is  not  required  by  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  yet  thinking-people  everywhere  have  come  to  recog- 
nize its  educational  value  to  the  child,  and  so  it  has  become  a 
necessary  subject  in  the  school  curriculum.  Unfortunately,  in  rural 
schools,  it  is  largely  limited  to  just  classroom  instruction  from  a 
song  book.  There  is  no  time  allowed  for  a  broader  knowledge  of 
music  appreciation  through  the  use  of  the  phonograph.  There  is 
no  more  fascinating  study,  nor  more  cultural  than  the  art  of  music. 

In  the  schools  what  work  has  been  done  this  past  year  in  the 
appreciation  of  good  music  has  been  incidental.  There  is  no  doubt 
of  the  interest  and  enjoyment  of  these  lessons  on  the  part  of  the 
pupils.  They  hear  many  of  the  selections  over  the  radio  and  come 
to  recognize  old  friends.  One  teacher  remarked  to  the  supervisor 
after  a  lesson  Grieg's  PEER  GYNT,  "How  much  more  the  music 
means  when  you  know  the  story  back  of  it  all."  Certainly  good 
music  by  the  great  masters  would  not  have  lived  through  the 
years  if  it  had  not  real  intrinsic  value.  What  we  sing  our  children 
will  sing.  They  are  not  born  with  bad  taste  but  often  have  it 
thrust  upon  them. 

The  high  school  chorus  had  a  larger  membership  this  past 
year.  On  January  24th  a  representative  group  made  a  broadcast 
from  the  Brockton  station  and  we  were  all  pleased  at  the  favor- 
able reports. 

Since  the  eighth  grade  has  been  in  the  high  school,  they,  to- 
gether with  the  high  school  chorus — students  from  all  four  years 
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of  the  regular  high  school  enrollment — have  been  using  the  same 
choral  book.  The  supervisor  has  protested  this  on  the  grounds  it  is 
feeding  the  same  diet  in  music  for  five  years.  Also,  no  one  assumes 
full  responsibility  for  the  care  of  the  books.  At  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  music  supervisor,  additional  music  books  have  been 
purchased  which  will  enable  her  to  present  musical  selections  of 
different  types  of  various  high  school  classes.  These  books  are  for 
her  instructional  purposes  so  she  can  retain  full  authority  over 
their  use. 

In  the  Spring  the  Center  School  gave  an  entertainment  in 
the  town  hall.  Each  grade  took  part.  The  program  consisted  of 
folk  dances,  drills,  singing  in  one,  two  and  three  parts.  Some  of 
the  entertainers  were  in  costume  which  added  to  the  ensemble 
effect  at  the  end.  A  school  performance  means  much  planning 
and  drill  on  the  part  of  teacher  and  child  but  it  is  well  worth  while 
occasionally  to  show  the  public  the  kind  of  work  done  in  rhythm, 
melody  and  harmony.  It  is  also  a  happy  memory  to  those  who 
participate. 

The  work  in  all  the  grades  of  the  schools  has  followed  the 
prescribed  course  of  study. 

In  September,  a  new  "set-up"  in  Cochesett  and  in  Matfield 
and  Jerusalem  necessitated  changes  in  the  books  in  order  to  furnish 
new  song  material  to  those  grades  held  back  because  of  crowded 
conditions  at  the  Center. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  courteous  co- 
operation given  me  by  every  one  this  past  year.

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  School  Nurse. 

The  School  Health  Council  organized  last  year  with  Mrs. 
Joseph  Kline  as  chairman  has  achieved  results.  The  booklet  com- 
piled by  teachers  and  under  guidance  of  the  superintendent  was 
distributed  to  parents  for  pre-school  children.  Visiting  hours  for 
children  entering  school  in  September  was  a  success;  eliminating 
most  of  the  first  day  of  school  worries.  Primary  teachers  felt  it 
well  worthwhile,  and  we  plan  to  repeat  the  program  again  in  June. 

A  Well  Child  Conference  was  held  June  29-30  and  July  1st 
by  Dr.  Higgins,  a  pediatrician  of  note.  Thirty-three  appointments 
were  made.  Fifteen  mothers  and  one  father  were  interviewed  at 
the  clinic  concerning  child  health.  Thirteen  entering  school 
children  were  examined.  Seventeen  had  no  physical  defects.  Since 
the  clinic  one  child  has  been  admitted  to  the  Randolph  School 
for  the  Deaf.  Other  emergencies  were  covered  either  by  the  social 
worker  or  myself. 

Reporting  on  the  dental  clinic: 

37  children  were  treated  at  a  cost  of  $337.00. 

Lions'  Club  contributed  $28.50. 
25  days  were  spent  at  the  clinic  with  218  treatments. 
2  pre-school  children  were  treated. 

The  State  Department  of  Health  have  promised  to  make  a 
Dental  Survey  for  us.  A  dental  office  in  town  would  eliminate 
travel,  speed  up  work,  allow  examinations  and  put  the  program 
on  a  standard.  We  have  many  applicants  for  dental  work. 

Cases  of  children  referred  by  teachers  for  eye  glasses  were 
followed  up  and  corrections  accomplished  through  families.  Ear 
conditions  were  taken  care  of  in  the  same  way.  One  emergency 
was  treated  by  a  specialist  gratus. 
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Eight  children  were  chest  x-rayed  at  the  County  Hospital. 
This  is  a  follow-up  on  contact  cases  of  Tuberculosis.  Towns  of 
our  size  will  come  under  the  County  Hospital  Program  for  chest 
x-rays  such  as  has  been  conducted  in  the  larger  cities  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health. 

A  Toxoid  Clinic  was  conducted  by  the  Board  of  Health  under 
the  supervision  of  Dr.  Belmore.  24  children  completed  three  in- 
oculations. 7  were  unfinished.  40  received  booster  doses. 

Ten  new  children  were  referred  to  the  Guidance  Clinic;  each 
year  this  work  increases.  Improvement  is  gradual,  sometimes 
covering  years.  Having  all  medical  defects  corrected,  there  is  no 
physical  reason  for  the  individual  not  to  adjust  himself  to  the 
proper  grade  level. 

Crippled  children  have  attended  the  orthopedic  clinic.  Two 
have  been  operated  upon,  one  received  home  instruction,  5  are 
unable  to  attend  school. 

Dr.  Calitri  worked  intensely  with  Howard  High  football  and 
other  athletic  students  in  examining  them  for  their  games.  Major 
defects  were  few  consisting  of  defective  teeth  and  tonsils.  Physical 
examinations  have  been  completed  in  the  outlying  schools.  Plans 
are  underway  to  complete  the  examining  of  grades  seven  and  eight, 
also  the  Center  School.  Numerous  cases  of  mumps  have  been 
reported.  Sudden  changes  in  the  weather  and  children  going  to 
school  unprepared  is  the  cause  of  much  illness. 

Having  defects  corrected  is  really  up  to  the  parents.  However, 
your  nurse  is  always  ready  and  willing  to  help. 

Numerous  contacts  were  made  with  parents  relative  to  children 
attending  clinics  concerning  hearing,  eye-glasses  and  infectious 
diseases.

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FINANCE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


Although  the  cost  of  our  Town  Government  continues  at  a 
high  level,  additional  State  returns  and  efficient  management  will 
fix  the  burden  on  the  local  taxpayer  approximate!}  the  same  as 
last  year. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not  recommend  the  amount 
specified  in  Article  11  for  Supplementing  Federal  Aid  for  Child 
Welfare  Services.  At  present,  this  is  not  a  statewide  project  and 
we  feel  that  the  benefit  to  the  townspeople  is  not  in  proportion 
to  the  cost.  Further,  we  have  no  definite  information  as  to  the 
future  extent  and  cost  of  this  service. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  North  Main  Street 
water  main  extention  requested  in  Article  16.  The  Committee 
further  recommends  the  extention  of  water  main  on  Beacon 
Street.  We  feel,  however,  that  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  will 
be  served  by  including  both  these  jobs  in  our  project  and  one  vote. 

In  refusing  to  recommend  the  installation  of  street  lights 
requested  by  various  petitions,  the  Committee  is  not  adverse  to 
better  lighting  of  the  Town  but  feels  that  this  subject  should  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  a  competent  committee  for  study  and 
recommendation.  Thus  the  entire  town  would  benefit.  Lights 
improperly  placed  could  be  relocated  and  after  proper  hearing 
new  lights  could  be  distributed  uniformly.  Many  of  the  requests 
for  lights  are  well  founded,  but  in  some  instances  the  number  of 
lights  requested  for  a  given  street  does  not  seem  to  be  in  keeping 
with  need. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  Article  29.  We  feel 
that  the  appointment  of  the  Tree  Warden  by  the  Selectmen  would 
afford  the  opportunity  of  combining  these  activities  under  the 
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Department  of  Highways.  Such  a  policy  would  increase  the  ef- 
ficiency of  our  Highway  Department  and  allow  it  to  render  more 
and  better  service  for  each  tax  dollar  so  spent. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  Article  31.  This  Article 
does  not  commit  the  Town  to  any  one  plan  or  location  of  a  school. 
Its  purpose  is  to  determine  the  willingness  of  the  voters  to  enter 
into  school  construction.  The  controversial  issues  of  regional 
schools  versus  local  schools,  High  School  versus  Elementary 
Schools  and  so  forth,  will  be  faced  as  they  arise.  This  Article  is 
inserted  at  the  request  of  the  School  Committee  to  find  if  the 
people  want  some  kinds  of  a  new  school. 

If  our  recommendations  are  followed,  a  tax  rate  of  $42.50  is 
anticipated. 

A  table  of  estimates  by  departments,  amounts  recommended 
by  this  Committee  and  report  of  recommendations  on  Articles 
appearing  in  the  Town  warrant  appear  on  the  following  pages.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


During  the  past  year  the  condition  regarding  Health  in  the 
Town  has  been  remarkably  good.  There  have  been  no  serious  con- 
tagious diseases  of  any  great  number  and  those  reported  were 
properly  cared  for.

This  list,  though  representative,  is  by  no  means  complete.  So 
we  must  again  call  attention  to  parents  that  the  law  requires  that 
communicable  diseases  be  reported.  For  non-compliance  with  this 
law  a  fine  is  imposed.  The  health  of  the  community  is  a  matter 
that  is  and  should  be  of  serious  interest  to  every  citizen.  Assistance 
in  helping  the  Health  authorities  to  stop  the  spread  is  of  vital  im- 
portance to  all.  There  should  be  no  hesitation  in  reporting  at  the 
onset  of  any  communicable  disease. 

"It  is  encouraging  to  know  that  the  parents  are  coming  to  re- 
gard measles  as  a  serious  disease.  Too  frequently  in  the  past  when 
a  child  developed  the  disease  it  was  dismissed  with  the  remark, 
'It's  only  measles,'  and  the  child  was  allowed  to  come  and  go  at 
will.  As  a  result,  these  children  frequently  suffered  from  a  compli- 
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cation  of  measles  or  from  another,  superimposed  contagious  dis- 
ease. Many  times  this  neglect  has  meant  either  the  death  or  serious 
crippling  of  the  child."  Many  parents  still  do  not  realize  that 
measles  is  most  dangerous  to  the  extremely  young.  Statistics  show 
that  more  than  half  of  those  who  die  of  the  disease  have  not 
reached  their  second  birthday. 

Statistics  also  show  the  remarkable  drop  in  the  deaths  from 
measles  in  the  last  ten  years.  This  decrease  has  been  due  in  a  large 
part  to  better  medical  and  nursing  care  of  measles  cases  as  a  result 
of  the  education  of  parents  by  physician,  public  health  workers, 
articles  in  public  health  bulletins,  newspapers  and  magazines. 
Local  boards  of  health  have  assumed  their  full  share  of  this  respon- 
sibility in  many  communities,  requiring  board  of  health  physicians 
and  communicable  disease  nurses  to  impress  upon  those  in  house- 
holds where  measles  occur  that  good  care  of  the  patient  is  neces- 
sary, and  that,  if  called  early,  the  physician  may  be  able  to  modify 
the  disease  in  the  exposed,  susceptible  family  contacts. 

The  Diphtheria  Clinic  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall  in  April 
and  May  of  this  year,  under  the  direction  and  cooperation  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  and  assisted  by  Mrs.  Lillian  Hewitt,  School 
Nurse,  I  gave  three  inoculations,  three  weeks  apart,  of  Diphtheria 
Toxoid,  to  seventy-one  children;  the  results  were  satisfactory. 

For  the  last  two  years  we  have  not  had  a  single  case  of  diph- 
theria reported  to  the  town,  but  the  State  Board  of  Health  report 
says  that  a  great  number  of  diphtheria  cases  were  reported  through- 
out the  state,  with  some  deaths.  So  the  local  board  of  health  feels 
that  the  parents  of  children  should  be  warned  again  to  have  their 
children  immunized.  Records  and  statistics  reveal  that  not  a  single 
death  from  the  disease  has  occurred  when  the  child  has  been  in- 
oculated. Therefore  see  to  it  that  your  child  is  inoculated  for  diph- 
theria either  by  your  family  physician  or  bring  your  child  to  the 
diphtheria  clinic  which  will  be  held  in  April  of  this  year. 
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The  Tuberculosis  League  Publicity  through  the  Plymouth 
Co.  Health  Association,  took  chest  X-Rays  of  1285  people  of  the 
Town,  results  as  follows:  Negative,  1257;  Follow-up,  9;  Inactive, 
11;  Tubercular,  0.  No  tuberculosis  found.

To  the  Trustees  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Public  Library: 

I  submit  the  report  covering  the  activities  of  the  Library 
for  1949. 

Our  circulation  for  the  year  shows  an  increase  of  409 — mostly 
in  fiction,  both  in  general  reading  and  in  schools;  but  due  to  school 
assignments,  non-fiction  that  have  remained  on  the  shelves  for 
some  time  have  circulated  freely. 
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Our  school  figures  show  a  slight  gain,  which  we  feel  would  be 
greater  if  it  were  not  so  difficult  for  the  High  School  pupils  to 
come  to  the  Library.  We  have  tried  to  help  by  having  the  Library 
open  for  them  on  a  day  preceding  a  holiday,  if  the  holiday  falls 
on  a  regular  library  day.  We  will  continue  to  do  so  the  coming  year. 

Included  in  our  purchase  of  books  we  replaced  16  that  were 
dcstroved  in  the  High  School  fire;  the  other  24  lost  are  out  of  print 
so  could  not  be  replaced,  but  sorry  to  lose  them. 

The  Elementary  pupils  are  doing  very  well  in  earning  their 
certificates  for  reading. 

Under  improvements,  new  steps  were  made,  the  exterior  of 
the  building  painted  and  new  window  shades  purchased. 

Our  patrons  have  been  generous  with  gifts — 34  books  were 
donated,  a  complete  set  of  the  works  of  Charles  Dickens,  issues  of 
Town  Reports  from  the  early  ones  up  to  date;  and  a  splendid 
Wall  Map  of  Plymouth  County,  dated  1857.  A  number  of  towns- 
people who  do  not  visit  the  Library  regularly  have  come  in  to 
study  it. 

We  have  added  60  new  names  to  our  list  of  patrons. 

Lists  of  the  new  books  added  during  the  year  are  available  at 
the  library. 

We  again  thank  our  trustees  for  their  cooperation  and  help 
and  for  the  interest  of  our  patrons.

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REPORT  OF 
THE  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 


We,  the  Water  Commissioners  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridge- 
water,  submit  our  annual  report  of  the  Water  Dept.  for  1949. 

During  1949  we  put  into  operation  our  new  water  system 
which  has  proved  very  satisfactory  to  us  for  the  first  six  months 
of  operation.  We  went  through  one  of  the  driest  seasons  which  we 
have  seen  in  a  long  time  and  it  started  just  as  we  were  putting  our 
new  system  into  operation.  With  reports  of  surrounding  towns  as 
to  inadequate  water  supply  we  were  somewhat  worried  about  our 
new  system,  as  to  the  amount  of  water  we  had  in  our  well  field. 
That  was  the  reason  during  the  month  of  August  we  put  a  ban  on 
our  takers  of  using  water  all  day  for  watering  lawns  except  during 
the  hours  of  five  to  seven  in  the  evening.  We  got  full  cooperation 
from  about  90%  of  the  Town,  the  other  10%  still  thought  that 
they  could  use  it  as  much  as  they  wanted,  with  the  result  that  we 
had  to  inform  them  that  we  would  have  to  enforce  the  new  State 
Law  which  would  allow  us  to  shut  them  off  from  the  street  if  they 
didn't  comply  with  our  request.  After  the  dry  spell  was  over  we 
were  glad  to  find  our  system  pumping  up  to  capacity  of  the  pumps 
and  that  our  well  field  had  dropped  very  little  compared  to  other 
l  ow  ns.  We  here  give  you  the  figures  of  the  amount  of  water 
pumped  during  the  first  six  months  of  operation.  Please  compare 
these  figures  when  you  stop  to  think  that  the  normal  consumption 
oJ  water  by  the  Town  is  190,000  gallons  per  day.  We  started  the 
system  on  June  10,  1949;  at  that  time  we  shut  off  our  supply  from 
Brockton.  From  June  10th  to  December  31st,  1949,  we  pumped 
52,775,288  gallons  of  water  over  a  period  of  105  days,  with  a  daily 
consumption  of  257,440  gallons  per  day.  On  some  days  we  pumped 
over  ^10,000  gallons  for  one  day's  pumping.  At  the  present  time 
we  are  settled  back  to  a  normal  consumption. 
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Our  pumping  cost  about  doubled  during  the  time  the  town 
was  consuming  the  large  amount  of  water,  because  our  pumps 
were  working  24  hours  a  day.  After  the  ban  was  put  on,  our  pumps 
were  operating  about  14  hours  per  day,  and  at  the  present  time 
they  are  operating  10  hours  a  day,  which  is  about  the  normal  op- 
erating time  of  the  pumps. 

During  the  year  we  installed  a  new  water  line  on  North  Main 
Street  from  Copeland  Street  to  the  Brockton  line.  This  is  a  new 
8  inch  line  except  for  the  last  600  feet,  which  is  6  inch.  We  also 
installed  a  new  6  inch  line  to  supply  Beacon  Street,  the  new  de- 
velopment in  that  section  of  the  town.  We  estimated  to  install 
about  30  new  services  during  1949;  we  actually  installed  67  new 
services.  We  also  estimated  to  renew  about  12  old  services,  but 
actually  renewed  32  old  services  in  the  town  during  the  year. 

All  meters  are  to  be  read  twice  a  year  to  keep  an  actual  record 
of  the  consumption  of  water  by  the  takers  at  all  times.  Some 
people  wonder  why  some  meters  which  are  on  their  property  are 
out  of  operation  and  are  not  repaired  by  the  department.  We  have 
looked  into  this  matter,  both  from  the  side  of  the  consumer  and 
also  in  regard  to  the  department.  When  you  consider  our  views 
we  hope  you  will  agree  with  our  decision  for  not  repairing  all  of 
the  meters  in  the  town.  Most  of  our  meters  are  obsolete  and  the 
cost  of  replacing  them  would  be  a  large  cost  to  the  department. 
When  you  consider  that  each  consumer  is  allowed  48,000  gallons 
of  water  before  they  pay  excess  water  rates,  and  the  normal  use  of 
S0%  of  our  users  is  25,000  gallons  per  year,  you  can  see  that  it 
would  be  a  useless  expense  to  the  department  to  meterize  the 
whole  town,  unless  we  were  to  drop  our  maximum  allowance  of 
water  to  below  the  normal  consumption  of  the  takers.  If  this  is 
wanted  by  the  town  we  will  gladly  purchase  the  meters  and  install 
working  meters  in  every  home,  because  the  amount  of  excess  de- 
rived from  the  users  with  smaller  maximum  amount  would  more 
than  pay  for  the  meters  in  a  few  years.  We  are  trying  to  be  fair 
with  all  the  consumers  in  the  town  and  the  ones  who  now  criticize 
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the  condition  of  the  meters  would  be  the  first  to  complain  on  ac- 
count of  an  excess  water  bill.  We  have  a  high  rate  for  water  at  the 
present  time  and  don't  wish  to  increase  the  water  burden  of  our 
consumers  at  the  present  time,  but  if  it  is  the  wish  of  the  town  we 
will  gladly  comply  with  it.  We  would  like  to  leave  it  entirely  up 
to  the  consumers. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  cooperated  with  the  depart- 
ment in  the  past  and  hope  you  will  continue  to  do  so  in  the 
future.  We  will  be  glad  to  meet  any  consumer  or  group  of  con- 
sumers who  wish  to  see  our  new  station  and  to  explain  to  them 
the  workings  of  the  station;  also  to  answer  any  other  questions 
that  they  would  like  to  have  the  commissioners  settle.

Throughout  the  year,  the  Water  Department  has  installed 
many  new  services  for  new  construction  and  renewed  some  old 
services.  There  are  still  a  great  number  of  old  services  to  be  re- 
newed in  the  years  to  come. 

Considerable  work  on  the  landscape  around  the  well  field 
and  pumping  station  was  also  done  this  year. 
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A  new  development  off  Matfield  Street  was  connected  to  the 
water  main.  This  year  the  Department  has  installed  seventy-eight 
new  services  and  renewed  forty-one  old  services.  Hydrants,  mains, 
services  and  gate  boxes  were  altered  for  new  road  construc- 
tion, also. 

The  usual  work  of  maintenance,  repairs  of  leaks  on  mains, 
services  and  hydrants  was  carried  on.  There  seems  to  be  no  indi- 
cation that  cost  of  materials  and  equipment  will  be  reduced  dur- 
ing the  coming  year  to  any  great  extent,  and  a  great  deal  of  new 
construction  is  anticipated  for  the  coming  year. 

The  equipment  of  the  Department  remains  in  good  condi- 
tion at  the  close  of  the  year,  and  there  is  a  reasonable  supply  of 
tools  and  material  on  hand.

I  have  investigated  thirty-one  complaints  on  smoke,  Dumps 
and  Rubbish  Fires. 

Bell  Alarms  and  Whistle  are  tested  daily  at  7  P.M.,  except 
Sundays. 

The  drought  this  summer  and  fall  accounted  for  most  of  the 
woods  fires.  These  fires  burned  deep  into  the  ground,  assuming  a 
great  expense  to  extinguish. 

On  March  21,  1949  we  suffered  a  very  great  loss  when  our 
High  School  was  destroyed  by  fire. 

We  greatly  appreciate  the  aid  received  from  State  Forest  Fire 
Patrols  and  surrounding  Towns  on  our  woods  fires,  also  from  sur- 
rounding Towns  and  Cities  on  the  High  School  fire. 

It  was  necessary  to  renew  our  Bell  Alarm  system  this  year, 
when  our  old  system  was  demolished  by  a  high  voltage  wire  dur- 
ing a  storm. 

I  highly  recommend  to  the  School  Building  Committee,  that 
there  be  a  Sprinkler  System  installed  in  the  new  High  School 
when  it  is  built,  as  such  a  system  will  give  greater  fire  protection 
and  also  reduce  the  Insurance  rates  considerably. 
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Board  of  Fire  Preventions  Regulations 
Rules  and  Regulations  of  Department  of  Public  Safety 
Chapter  148  —  Section  10 

It  is  required  by  law  that  any  installation  or  alteration  of  fuel 
oil  burners  of  any  type  shall  not  be  made  by  any  person  or  firm 
unless  in  possession  of  a  certificate  of  competency. 

No  oil  burner  of  any  type  shall  be  installed  without  first  filing 
an  application  for  permit  to  the  head  of  the  Fire  Department. 

After  installations  of  oil  burners  and  tanks,  a  completion 
certificate  must  be  filed  with  the  head  of  the  Fire  Department  for 

inspection  of  work. 

No  person  or  firm  shall  use  or  store  liquified  petroleum  gas 
(known  as  bottled  gas)  used  for  cooking  or  heating  purposes  with- 
out first  filing  an  application  and  obtaining  a  permit  from  the 
head  of  the  Fire  Department. 

INSPECTIONS 
Inspections  have  been  made  on  Schools,  Rest  Homes  and 
public  buildings,  and  they  were  found  in  good  order. 

Permits  must  be  obtained  from  the  Fire  Department  for  all 
open  air  fires. 

ATTENTION 

To  help  keep  your  fire  loss  small,  CALL  YOUR  FIRE  DE- 
PARTMENT IMMEDIATELY  upon  discovering  a  fire  in  a 

building,  grass  or  woodland. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen,  Officers  and  members  of  the 
Department  and  all  others  who  have  helped  in  any  way  with 
the  Department.

AID  TO  AGRICULTURE 


(Plymouth  County  Extension  Service) 
1949 

The  towns  of  Plymouth  County  have  the  opportunity  of  con- 
tributing directly  to  the  budget  of  the  Plymouth  County  Extension 
Service  by  town  appropriation,  which  is  sent  directly  to  the  County 
Treasurer  for  the  use  of  this  Department.  Town  Directors  are 
chosen  to  represent  the  town  in  the  administration  of  the  Extension 
Service  wherever  possible. 

The  Extension  Service  is  an  educational  organization  sponsored 
jointly  by  the  County  of  Plymouth,  University  of  Massachusetts, 
and  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.  There  are  three 
Departments  within  the  Extension  Service  —  Agriculture,  Home- 
making,  and  4-H  Club  Work.  The  major  objectives  of  the  Exten- 
sion Service  are  directed  to  farm  and  rural  people,  but  since  funds 
from  tax  sources  are  used,  there  is  an  obligation  to  all  the  citizens 
of  the  County. 

The  direction  for  the  Extension  Service  is  by  board  of  nine 
trustees  who  are  appointed  by,  and  report  to,  the  Board  of  County 
Commissioners.  In  addition,  each  Department  has  an  advisory 
council  and  commodity  committees  which  give  counsel  in  the  for- 
mation of  educational  programs  for  their  respective  groups. 

General  educational  programs  are  conducted  through  meet- 
ings, circular  letters,  newspaper  and  radio  publicity.  In  addition, 
hum  and  home  visits  are  made  to  promote  rural  welfare  among  the 
men,  women,  and  youth  interested  in  better  farm  and  rural  living.

BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN

The  Board  of  Selectmen  respectfully  presents  to  you  the  Town 
Report  for  the  year  1949. 

The  reports  of  the  various  town  officials  and  departments  are 
called  to  your  attention  and  we  recommend  that  you  give  them 
careful  consideration. 

Chapter  90  construction  of  North  Elm  Street  was  completed 
this  year  and  it  is  planned  to  start  construction  of  Crescent  Street 
under  this  same  chapter  this  coming  year. 

Permits  were  issued  for  the  construction  of  thirty-three  new- 
homes,  twenty-four  garages,  etc.,  and  eighteen  additions  to  homes 
and  business  buildings. 

The  fire  situation  in  West  Bridgewater  during  1949  was  ex- 
tremely serious  and  costly.  The  cost  of  operating  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment is  only  a  small  part  of  the  loss  sustained.  The  most  serious 
loss  to  the  town  was  the  total  destruction  of  the  Howard  High 
School.  The  loss  of  the  building,  although  not  town  property, 
placed  a  serious  burden  and  expense  upon  the  school  department. 
We  w  ish  to  congratulate  the  School  Committee  and  Officials  and 
Teachers  for  the  manner  in  which  they  have  handled  this  situation. 
The  general  dry  weather  throughout  the  year  made  conditions  such 
that  several  serious  woods  fires  helped  make  the  cost  of  the  depart- 
ment greater  than  normal. 
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We  regret  to  include  in  this  report  the  passing  of  four  men 
who  have  given  years  of  service  to  the  town. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  and 
friendliness  of  the  town  officials,  department  heads,  and  towns- 
people during  the  year.

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SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 


From  January  1  to  May  28,  1949,  efforts  of  the  committee  were 
directed  toward  informing  the  townspeople  of  the  advantages  of 
cooperating  with  adjacent  towns  in  a  Regional  Junior  Senior  High 
School.  This  work  was  done  under  the  chairmanship  of  Harvey 
Scran  ton.  On  May  28,  the  town  voted  not  to  participate  in  a  survey 
of  the  regional  school  problem,  but  voted  to  instruct  the  building 
committee  to  choose  a  site  for  a  Junior  Senior  High  School  for  West 
Bridgewater.  After  this  town  meeting  several  people  were  appointed 
to  the  committee,  including  Mrs.  E.  W.  Jones,  Richard  Grodin, 
William  Rodgers,  Bruce  Soderholm,  and  Roger  Burrill.  Roger 
Burrill  was  elected  chairman  by  the  committee.  A  survey  of  seven 
desirable  sites  for  a  school  was  undertaken  and  the  committee  sub- 
mitted the  site  of  approximately  20  acres  owned  by  Henry  Howard 
on  the  corner  of  West  Center  Street  and  Howard  Street,  adjoining 
the  present  Center  School  property.  At  a  town  meeting  on  July  12 
this  site  was  voted  to  be  purchased  by  the  town,  and  the  building 
committee  was  instructed  to  bring  in  preliminary  plans  for  a  Junior 
Senior  High  School. 

Eleven  architects  were  interviewed  by  the  committee  during 
the  summer  months.  On  October  1  the  firm  of  Adden,  Parker, 
Clinch  and  Crimp  was  engaged  to  do  the  work.  The  committee 
also  engaged  Dr.  Homer  W.  Anderson  of  Newton  as  educational 
consultant.  Engineering  surveys  and  borings  of  the  site  were  under- 
taken to  determine  the  topographical  and  subsoil  conditions.  These 
surveys  indicated  that  the  site  was  suitable  for  construction.  Pre- 
liminary plans  were  developed  by  the  architect  and  educational 
consultant  in  conference  with  the  committee  and  were  finally  ap- 
proved by  the  committee  on  December  1, 1949.  Due  to  the  impend- 
ing Christmas  season  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  delay  special  town 
meeting  until  after  January  1,  1950. 

Approximately  60  meetings  of  the  committee  were  held  during 
1949.  Twenty-five  schools  throughout  the  state  were  visited  and 
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inspected.  Scores  of  designs  of  other  schools  were  examined.  Many 
open  meetings  and  round  table  conferences  were  held  with  towns- 
people throughout  the  year  in  an  effort  to  get  the  facts  to  as  many 
voters  and  taxpayers  as  possible.

OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater 
Greetings: 

On  March  21,  1949,  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  lost  the 
use  of  the  Howard  High  School  by  fire.  We,  the  school  committee, 
are  deeply  grateful  to  Superintendent  William  Rodgers,  Principal 
Richard  Grodin  and  the  entire  high  school  staff  for  the  tremendous 
amount  of  work  accomplished  which  resulted  in  starting  our  sec- 
ondary educational  program  at  Bridgewater  Junior  High  School 
the  following  Monday.  We  are  also  grateful  to  the  school  commit- 
tee of  Bridgewater  for  their  kind  gesture  in  offering  the  use  of  their 
buildings  for  our  students,  thus  making  it  possible  for  the  entire 
student  body  to  be  together  and  for  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater 
to  continue  to  operate  a  high  school  with  its  own  principal  and 
staff  of  teachers,  but  with  a  curtailed  program.  This  is  a  temporary 
situation  and  we  sincerely  hope  our  own  junior-senior  high  school 
will  be  complete  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

The  school  committee  believes  that  the  education  of  the  chil- 
dren of  West  Bridgewater  should  be  of  the  same  level  as  children 
are  receiving  elsewhere.  With  this  in  mind,  the  following  curricu- 
lum was  approved  to  present  to  the  School  Building  Committee  as 
a  basis  for  their  plans  for  a  new  junior-senior  high  school  —  Class 
A,  as  proposed  by  Russell  Mack,  supervisor  of  secondary  education 
for  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  This  includes  full  course 
offe  rings  in  industrial  arts,  homemaking,  science,  commercial  work, 
drawing  and  art,  music,  English,  social  studies,  mathematics,  lan- 
guages, health,  dramatics,  and  physical  education. 

In  accordance  to  the  law  of  1901  —  Chapter  325,  April  30,  the 
school  committee  authorized  the  superintendent  to  file  a  letter 
with  the  assessors  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  to  the  effect 
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that  the  Trustees  of  the  Howard  Fund  have  not  maintained  during 
the  school  year  a  high  school  satisfactory  to  the  superintendent. 

The  Department  of  Public  Safety  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  made  it  necessary  to  fireproof  all  basements,  accord- 
ing to  specifications  demanded  by  Mr.  Arthur  V.  Beaudry,  In- 
spector of  Public  Buildings,  rearrange  fire  escapes,  make  new  exit 
doors  and  install  safety  hardware  before  the  elementary  buildings 
could  be  operated  as  public  schools  with  certificates  of  inspections. 
All  schools  are  now  so  certified. 

We  are  attempting  to  better  the  lighting  in  the  elementary 
classrooms  by  painting  the  ceilings  and  walls.  This  work  should 
continue  until  all  the  schools  are  done  and  additional  lighting  fix- 
tures should  be  installed  to  help  overcome  eyestrain. 

The  schools  were  examined  by  Fire  Chief  Antone  Sousa  and 
approved.  His  recommendations  for  fire  boxes  at  Matfield  and 
Jerusalem  were  followed. 

Because  of  the  increase  in  the  school  population  and  to  give 
each  child  an  equal  opportunity  for  a  better  education,  all  teachers 
were  assigned  single  grades.  To  accomplish  this  it  was  necessary 
to  transport  some  children  out  of  their  own  districts  to  school.  The 
grades  were  set  up  as  follows  —  Grade  1  —  Jerusalem,  Center  and 
Sunset  Avenue;  Grade  2  —  Center  and  Matfield;  Grade  3  —  two  at 
Cochesett;  Grade  4  —  Center  and  Sunset  Avenue;  Grades  5  ■ — 
two  at  Center  and  one  at  Sunset  Avenue;  Grade  6  —  Center  and 
Sunset  Avenue.  This  takes  up  all  available  space  in  the  elementary 
buildings. 

STAFF 

We  are  very  fortunate  to  have  several  younger  teachers  join 
our  staff.  New  ideas  act  as  a  stimulus  to  the  whole  system.  Many 
of  the  teachers  continue  to  take  educational  courses  at  various 
colleges  to  improve  their  abilities  and  professional  standings.  We 
are  grateful  to  those  who  are  working  beyond  the  "call  of  duty" 
because  of  their  sincere  belief  in  helping  the  children  of  our  town. 
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The  work  of  Richard  Grodin,  our  high  school  principal,  has 
been  outstanding.  His  ability  to  solve  problems  whether  teaching, 
disciplinary,  housing  or  public  relations  has  helped  ease  a  most 
difficult  situation. 

Our  Superintendent,  William  Rodgers,  has  shown  us  that  one 
can  be  an  educator  and  still  not  lose  the  common  touch.  We  appre- 
ciate the  great  amount  of  work  and  time  he  has  spent  with  others 
during  the  various  school  planning  periods.  His  policy  of  personal 
teacher  supervision  has  brought  fine  results  and  a  closer  under- 
standing between  teacher  and  administrator.  His  problems  result- 
ing from  the  fire  would  have  discouraged  and  baffled  a  less  coura- 
geous person. 

We  are  also  indebted  to  Mrs.  Packard,  the  superintendent's 
secretary,  for  all  her  fine  work  and  so  generously  giving  of  her 
own  time. 

The  cost  of  educating  the  children  in  the  town  is  increasing 
as  the  school  population  increases.  The  minimum  salary  for  all 
teachers  in  Massachusetts  is  now  32100,  but  with  the  supply  of 
teachers  becoming  greater  we  are  able  to  be  in  a  better  bargaining 
position  because  of  our  salary  schedule. 

More  youngsters  mean  more  teachers,  more  books  and  sup- 
plies, and  more  rooms.  This  creates  a  growing  problem  for  school 
committee  and  taxpayers  alike.

The  salary  increase  granted  the  teachers  in  1949  has  given 
West  Bridgewater  a  more  adequate  salary  schedule;  we  are  now 
able  to  hire  and  keep  superior  teachers. 

Most  towns  pay  high  and  elementary  teachers  on  the  same 
schedule,  and  I  believe  that  we  should  work  toward  this  equalization. 

Our  elementary  teachers  have  a  maximum  salary  $300  be- 
low the  median  maximum  salary  paid  by  group  III  towns  in 
Massachusetts. 

Report  of  School  Nurse 


Mr.  William  H.  Rodgers

Dear  Mr.  Rodgers: 

Herewith  is  a  condensed  record  of  my  activities  as  school 
nurse. 

Members  of  the  School  Health  Council  sponsored  the  Well 
Child  Clinic.  The  Mothers'  Club  assisted  in  making  appointments 
and  transportation.  The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  sent 
Dr.  Harold  Higgins,  pediatrition,  to  examine  78  children  who  reg- 
istered, 30  of  whom  entered  school,  20  showed  defects.  Analysis  of 
complications  were  spastic  paraplegia,  nutrition,  dental  caries,  en- 
uresis, heart  murmurs  and  flat  feet.  Following  the  clinic,  five  enter- 
ing children  have  been  treated  at  the  dental  clinic.  Two  received 
a  specialist's  examination  and  numerous  other  contacts  have  been 
made,  several  having  tonsils  removed. 

A  toxoid  clinic  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall.  24  children  re- 
ceived complete  immunization  agaist  diphtheria. 
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All  children  entering  school  were  duly  vaccinated.  Children 
found  to  have  eye  and  ear  defects  were  followed  up  and  received 
treatment  by  requests  of  teachers. 

There  is  a  constant  demand  to  examine  our  social  psychiatric 
problems.  The  Guidance  Clinic  being  crowded,  only  a  few  West 
Bridgewater  children  are  benefited. 

Crippled  children  were  followed  up.  Four  of  whom  are  old 
enough  to  attend  school  but  lack  the  ability  to  learn.  At  present 
one  is  hospitalized,  others  attend  orthopedic  clinics. 

Epidemics  of  virus  infections  pestered  us  with  an  occasional 
scarlet  fever  case  further  complicated  by  allergies  of  one  kind  or 
another  caused  parents  to  worry  about  the  prognosis. 

DENTAL  CLINIC 
The  State  Department  of  Dental  Hygiene  sponsored  a  Dental 
Survey  conducted  by  Mrs.  Caroline  Smith,  dental  hygienist.  723 
were  examined.  From  her  graph  we  learn  that  96  children,  age  6, 
had  335  decayed  deciduous  teeth.  Approximately  33%  of  all  needs 
in  temporary  teeth  of  these  children  are  being  met.  This  same 
group  need  repairs  on  75  permanent  teeth.  The  number  of  decayed 
teeth  increase  up  to  the  age  of  eleven  then  decline.  Her  report  was 
most  interesting  and  covered  what  we  need  to  know.  Roughly, 
50%  of  dental  needs  have  been  met. 

34.7%  of  the  children  were  considered  to  have  acceptable 
dental  health  at  this  time. 

Since  the  Red  Cross'  gift  of  dental  equipment,  the  school 
system  providing  installation,  the  Lions'  Club  a  dentist,  we  are 
able  to  accomplish  some  work.  Children  requiring  immediate  care 
have  consumed  most  of  the  one-day-a-week  service  of  Dr.  Walter 
Chisholm,  Jr.  (The  appropriation  from  the  Town  of  West  Bridge- 
water  was  used  in  conjunction  with  this  work.) 

From  January  to  June — 43  pupils  were  transferred  to  Brock- 
ton for  dental  treatment,  the  total  cost  #473.50.  Since  our  clinic 
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opened  here  44  children  have  been  treated.  The  Lions'  Club  paying 
for  two-thirds  of  the  expenses  at  a  total  of  144  treatments.  The 
Lions'  Club  are  doing  a  creditable  job  beside  helping  with  trans- 
portation. One  day  a  week  is  spent  in  the  Dental  Clinic. 

290  students  of  Howard  High  School  were  chest  x-rayed,  six 
of  whom  were  re-takes,  none  were  positive.  This  is  a  good  record. 
Chest  x-rays  will  prove  invaluable  for  future  references. 

Dr.  Calitri  has  examined  and  passed  all  students  entering  for 
competitive  games  and  has  done  a  creditable  job. 

All  pupils  were  examined  this  year.  As  usual  tonsils  were 
major  defects.  Notices  were  sent  to  parents.  Since  poliomyelitis 
runs  rampart  in  summer  —  operations  must  be  considered  earlier. 

I  recommend  in  the  new  school  a  well-planned  section  to  care 
for  increasing  needs  of  a  Health  program:  facilities  and  proper 
light  to  examine  eyes;  a  sound-proof  ro'om  to  test  hearing,  com- 
bined with  a  complete  first  aid  unit;  also  a  cabinet  for  records. 

The  State  Department  of  Health  is  making  extensive  plans  in 
the  future.  School  physicians  will  receive  a  better  salary,  having 
time  for  consultations  with  parents,  teaching  preventive  medicine, 
practicing  new  methods,  also  having  a  knowledge  of  orthopedics 
and  child  psychiatry  which  will  extend  far  beyond  the  school. 

The  success  of  1949  would  not  have  been  possible  without  the 
cooperation  of  parents,  teachers  and  friends. 

The  Howard  High  School  was  indeed  a  regrettable  loss;  with 
perserverence  you  can  and  will  build  a  new  monument  to  progres- 
sive education.

The  following  is  my  report  from  September  to  December  of 
1949. 

One  of  my  foremost  aims  is  to  develop  and  foster  the  innate 
love  of  music  of  the  average  child.  Other  objectives  are  to  develop 
the  child's  ability  to  read  music  well,  and  to  sing  in  tune  with  a 
good  tone. 

An  integral  part  of  each  child's  life  is  the  pleasure  which  may 
be  derived  from  intelligent  listening  to  the  performance  of  others. 
It  is  my  hope  that  I  may  guide  the  children  to  listen  to  and  enjoy 
the  better  programs.  This  can  be  facilitated  through  the  use  of  a 
good  record  player  (which  some  schools  have)  and  an  adequate 
record  library,  plus  a  program  devised  for  listening  activities. 

At  present  there  is  no  time  for  any  musical  activities  in  the 
high  school.  There  should  be  time  for  a  mixed  choral  group,  glee 
clubs,  music  appreciation  courses,  and  band  and  orchestra. 

The  seventh  and  eighth  grades  have  one  period  of  music  a 
week.  It  is  essential  that  these  grades  have  vocal  music  for  the 
correct  placement  of  the  changing  voice.  The  best  books  available 
for  these  changing  voices  have  been  purchased. 

There  is  an  unusual  amount  of  talent  throughout  the  schools. 
A  large  number  of  the  children  are  studying  instruments.  With 
these  as  the  nucleus,  a  good  instrumental  department  could  be 
developed  provided  the  time  could  be  allotted  to  it. 

I  have  found  all  of  the  teachers  and  principals  most  coopera- 
tive and  I  do  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  them  and  to  the 
school  board.

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Report  of  Remedial  Supervisor

Dear  Mr.  Rodgers: 

Remedial  instruction  has  been  given  in  the  schools  of  West 
Bridgewater  for  almost  two  years.  Most  of  the  remedial  work  has 
been  done  in  reading,  although  help  has  been  given  in  the  other 
subjects.  Since  reading  is  the  most  important  school  subject  and  it 
causes  the  greatest  difficulties,  it  is  easy  to  see  why  more  time  is 
spent  on  this  phase  of  the  remedial  work.  The  mastery  of  reading 
is  essential  to  the  learning  of  nearly  every  other  school  subject; 
therefore  it  has  been  necessary  for  the  schools  to  provide  a  reading 
program  to  meet  the  needs  of  every  boy  and  girl.  This  has  been 
done  in  West  Bridgewater  by  giving  special  instruction  to  those 
who  have  reading  disabilities.  Unless  special  instruction  is  given 
to  those  with  disabilities,  these  pupils  will  continue  in  this  defi- 
ciency and  their  whole  school  career  crippled. 

To  solve  the  reading  problem,  the  teachers  must  be  able  to 
discover  levels  of  ability,  diagnose  causes  of  difficulties,  and  plan  a 
remedial  program  which  will  eliminate  these  difficulties.  Our  test- 
ing and  diagnostic  program  points  the  way  to  the  real  work  neces- 
sary. Before  any  reading  program  can  be  effective,  however,  care- 
ful study  must  be  made  of  the  factors  causing  reading  difficulties 
and  steps  taken  to  remove  as  many  of  these  as  possible.  Some  of 
these  factors  found  here  are — visual  and  auditory  disabilities,  speech 
impediments,  nervousness  and  other  emotional  disturbances. 

In  this  school  system  we  are  trying,  in  an  honest  and  intelli- 
gent way,  to  study  carefully  the  factors  causing  reading  difficulties. 
We  are  giving  standardized  reading  tests  to  measure  different 
phases  of  reading  ability.  We  are  using  these  tests  to  study  the 
needs  of  the  individual  pupils.  Those  who  show  the  greatest  need 
are  referred  to  the  remedial  teacher.  Special  instruction  is  being 
given  to  these  pupils  by  having  the  remedial  teacher  visit  the 
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schools  which  these  pupils  attend.  These  boys  and  girls  come  for 
a  period  of  instruction  and  then  the  classroom  teacher  carries  on 
the  work  during  the  other  daily  reading  periods.  There  is  a  definite 
need  for  the  classroom  teacher  to  continue  this  remedial  work  in 
her  day  to  day  contact  with  the  child.  This  is  being  worked  out 
in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 

Since  September,  we  have  been  able  to  give  greater  attention 
to  many  pupils  in  need  of  special  remedial  work  by  having  these 
pupils  attend  the  remedial  class  at  the  Center  school.  About 
twenty  pupils  of  varied  grade  and  age  levels  attend  this  class  every 
morning  and  in  the  afternoon  they  have  lessons  with  the  pupils  of 
their  own  grades.  In  this  remedial  class  the  pupils  are  able  to  work 
with  materials  geared  to  their  ability  and  which  give  them  a  feeling 
of  success  and  pleasure.  Children  need  to  feel  satisfaction  and  to 
see  progress;  this  class  tries  to  meet  these  needs. 

The  values  and  results  of  remedial  instruction  in  our  school 
system  have  been  noted.  Already  several  pupils  have  been  dis- 
missed from  the  remedial  class  and  they  are  able  to  work  with  the 
classes  to  which  they  belong.  This  work  has  created  in  pupils  the 
desire  to  want  to  read.  Comparisons  of  the  1948  and  1949  achieve- 
ment tests  have  been  made  in  reading  achievement. 

The  following  shows  the  results  of  a  period  of  remedial  instruc- 
tion. Ten  pupils  among  the  many  receiving  this  help  are  listed 
below  and  the  remedial  gains  made.

Many  weaknesses  have  been  overcome  in  reading  because  we 
are  able  to  adjust  materials  and  teaching  methods  to  different  rates 
of  progress.  Parents  have  been  made  aware  of  these  difficulties  and 
already  many  have  shown  their  appreciation.  The  teachers  value 
this  remedial  instruction  and  are  anxious  to  help  and  to  have  help. 
Without  this  remedial  work  the  burden  of  the  classroom  teacher 
would  be  greater  and  her  teaching  less  effective. 

Remedial  instruction  can  be  accomplished  only  through  the 
intelligent  cooperation  of  all  those  concerned.  I  am  grateful  to  the 
school  committee,  the  superintendent,  the  teachers,  and  the  parents 
for  their  cooperation  and  interst.

Dear  Mr.  Rodgers: 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Principal  of  Howard  High 
School  for  the  year  1949:  This  report  discusses  some  progress  and 
much  reconstruction.  There  are  three  main  phases  to  be  consid- 
ered: 1.  Curriculum  revisions  made  in  January  1949.  2.  The  fire 
and  the  reconstruction  pertaining  thereto.  3.  Evaluation  of  the 
present  level  of  education  in  the  high  school. 
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Throughout  the  Fall  of  1948  the  high  school  faculty  studied 
the  course  of  study  in  relationship  to  the  uses  high  school  graduates 
were  making  of  their  education  and  in  the  light  of  certain  studies 
made  by  educators  and  business  firms.  One  of  the  results  of  this 
study  was  a  conviction  on  the  part  of  the  faculty  that  Howard  High 
School  students  did  not  have  a  sufficient  command  of  the  funda- 
mentals of  English  grammar  to  enable  them  to  compete  on  equal 
terms  with  graduates  of  other  schools.  We  also  found  that,  due  to 
the  increased  use  of  machinery  in  businesses,  offices  were  requiring 
less  shorthand  and  more  bookkeeping  and  office  practice  than  we 
had  formerly  offered.  A  study  of  the  educational  needs  of  recent 
graduates  was  made  by  Mr.  Roger  Viens.  The  study  revealed  that 
"economics  and  sociology"  was  one  of  the  most  useful  courses 
taught  in  the  high  school.  These  and  a  number  of  minor  educa- 
tional matters  indicated  it  would  be  advantageous  to  revise  the 
program  of  studies  as  quickly  as  possible.  Accordingly,  on  January 
24,  1949,  these  and  other  revisions  were  made;  the  program  of 
English  in  grade  eight  was  doubled  in  order  to  more  properly  teach 
grammar,  handwriting,  and  spelling.  The  entire  high  school  was 
tested  for  proficiency  in  arithmetic.  The  beginnings  of  a  remedial 
arithmetic  program  were  made.  The  study  of  art,  once  curtailed, 
was  re-instituted.  We  found  that  three  times  as  many  students 
wished  to  take  art  as  we  could  accommodate  with  one  supervisor 
and  one  class  room  available. 

All  these  revisions  and  studies  made  were  swept  away  by  the 
fire.  At  ten  minutes  after  ten  o'clock,  Monday,  March  21,  1949, 
smoke  in  the  roof  area  was  discovered  by  Custodian  Arvid  Hagg- 
lund.  Within  a  minute  all  pupils  and  staff*  had  evacuated  the 
building.  Very  shortly  the  once  famous  land-mark  was  a  shambles. 
While  the  fire  was  still  blazing,  Mr.  Ralph  Frellick,  Headmaster  of 
Brockton  High  School,  and  Mr.  Wayne  Clark,  chairman  of  the 
school  committee  of  Bridgewater,  came  to  offer  assistance  and 
shelter.  The  conduct  of  the  high  school  pupils  during  the  fire  was 
highly  commendable. 

The  process  of  reconstruction  was  swift.  Within  two  days, 
school  buildings  in  two  adjacent  towns,  Brockton  and  Bridgewater, 
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were  examined  and  the  recommendation  was  made  that  the  Bridge- 
water  Junior  High  School  Building  would  more  nearly  fit  our  needs 
and  plans.  The  night  of  the  fire  the  officers  of  the  classes  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Student  Council  met  to  discuss  reconstruction.  We 
estimated  that  approximately  $5,000.  of  student  owned  equipment 
was  destroyed  in  the  fire.  The  Student  Council  recognized  two  ad- 
ditional serious  problems:  (1)  Carrying  on  all  student  activities. 
( 2 )  Helping  the  faculty  in  the  problem  of  reconstruction.  The  Coun- 
cil immediately  began  a  program  of  raising  money  to  cover  all  losses, 
both  to  the  general  fund  and  to  the  accounts  of  individual  activities. 
Three  days  later  representatives  of  Howard  High  School  had  en- 
gaged a  hall,  found  an  orchestra,  and  visited  eight  neighboring 
schools  in  order  to  successfully  produce  a  benefit  dance.  Many 
organizations  donated  sums,  enabling  the  student  body  to  purchase 
a  considerable  amount  of  equipment  to  replace  some  of  the  losses. 
The  student  activities  which  were  going  on  at  the  time  of  the  fire 
continued  without  interruption,  in  some  cases  rehearsing  and  prac- 
ticing without  any  teacher  supervision.  Groups  of  students  vol- 
unteered their  services  to  the  staff  and  worked  throughout  the 
week  in  order  to  help  the  process  of  reconstruction. 

The  high  school  faculty  met  at  the  principal's  home  the  day 
following  the  fire  and  worked  every  day  and  many  nights  during 
that  week  accomplishing  the  tremendous  task  of  preparing  a  new 
high  school  program  from  memory  and  professional  training.  Each 
teacher  wrote  all  class  lists  and  grades  of  each  pupil  in  every  class. 
The  Bridgewater  Junior  High  School  Building  was  surveyed,  traf- 
fic rules  set  up,  classes  re-grouped,  and  a  school  program  instituted 
for  that  building.  Representatives  of  all  publishing  nouses  were 
summoned,  and  each  member  of  the  faculty  and  each  department 
head  examined  all  available  textbooks;  making  recommendations 
for  new  texts  in  all  classes.  The  teachers  outlined  from  memory 
each  course  in  the  high  school.  The  work  for  the  following  week — 
work  which  had  to  be  conducted  without  pencils,  paper  or  text- 
books— was  planned  by  each  instructor.  Each  pupil  was  given  a 
new  schedule.  The  task  of  organizing  a  high  school,  generally  tak- 
ing about  three  months,  was  accomplished  in  a  week.  The  student 
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body  met  on  Friday  morning,  March  25,  in  the  Town  Hall  to  learn 
how  school  would  be  re-established  and  to  discuss  bus  routes.  On 
Monday,  March  28,  at  1:25  P.M.  school  re-convened  at  Bridge- 
water  Junior  High  School.  Classes  began  after  a  brief  assembly. 
It  is  a  tribute  to  our  splendid  faculty  and  excellent  student  body 
that  classes  re-convened  without  any  confusion.  Nevertheless, 
many  problems  remained  unsolved.  These  problems  and  their  solu- 
tion constitute  the  significant  section  of  this  report.  1.  How  could 
we  carry  on  an  athletic  program  with  no  facilities  or  equipment 
and  while  the  school  was  being  conducted  in  the  afternoon?  2. 
How  could  special  help  and  conference  time  be  provided?  3.  How 
could  we  restore  student-owned  equipment?  4.  We  lacked  ade- 
quately equipped  space  to  carry  on  a  complete  high  school  program. 
5.  Moving  the  school  to  Bridgewater  would  jeopardize  the  gains 
made  in  eliminating  poor  attendance.  6.  Lack  of  space  for  study 
halls  made  it  necessary  to  place  study  pupils  in  the  rear  of  class 
rooms.  7.  There  were  no  textbooks  or  supplies  available.  8.  There 
were  no  facilities  available  for  rehearsals  or  for  meetings  and  group 
activities.  9.  The  afternoon  session  is,  by  its  very  nature,  prejudi- 
cial to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  pupils.  10.  The  time  schedule 
made  it  impossible  for  the  pupils  to  enjoy  the  normal,  social  activi- 
ties which  take  place  at  the  close  of  the  school  day.  11.  The  school 
hours  available  —  1:30  to  5:30  —  were  too  short  to  accomplish 
the  aims  of  modern  education.  A  normal  school  day  should  be  six 
hours,  exclusive  of  lunch  and  recess  time. 

Some  of  these  problems  were  solved  by  the  high  school  staff, 
some  solved  by  the  school  committee,  and  others  through  the  gen- 
erosity of  public  spirited  citizens  and  organizations.  A  few  of  these 
problems  can  never  be  solved  while  the  school  is  operating  under 
these  emergency  conditions. 

The  West  Bridgewater  Post  of  the  American  Legion  came  to 
the  immediate  aid  of  the  high  school  athletic  program  by  donating 
baseball  uniforms  and  equipment.  Several  high  schools  donated 
additional  equipment.  Through  the  kindness  of  the  selectmen  the 
town  field  was  made  available  when  needed  by  the  high  school. 
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Other  high  schools  have  cooperated  with  us  throughout  the  emer- 
gency by  adjusting  their  schedules  to  accommodate  our  program. 
In  the  Fall  the  Howard  High  School  football  squad  practiced  every 
morning  and  played  its  games  on  Saturday  afternoons  as  usual. 
The  selectmen  are  permitting  the  high  school  to  use  the  town  hall 
for  basketball  practices  and  games.  The  work  of  converting  the 
town  hall  for  basketball  was  done  by  high  school  students.  While 
the  town  hall  is  certainly  not  a  satisfactory  or  proper  place  to  play 
basketball,  other  high  schools  have  consented  to  play  our  teams  on 
this  floor.  The  conditions  under  which  it  has  been  necessary  for  our 
boys  and  girls  to  practice  and  participate  in  sports  are  far  from 
desirable.  The  effort  and  sportsmanship  of  our  students  have  over- 
come these  disadvantages,  while  the  support  of  the  townspeople 
has  continued  to  make  our  activities  financially  successful.  Much 
of  this  success  may  be  attributed  to  the  West  Bridgewater  Boosters 
Club  which  continued  its  hard  work  and  efforts  in  behalf  of  the 
boys  and  girls. 

When  it  became  common  knowledge  that  the  high  school 
would  have  extreme  difficulty  in  providing  special  help  and  con- 
ference time,  the  facilities  of  the  Unitarian  Church  of  West  Bridge- 
water  were  offered  the  school.  The  church  vestry  has  been  used 
every  day  from  10  until  12  for  guidance  conferences  and  special 
help.  Every  member  of  the  faculty  is  present  at  the  church  at 
least  one  morning  a  week  for  these  purposes.  Without  this  kind 
offer  of  space  in  which  to  work,  an  essential  part  of  the  education 
of  our  youth  could  not  have  been  offered. 

The  student  body  was  able  to  raise  a  considerable  amount  of 
money  through  its  benefit  dance,  minstrel  show,  and  through  ad- 
missions to  its  athletic  functions.  The  faculty  of  the  high  school, 
the  P.T.A.,  the  Sawtucket  Barn  Dancers,  and  many  other  civic 
organizations  throughout  the  region  donated  generously  to  help 
the  general  fund.  By  the  end  of  May  all  funds  which  had  been 
destroyed  by  fire  had  been  restored  to  student  activities;  additional 
money  could  be  used  to  partially  replace  equipment  destroyed  by 
fire. 
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Through  the  cooperation  of  the  school  nurse  and  the  attend- 
ance officer  the  high  school  has  been  able  to  maintain  a  very  fine 
record  of  attendance  throughout  1949.  A  policy  of  calling  the 
parents  of  every  absentee  in  order  to  determine  immediately  the 
whereabouts  of  any  youngster  not  present  for  school  was  instituted 
in  September,  1948.  This  program  contributed  to  an  immediate 
increase  in  attendance  and  to  the  virtual  elimination  of  delin- 
quency. Despite  the  emergency  conditions,  there  are  a  few  parents 
who  occasionally  permit  their  children  to  be  absent  for  trivial  or 
unnecessary  reasons.  Regular  attendance  is  essential  to  good  schol- 
arship. The  development  of  the  habits  of  dependability  and  punc- 
tuality are  uppermost  in  the  minds  of  all  who  are  striving  to  give 
the  youth  of  West  Bndgewater  the  best  possible  opportunity  for 
success. 

Although  the  Bridgewater  Junior  High  School  Building  was 
better  suited  to  our  needs  than  any  other  available  school  build- 
ing, it  is  a  small  junior  high  school  and  not  equipped  to  handle 
grades  ten  through  twelve.  We  were  able  to  persuade  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  in  Bndgewater  to  remove  some  heavy  mainten- 
ance machinery  from  the  shop,  thus  providing  more  floor  space.  It 
was  necessary  to  construct  a  typing  room  from  available  space  in 
the  basement  of  the  building.  The  household  arts  room  was  not  de- 
signed for  a  high  school  household  arts  program.  The  reference  and 
library  facilities  are  not  large  enough  or  appropriate  for  high  school 
classes.  These  problems  have  been  partially  solved  only  by  tempo- 
rary measures.  A  considerable  amount  of  new  equipment  has  been 
purchased  and  is  being  used.  Operation  of  classes  such  as  biology, 
chemistry,  and  physics  is  seriously  hampered  by  lack  of  materials 
and  places  to  store  them. 

With  a  considerable  amount  of  effort  it  had  been  possible  in 
the  Fall  of  1948  to  re-schedule  Howard  High  School  in  such  a  way 
as  to  eliminate  the  necessity  of  having  study  pupils  in  the  back  of 
every  class  room.  In  our  new  quarters  this  was  no  longer  possible, 
and  we  were  forced  to  revert  to  this  very  poor  practice.  The  only 
solution  to  this  problem  is  using  the  auditorium  as  a  study  hall. 
This  expedient  will  be  necessary  as  the  school  grows. 
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During  the  week  immediately  following  the  fire,  negotiations 
were  made  with  Brockton  High  School  to  borrow  textbooks,  sup- 
plies, and  equipment,  so  that  we  could  hold  classes.  Mr.  Frellick, 
without  any  hesitation  whatsoever,  made  available  any  and  all 
equipment  we  desired.  By  November  of  1949  enough  texts,  sup- 
plies and  equipment  had  been  purchased  to  make  it  possible  for  us 
to  return  Brockton  High  School's  generous  loan. 

There  is  no  immediate  solution  to  the  problems  associated 
with  holding  school  in  the  late  afternoons,  except  the  personal  ad- 
justments which  the  students  themselves  have  made.  Physiologi- 
cally and  psychologically  they  have  been  under  a  strain  which 
should  not  be  prolonged.  Only  the  enforcement  of  regulations 
which  require  pupils  to  travel  to  and  from  the  school  by  school 
bus,  the  program  of  safety  instruction  in  the  high  school,  and  the 
vigilance  of  our  Chief  of  Police  and  his  department  have  thus  far 
prevented  any  accidents  occurring  on  the  way  home  from  school 
after  dark. 

The  habit  of  eating  upon  returning  home  from  school  in  the 
afternoon  was  so  strong  that  it  became  necessary  to  allow  pupils  to 
eat  during  a  brief  home  room  period  in  the  middle  of  the  school 
day.  Because  our  accelerated  schedule  allows  none  of  the  normal 
social  enjoyments  of  school  such  as  walking  to  and  from  school  in 
leisurely  fashion,  conversations  during  home  room  periods  and  at 
lunch  time,  dances  and  general  get-to-gethers  at  the  close  of  school, 
we  have  found  it  necessary  to  allow  the  home  room  period  to  be- 
come a  recess  period.  This  is  practically  the  only  chance  the  pupils 
get  to  talk  with  each  other. 

The  faculty  has  worked  very  hard  trying  to  accomplish  the 
tasks  of  education  with  only  two-thirds  of  the  normal  classroom 
time  available  and  with  constant  limitations  of  facilities.  The  pro- 
gram of  pupil  guidance  and  counselling  has  been  effectively  operat- 
ing and  is  helping  our  pupils  in  many  ways.  It  has  been  necessary, 
however,  to  double  the  amount  of  home  work  in  many  cases  and 
to  increase  scholastic  requirements  throughout  the  school.  The 
teachers  must  work  twice  as  hard  to  avoid  losing  too  much  ground 
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during  the  period  of  emergency.  Only  the  objective  scholastic  tests 
which  will  be  given  this  Spring,  will  tell  us  how  much  the  education 
of  West  Bridgewater  children  has  suffered  since  the  fire. 

A  financial  statement  of  all  the  Howard  High  School  accounts 
has  been  examined  and  approved  by  the  school  department,  and 
placed  on  file  in  the  superintendent's  office. 

Because  of  our  splendid  faculty  and  because  West  Bridgewater 
students  have  proven  equal  to  the  occasion,  the  education  of  the 
youth  of  the  community  probably  has  not  suffered  too  much 
thus  far.  The  general  effects  of  the  conditions  under  which  the  high 
school  has  been  operating  are  beginning  to  make  themselves  felt, 
however.  School  spirit,  high  morale,  and  hard  work  cannot  be  ex- 
pected to  compensate  indefinitely  for  the  lack  of  a  school  building.

CENTER  SCHOOL 

In  October  1949  a  Center  School  P.T.A.  was  organized  as  a 
branch  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Central  P.T.A.  This  group  has  the 
interest  and  backing  of  the  parents  and  it  plans  many  activities  for 
the  school. 

A  glee  club,  under  the  guidance  of  Miss  Alfieri,  has  been 
formed  in  grades  4,  5  and  6. 

The  children  of  the  Center  school  presented  a  revue,  "Far 
Away  Places"  at  the  town  hall  on  April  5,  1949.  An  enthusiastic 
audience  enjoyed  the  show.  The  proceeds  were  used  to  purchase 
blackout  curtains  for  a  classroom  so  that  film  strips  could  be  used 
in  instruction. 

The  boiler  rooms  in  this  school  were  fireproofed,  the  class- 
room interiors  and  ceilings  were  repainted,  and  a  new  fire  escape 
constructed. 
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Mr.  Belcher  and  I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  and  pupils  for 
their  cooperation  in  making  1949  a  successful  year. 

SUNSET  AVENUE  SCHOOL 

A  P.T.A.  was  organized  for  this  school  in  October  and  it  has 
purchased  a  wire  recorder,  radio,  phonograph  combination  for  the 
school.  This  group  is  working  hard  to  set  up  a  hot  lunch  program 
and  to  make  other  improvements  in  the  school. 

The  exterior  of  the  school  was  reshingled,  the  boiler  room  fire- 
proofed  and  a  fire  escape  replaced.  The  building  should  have  the 
exterior  trim  painted  and  the  halls  and  toilets  redecorated. 

The  Christmas  virtue  of  giving  was  made  a  reality  by  a  project 
to  collect  and  distribute  gifts  for  those  in  need. 

Mrs.  Nelson  and  I  thank  parents,  teachers  and  pupils  for  their 
cooperation  in  all  the  projects  of  the  school.  The  teachers  have  this 
motto:  "Look  forward,  not  backward;  look  up,  not  down,  and  lend 
a  hand." 

COCHESETT  SCHOOL 

The  parents  of  pupils  in  the  Cochesett  school  have  been  in- 
vited to  participate  in  the  Center  school  P.T.A.  and  they  should 
contribute  a  great  deal  to  the  efficiency  of  the  school. 

The  exterior  of  this  building  has  been  painted,  the  boiler  room 
fireproofed,  a  new  fire  exit  installed.  The  interior  of  this  building 
should  be  painted  and  renovated. 

Miss  McKenney,  Mrs.  Freeman,  Mrs.  Horrigan  and  Mrs. 
Blumberg  have  set  up  a  reading  program  which  is  functioning  ef- 
fectively in  this  school. 

All  third  grade  pupils  in  town  attend  this  school.  The  children 
have  developed  both  socially  and  mentally  by  working  and  playing 
w  ith  children  of  their  own  ages. 
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JERUSALEM  SCHOOL 

The  Jerusalem  P.T.A.  has  continued  to  help  this  school  in 
every  way  possible. 

A  tile  block  ceiling  has  been  installed  and  the  interior  has 
been  repainted. 

The  first  grade  children  have  learned  a  great  deal  this  year  in 
social  behavior  as  well  as  basic  school  subjects.  Miss  Nelson  be- 
lieves that  the  single  grade  plan  helped  her  to  have  a  successful 
school  year. 

MATFIELD  SCHOOL 

The  Matfield  P.T.A.  has  continued  its  excellent  support  of 
this  school.  They  have  purchased  records  for  the  school  and  given 
the  children  parties  at  Hallowe'en  and  Christmas. 

A  program  for  parents  during  Education  Week  was  presented 
to  a  group  of  about  twenty  parents. 

The  boiler  room  has  been  fireproofed  and  a  new  fire  exit  in- 
stalled. The  interior  should  be  painted  and  a  new  floor  installed. 

Miss  Leavitt  believes  that  a  single  grade  has  enabled  her  to 
give  the  children  more  individual  attention. 

EDUCATIONAL  PROGRESS 

In  September  1949  single  grades  were  established  in  each  room 
in  each  school  in  town.  The  grades  were  established  according  to 
the  school  membership  table  above.  This  policy  has  resulted  in 
greatly  improved  instruction  for  each  child,  and  it  has  provided 
enough  classrooms  for  the  year  1949. 

A  remedial  class  was  established  in  the  Center  school.  Pupils 
who  were  retarded  in  reading  were  assigned  to  this  class  for  their 
morning  program.  The  accomplishments  of  this  class  have  been 
so  outstanding  that  a  report  from  Mrs.  Horrigan  is  included  else- 
where in  my  report.

The  time  schedules  for  all  schools  have  been  equalized  so  that 
the  net  instructional  time  for  each  school  is  about  five  hours. 

The  courses  of  study  in  all  basic  subjects  have  been  used  and 
constantly  revised  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  pupils. 

Since  all  the  instructional  texts  and  supplies  of  the  high  school 
were  destroyed  by  fire  it  was  necessary  to  purchase  new,  up-to-date 
books  and  supplies  for  all  pupils  in  grades  seven  through  twelve. 
New  typewriters,  typing  tables,  tablet  armchairs,  business  ma- 
chines and  office  supplies  and  equipment  were  purchased. 

The  program  to  replace  worn  out  books  has  been  continued 
and  our  elementary  pupils  are  using,  in  most  cases,  standard  and 
supplementary  textbooks  in  reading,  geography,  history  and  arith- 
metic. This  program  should  be  continued  if  we  wish  to  give  our 
children  adequate  educations. 

Auditory  and  visual  aids  to  education  are  being  employed, 
especially  in  the  high  school. 

Science,  health,  safety  and  art  programs  have  been  organized 
in  a  few  grades.  Every  pupil  should  receive  instruction  in  these 
vital  subjects,  and  I  hope  these  programs  can  be  broadened  to 
include  all  of  our  pupils. 

TESTING 

Pupils  in  grades  one  through  six  were  given  the  Metropolitan 
Achievement  Tests  in  June  1949  before  the  single  grades  were  es- 
tablished. The  results  of  these  tests  are  below: 

Grade  1 — averages  4  months  ahead  of  national  standards 
Grade  2 — averages  1  month  ahead  of  national  standards 
Grade  3 — averages  2  months  behind  national  standards 
Grade  4 — At  national  standards 

Grade  5 — averages  5  months  ahead  of  national  standards 
Grade  6 — averages  1  month  behind  national  standards 

Pupils  in  grades  one  and  four  were  given  mental  ability  tests. 
The  results  of  these  tests  were  helpful  to  the  teachers  in  grouping 
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pupils  for  instruction  and  in  selecting  those  who  need  more  individ- 
ual help.  Mental  tests  results  help  us  to  determine  the  children 
that  should  be  tested  and  helped  by  guidance  clinics. 

Pupils  in  grades  nine  through  twelve  were  given  the  Iowa 
tests  of  educational  development  again  this  year.  The  results  of 
this  test  indicate  that  in  1947  our  high  school  pupils  averaged  bet- 
ter than  forty-five  percent  of  the  children  tested  throughout  the 
country;  in  1948  our  pupils  tested  at  the  forty-eighth  percentile;  in 
1949  our  pupils  tested  at  the  fiftieth  percentile.  So  we  may  con- 
clude that  the  achievement  of  our  high  school  pupils  is  improving 
slowly  and  they  are  up  to  national  standards. 

The  eighth  grade  was  tested  by  the  Boston  University  testing 
service.  These  tests  gave  us  much  valuable  information  which  is 
used  for  guidance  purposes.  The  results  indicated  that  our  eighth 
grade  pupils  were  excellent  in  mathematics,  at  grade  level  in  all 
other  subjects  except  English.  The  course  of  study  in  English  has 
been  increased  to  remedy  this  situation. 

SCHOOL  HOUSING 

The  school  housing  problem  is  critical.  Fire  destroyed  Howard 
High  School  so  we  have  no  high  school  for  our  pupils  in  grades 
seven  through  twelve.  Our  town  has  a  grave  obligation  to  build  a 
school  for  these  children. 

Every  room  in  our  elementary  schools  is  filled  to  capacity  at 
the  present  time.  If  the  expected  number  of  children  enter  our 
elementary  schools  in  the  next  five  years  we  shall  be  one  classroom 
short  in  1950,  one  in  1951,  two  in  1952,  three  in  1953  and  four 
in  1954. 

All  of  the  elementary  buildings  are  old  and  need  moderniza- 
tion. The  lighting  in  most  of  the  rooms  does  not  come  up  to  ap- 
proved present  day  standards  according  to  a  survey  made  by  the 
Brockton  Edison  Company.  We  are  whitening  ceilings  and  repaint- 
ing interiors  to  improve  the  lighting.  It  may  be  necessary  to  install 
additional  fixtures,  or  different  type  fixtures,  after  the  painting  is

completed.  The  floors  are  in  poor  condition  in  a  number  of  rooms. 
These  examples  illustrate  the  problems  of  maintenance  of  old 
wooden  buildings.  It  is  expensive  to  heat  and  maintain  so  many 
small  and  outmoded  buildings.  Efficient  planning  would  require 
that  the  buildings  be  modernized  or  replaced  as  early  as  possible. 

HEALTH 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  conducted  a 
Dental  Survey  in  our  schools  in  1949.  The  teeth  of  each  school 
child  in  town  were  examined  and  cards  sent  to  the  parents  of  those 
whose  teeth  needed  attention. 

A  Dental  Clinic  was  established  in  the  back  Center  school. 
Equipment  was  purchased  by  the  Red  Cross.  The  School  Depart- 
ment installed  the  equipment  in  its  present  quarters.  The  clinic  is 
being  largely  supported  by  the  West  Bridgewater  Lions'  Club  who 
pay  about  two-thirds  of  the  costs  of  operation.  This  clinic  should 
improve  the  dental  health  of  our  school  children. 

The  health  of  employees  and  pupils  is  protected  by  General 
Liability  and  Workmen's  Compensation  insurance. 

An  item  "Physical  Education"  has  been  placed  in  the  school 
budget.  This  money  is  used  for  physical  and  health  education  in 
the  high  and  elementary  schools. 

Chest  x-rays  of  all  pupils  and  teachers  in  our  high  school 
were  taken  this  year.  No  person  was  found  to  be  infected  with 
tuberculosis. 

THRIFT 

The  program  of  Thrift  education  has  been  continued  this  year. 
Six  hundred  and  seventeen  children  have  bank  books.  These  chil- 
dren had  saved  a  total  of  $8,275.06  by  the  end  of  1949. 

ADEQUATE  FINANCIAL  SUPPORT 

1  he  cost  of  education,  like  everything  else,  is  high  these  days. 
Although  it  was  necessary  to  increase  the  school  budget  for  1950, 
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this  table  shows  that  the  net  cost  per  pupil  will  be  lower  than  it 
has  been  since  1946:

The  reason  that  the  net  cost  per  pupil  is  lower  is  the  increased 
state  aid  for  schools.

In  order  to  educate  the  increasing  number  of  children  in 
our  schools  we  must  increase  our  budget  to  hire  and  keep 
teachers,  to  purchase  books  and  supplies,  and  to  supply  suitable 
school  buildings. 

If  we  hope  to  fit  our  children  for  living  in  these  days  of  great 
changes  we  must  give  adequate  financial  support  to  our  schools. 

COOPERATION 

The  year  1949  will  always  be  remembered  in  West  Bridge- 
water  as  a  most  difficult  year.  The  schools  could  never  have  func- 
tioned without  the  splendid  cooperation  among  our  school  system, 
government  officials  and  townspeople.  I  cannot  list  the  innumer- 
able people  who  have  contributed  their  time,  money,  advice  and 
interest  to  help  our  schools  but  I  thank  you  all  at  this  time. 

The  school  system  is  grateful  to  the  following  groups  for  spe- 
cial contributions:  the  Unitarian  Church  of  West  Bridgewater, 
Town  of  Bridgewater,  West  Bridgewater  Lions'  Club,  West  Bridge- 
water  town  officials,  West  Bridgewater  Taxpayers'  Association, 
Central  P.T.A.  and  all  its  member  groups,  Kay  Jewelry  Company, 
Howard  Lodge — Knights  of  Pythias,  William  J.  and  Anna  Clifford 
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Howard,  The  Alumni,  The  Grange,  The  American  Legion  and  the 
State  Department  of  Education. 

I  thank  each  member  of  our  staff  for  the  fine  work  that  has 
been  done  this  past  year. 

The  people  of  West  Bridgewater  have  elected  an  excellent 
school  committee.  Each  problem  that  has  come  before  the  com- 
mittee has  been  decided  for  the  best  interests  of  our  children  and 
our  town.  Their  unselfish  devotion  has  enabled  us  to  continue  the 
education  of  our  children  during  this  difficult  year.

A.  Decrease  of  $298.20 

The  increases  above  are  made  necessary  for  the  most  part  by 
conditions  in  the  Town  beyond  the  control  of  those  who  serve  it 
in  administrative  capacity.  Our  Charities  are  operated  on  a  State- 
wide pattern  in  a  manner  that  is  highly  commendable.  The  division 
of  the  job  of  Accountant  and  Welfare  Agent  will  tend  to  lower  our 
Welfare  cost.  Further,  this  division  is  required  by  the  State. 

Increases  in  education  are  affected  considerably  by  our  lack  of 
a  school  and  State  aid  to  education  will  do  much  to  cut  this. 
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Such  salary  increases  as  have  been  recommended  are  to  cover 
additional  work  required  or  to  place  that  salary  more  accurately  in 
the  general  wage  picture. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not  feel  that  it  can  recommend 
Articles  17,  19,  and  20  since  no  report  has  been  made  of  the  in- 
tended use  of  these  funds.  These  Articles  are  recommended  by  the 
State  and  have  merit  for  our  Town,  but  before  any  appropriation 
can  be  made,  the  Town  Meeting  should  receive  all  of  the  facts  as 
to  how  these  funds  will  be  used.  The  above  refusal  to  recommend 
should  not  be  construed  as  a  condemnation  of  the  project,  but 
rather  a  request  that  the  voters  be  informed. 

In  the  light  of  last  year's  vote  regarding  street  lights,  the  Com- 
mittee feels  justified  in  recommending  the  lights  requested  in 
Articles  27,  28,  29  and  30.  However,  we  still  feel  that  a  general 
survey  of  this  subject  should  be  made. 

In  recommending  the  Selectmen's  budget,  the  Committee  is 
of  the  opinion  that  a  descrepancy  in  salary  exists  and  that  an  in- 
crease of  some  sort  should  be  studied  before  another  Annual  Town 
Meeting.  The  work  of  this  Board  has  increased  enormously  in  the 
last  few  years  without  any  adjustment  in  pay. 

A  table  of  estimates  by  departments,  amounts  recommended 
by  this  Committee  and  report  of  recommendations  on  Articles  ap- 
pearing in  the  Town  Warrant  appear  on  the  following  pages.  If 
our  recommendations  are  followed,  no  increase  in  the  tax  rate  is 
anticipated. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  assisted  us  in  our  work  this 

year.
